BIRTHS.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the city of Dublin 
and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock and Kingstown, 
there were registered during the year 1914 (53 weeks)* 11,125 births—5,756 boys and 5,369 
girls—being equal to one in 37, or an annual rate of 27 -0 per 1,000 of the estimated popu- 
lation.t The average rate for the preceding ten years was 28-5 per 1,000. 


Of the 11,125 births registered in 1914, 9,511, or 30 in every 1,000 of the population, 
occurred in the city, and 1,614, or only 17 in every 1,000 inhabitants, in the urban districts 
named above. 


Of the 11,125 births in the entire district, 2,894 were registered during the first quarter 
of the year, 2,913 in the second, 2,568 in the third, and 2,750 in the fourth, the weekly 
average being 210. 


In London the number of births registered during the year 1914 (53 weeks) was 113,443, 
being equal to an annual rate of 25 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow 
the number was 30,052, equal to 28 per 1,000; and in Edinburgh it was 6,809, or 21 
per 1,000 of the population. | 


DEATHS.—The number of deaths appertaining to the Dublin Registration Area, 
and registered during the year 1914 was 8,605 ; this number is equal to one in 48, or . 
20-9 per 1,000 of the population of the Area, estimated to the middle of the year 1914. 
The average death-rate for the 10 years 1904-13 was 21-4 per 1,000. Thus the rate for 
last year is 0-5 below the average—a decrease equivalent to 2-3 per cent. 


The total number of deaths registered during the year, namely, 9,175 (4,572 males 
and 4,603 females), including the deaths of 570 persons who were admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, is equal to one in 45, or 22-2 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. The average rate for the preceding 10 years was 22-6 per 1,000. 


The rate for the city of Dublin was 22-3 per 1,000 (21-5 on the North side, and 23-2 
on the South), and for the suburbs 16-0 per 1,000. The rates for the severai districts 
range from 11-3 for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, to 27:9 for the district of North 
City No. 2. 


Of the 9,175 deaths. in the entire Area, 2,609 were registered during the first 
quarter of the year, 2,354 in the second, 1,887 in the third, and 2,325 in the fourth, the 
weekly average being 173.

In the twenty-six provincial Urban Districts, for which statistics are given in the 
Weekly Returns, the respective annual death-rates are as follow, ranging from the lowest 
to the highest :—Bray, 10-6 per 1,000 of the population*; Bangor, 11-3; Portadown, 
13-1; Coleraine, 13-6; Londonderry, 15-1; Queenstown, 15-9 ; Dundalk, 16-5; Athlone, 
16°5; Clonmel, 16-6; Wexford, 17-0; Lurgan, 17:2; Drogheda, 17-2; Newry, 17:2; 
Tralee, 17-2; Armagh, 17-5; Newtownards,17:9; Lisburn, 18-0 ; Sligo, 18-1; Larne, 
18-1; Kilkenny, 18-2; Ballymena, 18-4; Belfast, 18-9; Limerick, 19-3 ; Cork, 19-9; 
Galway, 20-0; and Waterford, 20-4. | 

The number of deaths registered in London during the year 1914 (53 weeks) was 
66,622, being equal to an annual rate of 14-5 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants ; in Glasgow, 
17,827, equal to 16:7 per 1,000; and in Edinburgh, 5,107, or 15-6 in every 1,000 of the 
estimated population. 


Pusiic Instirutions.—Of the 9,175 deaths registered in the Dublin Registration 
Area last year, 3,979, or 43-4 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz. :—2,398 in the 
various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums; 635 in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, 
904 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse ; and 42 (those of persons admitted from the 
Dublin Registration Area) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


DISEASES. 


DusBLIn REGISTRATION AREA.—(See Tables III. and 1V)—The records of last year 
show that the total number of deaths from some of the principal epidemic diseasest 
registered in the Dublin Registration Area was 1,037. This number is equal to a rate 
of 2-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 


The following tabular statement shows the mortality from some of the principal epidemic 
diseases during the year 1914, and the average annual number of deaths for the 
ten years 1904—19138. )

Enteric Fever.—During the yearly period under notice, which includes fifty-three 
weeks ending on January 2nd, 1915, the deaths of 63 persons, equal to an annual-rate 
of 0-15 per 1,000 of the population of the Dublin Registration Area were caused by enteric — 
fever ; the above figure does not include the deaths of 6 persons admitted to public insti- 
tutions from without the Area. Of the 63 deaths, 16 belonged to the northern part of 
Dublin city, 35 to the southern portion of the city, and 12 deaths were of residents in the 
urban districts. 

From Table I., page vii., it appears that 52 cases of enteric fever were under treatment 
in Hospitals at the close of the previous yearly period ; 441 cases were admitted during 
the yearly period under notice ; 401 were discharged ; there were 45 deaths, and at the 
close of the period 47 cases remained under treatment. The yearly average number of 
deaths from enteric fever for the ten years ending 1913, was 58; this figure includes the 
_ deaths of persons who were admitted to the Registration Area from outside districts. 


TypHus.—Two deaths from typhus were registered ; another death occurred in hospital 
near the end of the period, but was not registered at the close of the period. In the 
preceding period there were 13 deaths from typhus, and the average for the ten years, 
1904—1913, was 4. | 2 | 

Thirty-one cases of typhus were admitted to hospital during the yearly period, 21 
were’ discharged, and 11 patients were under treatment on the 2nd January, 1915.

SmALL-Pox.—There was not any notification of the existence of small-pox in the 
Dublin Registration Area during the yearly period now under review. 


MerastEs.—There were 386 deaths from measles, equivalent to an annual rate of 
0:94 per 1,000. The annual average rate for the corresponding period in the previous 
ten years was 0-33 per 1,000. Of the total deaths, 220 belonged to north Dublin city, 
135 to south Dublin city, 30 to the urban districts, and there was one death of a person 
admitted to hospital from outside the Area. 


According to Table I., 693 cases of measles were admitted to Dublin hospitals during 
the year; 602 patients were discharged ; there were 101 deaths, and not one patient 
was under treatment at the close of the period. 


ScarRLeT Fever.—The deaths from scarlet fever numbered 41, the average in the ten 
years preceding being 34. The 41 deaths, which include the deaths of 2 persons not 
belonging to the Area, are equal to an annual death-rate of 0-10 per 1,000. Of the 
deaths’20 were of residents of Dublin north city, 16 of Dublin south city, 2 of the urban 
district of Rathmines and Rathgar, and one of Kingstown, ; 


Nine hundred and ten cases were admitted to hospitals during the year; 899 were 
discharged ; 38 died, and 97 were under treatment at the termination of the period ; this 
figure does not include 15 convalescents in Beneavin. 


Wuoopinc—coucH.—The mortality from whooping-cough declined from 86 deaths 
in the preceding period to 59 in that under notice, the latter figure being equal to an annual 
death-rate of 0-14 per 1,000; the average rate for the preceding ten years was 0°34 per 
1,000. Of the total deaths 24 were registered in the March quarterly period, 20 in the 
June quarterly period, 7 in the September, and 8 in the December period. Of the total 
deaths, 30 were of residents in Dublin north city, 19 of Dublin south city, 7 of the urban 
district of Rathmines and Rathgar, 2 of the urban district of Pembroke, and one of the 
urban district of Kingstown. 


DrruTHERIA.—There were 77 deaths assigned to diphtheria ; this figure includes the 
deaths of 4 persons who were not resident in the Area, and excludes the deaths, returned 
as from croup, of 3 persons. The 77 deaths are equal to an annual rate of 0-19 per 1,000, 
the average rate for the ten years, 1904-1913, being 0-16 per 1,000. 


Including 65 cases in hospitals at the commencement of the period, the total number 
- of persons under treatment was 628 ; of this figure 516 were discharged, 59 died, and 53 
patients were under treatment in hospital at the end of the yearly period. Of the 77 
deaths from diphtheria registered, 35 belonged to Dublin north city, 27 to Dublin south 
city, 4 to the urban district of Rathmines and Rathgar, 6 to the Pembroke urban district, 
and one to the urban district of Blackrock. 


DrarRH@AL DisEasEs.—There were registered altogether from conditions coming 
under the heading of diarrhoeal diseases the deaths of 395 persons ; of this number 383 were 
deaths of children under 2 years of age—the latter figure is equivalent to a rate of 0-93 
per 1,000 of the population. The 383 deaths include 148 deaths belonging to Dublin 
north city, 187 belonging to Dublin south city, 40 deaths belonging to the urban districts, 
namely :—To Rathmines and Rathgar, 20; to Pembroke, 17; to Blackrock, one, 
and to Kingstown, 2 deaths, and 8 were of children not belonging to the Area. 

InFLUENZA.—The deaths of 43 persons were attributed to influenza, as against 93 
deaths registered in the preceding period, and a yearly average of 97 in the ten years, 
1904-1913. 


CrREBRO-SPINAL Fever.—During the period under notice the deaths of 3 persons 
from cerebro-spinal fever were recorded. 


Preumontra.—Altogether the deaths of 687 persons from pneumonia (all forms) were 
registered. This number represents an annual death-rate of 1-66 per 1,000, as compared 
-with the average of the ten preceding yearly periods, 1-69; the number of deaths im the 
yearly period of 1913 was 665, — | |

Although the number of deaths for tuberculosis registered during the period under notice 
increased by 23, it is to be remembered that this period includes the records of 53 weeks, as 
compared with the yearly period of 1913, which comprised only the records of 52 weeks. 
Taking the weekly average number of deaths for the year 1914, the yearly period of 52 
weeks would give the number of deaths in 1914 as 1,439, compared with 1,444 the number 
registered in the corresponding period of 1913, but this small reduction cannot be looked 
on as being satisfactory, and there is practically no improvement in the condition of the 
Area as regards the mortality from tuberculosis. 

Ninety-four of the total deaths were of persons who did not belong to the Area, as 
compared with 127 registered in the yearly period of 1913. 

The deaths belonging to the Area amounted to 1,373, and represent a rate of 3-33 
per 1,000; of this number, 588 belong to Dublin north city districts, with a rate of 3-51 
per 1,000 , 588 belong to Dublin south city districts, with a rate of 3-97 per 1,000; 72 
belong to Rathmines, with a rate of 1°81 per 1,000 ; 71 belong to Pembroke urban district, 
with a rate of 2°31 per 1,000; 20 belong to Blackrock, with a rate of 2:14 per 1,000; and 
34 belong to Kingstown, with a rate of 1:97 per 1,000, Of the total deaths from all 
forms of tuberculous disease (which constitute 16 per cent. of all deaths registered, or 
one in every 6 deaths), there were 1,111 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 138 deaths 
from tuberculous meningitis, 92 from abdominal tuberculosis, 10 from tuberculosis of the 
vertebral column, 8 from tuberculosis of joints, 20 from tuberculosis of other organs, 
and 88 from disseminated tuberculosis. 

CancER.—The deaths assigned to cancer, including 86 of persons admitted to hospital 
from places outside the Area, amounted to 514, and are equal to a rate of 1-24 per 1,000, 
the average rate for the preceding ten yearly periods being 1-11 per 1,000. The number of 
deaths under this heading registered during the preceding yearly period was 521. 

DISEASES OF THE BRAIN AND Nervous System.—In the aggregate the deaths recorded 
under the above title numbered 870, and are equivalent to a rate of 2:1 per 1,000; in- 
cluded in the total there were 213 deaths from convulsions, of these 187 were of infants 
under one year of age. 

DISEASES OF THE CIRCULATORY SySTEM.—These deaths amounted to 935, and equalled 
a rate of 2-27 per 1,000. 

Broncuitis.—The mortality from bronchitis exceeded that of the preceding period, 
983 deaths being registered im 1914, as compared with 865 in the preceding period. The 
rates corresponding to these figures are 2-4 and 2-2 per 1,000. | 

Deatus In [nrancy.—There were among other causes 47 deaths from congenital 
malformations, 207 from premature birth, and 183 from congenital debility. 


Yearly Summary. 


AccIpENT oR NEGLIGENCE.—Under this title 225 deaths were recorded. 
includes 50 deaths from burns and scalds (of this figure 28 were children under 5 years of 
age; 26 deaths from drowning); 10 deaths trom suffocation in bed ; "4 deaths by poisons ; 
2 deaths on railways, and 20 deaths by vehicles and horses. 


HomicipE.—There were 8 deaths resulting from homicide. 


Suicipe.—Fifteen persons terminated their existence by suicide.

In 252 cases the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical attendant 
during the last illness ; of these 252 cases, 128, or 50-8 per cent., were deaths of children 
under 5 years of age ; these 128 deaths form 4-6 per cent. of the total number of deaths 
-_ofchildren of that age-period. Of the deaths of 533 infants under one month old registered, 
there were 60 (or 11-3 per cent.) regarding which the cause was uncertified.

AcxEs.—Of the 9,175 deaths registered during the year, 2,772, or 30 per cent., were 
of children under five years of age, and 2,038, or 22 per cent., were of persons aged 65 
years and upwards, including those of 1,425 persons aged 70 years and upwards, of whom 
68 were stated to have been nonagenarians, and one (a male) was stated to have 
been aged 101 years. 


The deaths of infants under 1 year old were equal to 149 for every 1,000 births registered 
against 157 in the preceding year, and 142 in 1912.

Occupations.—Table VII. on page xu. exhibits the occupations or social position 
of the persons whose deaths were registered during the year, the various callings 
being grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality in the 
several social grades of the population. From this Table it will be observed that the 
deaths in families of the “‘ Professional and Independent Class ’’ were equal to a rate of 
14-7 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to the Census of 1911 ; in the 
“Middle Class’ the death-rate was 14-6 per 1,000; among the “ Artisan Class and 
Petty Shopkeepers.”’ it was 18-4; and in the “ General Service Class ” it was 22-5. The 
number of the living in each of the several classes and orders of occupations in 1911 is 
shown by age-periods in the following Table.

Londonderry, 0:9 ; Limerick, 0:9; Queenstown, 1-1; Dundalk,1-1; Kilkenny, 1-4 ; 
Ballymena, 1-4; Lurgan, 2:0; Cork, 2-1; Tralee, 2-3; Armagh, 2-5; Belfast, 2-7; 
Waterford, 2-7; Lisburn, 2:9; Newtownards, 3-1; and Sligo, 3-2. 


Enteric Fever.—Of 60 deaths, 26 belonged to Belfast, 14 to Ballymena, 6 to 
_ Limerick, 4 to Cork, 2 to Londonderry, 2 to Dundalk, 2 to Sligo, and one to each of 
Waterford, Drogheda, Lisburn, and Clonmel. 


TypHus.—There were 11 deaths appertaining to Belfast, one to Cork, one to Water- 
ford, and one to Galway. 


SMALL-Pox.—No deaths from this disease were recorded. 


Mrastes.—Of 296 deaths, 205 belonged to Belfast, 27 to Sligo, 19 to Armagh, 11 to 
Lisburn, 10 to Lurgan, 9 to Cork, 2 to each of Limerick, Drogheda, and Queenstown, and 
in nine districts one death was recorded. 


ScarLeT Fever.—There were 168 deaths for Belfast, 37 in Waterford, 10 for Limerick 
9 for Cork, 8 in Lurgan, 4 for Lisburn, 3 in Newtownards, 2 for Clonmel, and one for each 
of Londonderry, Newry, Kilkenny, and Coleraine. 


Wuooptna-cougu.—There were registered for Belfast 205 deaths ; for Cork, 64; in 
Newtownards, 10; in Tralee, 7; in Queenstown, 5; in Galway, 2; and for each of Limerick, 
Lisburn, Wexford, Larne, Bangor, and Athlone, one death. 


DipurHerta.—Of 74 deaths from diphtheria, 31 belonged to Belfast, 13 to Cork, 
12 to Kilkenny, 3 to each of Lurgan, Drogheda, and Lisburn, 2 to Tralee, and one 
death to each of Londonderry, Galway, Sligo, Larne, Coleraine, Bangor, and Athlone. 


DIARRHG@A AND ENTERITIS OF CHILDREN UNDER Two Yuars or AGE.—Among the 
631 deaths registered, 407 belonged to Belfast, 59 to Cork, 31 to Waterford, 28 to London- 
derry, 17 to Lisburn, 15 to Newtownards, and 14 to each of Limerick and Tralee. 





PutmMonary 'TUBERCULOSIS.—The number of deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis 
registered in the twenty-six Urban Districts amounted to 1,673, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 2-1 per 1,000 of the aggregate population of these districts. The deatlis in 
Belfast (836) represent a rate of 2-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population. In the 
remaining twenty-five urban districts the deaths, 837, represent an annual rate Dis ae | 
per 1,000 of the aggregate population of these areas. In the Dublin Registration Area 
the rate for deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis (exclusive of deaths in public institu- 
tions of persons admitted from outside the Area) is equal to 2-5 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. :

TWENTY-SEVEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered* last week as appertaining to the 
Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-six principal provincial Urban Districts of Ireland was 25-7 per 
1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,205,280. 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks and during the whole of that period, as appertaining to 
the undermentioned areas, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000. 
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The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 1:4 per 1000. Among the 194 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
one from enteric fever, 3 from scarlet fever, 6 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, and one from 
diarrhea and enteritis of a child ‘under 2 years. One of the 17 deaths from all causes for Londonderry is 
from diphtheria. Included in the 5 deaths from all causes for Newtownards is one from whooping-cough, 
and the 5 deaths recorded for Armagh are from measles. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 
In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 168—98 boys and 
70 girls—and the deaths to 250—132 males and 118 females. 


DEATHS. 


The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 13) of persons admitted into public Sent 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 30°4 per 1,000 of the population, 
the rate for the total deaths registered in the area being 32:1 per 1,000.

The deaths include one from enteric fever, 2 from measles, 4 from diphtheria, 3 from influenza, and 3 
from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. In each of the three preceding weeks, deaths 
from enteric fever were 3, one and 0 ; deaths from measles were 2, one, and one ; deaths from diphtheria were 
4, 6, and 2; deaths from influenza were 0, 2, and 2 ; and deaths from diarrhceal diseases were 4, 8, and 5. 


Tuberculous disease caused the deaths of 35* persons, including 24 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 
4 from tuberculous meningitis, 3 from abdominal tuberculosis, and 4 from other forms of the disease ; in the 
3 preceding weeks such deaths were 21, 30, and 17 respectively. 
Of 22 deaths caused by pneumonia (all forms), 10 were from broncho-pneumonia, one was from lobar 
pneumonia, and 11 were from pneumonia (type not distinguished), 


The deaths of 7 persons were caused by cancer. 


There were 3 deaths of infants from convulsions ; there was also one death from congenital defects, 6 from 
premature birth, and 8 from congenital debility of infants under one year of age. 


Twenty-two deaths were caused by organic heart diseases, and the deaths from bronchitis amounted to 45, 


The number of deaths attributed to accident.or negligence was 5, including one death of a child, aged 
one year and 7 months, by scalds, and one death caused by a motor car. 


In 14 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness ; these cases include the deaths of 6 infants under one year old, and the deaths of 3 persons aged 65 years 
and upwards. 


Sixty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
{38 being infants under one year, of whom 16 were maen one thonehs old) and 54 were aged 65 years ane 
upw ards, including 39 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 23 aged 75 and upwards, of whom 
3 (females) were stated to have been aged 90, 91, and 93 years, respectively. 


One hundred and eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public 
institutions: of this number 26 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, and 18 in the South 
Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See Tables TiI. and VIT.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 30’4 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 33:1 (North 
City Districts, 35-4; South, 30°4) and in the Suburbs, 21°8. 


The deaths from certain epidemic diseases}in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 1°3 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 1:5 (in the North City Districts 1:3, and in the South 1: 8), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, Last (Clarence-street, North).— The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 41°4 per 1,000. 
Diphtheria and influenza each caused one death, 5 deaths were caused by tuberculous disease, 3 by broncho-pneumonia, 6 by 
bronchitis, and 2 deaths were attributed to accidental causes. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (27) are equa] to an annual rate of 34°1 per 1,000. There were 
5 deaths from tuberculous disease, 2 from pneumonia, and 4 from bronchitis, 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street),—The deaths (25) are equivalent to an annual rate of 46°8 per 1,000, and include 
one death from tuberculous disease, 2 from broncho-pneumonia, 6 from bronchitis, and 3 deaths from diarrhea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years of age. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (32) represent an annual rate of 47:0 per 1,000. Among them 
are one death from influenza, 4 deaths from tuberculous disease, 5 deaths from pneumonia, and 6 from bronchitis. 


Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1. part of, 19°0 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, 76; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part 
of, 0-0. One of the 2 deaths recorded for the first-named district was suicidal. 

No. 1 South City District (South Eari-street).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 23:0 per 1,000. Two deaths 
were caused by pulmonary tuberculosis and 4 by bronchitis. 

No. 2 South City. District (Castle-street).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 48°3 per 1,000, and include one 
death from enteric fever, 4 from tuberculous disease, one from pneumonia, 3 from bronchitis, and one accidental death. 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street)—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 27°5 per 1,000. One death from

diphtheria, 5 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 from pneumonia, and 6 from bronchitis were recorded. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths (23) are equivalent to av annual rate of 36:2 per 1,000. 
Two deaths were attributed to diphtheria, one to measles, 2 to tuberculous disease, 4 to pneumonia, 5 to bronchitis, and one to 
accident. 

New Kilmainham Distrvict—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual rate of 21°2 per 1,000. Among them are one death 
from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from bronchitis, and one accidental death. 


Vroon Vastricts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines and Rathgar, 20:0; 
Pembroke. 20:7; Blackrock, 28°3 : and Kingstown, 24°6. The only death from any of the -principal epidemic diseases tabu- 
lated for these districts was one from measles for Pembroke. Of the 15 deaths from all causes for Rathmines and Rathgar are 
4 from tuberculous disease and 4 from bronchitis. The 12 deaths from all causes for Pemtroke include one from influenza. Among 
the 5 deaths frem all causes for Blackrock is ons from pulmonary tuberculosis; and of the 8 deaths from all. causes fur 
Kingstown one was caused oy pneumonia.

Vhe Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxweil Williamson, M.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
3rd January. From “this Report it appears that of a total of 74 cases notified, 43 were scarlet fever, 15 
diphtheria, 9 phthisis, 4 erysipelas, 2 enteric fever, and one puerperal fever. “Among the 591 cases of infectious 
diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 307 eases of scarlet fever, 125 of “phthisis: 90 of eee os

One case of typhus was discharged from hospital and 3 cases remained under treatment at the 
close of the week. The cases in hospital at the end of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 3, 3, and 4, respectively. 

Three cases of measles were admitted to hospital, 2 were discharged, and 11 cases remained 
under treatment at the close of the week. At the end of the 3 preceding weeks such, 
cases were 8, 8, and 10 respectively. ‘ 

Nineteen cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 11 were discharged, and 132* 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the close of the 3 preceding weeks the 
cases in hospital were 121, 126, and 124, respectively. 

Fourteen cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital during the week, 19 were discharged, and there 
were 3 deaths. ‘The cases in hospital, which at the close of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 79, 84, and 66, 
respectively, were 57 at the close of last week. ‘ 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 4 cases of pneumonia were admitted to hospital, 6 were 
discharged, there was one death, and 23 cases remained under treatment at the end of the week.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations—see TasiE IT?) 


Sir John Moore, M.A., M.D., D.P.H., D.SC., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 3rd January, 1914:— 


A period of severe cold was experienced over the whole of Western Kurope in the course of this week. It 
was brought about by the passage of a depression in a south-easterly direction across Central Europe from the 
North Sea, the south of Norway and Denmark, where it was centred on Sunday morning, to Italy and the 
adjacent parts of the Mediterranean, where it was still in evidence on Friday. On the other hand an area of 
high atmospheric pressure spread in over Ireland from the Atlantic at the beginning of the week—the result 
being a strong current of polar air blowing from Lapland to the extreme south of EKurope-—even to Gibraltar 
and Naples. On Sunday snow-showers fell in Dublin, followed by frost at night. But much larger snow- 
falls took place in the north and centre of Ireland, over Scotland, in Wales and the greater part of England, 
On Tuesday also a violent snowstorm occurred in Berlin, and snow-falls were reported from many Continental 
Districts—at Naples, Mount Vesuvius was covered with snow, and frost was experienced on Friday as far 
South as Gibraltar. Frost of considerable intensity prevailed in most parts of the United Kingdom in the 
first half of the week. On New Year’s Day, however, a decided thaw took place in Scotland and Ireland, as 
a warm westerly wind off the Atlantic passed tangentially eastwards along the northern face of an anticyclone. 
Near the ceutre of this high-pressure system the barometer rose to 30°72 inches at Roche’s Point, Cork 
Harbour, at 7 a.m. of Thursday. At that time, also, a large and deep depression was approaching Lapland 
from the Arctic Ocean, ‘This low-pressure system, with its secondaries, disturbed the weather in the British 
Isles during the closing days of the week, the weather being dull, milder and very damp. In Dublin the . 
mean height of the barometer was 30°323 inches, the range bemg from 29:616 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday 
(wind, W.S.W.) to 30°651 inches at 9 a.m. of Thursday (wind, W.N,W,). The corrected mean temperature 
was 35'8°, the mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m, being 351°. On Wednesday the screened ther- 
mometers fell to 25:6°, on Friday they rose to 47:9°. The rainfall was ‘018 inch on one rain-day. Snow fell 

-on Sunday afternoon in showers, yielding 014 inch in the rain: gauge. Lightning was seen on Sunday evening. 
A little hail fell on Wednesday morning... There was a lunar halo on Saturday evening. 
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At the Observatorv of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 30°326 inches. The highest reading (30°654) was on Wednesday, at 9 p.m., air calm, 
the lowest (29°631) on Sunday, at 9 a.m., wind W.N.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 34:6°, being 7°3° below the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on F riday, on which day the thermometer 
registered 48°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the mercury having fallen to 19°.

The deaths from certain epidemic. diseasest registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 2:1 per 1000. Among the 203 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
2 from typhus, one from measles, 12 from scarlet fever, 3 from whooping-cough, 4 from diphtheria, and 4 from 
diarrheal diseases. Included in the 43 deaths from all causes for Cork are one from enteric fever and 2 
from diarrheal diseases. Two of the 16 deaths from all causes for Waterford are from diarrhea and enteritis 
of children under 2 years of age. One of the 7 deaths from all causes for ‘Tralee is from whooping-cough. 
The 8 deaths from all causes for Clonmel include one from scarlet fever. Six of the 9 deaths recorded for 


Armagh are from measles,

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 246—110 boys and 
136 girls—and the deaths to 210—102 males and 108 females. 


DEATHS. 


The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 26-3 per 1,000 of the population. 
During the two weeks, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 28-4, and’ was 4:2 above the mean 
rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1904-1913.

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The total deaths vegistered, numbering 210, represent an annual rate of 27-0 per 1,000 ; the annual rate 
for the past two weeks was 29-6 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the curresponding period of the 
past ten years was 25:3 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered: 

Among the total deaths there were 3 from enteric fever, one from each of measles and whooping- 
cough, 2 from diphtheria, 3 from influenza, and 2 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of 
age. In each of the three weeks preceding, deaths from enteric fever were one, 0, and one; deaths from 
measles were one, one, and 2; deaths from whooping-cough were one, one, and 0; deaths from diphtheria 
were 6, 2, and 4 ; deaths from influenza were 2, 2, and 3 ; and deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis of children 
were 8, 5, and 3. . 3) - 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease amounted to 28; this figure includes 20 deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis, 4 from tuberculous meningitis, and 4 from other forms of the disease. In each of 
the 3 preceding weeks deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 30, 17, and 35. 

Eleven deaths were caused by broncho-pneumonia and 8 by pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Eight deaths were assigned to cancet. 

There were 5 deaths from convulsions of infants under one year of age ; at this age period 2 deaths were 
referred to congenital malformations, 7 to premature birth, and one to congenital debility. 

Organic diseases of the heart caused the deaths of 13 persons, and 42 persons died from bronchitis. 

Of 12 deaths resulting from accident, or negligence, 2 were by poisoning, 3 by burns and scalds, one of 
the latter being aged one year and 4 months. There was one death by drowning and one death of an infant 
by suffocation in bed. 

In 10 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness ; these cases include the deaths of 4 infants under one year old, and the deaths of 4 persons aged 65 years 
and upwards. 

Forty-six-of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(32 being infants under one year, of whom 1] were under one month old) and 64 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 51 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 28 aged 75 and upwards, of whom 
one (a male) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 

Eighty-five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 19 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse and 24 in the South Dublin Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ITI. and VIT.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 26'3 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 28°6 (North 
City Districts, 24-4; South, 33°3) and in the Suburbs 19°]. 


The deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 1°2 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 1:0 (in the North City Districts 0°3, and in the South 1°8), and for the Suburbs 1°6 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).— The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 27°6 per 1,000. 
Among them are one death from diphtheria, one from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from pneumonia, 4 from bronchitis, and one 
accidental death. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 29°1 per 1,000. One death 
from influenza, 2 deaths from tuberculous disease, oue death from broncho-pneumonia, 5 deaths from bronchitis, and 4 accidental 
deaths were recorded. 


No, 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (12) are equivalent to an annual rate of 22°4 per 1,000. One of the 
deaths was caused by influenza and one by pulmonary tuberculosis. 

No. 3 North City’ District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (17 ) represent an annual rate of 24:9 per 1,000. There were 2 
deaths from tuberculous disease, 2 from pneumonia, and 6 from bronchitis. 


Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, part of, 9°5 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, 22-9; and Finglas and QGlasnevin, part 
of, 9°7. One of the 6 deaths from all causes for Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, was from tuberculous disease and one was from 
bronchitis ; and of the 2 deaths recorded for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, one was from bronchitis. 


No. 1 South City District (South Eari-street)—The deaths (23) represent an annual rate of 29°4 per 1,000. One death 
was caused by enteric fever, 4 deaths were caused by tuberculous disease, 5 by pneumonia, 6 by bronchitis, and one by accident, 

No. 2 Souch City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 54:0 per 1,000. There were 3 
deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 5 from bronchitis, and 2 accidental deaths. 


No. 3 South Crty District (Peter-street)—The deaths (30) are equal to an annual rate of 35°9 per 1,000, and include one

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths.(15) are equivalent to an annual rate of 23°6 per 1,000.

10th January. From this Report it appears that of a total of 84 cases notified, 54 were scarlet fever, 15 
diphtheria, 7 phthisis, 7 erysipelas, and one enteric fever. Among the 599 cases of infectious diseases in 
hospital at the close of the week were 315 cases of scarlet fever, 132 of phthisis, 79 of diphtheria, 45 of

Table XII. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the Dublin Hospitals 
during the week ended 10th January, 1914, and the number under treatment at the close of each of the 
3 preceding weeks, 

From this it appears that :— 

Four cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, 13 were discharged, there was one 
death and 41 cases remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week, the respective 
numbers in hospital at the close of the 3 preceding weeks being 57, 52, and 51. 

Three cases of typhus remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week. 
The cases in hospital at the end of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 3, 4, and 3, respectively. 

Nine cases of measles were admitted to hospital, 2 were discharged, and 18 cases remained 
under treatment at the close of the week. At the end of the 3 preceding weeks ‘such 
cases were 8, 10, and 11 respectively. . 

Sixteen cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 31 were discharged, and 117* 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the close of the 3 preceding weeks the 
cases in hospital were 126, 124, and 132, respectively. 

Seven cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital during the week, 12 were discharged, and there 
was one death. ‘The cases in hospital, which at the close of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 84, 65, and 57 
respectively, were 51 at the close of last week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 9 cases of pneumonia were admitted to hospital, 3 were 
discharged, there were 4 deaths, and 25 cases remained under treatment at the end of the week.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations—see LaBLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.A., M.D.,.D.P.H., D.SC., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 10th January, 1914 :— 


“Changeable, unsettled weather held during this week, air-temperature in particular being in a 
particularly unstable condition. The period opened with a deep atmospheric depression moving in an easterly 
direction from the east coast of Iceland across the Norwegian Sea. At the same time an anticyclone (30°5 
inches and upwards), centred on the Bay of Biscay and over the Peninsula, threw a current of warm 8.W, 
winds upon the British Islands. As the northern depression approached the south of Norway, gradients for 
W. winds became steep in the United Kingdom and gales sprang up in many districts on Sunday afternoon 
or at night. ‘The depression subsequently travelled south-eastwards across Germany and Austria to the 
extreme 8.E. of Europe. Its N.W. winds brought snow and frosi to the British Islands on Monday and 
Tuesday. On Wednesday a remarkable change occurred as another large and deep depression appeared over 
Iceland, travelling eastward like its predecessor, while the Peninsular anticyclone with another depression near 
the Azores sent a strong current of warm §.W. winds right across the British Islands to Shetland, the south 
of Norway and Denmark. Meanwhile the northern depression crossed the Norwegian Sea and Scandinavia 
to the Baltic, causing a violent northeasterly gale and a heavy snowstorm in Sweden on Thursday and Friday, 
while rain fell in the Low Countries and Germany—on Saturday morning ‘99 inch was measured at Munich 
and 1:02 inches at Brussels. . At the close of the week an anticyclone, with colder weather, was spreading 
southwestwards to Great Britain from Scandinavia. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29-942 


‘inches, the range of pressure being between 29:559 inches, at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, W.) and 30°193 


inches at 9 a.m. of Wednesday (wind, W.8.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 45°5°, the mean dry 
‘bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 44:6°. On Wednesday the screened thermometers fell to 318°, on 
Friday they rose to 560°. The wind was usually from W. or 8.W. Rain fell on 4 rain-days to the amount 


of +362 inch, of which ‘171 inch was measured on Friday. Snow fell on Monday night.”

At the Observatorv of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 29-954 inches. The highest reading (30:194) was on Wednesday, at 9a.m., air calm, 
the lowest (29°576) on Monday, at 9 p.m., wind W. c ; 

The mean temperature for the week was 44:3°, being 3:1° above the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Thursday and Friday, on which days the 
thermometer registered 56°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the mercury having fallen to 27°. The mean 
of the Dry Bulb for the week was 43°7° and of the Wet Bulb, 42°4°. The mean humidity of the air was 88 
complete saturation being represented by 10. The rainfall during the week measured 0*445 inch. hind 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 43-7°, the maximum 55:°4°, and the minimum 
29:1°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 48°2°, the minimum 28°8°, and the mean 39°5°. The rainfall at 
Greenwich measured 0°39 in., and at Edinburgh 1-29 ins.

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered* last week as appertaining to the 
Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-six principal provincial Urban Districts of Ireland was 21-7 per ° 
1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,205,280. 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks and during the whole of that period, as appertaining to 
the undermentioned areas, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000.

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-6 per 1,000. Among the 174 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
10 from scarlet fever, one -from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria and 3 from diarrhea and enteritis 
of children under 2 years. The 7 deaths from all causes for Galway include one from each of measles and 
whooping cough. One of the 3 deaths from all causes for Newry is from scarlet fever. Among the 7 deaths 
from all causes for Newtownards are 2 from whooping-cough and one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child 
under 2 years. Four of the 5 deaths recorded for Armagh are from measles. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 2083—108 boys and 
95 girls—and the deaths to 205—100 males and 105 females. 


DEATHS. 
‘The deaths registered, omittmg the deaths (numbering 18) of persons admitted into public Was tiated 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate ot mortality of 24°0 per 1,000 of ba pene ation. 
During the three weeks, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 26-9, and was 2°6 above the mean 
rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1904-1913.

The total deaths registered, numbering 205, represent an annual rate of 26-3 per 1,000 3 the annual rate 
for the past three weeks was 28-5 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period of the 
past ten years was 25°5 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

The total number of deaths included 3 from enteric fever, one from measles, 2* from scarlet fever, 
one from influenza, and 6 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. In each of the 
three weeks preceding, deaths from enteric fever were 0, one, and 3; deaths from measles were one, 2, 
and one ; deaths from scarlet fever were 0, 0, and 0; deaths from influenza were 2, 3, and 3 ; and deaths from 
diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years were 5, 3, and 2. 

The deaths from tuberculous disease numbered 23, and include 19 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 
3 from tuberculous meningitis, and one from disseminated tuberculosis. In the 3 weeks preceding deaths 
from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 17, 35, and 28, respectively. 

Of 21 deaths assigned to pneumonia (all forms), 13 were from broncho-pneumonia, 2 were from lobar 
pneumonia, and 6 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

During the week the deaths of 12 personsefrom cancer were registered. ; 

There were 3 deaths from convulsions of infants under one year of age ; at this age-period there were 
2 deaths from congenital malformations, 4 from premature birth, and 6 from congenital debility. 

Twenty-one of the deaths were caused by organic diseases of the heart, and 27 by bronchitis, 

Of 3 deaths from accidental violence or negligence, one was by burning and one was by drowning. There 
was one suicidal death. 

In 2 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness ; these cases were deaths of infants under one year old. 

Forty-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(30 being infants under one year, of whom F4 were under one month old) and 63 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 46 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 31 aged 75 and upwards, of whom 
2 (females) were stated to have been each aged 92 years. Wass 

Ninety of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions; of 
this number 17 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse and 26 in the South Dublin Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See Tables III. and VIT.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 24'0 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 25:7 (North 
City Districts, 25°6 ; South, 25°8) and in the Suburbs 186. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases} in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 1°4 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 1-2 (in the North City Districts 0°6, and in the South 1-8), and for the Suburbs 2:2 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, Kast (Clarence-street, North).— The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 31°1 per 1,000. 
There were 2 deaths from tuberculous disease, 3 from pneumonia, one from bronchitis, and one accidental death. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Sunmer-hill)—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 26°5 per 1,000. Among 
them are one from pulmonary tuberculosis, 5 from broncho-pneumonia, and 2 from bronchitis, 

No, 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (12) are equivalent to an annual rate of 22°4 per 1,000. Two deaths 
were caused by tuberculous disease, 2 by pneumonia, and one by bronchitis. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street),—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 29°3 per 1,000, and include one 
death each from enteric fever and measles, 5 from tuberculous disease, and one from bronchitis. 

Other North City Districts—The amiual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Clontarf and 
Howth. No. 1, part of, 95 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, 19°1; and Finglas and QGlasnevin, part 
of, 19°5. The only death recorded for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part.of, was from pulmonary tuberculosis ; of the 5 deaths from 
all causes for Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, one was from pulmonary tuberculosis, and one from bronchitis ; and the 4 deaths 
from all causes for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, include 2 deaths from bronchitis, and one case of suicide. 

No. 1 South City District (South Eari-street)—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 26°9 per 1,000. There were 3 
deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, one death from broncho-pneumonia, 2 deaths from bronchitis, 2 deaths of children under 
2 years of age from diarrhcea and enteritis, and one accidental death, 


No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 34:1 per 1,000. Two deaths 
from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 deaths from bronchitis, and one accidental death were recorded. 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street)—The deaths ‘28> are equal to an annual rate of 33°5 per 1,000. Among them 
are 3 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis; one from broncho-pneumonia, 7 from bronchitis, and one death from diarrhea and 
enteritis of a child under 2 years of age. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths (9) are equivalent to an annual rate of 14°] per 1,000, and 
include one death from enteric fever, one from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from broncho-pneumonia, and 2 from bronchitis. 


New Kilmainham District—The deaths (2) are equal to an annual rate of 10°6 per 1,000; One of the deaths was caused 
by scarlet fever and one by bronchitis. 


Urban Mestricts—The annual death-ates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines and Rathgar, 25-3 ; 
Pembroke. 13°8; Blackrock, 17°0; and Kingstown, 12°38. The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise one death from enteric fever, and 3 deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age for 
Yembroke. Among the 19 deaths from all causes for Rathmines and Rathgar are one from influenza, one from pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 2 from pneumonia, and 2 from bronchitis Of the 8 deaths from all causes for Pembroke one was from bronchitis, 


The 3 deaths for Blackrock include one from broncho- pneumonia ; and of the 4 deaths from all causes for Kingstown one was 
from pulmonary tuberculosis and one from pneumonia, 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND 


The mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 17-0}, was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 17-0 per 1,000 persons living; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 20-4 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 21:1, and for Edinburgh 22:2, 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. ; 

The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.p., B.sc., Medical Cfticer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
17th January. From this Report it appears that of a total of 88 cases notified, 45 were scarlet fever, 22 
phthisis, 12 diphtheria, 8 erysipelas, and one enteric fever. Among the 633 cases of infectious diseases in 


hospital at the close of the week were 309 cases of scarlet fever, 168 of phthisis, 75 of diphtheria, 51 of 
measles, 12 of erysipelas, and 5 of enteric fever,

Table XII. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the Dublin Hospitals 
during the week ended 17th January, 1914, and the number under treatment at the close of each of the 
3 preceding weeks. 

From this it appears that :— 

Five cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, 4 were discharged, there was one 
death and 41 cases remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week, the respective 
numbers in hospital at the close of the 3 preceding weeks being 52, 51, and 41. 

Three cases of typhus remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week. 
The cases in hospital at the end of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 4, 3, and 3, respectively. 

Four cases of measles were admitted to hospital, 3 were discharged, there was one death, and 18 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the end of the 3 preceding weeks such 
cases were 10, 11, and 18 respectively. 

Seventeen cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 34 were discharged, there were 2-deaths, and 98* 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the close of the 3 preceding weeks the 
cases in hospital were 124, 132, and 117, respectively. 

Twelve cases of diphtheria were «dmitted to hospital during the week, 9 were discharged, and there 
was one death. ‘The cases in hospital, which at the close of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 65, 57, and 51 
respectively, were 53 at the close of last week, 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 6 cases of pneumonia were admitted to hospital, 6 were 
discharged, there were Z deaths, and 23 cases remained under treatment at the end of the week.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations—see Vasie LI.) 


Sir John Moore, M.A., M.D., D.P,H,, D.8¢., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 17th January, 1914:— 


“Tn last week’s Weather Report it was stated that at the close of that period an anticyclone, with colder 
weather, was spreading southwestwards to Great Britain from Scandinavia. This atmospheric movement 
went on steadily during the early days of the week now under review until the entire area of the British Isles 
came within the borders of the high pressure system. On Tuesday evening its centre, marked by the isobar 
of 30-7 inches, embraced the whole of Scotland. The barometer was already giving way, for on Monday 
morning it had been as high as 30-90 inches at Karlstad in the south of Sweden. ‘The anticyclone maintained 
its position for several days, while it gradually decreased in intensity. Thus on Friday morning it was still 
centred over the west of Scotland, but the highest readings of the barometer were 30°32 inches in Glasgow, 
and 30-30 inches at Stornoway, Nairn and Eskdalemuir. The decrease of pressure now became more rapid 
and on Saturday a depression threw the weather into a very unsettled condition, with cold showers of rain 
and hail. . The anticyclone was accompanied by clouded skies, raw easterly winds, and marked dryness on the 
east coast of Ireland—inlend, a sharp frost occurred on Wednesday night and at 7 a.m, of Thursday the 
thermometer read 25° in the screen at Birr Castle, King’s Co. During most part of the week the weather 
was quite mild in Iceland, over which island southerly winds prevailed. | On the other hand severe frost was 
reported from Germany, France and Spain—at 7 a.m, of Friday the thermometer read 14° at Munich, 15° at 
Brussels, 16° at Frankfiirt, 17° at Lyons, 18° at Paris, and 22° at Madrid. In Dublin the’ mean height of 
the barometer was 30°344 inches, pressure ranging from 30-638 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, E.S.E.) 
to 29°927 inches at 4 p.m. of Saturday (wind, N.N.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 40°4°, the 
mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 39°6°. On Sunday the screened thermometers rose to 
49:2% on Monday they tell to 34°5°. Easterly winds (between S.E. and N.E.) prevailed. Saturday was the 
only rain-day, the measurement being “197 inch, of rain and melted hail. There was a slight fog on Saturday 
evening.” 
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At the Observatory. of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 30°353 inches. The highest reading (30°648) was on Tuesday, pig 9 am., wind E., 
the lowest (29-949) on Saturday, at 9 a.m., air calm. _— 

The mean temperature for the week was 39:5*%, being 0:5° below the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. | The temperature* was highest on Sunday, on which day the thermometer 
registered 48°, and was lowest on ‘Monday, the mercury having fallen to 33°. ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb 
for the week was 38:9° and of the Wet Bulb, 36°6°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘81, complete 
saturation Veing represented by 1:0. The rainfall during the week measured ,0°260 inch. 

TAL: Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 34°8°, the maximum 42:1°, and the minimum 
293°; and/at Edinburgh the maximum was 40°8°. the minimum 30: 1°, and the mean 34°4°. The rainfall at 

Greenwich measured 0-03 in., and at Edinburgh 0-07 in.

TWENTY-SEVEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 

‘The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered* last week as appertaining to the 
Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-six principal provincial Urban Districts of Ireland was 23:8 per 
1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,205,280. 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks and during the whole of that period, as appertaining to 
the undermentioned areas, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000.

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‘The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-8 per 1,000. Among the 182 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
one from each of enteric fever and measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 5 from whooping-cough, and 3 from diarrhoeal 
diseases. The 5 deaths from all causes for Lisburn include one from each ot whooping-cough and diphtheria. 
One of the 5 deaths from all causes for Wexford is from measles. Among the 6 deaths from all causes for 
Tralee are 2 from whooping-cough and one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years. One of 
the 3 deaths for Newtownards is from measles, and one of the 3 deaths recorded for Armagh is also from this 
disease. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. ‘ 
In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 241—136 boys and 
105 girls—and the deaths to 236—116 males and 120 females. 


DEATHS. 


The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 15) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate ot mortality of 28:4 per 1,000 of the population. 
During the four weeks, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 27°3, and was 2°8 above the mean 
rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1904-1913.

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The total deaths registered, numbering 236, represent an annual rate of 30:3 per 1,000; the annual rate 
for the past four weeks was 28-9 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period of the 
past ten years was 25-6 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

Included in the deaths from all causes registered during the week, there were 2 from enteric fever, 
4 from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, 6 from diphtheria, 4 from influenza, and 5 from diarrhea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years of age. In each of the three preceding weeks, deaths from enteric fever 
were one, 3, and 3 ; deaths from measles were 2, one, and one ; deaths from whooping-congh were 0, one, and 0 4 
deaths from diphtheria were 4, 2, and 0; deaths from influenza were 3, 3, and one ; and deaths from diarrhea 
and enteritis of children were 3, 2, and 6. 

Altogether there were 32* deaths from tuberculous disease ; this figure includes 22 deaths from pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 3 from tuberculous meningitis, 5 from abdominal tuberculousis, and 2 from disseminated 
tuberculosis. In each of the 3 weeks preceding deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease were 35, 28, 
and 23, ; { J ] : 

There were 26 deaths from pneumonia (all forms), including 12 from broncho-pneumonia, 3 from lobar 
pneumonia, and 1] from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

The deaths of 9* persons were ascribed to cancer. 

Of infants 2 deaths were caused by congenital malformations, 2 by premature birth, and 3 by congenital 
debility. ® 

Organic diseases of the heart accounted for the deaths of 21 persons, and bronchitis caused the deaths of 
38 people. 

Accident or negligence caused 8 deaths, including one from burning and one by drowning. There was one 
death referred to homicidal violence. 

In 5 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness ;_ these cases include the deaths of 3 persons aged 65 years and upwards. . 

Sixty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(38 being infants under one year, of whom 10 were under one month old) and 65 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 53 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 31 aged 75 and upwards, of whom 
one (a female) was stated to have been aged 95 years. 

One hundred and eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public 
institutions ; of this number 17 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse and 30 in the South 
Dublin Union Workhouse. 

Lhe following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See Tables iT. and VIT.] 

As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 28'4 per 1,000 ; the rate in the City was 30°6 (North 
City Districts, 24°7 ; South, 37-2) and in the Suburbs 21°3. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases} in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 2°4 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 2:3 (in the North City Districts 2°5, and in the South 3°2), and for the Suburbs 1°] per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).— The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 36°3 per 1,000, 
and include one death from whooping-cough,2 from diphtheria, one from influenza, 3 from tuberculous disease, 2 from 
pneumonia, and 4 from bronchitis. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 25°3 per 1,000. ‘There 
were 3 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 6 from pneumonia, one from bronchitis, and 3 deaths of children under 2 years of 
age from diarrhoea and enteritis, 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (22) are equivalent to an annual rate of 41+] per 1,000. One death 
from diphtheria, 2 from tuberculous disease, one from pneumonia, and 5 from bronchitis were recorded. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (9) represent an annual rate of 13:2 per 1,000. Among them 
are one death each from diphtheria and pulmonary tuberculosis, and 3 from bronchitis. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—Coolock and 
Drumcondra, part of, 11:4 per 1,000 inhabitants; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 0°0; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part 
of, 14°6. Of the 3 deaths recorded for the first-named district one was from influenza ; and the 3 deaths for Finglas and 
Glasnevin, part of, include one from tuberculous disease. 

No. 1 South City District (South Eari-street).—The deaths (27) represent an annual rate of 34°5 per 1,000, Enteric 
fever caused one death, tuberculous disease 5 deaths, pneumonia 4 deaths, bronchitis 4 deaths, and one death was attributed to 
accident. 


No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 37:0 per 1,000. Four deaths 
were ascribed to tuberculous disease, 4 to bronchitis, and one to accident. 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (32) are equal to an annual rate of 38°3 per 1,000, and include one 
death from whooping-cough, 4 from tuberculous disease, 3 from pneumonia, 6 from bronchitis, 2 from diarrhea and enteritis 
of children under 2 years of age, and ¥ accidental deaths. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths (27) are equivalent to an annual rate of 42°4 per 1,000. There 
were 2 deaths from measles, one trom diphtheria, 6 from tuberculous disease, 2 from broncho-pneumonia, 4 from bronchitis, and 
one death was caused accidentally. 


New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 26°5 per 1,000. Two deaths were caused by 
measles and 2 by bronchitis. 


Uroun Mestricts.—Vhe annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—-Rathmines and Rathgar, 17:3 
Pembroke. 27°6: Blackrock, 22°7 ; and Kingstown, 185. The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise one from enteric fever and one from diphtheria for Pembroke. Among the 13 deaths from all causes for 
Rathmines and Rathgar are one from influenza, one from pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 from pneumonia, and one from bronchitis. 
The 16 deaths from all causes for Pem|) roke include one from influenza, one from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from pneumonia, 
and 2 from bronchitis ; and of the 6 deaths frem all causes for Kingstown one was from broncho-pneumonia and one death was 


attributed to accident. 
ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 
‘The mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 18:2}, was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 17:5 per 1,000 persons living; the average rate for 16 principai 
towns of Scotland was 20-9 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 20°6, and for Edinburgh 19-6. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 

The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
24th January. From this Report it appears that of a total of 91 cases notified, 41 were scarlet fever, 26 
phthisis, 18 diphtheria, and 6 erysipelas. Among the 636 cases of infectious diseases in hospi‘al at the 
close of the week were 309 cases of scarlet fever, 170 of phthisis, 85 of diphtheria, 49 of measles, 9 of 
erysipelas, and 5 of enteric fever.

From this it appears that :— 

One case of enteric fever was admitted to hospital during the week, 8 were discharged, there was one 
death and 34 cases remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week, the respective 
numbers in hospital at the close of the 3 preceding weeks being 51, 41, and 42. 

One case of typhus remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week. 
The cases in hospital at the end of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 3, 3, and one, respectively. 

Two cases of measles were admitted to hospital, 6 were discharged, and 14 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the end of the 3 preceding weeks such 
cases were 11, 18, and 18 respectively. 

Twenty-on® cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 12 were discharged, and 118* 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the close of the 3 preceding weeks the 

cases in hospital were 132, 117, and 109, respectively. 

Fifteen cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital during the week, 12 were discharged, and there 
were 3 deaths, ‘The cases in hospital, which at the close of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 57, 51, and 53 
respectively, were 53 at the close of last week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 9 cases of pneumonia were admitted to hospital, 5 were

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stationus—see 'TABLE IT.) 

Sir John Moore, M.a., M.D., D.P.H,, D.S¢., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 24th January, 1914:— 

“ Cold, dry, dull weather prevailed during the greater part of this week. Until Friday an anticyclone 
of moderate intensity (30°10 to 30:30 inches) was centred over the North Sea, extending its borders westward 
to Iveland and southward across France and Central Europe. At the same time depressions moved north- 
wards over the Atlantic to Iceland, while other Jow pressure systems existed in Lapland and the north of 
Russia, as well as in the basin of the Mediterranean, This distribution of atmospheric pressure led to 
‘eurious temperature effects. There was little or no frost in Iceland or along the Norwegian coast. whereas 
intense frost prevailed in Central Europe, France, the Low Countries, and at times in Spain, Overcast skies 
and bitterly cold but dry easterly winds passed over England. A local area of severe frost was developed in 
the N.E. of Scotland, the thermometric minima at Nairn being 35°, 28°, 26%, 18°, 17°, 17° and 27°: at that 
‘place the thermometer did not rise above 31° on either Wednesday or Thursday. In Ireland, during this 
period, the wind was S.E. for the most part. An overcast sky prevented radiation by day or by night and 
the diurnal range of temperature was remarkably small—in Dublin the extreme range from Sunday evening 
to Friday morning was only 4:6°—from 350° to 39°6°. On Friday morning a marked change occurred—hard 
frost was reported from the S.E. of England the thermometer falling to 22° at Greenwich and at Hampstead 
Reservoir. Stiil more severe frost occurred in the London Metropolitan district in the course of Friday night, 
At Kew and Hampstead the minimum was 19°, and at Greenwich the thermometer exposed on the grass fell 
to 4°. On the other hand, the main Atlantic depression spread towards Ireland, and a brisk rise of 
temperature occurred in this country with strong S. and 8.W. winds and showers on Saturday. In Dublin 
the mean height of the barometer was 30-052 inches, the range of pressure being from 30-148 inches at 
‘9 a.m. of Thursday (wind, 8.) to 29°918 inches at 4 p.m. of Saturday (wind, 8.W.). The corrected mean 
temperature was 39°4°, the mean maximum being 41-5° and the mean minimum 36:9°. The mean dry bulb 
reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 39:5°. The screened thermometers rose to 53-1° on Saturday, having 
fallen to 35-02 on Thursday. §.F. and 8, winds prevailed. Rain fell on Saturday night only, to the amount

In each of the 
three weeks preceding, deaths from measles were one, one, and 4 ; deaths from scarlet fever were 0, 2, and 0 ; 
deaths from whooping-cough were one, 0, and 2; deaths from diphtheria were 2, 0, and 6; deaths from 
influenza were 3, one, and 4 ;and deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years were 2, 6, and 5. 

The deaths from tuberculous disease amounted to 37,* us compared with 28, 23, and 32 in each of the 
3 preceding weeks ; the 37 deaths include 25 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 4 from tuberculous meningitis, 
2 from abdominal tuberculosis, one from tuberculosis of the vertebral column, and 5 from disseminated 
tuberculosis. 

Of 17 deaths from pneumonia (all forms), 9 were caused by broncho-pneumonia, one by lobar pneumonia, 
and 7 by pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

There were 7* deaths from cancer. 

Two deaths of infants under one year were ascribed to convulsions. Congenital malformations caused 
the deaths of 2 infants, 5 deaths of infants were attributed to premature birth, and 5 to congenital debility. 

Fifteen deaths were from organic diseases of the heart and 29 from bronchitis. 

The deaths of 5 persons were assigned to accident or negligence, including 3 deaths from burns and scalds, 
of which one was that of a child under 2 years ot age. ‘ 

In 4 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness ; these cases include the death of a child under one year old and the deaths of 2 persons aged 65 years 
and upwards. 

Fifty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(41 being infants under one year, of whom 15 were under one month old) and 47 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 37 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 26 aged 75 and upwards, of whom 
one (a female) was stated to have been aged 96 years. 

Ninety-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions 
of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse and 27 in the South Dublin Union 


Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See Tables TIT. and VIT.] . 


As already stated, the déeath-rate for the entire Registration Area was 24'4 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 26:0 (North 
City Districts, 24:0; South, 28°3) and in the Suburbs 19:1, _ 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases} in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 1°3 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 1:7 (in the North City Districts 16, and in the South 1°8), and for the Suburbs 0:0 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City Disivict, East (Clarence-street, North).— The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 15°5 per 1,000, 
There were 2 deaths from tuberculous disease, 2 from bronchitis, and one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years 
of age. 

a 1 North City District, West (Sunmer-hill).—The deaths (30) are equal to an annual rate of 37:9 per 1,000, and include 
one death from scarlet fever, 9 deaths from tuberculous disease, one death from broncho-pneumonia, 2 deaths from bronchitis, 
one death of a child under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis, and one accidental death. 

No, 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual rate of 37'4 per 1,000. Among 
them are one death from whooping-cough, 6 deaths from tuberculous disease, 3 deaths from broncho-pneumonia, and 3 deaths 
from bronchitis. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (8) represent an annual rate of 11°7 per 1,000. Three deaths 
from tuberculous disease, one from pneumonia, one from bronchitis, and one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years 
of age were recorded. 

Other North City Districts—TVhe annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—Coolock and 
Drumcondra, part of, 19°1 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 0:0; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part 
of, 19°5. 

No, 1 South City District (South Eari-street).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 26°9 per 1,000. Of the 
deaths 2 were caused by tuberculous disease, 2 by pneumonia, 4 by bronchitis, one death was that of a child under 2 years of age 
caused by diarrhoea and enteritis, and one death was attributed to accident. 

No, 2 South City District (Castle-street)—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 39°8 per 1,000. There were 5 
deaths from tuberculous disease, 2 from pneumonia, and one from bronchitis. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 21°6 per 1,000, and include one 
death from whooping-cough, 5 from tuberculous disease, one from broncho-pneumonia, 4 from bronchitis, and one accidental 

-death. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths (22) are equivalent to an annual rate of 34°6 per 1,000. ‘Two 
deaths from measles, 2 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 4 deaths from pneumonia, and 5 deaths from bronchitis, were recorded. 


New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual rate of 21°2 per 1,000. One of the deaths was from 
measles and one from bronchitis. 


Uroon Dastricts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines and Rathgar, 24:0 ; 
Pembroke. 13°8; Blackrock, 22°7; and Kingstown, 154. There was no death from any of the principal epidemic diseases 
tabulated for these districts. The 18 deaths from all causes for Rathmines and Rathgar include one death each from influenza, 
pulmonary tuberculosis, and pneumonia, 3 deaths from bronchitis, and one. accidental death. Among the 8 deaths from all 
causes for Pembroke are one death each from influenza, pulmonary tuberculosis, bronchitis, and accident ; the 4 deaths from all 
causes for Blackrock include 2 deaths from bronchitis ; and of the 5 deaths from all causes tor Kingstown 2 were caused by 
pheumonia, 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND 
Yhe mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 18-0), was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 18-4 per 1,000 persons living; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 20-0 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 19:2, and for Edinburgh 19-0, 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 

_ The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
31st January. From this Report it appears that of a total of 92 cases notified, 50 were scarlet fever, 25 
phthisis, 9 diphtheria, 6 erysipelas, one enteric fever, and one from puerperal fever. Among the 651 cases 
of infectious discases in hospi‘al at the close of the week were 325 cases of scarlet fever, 177 of phthisis, 
SO of diphtheria, 46 of measles, 7 of erysipelas, 5 of enteric fever, and one of puerperal fever.

Table XII. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the Dublin Hospitals 
during the week ended 3]st January, 1914, and the number under treatment at the close of each of the 
3 preceding weeks. 

From this it appears that :— 

Four cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, 8 were discharged, 
and 30 cases remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week, the respective numbers 
in hospital at the close of the 3 preceding weeks being 41, 42, and 54. 

One case of typhus remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week. 
The cases in hospital at the end of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 3, one, and one, respectively. 

Two cases of measles were admitted to hospital, 3 were discharged, there was one death, and 12 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the end of the 3 preceding weeks such 
cases were 18, 18, and 14 respectively. 

Twenty-one cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 17 were discharged, there was one death, and 121* 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the close of the 3 preceding weeks the 
cases in hospital were 117, 109, and 118, respectively. | 

Nineteen cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital during the week, 8 were discharged, and there: 
was one death. ‘The cases in hospital, which at the close of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 51, 53, and 53 
respectively, were 63 at the close of last week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 23 cases of pneumonia were admitted to hospital, 6 were 
discharged, there were 2 deaths, and 44 cases remained under treatment at the end of the week.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at severat Irish Meteorological Stations—see 'LaBLe II.) 

Sir John Moore, M.a., M.D., D.P.H., D.S¢., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 51st January, 1914:— 

“Throughout this closing week of January the weather in the United Kingdom was of the southwesterly 
-or oceanic type—changeable, squally, mild, and showery. This was brought about by the presence of primary 
_atmospheric depressions in the far N.W. and N. (Greenland—Iceland—Lapland), and by the passage of 
-secondary low pressure systems in a northeasterly direction outside the Irish and Scottish coasts. On Sunday 
morning one of these secondaries was centred on the Atlantic in lat, 50° N., long. 20° W. It passed rapidly 
northeastwards, reaching the N. of Scotland in the evening and becoming merged, on Monday morning, in a 
large primary, near the centre of which the barometer was below 28°8 inches at 7 a.m. in the North of 
Scandinavia. While the disturbance was passing, 8.W. gales, showers, and bigh temperatures prevailed—on 
Sunday afternoon the thermometer rose to 55° at Aberdeen, Leith, and Dublin. A lull occurred 
-on Monday, which was a bright, cool day in Dublin. But at night the weather broke again 
as a deep depression arrived over Iceland just as a ridge of high pressure stretched from the Azores 
to Germany. Wednesday was fine in Dub‘in till evening, when rain fell as a “secondary” spread 
over Ireland from 8.W. During the remainder of the week squally S.W. winds—strong to a gale—prevailed, 
.ag barometric gradients became ever steeper over the British Islands. On Saturday morning the barometer 
was down to 28°41 inches at Seydisfjord, lceland, and up to 30-45 inches at Lyons. The wind was very gusty 
on Friday and Saiurday, and very high temperatures for the season were reported from many districts. 
Drenching rain fell in a “ line-squal] ’’ at 2 p.m. of Saturday, after which the weather moderated, becoming 
clear and much colder. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°875 inches, the range of 
préssure being’ from 30-188 inches at 9 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, W.) to 29-419 inches at 1 p.m. of Saturday 
(wind, S.8.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 46°4°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 am. and 
9 p.m. being 45°7°. The screened thermometers fell to 35-1° on Tuesday and rose to 56°0° on Saturday. 
The wind was generally W. or 8.W. Rain fell on 6 days to the amount of *392 inch, ‘164 inch being 


measured on Saturday.” 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week. was 29: 874 inches. The highest reading (30°190) was on Tuesday, at 9 p.m., wind W.N.W., 
the lowest (29°474) on Saturday, at 9 a.m., it 8.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 44° 1°, being 4:7° above the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Friday and Saturday, on which days the 


thermometer registered 55°, and was lowest on Saturday, “the mnereny. having fallen to 33°. ‘The mean of — 


the Dry Bulb for the week was 44°3° and of the Wet Bulb, 43°4°. - The mean humidity of the air was :94, 
complete saturation being represented by 1:0. The rainfall during the week measured 0- 485 ) inch. a 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 43: 6°, the maximum 52°5°, and the minimum 
33:0°; at Glasgow the maximum was 53-0°, the minimum 34:5°, and the mean 43-9° ; and at Edinburgh 
the maximum was 53°1°, the minimum 33: 8°, and the mean 43° 1°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0-07 


in., at Glasgow 1:09 ins. ; and at Edinburgh 0°68 in.

The total deaths registered, numbering 214, represent an annual rate of 27°5 per 1,000 ; the annual rate 
for the past six weeks was 28-2 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period of the 
past ten years was 25-8 per 1,(00 of the mean population for all deaths registered.

deaths from measles were one, 4, and 3 ; deaths from scarlet fever were 2, 0, and one ; deaths from whooping- 
cough were 0, 2, and 2; deaths from diphtheria were 0,6, and one ; and deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis 


of children under 2 years were 6, 5, and 5. 
The 31* deaths from tuberculous disease include 24 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 from 


tuberculous meningitis, and 4 from other forms of the disease. In the 3 weeks preceding the total deaths 


from all forms of tuberculous disease were 23, 32, and 37. 

There were 20 deaths from pneumonia (all forms), including 11 deaths from broncho-pneumonia, one 
death from lobar pneumonia, and 8 deaths from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

The deaths of 10* persons were attributed to cancer. 

Convulsions was the registered cause of deaths of 8 infants under one year of age, and one aged one year 
and ten months. The deaths of 13 infants were accounted for by prematurity, and 2 were caused by 


congenital debility. 
Organic diseases of the heart caused the deaths of 10 persons, and the deaths from bronchitis amounted 


Of 4 deaths from accident or negligence, one was by drowning, and one was by a street accident. 

Tn 4 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness ; these cases include the deaths of 3 children under 5 years of age (including 2 infants under one year 
old), and the death of one person aged 90 years. 

Seventy-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(48 being infants under one year, of whom 24 were under one month old) and 51 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 28 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 13 aged 75 and upwards, of whom 
one (a female) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 

Highty-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 14 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, 21 in the South Dublin Union 
Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See Tables III. and VIT.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 25’3 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 26:9 (North 
City Districts, 25°0; South, 29°0) and in the Suburbs 20°2, 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 1‘7 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 1:5 (in the North City Districts 1-9, and in the South 1:1), and for the Suburbs 2:2 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, Kast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 31:1 per 1,000. 
Among them are one death from whooping-cough, 2 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from broncho-pneumonia, 4 from 
bronchitis, and one accidental death. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 30°3 per 1,000, and include 
one death each from enteric fever, whooping-cough, and cerebro-spinal fever, 3 deaths from tuberculous disease, 2 from 
broncho-pneumonia, 3 from bronchitis, one death of a child under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis, and 3 deaths 
caused by violence (one attributed to homicide and 2 to accident). 

No, 2 North City District (Lisburn-street),—The deaths (10) are equivalent to an annual rate of 18°7 per 1,000. There 
were 3 deaths from tuberculous disease, one death from pneumonia, 2 from bronchitis, and one death from diarrhoea and enteritis 
of a child under 2 years of age. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street)—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 27:9 per 1,000. One death 
from diphtheria, one from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from pneumonia, and 3 from bronchitis were recorded. 

Other Novth City Districts——The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, part of, 19°0 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, 15°2; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part 
of, 97. One of the 2 deaths recorded for Clontarf and Howth, part of, was caused by broncho-pneumonia ; the 4 deaths from 
all causes for Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, include one death from bronchitis and one accidental death ; and the 2 deaths 
for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, were caused by tuberculous disease. 

No, 1 South City District (South Eari-street)—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 25°6 per 1,000. ‘There were 4 
deaths from tuberculous disease, 2 deaths from pneumonia, and 2 from bronchitis. 

No. 2 Souch City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 284 per 1,000. Three deaths 
were caused by tuberculous disease, one by pneumonia, and one by bronchitis. 

No, 3 South Crty District (Peter-street).—The deaths (22) are equal to an annual rate of 26°3 per 1,000. Among them 
are 3 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from pneumonia, 4 from bronchitis, and one death of a child under 2 years of age 
from diarrhea and enteritis, 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual rate of 29°9 per 1,000. One 
death from scarlet fever, four deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from broncho-pneumonia, and 2 from bronchitis were 
recorded. iTS 

New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 52°9 per 1,000, and include one death from 
measles, one from pulmonary tuberculogis, 2 from broncho-pneumonia, and 3 from. bronchitis. : 

Uroan Districts —TVhe annual death-1ates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—-Rathmines and Rathgar, 16:0 ; 
Pembroke. 25°9; Blackrock, 17°0; and Kingstown, 21°5. The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 4 deaths from measles for Pembroke, the 15 deaths from all causes for that district including also one death 
from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 deaths from broncho-pneumonia, and 2 from bronchitis ; of the 3 deaths from all causes for 
Blackrock one was from pneumonia and one from bronchitis ; and the 7 deaths from all causes for Kingstown include one from 
pulmonary tuberculcsis, and one from broncho-pneumonia,. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND 
The mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 16-6}, was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 16-5 per 1,000 persons living; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 18-4 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 18'3, and for Edinburgh 20:3. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 

The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B:sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
7th February. From this Report it appears that of a total of 82 cases notified, 30 were scarlet tever, 28 
phthisis, 14 diphtheria, 9 erysipelas, and one enteric fever. Among the 618 cases of infectious diseases in 
hospi‘al at the close of the week were 294 cases of scarlet fever, 179 of pbthisis, 66 of diphtheria, 48 cof 
measles, 9 of erysipelas, 6 of enteric fever, and one of puerperal fever. ;

derry 
(For Abstract of Observation _} several Irish Meteorological Stations—see VABLE IT.) 


Sir John Moore, ™.a., M.D., D.P.H,, D.8¢., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 7th February, 1914:— 


“This week is remarkable for the unusual warmth which prevailed up to Friday—in Dublin the mean 
temperature of the first five days of the period was 52°5°, the extreme temperatures being 41-9° and 58-0°. 
Until Thursday steep isobars for southerly and southwesterly winds stretched in long lines from lat. 30 to lat. 
60 degs. N. On Wednesday morning the isobars ran from the Azores to Spitzbergen. ‘Vhe effect of this 
distribution of atmospheric pressure was to carry a strong warm current of air ail along the western shores of 
Europe from Portugal almost to the North Cape. All this time an anticyclonic system, with the barometer up 
to 30°50 inches in its centre, remained stationary over Central Europe, reaching to the Bay of Biscay towards 
the west and to the Black Sea towards the east. Within the confines of the high-pressure area steady cold 
prevailed, the minimum temperatures at Munich, for example, being 25°, 19°, 20°, 18°, 16°, 17° and 19°, 
respectively. Another and still colder region was Spitzbergen, with minima as follow,—35°,—38°,—40°,— 
40°,—33°, —-35° and—31° ! The sky was clearer in Rngland than in Ireland, and in consequence the diurnal 
range of temperature was greater—for instance, at Kew the thermometer feli to 35° and rose to 54° within a 
few hours on Wednesday. The rainfall along the west coast of Ireland was frequent and heavy—at Valentia 
up to Saturday morning the measurement was 3°41 inches; at Blacksod Point, ‘82 inch was recorded on 
Monday morning and 1°32 inches on Friday morning. In the Dublin district the weather was dry from 
‘Tuesday morning to Saturday morning. In this City the mean height of the barometer was 29°668 inches, 
the range being from 29-830 inches at 9 a.m. of Thursday (wind, 8.8.W.) to 28°847 inches at midnight of 
Saturday (wind, 8.). The mean temperature was 50°6°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9am. and 9 p.m. 
being 50°7°. The screened thermometers rose to 58:0° on Tuesday and fell to 40°1° on Saturday. The 
wind was almost constantly 8.W. or S.8.W. Rain fell on 4 days to the amount of °352 inch, of which 


~190 inch was recorded on Saturday.” 
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At the Observatory, of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the:mean’ height of the; haremetéer 
during, the week was 29: 682 inches. | The highest reading (29: 999), was on Thursday, at: 9 a.m; wind S.S. W.,.

~--"The-mean’ temperature for the week was 48-1%, being 7 7° above the average for the corresponding period 
‘of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperdture* was highest on Sunday and “Tuesday, on which days the 
ithermometer registered 56°, and was lowest on Sunday, the mercury having fallen to 28°. ‘The mean of 
the Dry Bulb for the week was’ 50:0° and of the Wet Bulb, 48°8°.: The mean humidity of the air was 92,, 
complete saturation being represented by 1:0. The rainfall during the week measured 0:305 inch. 
At Greenwich’ the mean temperature for the week was 46: 4°, the maximum 56°6°, and the minimum 
36°6° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 54:0°, the minimum 35:02, and the mean 47:2©; and at Edinburgh 
the maximum was 53°2°. the minimum 357° 0°, and the mean 46°7°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0» iat 6 
in., at Glasgow 0°50 in. ; and at Rainharsh 0: 20 in.

The. total deaths vegistered, numbering 171, represent an annual rate of 22-0 per 1,000 ; the annual rate 
for the past seven weeks was 27°3 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period of the 
past ten years was 25-9 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered, 

The above total, 171, includes one death from enteric fever, 5 deaths from measles, 2 from each of scarlet 
fever and whooping cough, one death from each of diphtheria and influenza, and 5 deaths from diarrha and 
enteritis of children under 2 years of age. In each of the three preceding weeks, deaths from enteric fever 
were 2, 0, and’ one; deaths from measles were 4, 3, and 5 ; deaths from scarlet fever were 0, one, and one ; 
deaths from whooping-cough were 2, 2, and 2; deaths from diphtheria were 6, one, and one; deaths from 
influenza were 4, 2, and 0; and deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children were 5, 5, and 3. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease, which had been 32, 37, and 31 in the 3 previous weeks, 
were 30 in the week under notice; this latter figure includes 25 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous meningitis, 3 from abdominal tuberculosis, and one from disseminated tuberculosis. 

Of 13 deaths from pneumonia, 5 were attributed to broncho-pneumonia, and 8 to pneumonia (type not 
distinguished). ; 

The deaths of 5 persons were assigned to cancer, 

There were 13 deaths of which the registered cause was convulsions; of this figure 3 were of infants 
under one month, 8 were between the ages of one month and one year, one was aged one year, and another 
2 years ; there were 5 deaths of infants from prematurity, and 4 from congenital debility. 

Organic diseases of the heart accounted for 9 deaths, and the number caused by bronchitis was 23. 

Of 2 deaths from accident or negligence, one was that of a child aged 7 years from burns. 

In 8 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness ;_ these cases include the deaths of 6 children under 5 years of age, including 5 infants under one year 


old. 
Forty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 


(32 being infants under one year, of whom.8 were under one month old) and 42 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 24 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 17 aged 75 and upwards, of whom 
4 (one male and 3 females) were stated to have been aged 95, 92, 96 and 97 years respectively. 

Fifty-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 10 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, and 16 in the South Dublin Union 


Workhouse. 

‘Lhe following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See Tables TIT. and VIT.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 20°4 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 18°6' (North 
City Districts, 19°3; South, 17°9) and in the Suburbs 26:2. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasesf in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 2°] per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 1:8 (in the North City Districts 2:2, and in the South 1:4), and for the Suburbs 2:7 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, Last (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 25:9 per 1,000. 
There were 2 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, one death from pneumonia, 3 deaths from bronchitis, and one death from 
diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age. 

No, | North City District, West (Suimer-hill).—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 29:1 per 1,000. Among 
them are one death from measles, 2 deaths frou scarlet fever, one from whooping cough, 2 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from 
pneumonia, and 3 from bronchitis. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street),—The deaths (12) are equivalent to an annual rate of 22°4 per 1,000, and include 
one death from influenza, 3 from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 4 from bronchitis. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street)—The deaths (7) represent an annual rate of 10:2 per 1,000. One death 
from pulmonary tuberculosis and 2 deaths from bronchitis were recorded. 

Uther North City Disiricts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—Coolock and 
Drumcondra, part of, 11:4 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 0°0; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part 
of, 4°9. Of the 3 deaths from all causes for Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, one is from diphtheria, one from pneumonia, 
and one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years. 

No. 1 South City District (South Eari-street)—The deaths (16) represent an apnual rate of 20°5 per 1,000. There were 6 
deaths from tuberculous disease, one from broncho-pneumonia, one from bronchitis, and one death of a child under 2 years of age 
from diarrhea and enteritis. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 28-4 per 1,000. Tuberculous 
disease and bronchitis each caused 2 deaths. 

No. 3 South Crty District (Peter-street)—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 168 per 1,000, and include one 
death from whooping-cough, 2 deaths from pneumonia, 2 from bronchitis, one death of a child under 2 years of age from 
diarrhoea and enteritis, and one accidental death. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths (8) are equivalent to an annual rate of 12°6 per 1,000. Four 
deaths were caused by pulmonary tuberculosis and 2 by pneumonia. 

New Kilmainham District—The deaths (2) are equal to an annual rate of 10-6 per 1,000. One of the deaths was that 
of a child under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis. 

Uroan Jstricts.—The aniual death-1ates 1epresented by the deaths recorded last week are:—-Rathmines and Rathgar, 21-3 ; 
Pembroke. 41:4; Blackrock, 0°0: and Kingstown, 24°6. The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise one from enteric fever and 4 from measles for Pembroke. Among the 16 deaths from all causes for Rathmines 
and Rathgar are 2 from tuberculous disease, one from pneumonia, and one from ‘bronchitis. Of the 24 deaths from all causes 
for Pembroke there are 5 from palmonary tuberculosis, one from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from bronchitis, and one accidental 
death. Included in the 8 deaths from all causes for Kingstown are 2 from tuberculous disease, one from pneumonia, and 2 from 
bronchitis.

‘Lhe mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 14:4), was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 15-6 per 1,000 persons living; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 16:9 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 168, and for Edinburgh 19-1, 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
14th February, From this Report it appears that of a total of 71 cases notified, 28 were scarlet fever, 24 
phthisis, 15 diphtheria, 3 erysipelas, and one puerperal fever. Among the 632 cases of infectious diseases in. 
hospital at the close of the week were 291 cases of scarlet fever, 193 of phthisis, 70 of diphtheria, 46 of 
measles, 11 of erysipelas, 4 of enteric fever, and 2 of whooping- cough,

Table XII. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the Dublin Hospitals 
during the week ended 14th February, 1914, and the number under treatment at the close of each of the 
3 preceding weeks. 

From this it appears that :— 

‘Bleven cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, 8 were discharged, 
there was one death, and 27 cases remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week, the respective 
numbers in hospital at the close of the 3 preceding weeks being 34, 30, and 25. 

One case of typhus was admitted to hospital and remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Seven cases of measles were admitted to hospital, 3 were discharged, there was one death, and 16 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the end of the 3 preceding weeks such 
cases were 14, 12, and 13 respectively. 

Twenty-five cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 21 were discharged, there were 2 deaths, «nd 
134* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the close of the 3 preceding weeks the 
cases in hospital were 118, 121, and 132, respectively. 

Thirteen: cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital during the week, 25 were discharged, and there 
were 3 deaths. The cases in hospital, which at the close of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 53, 63, and 67 
respectively, were 52 at the close of last week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 6 cases of pneumonia were admitted to hospital, 12 were 
‘discharged, and 29 cases remained under treatment at the end of the week.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at severat Irish Meteorological Stations—see VaBiE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.A., M.D., D.P.H., D.SC., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 14th February, 1914 :— 


“Very unsettled weather prevailed throughout the greater part of this week. The conditions were of 
the southerly, or equatorial, type—open, squally and rainy. . Atmospheric pressure was low on the Atlantic off 
the northwestern shores of Europe, high over the Central and Southeastern Continental Countries. Along 
the eastern face of the Atlantic low-pressure area depression after depression travelled northwards or north— 
eastwards across Ireland,.Scotland, and Norway to the Arctic regions. ‘These systems caused gales, frequent 
rainfalls, and sudden and considerable changes of temperature. Even Spitzbergen felt the unsteady weather, 
for on Friday morning with a snowstorm and fresh gale from S.S.E. the thermometer stood at 9° F., or 46-0° 
above the reading recorded on Thursday morning, which. was—37° F. At 7 a.m. of Sunday the barometer 
was below 29 inches over Connaught and the greater part of Ulster, as well as over nearly the whole of 
Scotland : fresh 8. and 8.W. gales blew over the British Isles, the north coast of France, Denmark, and the 
S.W. of Norway, while equally strong gales from N.H. were reported from Iceland. In Dublin that day was 
dry and bright, although stormy. Monday was dull and wet owing to the advance of another depression 
from §., and from that day onward there was a succession of strong winds, showers, and sudden changes 
of temperature. On Wednesday night hail, sleet, and snow fell heavily in the south and west of Ireland, 
accompanied by thunder and lightning in places. Next morning snow lay on the Dublin Mountains, and in 
the course of the day (Thursday) thunderstorms occurred in Wales and the 8.W. of England. Broken weather 
lasted to the close of the week, the barometer falling to 28:5 inches at Thorshavn, Faeroe, on Saturday 
morning. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29:425 inches, the range being from 29°710 
inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, S.E.) to 28°988 inches at 4 p.m. of Thursday (wind, 8.). The mean 
air temperature was 45°3°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9am. and 9 p.m. being 44°6°. Southerly winds 
(between §.E. and 8.W.) prevailed almost without interruption. The thermometer rose to 56-0° on Saturday, 
having fallen to 36°2° on-Friday. . Rain fell on-6 days to the amount~of-*885 inch, of which -294 inch was 
measured on Tuesday.” 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 29 421 inches. . The highest reading’'(29°705) was‘on Monday, at 9 /a.m., the lowest 
(29-162) on Sunday, at 9 a.m. ee 

The mean temperature for the week was 43°6°, being 2:0° above the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Saturday, on which day the thermometer 
registered 56°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the mercury having fallen to 31°. The mean of the Dry Bulb 
for the week was 44°7° and of the Wet Bulb, 42-7°. The mean humidity of the air was -85, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The rainfall during the week measured 0°615 inch. i: 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 47:9°, the maximum 59:0°, and the minimum 
38:6°; at Glasgow the maximum was 52:2°, the minimum 34:2°, and the mean 43°7°; and at Edinburgh 
the maximum was 50:8°. the minimum 34:0°, and the mean 42°6°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1-10 
ins., at Glasgow 0°75 in. ; and at Edinburgh 0°67 in.

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered* last week as appertaining to. the 
Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-six principal provincial Urban Districts of Ireland was 19:1 per 
1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,205,280.7 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks and during the whole of that period, as appertaiming to 
the undermentioned areas, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000.

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The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 27 town districts during last . week 


were equal to an annual rate of 1:2 per 1,000. Among the 144 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 


one from scarlet fever, one from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, and one from diarrhea and enteritis 
of a child under 2 years. Included in the 28 deaths from all causes for Cork is one from each of scarlet 
fever, whooping-cough, and diphtheria. Of the 17 deaths from all causes for Limerick there is one from 
each-of scarlet fever and diarrhea. One of the 7 deaths from all causes for Kilkenny is from diphtheria. 
Included in the 9 deaths from all causes for Tralee are 2 from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 
years, and one of the 7 deaths from all causes for Newtownards is from whooping-cough. 


: DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 
In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 217—116 boys and 
101 girls—and the deaths to 175—89 males and 86 females. 


DEATHS. ; 
The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 14) of persons ‘admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 20°7 per 1,000 of the population. 
During the eight weeks, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 250, and was 0-2 above the mean 
rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1904-1913.

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‘The total deaths registered, numbering 175, represent an annual rate of 22°5 per 1,000 3 the annual rate 
for the past eight weeks was 26-7 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the curresponding period of the 
past ten years was 26-0 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

Included in the total numler of deaths, there were 3 from measles, 3 from whooping-cough, one death 
from influenza, and 4 deaths from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. In the three 
preceding weekly periods, deaths from measles were 3, 5, and 5 ; deaths from whooping-cough were 2, 2, and 2 ; 
deaths from influenza were 2, 0, and one ; and deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years 
were 5, 3, and 5, respectively. ; 

Tuberculous disease in its various forms caused the deaths of 35* persons. The total includes 25 deaths 
from pulmonary tuberculosis, 4 from tuberculous meningitis, 3 from abdominal tuberculosis, and 8 from other 


forms of the disease. In each of the 3 preceding weeks, this disease caused 37, 31, and 30 deaths. ase 
Of 14 deaths from pneumonia, 10 were attributed to broncho-pneumonia, and 4 to pneumonia (type not 
distinguished). 


There were 5 deaths assigned to cancer. 

The deaths of 8 infants under one year were stated to be caused by convulsions; at this age there was 
one death from a congenital malformation, there were 5 deaths from prematurity, and 3 from congenital 
debility. 

Organic diseases of the heart accounted for the deaths of 12 persons, and 16 deaths were from bronchitis. 

Of 2 deaths from accident or negligence, one was by scalds of a child aged 4 years, 

In 8 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant*during the last 
illness ;_ these cases include the deaths of 3 children under 5 years of age, and the deaths of 2 persons aged 
65 years and upwards. 

Fifty-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(37 being infants under one year, of whom 10 were under one month old) and 43 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 30 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 16 aged 75 and upwards, of whom 
4 (2 males and 2 females) were stated to have been aged 93, 95, 90 and 95 years respectively. 

Seventy-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 10 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, and 17 in the South Dublin Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See Tables III. and VIT.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 20°7 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 22-2 (North 
City Districts, 19°6 ; South, 25°1) and in the Suburbs 15°8. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases} in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 1°3 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 1:0 (in the North City Districts 0-9, and in the South 1'1), and for the Suburbs 2-2 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).— The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 24:2 per 1,000, 
and include one from each of whooping-cough, pulmonary tuberculosis, pneumonia, and bronchitis. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Sunmer-hill),—The deaths (15) are equa] to an annual rate of 18°9 per 1,000. Pulmonary 
tuberculosis caused 3 deaths, broncho-pneumonia one death, and bronchitis 2 deaths. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual rate of 37:4 per 1,000. Included 
in the total are one from whooping-cough, 4 from tuberculous disease, 2 from broncho-pneumonia, and one from bronchitis. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (6) represent an annual rate of 8°8 per 1,000. Tuberculous 
disease caused 3 deaths. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, part of, 28:5 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, 11°4 ; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part 
of, 4°9. Of the 3 deaths for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, there is one from each of pulmonary tuberculosis and pneu - 
monia ; and one of the 3 deaths for Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, is from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years. 

No. 1 South City District (South Eari-street)—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 19:2 per 1,0U0, and include 3 
from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from broncho-pneumonia, and one from bronchitis. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 19-9 per 1,000. Tuberculous 
disease caused 4 deaths and bronchitis one death. 

No. 3 South Crty District (Peter-street).—The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 28:7 per 1,000. Included in the 
total are 5 from tuberculous disease, one from broncho-pneumonia, and 5 from bronchitis. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street)—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual rate of ‘29-9 per 1,000. 
Measles caused one death, tuberculous disease 4 deaths, broncho-pneumonia 8 deaths, pneumonia one death, bronchitis one death, 
one death of an infant under 2 years of age from diarrhcea and enteritis, and there was one accidental death. 

New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 26°5 per 1,000, and include one from broncho- 
pneumonia, 2 from bronchitis, and one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years. 

UVroen Districts.—Vhe annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—-Rathmines and Rathgar, 14°6 ; 
Pembroke, 22:4: Blackrock, 5'7: and Kingstown, 12°3, The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise one from whooping-cough for Rathmines and Rathgar, 2 trom measles, and one from diarrhea and enteritis of 
a child under 2 years for Pembroke. Among the 1] deaths from all causes for Rathmines and Rathgar are 2 from pulmenary 
tuberculosis, and one death of a child aged 4 years from scalds. Among the 13 deaths from all causes for Pembroke are 2 from 
bronchitis. The one death for Blackrock is from influenza ; and of the 4 deaths from all causes for Kingstown one is from 
pulmonary tuberculosis. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND 


The mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 14-2), was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 15-0 per 1,000 persons living; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was,16-5 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 15:6, and for Edinburgh 15-7, 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
21st February. From this Report it appears that of a total of 74 cases notified, 46 were scarlet fever, 15 
phthisis, 6 diphtheria, 6 erysipelas, and one puerperal fever. Among the 629 cases of infectious diseases in 
hospi‘al at the close of the week were 293 cases of scarlet fever, 192 of phthisis, 64 of diphtheria, 52 of 
measles, 10 of erysipelas, 3 of enteric fever, one of whooping-cough, and one of puerperal fever.

Table XII. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the Dublin Hospitals 
during the week ended 21st February, 1914, and the number under treatment at the close of each of the 
3 preceding weeks. 

From this it appears that :— 

Two cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, 3 were discharged, 
and 26 cases remained under treatinent in hospital at the close of the week, the respective numbers in hospital 
at the close of the 3 preceding weeks being 30, 25, and 27. 

One case of typhus remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week. 

Three cases of measles were admitted to hospital, 2 were discharged, and 17 cases remained 
under treatment at the close of the week. At the end of the 3 preceding weeks. such 
cases were 12, 13, and 16 respectively. 

Fifteen cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 16 were discharged, there was one death, and 
132* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the close of the 3 preceding weeks the 
eases in hospital were 121, 132, and 134, respectively. 

Twenty-four cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital during the week, and il were discharged. 
The cases in hospital, which at the close of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 63, 67, and 52 respectively, 
were 65 at the close of last week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 10 cases of pneumonia were admitted to hospital, 10 were 
discharged, there were 5 deaths, and 24 cases remained under treatment at the end of the week.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations—see ‘ABLE if.) 

Sir John Moore, ™.a., M.D., D.P.H., D.8C., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 21st February, 1914:— 

“«Once more the record is of very changeable, unsettled weather, with still prevalent south-westerly 
winds, but generally lower temperature—nor was the rainfall so frequent as in the previous week—at least in 
the Dublin district. The track of the Atlantic depressions lay between Iceland, the British Isles, and Norway. 
In the first-named country, accordingly, northerly and north-easterly winds prevailed, often blowing with gale 
force. 'They were accompanied by low temperatures—for example, at Reykjavik, the capital, the thermometer 
readings at 7 a.m. were 28°, 17°, 24°, 22°, 24°, 32° and 28°, respectively. The week opened with a large 
and deep atmospheric depression off the north of Scotland, the barometer ranging in the morning from 28°82 
inches at Thorshavn, in the Faeroe, to 30°41 inches at Nice. Strong squalls and frequent showers prevailed 
in Dublin and temperature fell sharply in the evening. At Southport gusts of 75 miles per hour were 
registered on Sunday afternoon. Monday was fine with occasional lightning at night, but a new depression 
had already appeared over Portugal. This passed on to France and dispersed, while another and more serious 
disturbance passed across the upper Atlantic to the north of Scotland, reaching Sutherland on Wednesday 
morning. As this system approached, strong S.W. winds and gales sprang up in many districts, but the wind 
lulled when pressure became more uniform owing to the arrival of yet another depression off the W. of 
Treland on Thursday morning. But the largest and deepest depression of the week came in from the Atlantic 
on Friday—in it and its secondaries the barometer remained below 29 inches in Dublin from 3 p.m. of Friday 
to the close of the week, falling to 28-574 inches at midnight of Saturday and to the exceptionally low level of 
28-047 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday, February 22nd. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure for the week 
was 29:422 inches, the range being from 30-030 inches ‘at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, W.) to 28°574 inches 
at midnight of Saturday (wind, 8.E_). The mean temperature was 432°, the mean dry bulb reading at 
9 am. and 9 p.m. being 41:5°. On Sunday the screened thermometers rose to 55:7°, on Tuesday they fell to 
35-0°. S.W. winds prevailed. Rainfall amounted to ‘832 inch on 4 days, ‘462 inch heing recorded on 


Saturday. Lightning was seen on Monday night.” 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 29°424 inches. The highest reading (30:026) was on Monday, at 9 p.m., the lowest 
(28-766) on Saturday, at 9 p.m. 

The mean temperature for the week was 42:1°, being 1:7° above the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Sunday, on which day the thermometer 
registered 54°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the mercury having fallen to 29°. The mean of the Dry Bulb 
for the week was 41:1° and of the Wet Bulb, 39°6°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘89, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The rainfall during the week measured 0°10 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 43:0°, the maximum 55.6°, and the minimum 
33:1°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 52°8°, the minimum 31°8°, and the mean 40:2°. The rainfall at 
Greenwich measured 0°74 in., and at Edinburgh 0°66 in.

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-6 per 1,000. Among the 153 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
6 from scarlet fever, 4 from whooping-cough, and 4 from diarrhea and enteritis of clildren under 2 years 
of age. Included in the 25 deaths from all causes for Cork are 2 from diarrhea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years of age. One of the 5 deaths from all causes for Lisburn is from measles. The 3 deaths 
recorded for Clonmel include one from enteric fever, and one of the 3 deaths from all causes for Newtownards 
is from whooping-cough.

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The total deaths registered, numbering 187, represent an annual rate of 24-0 per 1,000 3 the annual rate 
for the past nine, weeks was 26-4 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period of the 
past ten years was 26:1 per 1,00 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

Among the total deaths registered are 7 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, one from whooping-cough, 2 
from diphtheria, 2 deaths from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age, and one from cerebro- 
spinal meningitis. In the three preceding weeks, deaths from measles were 5, 5, and 3; deaths from scarlet 
fever were one, 2, and 0; deaths from whooping-cough were 2, 2, and 3; deaths from diphtheria were one, 
one, and 0 ; and deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age were 3, 5, and 4, 
respectively. i 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease, which in the three preceding weeks numbered 31, 30, and 
35, respectively, fell to 27* last week, the latter including 23 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 3 from other forms of the disease. 

The 13 deaths from pneumonia include 10 deaths from broncho-pneumonia, one from lobar pneumonia, 
and 2 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Ten* deaths were ascribed to cancer. 

Of the deaths of infants under one year of age 5 were assigned to convulsions, 2 to congenital malfor- 
mations, 6 to premature birth, and 4 to congenital debility. 

Organic diseases of the heart caused 17 deaths, and bronchitis 24 deaths. 

There were 4 accidental deaths, including 2 caused by vehicles. 

In 6 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness ; these cases include the deaths of 2 infants under one year old, and the deaths of 2 persons aged 65 
years and upwards. 

Fifty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(33 being infants under One year, of whom 14 were under one month old) and 51 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 33 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 14 aged 75 and upwards. 

Seventy-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 6 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, and 20 in the South Dublin Union 
Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. (See ‘ables TiI. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 22’3 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 23:3 (North 
City Districts, 23°1; South, 23°6) and in the Suburbs 19:1, 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 1°9 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 2°4 (in the North City Districts 3:2, and in the South 1:4), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).— The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 17:3 per 1,000. 
‘Two deaths were caused by broncho- pneumonia, one by bronchitis, and one death of a child under 2 years of age by diarrhea 
and enteritis, 

No. } North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (25) are equal to an annual rate of 31°6 per 1,000. Among them 
are one death each from measles and whooping-cough, 3 deaths from tuberculous disease, 2 from broncho-pneumonia, 5 from 
bronchitis, one death from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age, and one accidental death. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual rate of 281 per 1,000. There 
were 2 deaths from measles, 3 from tuberculous disease, 2 from broncho-pneumonia, and 3 from bronchitis. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (11) represent an annual rate of 16:1 per 1,000. One of the 
deaths was from scarlet fever, one from diphtheria, 3 were from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 2 from bronchitis. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, part of, 9°5 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, 22-9; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part 
of, 24°3. The only death recorded for the first -named district was one from measles ; of the 6 deaths from all causes for Coolock 
and Drumcondra, part of, one was from bronchitis ; and the 5 deaths from all causes for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, included 
one from diphtheria, one from pulmonary tuberculosis, and one from broncho-pneumonia. 

No. 1 South City District (South EKari-street).—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 24°3 per 1,000, and include one 
death each from enteric fever, measles, pulmonary tuberculosis, cerebro-spinal meningitis, and pneumonia, and 4 deaths from 
bronchitis. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 227 per 1,000. One of the 
deaths was from pulmonary tuberculosis and one from bronchitis. 

No. 3 South Crty District (Peter-street).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 25°1 per 1,000. One death from 
scarlet fever, 4 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from broncho-pneumonia, and one from bronchitis were recorded. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual rate of 25-2 per 1,000. 
Among them are one death each from measles and broncho-pneumonia, and 3 deaths from bronchitis, 

New Kilmainkam District.—The deaths (2) are equal to an annual rate of 10°6 per 1,000. Pulmonary tuberculosis caused 
oné death, 

Vroan Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines and Rathgar, 13°3 ; 
Pembroke. 27°6 ; Blackrock, 17:0; and Kingstown, 18:5. The only death from any of the principal epidemic diseases tabulated 
for these districts was one from measles for Pembroke. Of the 10 deaths from all causes for Rathmines and Rathgar 2 were 
caused by pulmonary tuberculosis and one by »roncho-pneumonia, The 16 deaths from all causes for Pembroke include 
2 from tuberculous disease, 2 from pneumonia, and 3 from .bronchitis One of the 3 deaths from all causes! for 
Blackrock was ascribed to pulmonary tuberculosis ; and of the 6 deaths from all causes tor Kingstown 3 were caused by 
palmopary tuberculosis and one by accident. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


Lhe mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 14:1), was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 15°1 per 1,000 persons living; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 17-5 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 17:5, and for Edinburgh 20-9. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.8c., Medical’ Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a ‘copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
28th February. From this Report it appears that of a total of 85 cases notified, 46 were scarlet fever, 20 
phthisis, 10 diphtheria, and 9 erysipelas. Among the 609 cases of infectious diseases in hospisal at’ the close 


of the week were. 276 cases of scarlet fever, 192 of pbthisis, 61 of diphtheria, 49 of measles, 10 of erysipelas, 
3 of enteric fever, and one of chicken-pox.

Table XII. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the Dublin Hospitals 
during the week ended 28th February, 1914, and the number under treatment at the close of each of the 
3 preceding weeks. 

From this it appears that :— 

Seven cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, 4 were discharged, 
and 29 cases remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week, the resvective numbers in hospital 
at the close of the 3 preceding weeks being 25, 27, and 26. 

One case of typhus remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week. 

Thirteen cases of measles were admitted to hospital, 9 were discharged, there were 2 deaths, and 19 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the end of the 3 preceding weeks such . 
cases were 13, 16, and 17 respectively. 

Twelve cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 9 were discharged, there was one death, and 
134* cases remained wnder treatment at the close of the week. At the close of the 3 preceding weeks the 
cases in hospital were 132, 134, and 132, respectively. 

Four cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital during the week, 9 were discharged, and there 
was one death. ‘The cases in hospital, which at the close of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 67, 52, and 65 
respectively, were 59 at the close of last week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 8 cases of pneumonia were admitted to hospital, 6 were 
discharged, one died, and 25 cases remained under treatment at the end of the week.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations—see ‘TABLE 1 8 

Sir John Moore, M.A., M.D., D.P.H., D.S¢., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 

week ending Saturday, 28th February, 1914 :— P 
“This week opened with the deepest atmospheric depression experienced in Ireland for many years 
lying centrally over Leinster and St. George’s Channel. In Dublin the barometer was as low as 28-047 
inches from 9 to 10 a.m. of Sunday. This was the lowest pressure recorded in this City since December 8, 
1886, when the memorable reading of 27-758 inches was noted at 2 p.m. On that day the minimum at the 
Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, was 27-766 inches, being the lowest reading recorded at that station 
On November 28, 1838, the barometer fell to 27-769 inches at the Ordnance Survey 
5, the extremely low reading of 28-077 inches was observed in Dublin — 
The week opened with a fresh S.E. gale and heavy 
vain. In the course of Sunday the cyclonic system passed northwards over the sea off the east coast of 
- Treland, the wind in Dublin backing from E. through N.E. to N. and finally (in the afternoon) to W. By 
e depression had reached the Hebrides, but the barometer was not then lower

elouds and showers. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29-487 inches, pressure varying from 
98-047 inches at 9 a.m.of Sunday (wind, E.) to 30-041 inches at 9 p.m. of Friday (wind, 8.). The mean 
_ temperature was 44°6°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m..and 9 p.m. being 42°8°. On Tuesday the 
Lsereened thermometers fell to 32°6°, on Friday they rose to 57:0°. S.W. and W. were. the most prevalent 
“winds. Rain fell on 5 days to the amount of ‘410 inch, of which -259 inch was measured on Sunday. Sleet fell 
on the afternoon of that day. Tuesday was foggy. The rainfall in February was 2°479 inches on 19 rain-

The mean temperature for the week was 43:1°, being 1:6° above the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10. years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Friday, on which day the thermometer 
registered 58°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the mereury having fallen to 26°. The mean of the Dry Bulb 
for the week was 42°4° and of the Wet Bulb, 41:2°. The mean humidity of the air was’ -91, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The rainfall during the week measured 0-475 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 41°8°, the maximum 55-7°, and the minimum 
29:2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 51:0°, the minimum 31:0°, and the mean 42°2°; and at Edinburgh the 
maximum was 53°7°. the minimum 32°8°, and the mean 41°6°. — The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0-44 in., 
at Glasgow 0°92 in,, and at Edinburgh 0-21 in.

TWENTY-SEVEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered* last week as appertaining to the 
Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-six principal provincial Urban Districts of Ireland was 19-2 per 
1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,205,280. 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks and during the whole of that period, as appertaining to 
the undermentioned areas, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000. 
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The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 27 town districts during last. week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 1°5 per 1,000. Among the 140 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
one from typhus, 3 from scarlet fever, 5 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, and 8 from diarrhea! 
diseases. One of the 17 deaths from all causes for Limerick 1s from enteric fever. One of the three 
deaths from ali causes for Sligo is from diphtheria, and included in the 3 deaths from all. causes for Tralee is 
one from whooping-cough. . 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 
In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 244—115 boys and 
129 girls—and the deaths to 169—81 males and 88 females.

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The total deaths registered, numbering 169, represent an annual rate of 21°7 per 1,000 ; the annual rate 
for the past ten wéeks was 25:9 per 1, 000, and the average annual rate for the curresponding period of the 
past ten years was 26:1 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

The total deaths registered include one from enteric fever, 4 from measles, 3 from whooping-cough, 
one from diphtheria, 3 from influenza, and 5 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. 
In the three preceding weeks, deaths from sak fever were one, 0, and ong; deaths from measles were 
5, 3, and 7; deaths from whooping-cough were 2, 3, and one; deaths from diphtheria were one, 0, and 2 ; 
deaths from influenza were one, one, and 0 ; had deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 
years of age were 5, 4, and 2, respectively. 

Tuberculous disease caused 23 deaths, comprising 21 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 2 from 
disseminated tuberculosis. In the three preceding weeks, deaths from tuberculous disease nnmbered 30, 35, 
and 27, respectively. 

There were 9* deaths from cancer. 

Broncho-pneumonia caused 9 deaths, lobar pneumonia 2 deaths, and pneumonia (type not distinguished) 
4 deaths. 

Seven deaths of infants under one year of age were attributed to convulsions, one to congenital 
malformation, 7 to premature birth, and 4 to congenital debility. 

There were 16 deaths from organic diseases of the heart, and 16 from bronchitis. 

The deaths caused by accident, numbering 4, include one death of an infant aged 9 weeks by suffocation 
in bed. 

In 5 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness ; these cases include the deaths of 4 infants under one year old. 

Fifty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(36 being infants under one year, of whom 14 were under one month old) and 40 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 29 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 18 aged 75 and ‘upwards of whom 
3 (one male and 2 females) were stated to have been aged 93, 90, and 91 years, respectively. 

Sixty-seven of the deaths registered during the peek occult in hospitals and other public institutions ; 


of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, and 15 in the South Dublin nia 
Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See ‘Tables IiI. and VIT.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 20°9 per 1,000 ; the rate in the City was 22: 3 (North 
City Districts, 24°4 ; South, 20:0) and in the Suburbs 1674. 

The deaths from certain | epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 1°8 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 2-0 (in the North City Districts 2:8, and in the South 1°1), and for. the Suburbs 1°1 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).— The deaths (11) are equal to-an annual rate of 19-0 per 1,000- 
There were 2 deaths from whooping-cough, one each from influenza, pulmonary tuberculosis, and broncho-pneumonia, and 3 from 
bronchitis. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (26) are equa] to an annual rate of 32°8 per 1,000, and include 
one death from measles, 7 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from broncho-pneumonia, one from bronchitis, and one death of a child 
under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis. 

No, 2 North City District (Lisburn-street),—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual rate of 35°5 per 1,000. Among 
them are one death each from enteric fever, measles, and diphtheria, 2 from tuberculous disease, 2 from pneumonia, one from 
bronchitis, and one death from diarrhea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (14) represent’ an annual rate of 20°5 per 1,000. Three of the 
deaths were caused by pulmonary tuberculosis and one by pneumonia. 

Vther North City Districts —The annual -death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, part of, 9°5 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, 114; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part 
of, 14°6. Of the 3 deaths from all causes for Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, one was from measles and one from broncho- 
pneumonia, 

No. 1 South City District (South Eari-street).—The deaths (12) represent an annual rate of 15°3 per 1,000, and include one 
death from pulmonary tuberculosis, and one death of a child under 2 years of age from diarrhcea and enteritis, 

No, 2 South City District (Castle-street)—The deaths (8)‘ are equal to an annual rate of 22°77 per 1,000. Lobar 
pneumonia caused 2 deaths. 

No, 3 South Crty District (Peter-street).—The deaths (15) are equal. to an annual rate of 18°0 per 1,000. There were 3 
deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, one death from bronchitis, and one death from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 
years of age. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street). —The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 26°7 per 1,000 
One death from whooping-cough, 8 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from broncho-pneumonia, and 5 from bronchitis were 
recorded.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Trish Meteorological Stations—see Taste II.) 
Sir John Moore, M.A., M.D., D.P.H., D.SC., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday,.7th March, 1914:— ..—... . 


“The weather was ina very troubled state, durin 
(between 30°5 and 30°3 inches) was reported day by day from the Atlantic 


g the greater part of this week. A high barometer 
between the Azores and the Iberian 
Peninsula, whereas atmospheric pressure was very low and unsteady in Iceland, on the Norwegian Sea, and 
cover Scandinavia and Northern Russia. ‘The result of all this was a prevalence of strong and squally 8. W. 
or W. winds, clouds, frequent showers, and very unstable temperature all over the British Isles and in many 
Continental regions. The most energetic and deepest depression of the period was central over the Shetlands 
on Friday morning. At 7 a.m. the barometer was down to 28°58:inches at Lerwick, whereas it stood as high 
‘as 30°39 inches at Lisbon. ‘This steep baric gradient caused fresh to strong westerly gales in many parts of the 
United Kingdom—at Malin Head the wind blew from W.N.W. at 4 a.m. with a velocity ‘of 60 miles ‘an 
hour, and 63 miles an hour was reached at Liverpool in gusts between midnight and 7 a.m. In Dublin a 
fresh gale was felt on the forenoon of Friday. In this City a heavy shower of hail fell at 3.45 p.m of: 
Sunday. This was followed by a short-lived hoar frost early on Monday morning Tuesday and the two 
following days were dull, rainy at times, and blustering. On Wednesday the thermometer rose to 54:8° in 
the screen, having fallen not lower than 46°4° during the previous night. The stormy weather culminated 
in a stiff westerly gale on Friday forenoon, but the weather thenceforward was drier until Saturday evening 
and colder. In Dublin’ the mean height of the barometer was 29-723 inches, the range being from 30-079 
inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, W.N.W.) to 29°357 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday (wind, Os The corrected . 
mean temperature was 45°2°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m, being 43°9°, ‘The screened 
thermometers fell to 34:220on Monday and rose to 54:8" on Wednesday. _ Westerly winds prevailed, The. 
rainfall was ‘58 inch on 5 days, ‘160 inch being measured on “Tuesday, and +172 inch’ on Saturday. Hail 


fell on Sunday.” 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 29-719 inches. The highest reading (30°067) was on Monday, at 9 a.m., the lowest 
(29°370) on Thursday, at 9 p.m. 

The mean temperature for the week was 446°, being 2:9° above the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Wednesday and Thursday, on which days 
the thermometer registered 53°, and was lowest on Monday, the mercury having fallen to 32°. ‘The mean 
of the Dry Bulb for the week was 43°7° and of the Wet Bulb, 42°3°. The mean humidity of the air 
was ‘89, complete saturation being represented by 1°0. The rainfall during the week measured 0°675 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 45°8°, the maximum 57-0°, and the minimum 
33°6°; at Glasgow the maximum was 49°8°, the minimum 33:1°, and the mean 41-°9° ; and at Edinburgh the- 
maximum was 47:7°, the minimum 33°8°, and the mean 41:2°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°35 in., 
at Glasgow 0°93 in., and at Edinburgh 0:26 in.

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‘The total deaths registered, numbering 189, represent an annual rate of 24°28 per 1,000 ; the annual rate 
for the past eleven weeks was 25°8 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period of the 
past ten years was 26:1 per 1,(00 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

Included in the 189 deaths registered there are 5 from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, one from each 
of scarlet fever, diphtheria, influenza, and dysentery,* and 5 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 
years of age. In the three weeks preceding, deaths from measles were 3, 7, and 4; deaths from whooping- 
cough were 3, one, and 3; deaths from scarlet fever were 0, 2, and 0; deaths from diphtheria were 0, 2, 
and one ; deaths from influenza were one, 0, and 3; deaths from dysentery were 0, 0, and 0; and deaths 
from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years were 4, 2, and 5, respectively. 

There were 35* deaths from tuberculous disease, comprising 26 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 5 from 
tuberculous meningitis, one from abdominal tuberculosis, one from tuberculosis of bone, and 2 from 
disseminated tuberculosis. In the three preceding weeks, deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease 
numbered 35, 27, and 23, respectively.

There were 7 deaths from bronecho-pneumonia, 3 from lobar pneumonia, and 4 from pneumonia (type not 
distinguished). 

Four deaths of infants under one year of age were attributed to convulsions, 4 to congenital 
debility, and 6 to premature birth. 

Organic diseases of the heart caused the deaths of 16 persons, and there were 32 deaths from bronchitis. 

There was one accidental death. 

In 6 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness ; these cases include the deaths of 2 infants under one year of age, and the death of one person aged 
75 years. 

Sixty-one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under d years of age 
(37 being infants under one year, of whom 14 were under one month old) and 36 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 25 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 18 aged 75 and upwards, of whom 
one (a male) was stated to have been aged 93 years. 

Eighty-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 9 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, and 22 in the South Dublin Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed.

No. 1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).— The deaths (13) are equal to au annual rate of 22°4 per 1,000, 
and include one from whooping-cough, one from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 4 from bronchitis. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (32) are equal to an annual rate of 40°4 per 1,000. Included 
in the total are one from measles, one from whooping-cough, 6 from tuberculous disease, 4 from pneumonia, 4 from bronchitis, 
and 2 from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years, 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (5) are equivalent to an annual rate of 9'4 per 1,000. Broncho- 
pneumonia caused one death. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street)—The deaths (9) represent an annual rate of 13°2 per 1,000, and include 2 
from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from pneumonia, and 3 from bronchitis. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, part of, 9°5 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, 114; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part 
of, 24°3. Included in the 5 deaths from all causes for the last-named district are two from pneumonia, one from bronchitis, 
and one from diarrhoea and enteritis, of a child under 2 years of age. 

No, 1 South City District (South Kari-street)—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 23-0 per 1,000, and include one 
from measles, 4 from tuberculous disease, and 3 from bronchitis. 

Ne. 2 South City Distyict (Castle-street).—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual ‘rate of 14:2 per 1,000. Lobar 
pneumonia caused one death, brenchitis 2 deaths, and there was one death of a child under 2 years from diarrhcea and enteritis. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (27) are equal to an annual rate of 32°3 per 1,000, and include 
one from scarlet fever, one from diphtheria, 7 from tuberculous disease, and 9 from bronchitis. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street)—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual rate of 29°9 per 1,000. 
Included in the total is one from each of measles and pulmonary tuberculosis, and there are 2 deaths from bronchitis. 

New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 31°8 per 1,000. Tuberculous disease caused 
4 deaths and bronchitis one death. ; 

Vroan Vastricts.—Vhe annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—-Rathmines and Rathgar, 9°3 ; 
Pembroke. 29°3; Blackrock, 11:3; and Kingstown, 9°2. The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 2 from measles and one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age ior Pembroke. Included 
in the 7 deaths from all causes for Rathmines and Rathgar is one from each of pulmonary tuberculosis, broncho-pneumonia, 
and, bronchitis.

INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


‘The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
14th March, From this Report it appears that of a total of 85 cases notified, 87 were scarlet tever, 24 
diphtheria, 17 phthisis, 5 erysipelas, one enteric fever, and one of cerebro-spinal fever, Among the 552 cases 
of infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 251 cases of scarlet fever, 189 of phthisis, 61 
of diphtheria, 34 of measles, 6 of erysipelas, and 2 of enteric fever.

Table XII. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the Dublin Hospitals 
during the week ended 14th March, 1914, and the number under treatment at the close of each of the 
3 preceding weeks. 

From this it appears that :— 

Nine cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, 2 were discharged, 
and 31 cases remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week, the respective numbers in hospital 
at the close of the 3 preceding weeks being 26, 29, and 24. : 

Twenty-five cases of measles were admitted to hospital, 6 were discharged, there were two deaths, and 49 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the end of the 3 preceding weeks such cases 
were J7, 19, and 32 respectively. 

Fifteen cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 16 were discharged, there was one death 
and 120* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the close of the 3 preceding weeks 

the cases in hospital were 132, 134, and 122, respectively. 

Eight cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital during the week, and 13 were discharged. The 
cases in hospital, which at the close of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 65, 59, and 55 respectively, were 50 
at the close of last week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 7 cases of pneumonia were admitted to hospital, 14 were 

discharged, there were 2 deaths, and 24 cases remained under treatment at the end of the week.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations—see ‘Vase IT.) 
Sir John Moore, ™.A., M.D., D.P.H., D.S8C., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 


week ending Saturday, 14th March, 1914:— 

“ Unsettled throughout, this week presented two very different types of weather—in Ireland especially. 
Until Wednesday a northerly current of air prevailed as a complex series of atmospheric depressions moved 
away in an easterly direction across Great Britain and the North Sea to the Continent. During the first two 
days cirrus cloud drifted rapidly across the sky from S.W. at a great height, while the undercurrent was 
westerly to northerly. Rain fell in large quantities over the south and east of England, whereas frost was 
reported from Scotland—the thermometer falling to 23° at Nairn on Monday morning—and cold but chiefly 
fine weather held in Ireland. In Dublin heavy showers of hail, sleet or snow fell on the afternoons of both 
Monday and Tuesday and night frosts followed. By Wednesday morning a depression had reached the 8.W. 
coast of Iceland and was spreading towards the northwestern shores of the British Isles. This system and 
its secondaries brought rain, fresh S. to W. winds, and higher temperatures. Early on Thursday morning 
a fine though partial eclipse of the moon (of which the magnitude was ‘916, taking the moon’s diameter 
was seen under unfavourahie weather conditions in Dublin. Fertunately the sky cleared shortly 
ed at 3°48 a.m. The S.W. type of weather now became firmly established, 
from S. to W.S.W. in the course of Friday night and Saturday morning. 
At 4 a.m, of the latter day the Holyhead anemometer registered a velocity of 77 imiles per hour in gusts of 
wind from §. Between 9 p.m. of Friday and 3 a.m. of Saturday the barometer fell from 29°507 inches to 
28-930 inches; by 9 p.m. of Saturday it had risen again to 29°511 inches. In Dublin the mean atmospheric 
pressure was 29°604 inches, the range being from 29-971 inches at 9 a.m. of Wednesday (wind, W.) to 28°930 
inches at 3 a.m. of Saturday (wind, 8.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 43°7°, the mean dry bulb 
reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 42°2°. On Wednesday the screened thermometers fell to 31:0°, on 
Friday they rose to 55:0°. Rain fell daily to the total amount of ‘453 inch, ‘158 inch being measured on 
Thursday. Hail and sleet. or snow fell on Monday and Tuesday. A lunar halo was seen on Sunday 


night.”

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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 29:601 inches. The highest reading (29-964) was on Wednesday, at 9 a.m., the lowest 
(29:132) on Saturday, at 9 a.m. . 

The mean temperature for the week was 41-7°, being equal to the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Thursday, on which day the thermometer 
registered 55°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the mercury having fallen to 28°. ‘The mean of the Dry 
Bulb for the week was 41°8° and of the Wet Bulb, 40:49. The mean humidity of the air was ‘90, 
complete saturation being represented by 1:0. The rainfall during the week measured 0°470 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 43°9°, the maximum 57:5°, and the minimum 
29°3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 50-0°, the minimum 26:0°, and the mean 38°5° ; and at Edinburgh the 
maximum was 484°, the minimum 27-7°, and the mean 38:0°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 2-21 ins., 
at Glasgow 0°99 in,, and at Edinburgh 0°76 in.

The deatlis from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 27 town districts during last week 

were equal to an annual rate of 2:0 per 1,000. Among the 163 deaths from all causes for ne tgs are 

one from enteric fever, 3 from scarlet fever, 7 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, He 3 Airs 

diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. Of the 36 deaths from all causes for Cor x 

one was due to scarlet fever, and one to whooping-cough. One of the 13 deaths from all causes for ures 

was from enteric fever; one of the 3 deaths from all causes for Lurgan was from measles ; and of the 2 
deaths recorded for Lisburn, one was due to measles. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 210—117 boys and 
93 girls—and the deaths to 183—103 males and 80 females. 


DEATHS. 


‘Lhe deaths registered, cmitting the deaths (numbering 9) of persons admitted into public instutuuors 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate ot mortality of 22°3 per 1,000 of the population, 
During the twelve weeks, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 24:0, and was 0°9 below the mean 
rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1904-1913.

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The total deaths registered, numbering 183, represent an annual rate of 23:5 per 1,000; the annual rate 
for the past twelve weeks was 25:6 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the curresponding period of the 
past ten years was 26:1 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

Among the deaths there were from measles 14 deaths, from enteric fover one death, from scarlet fever 
2 deaths, from whooping-cough 3 deaths, from each of diphtheria and croup* one death, from diarrhca.and 
enteritis of children under 2 years 6* deaths, and from intermittent fever one death. In each of the three 
weeks preceding, deaths from measles were 7, 4, and 5; deaths from enteric fever were one, one, and 0; 
deaths from scarlet fever were 2, 0, and one ; sactete from whooping-cough were one, 3, and 2; deaths from 
diphtheria were 2, one, and one ; and deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 2 years were 
2, 5, and 5. 

The number of deaths from tuberculous disease was 29,* including 21 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 
4 deaths from abdominal tuberculosis, and 4 deaths from disseminated tuberculosis. In each of the 
three preceding weeks, deaths from all forms of the above-mentioned iliscase were 27, 23, and 35. 

There were 6* deaths from cancer. 

The deaths of 4 persons were attributed to broncho-pneumonia, and the same number to pneumonia 
(type not distinguished). 

Included in the mortality of infants there were 2 deaths from convulsions, one from congenital 
malformation, 3 from premature birth, and 3 from congenital debility. 

Thirteen deaths were from organic disease of the heart, and 32 deaths were caused by bronchitis. 

Of 3 deaths from accident or negligence, one, of a child aged 5 years, was from burning. 

In 2 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,’ there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness ; these relate to a child under 5 years of age, and to a person ‘aged 76 years. 

Seventy of the persons whose deaths were registered during “the week were under 5 years of age 
(35 being infants under one year, of whom 16 were under one month old), and 33 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 25 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 12 aged 75 and upwards. 

Eighty-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 13 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, 23 in the South Dublin Union 
Workhouse, and 3 in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See Tables Til. and VIT.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 22°3 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 24:9 (North

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 3°3 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 


rate for the City being 4:0 (in the North City Districts 5:1, and in the South 2°9), and for the Suburbs 1°] per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North)—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 13°8 per 1,000, 
One death from measles, one death from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 3 deaths from bronchitis were recorded. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Sunmer-hill).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 32°8 per 1,000, and include 
one death from enteric fever, 5 deaths from measles, one death from whooping-cough. 2 deaths from tuberculous disease, 2 
deaths from broncho-pneumonia, 3 deaths from bronchitis, two deaths of children under 2 years of age from {diarrhea and 
enteritis, and one accidental death, 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual rate of 26:2 per 1,000. Among 
them are one death from measles, 3 from tuberculous disease, one from broncho-pneumonia, 4 from bronchitis, and 2 from 
diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street)—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 24°9 per 1,000, and include one 
death from measles, 5 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from pneumonia, and one from bronchitis. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, part of, 19°0 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, 26°7 ; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part 
of, 0°0. Among the 7 deaths for Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, are one death from measles, 4 from bronchitis, and one 
death from diarrhcea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age. 

No. 1 South City District (South Kari-street)—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 26°9 per 1,000. There were 2 
deaths from measles, 5 from tuberculous disease, and one from bronchitis. 

No, 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 25°6 per 1,000. One death 
from scarlet fever, one from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 4 deaths from bronchitis were recorded. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street)—The deaths (22) are equal to an annual rate of 26°3 per 1,000. Five deaths 
avere caused by tuberculous disease, one by pneumonia, and 5 by bronchitis. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 26°77 per 1,000. 
Among them are 2 deaths from measles. one death each from scarlet fever, whooping-cough, and diphtheria, 3 deaths from tuber- 
culous disease, one death from broncho-pneumonia, and 2 from bronchitis. 

New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 26°5 per 1,000. Bronchitis caused 3 deaths, 

Urban stricts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—-Rathiimes and Kathgar, 12:0 ; 
Pembroke, 19:0; Blackrock, 11'3; and Kingstown, 12°3. The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise one from whooping-cough for Rathmines and Rathgar, and one from measles for Pembroke. Among the 9 
deaths from all causes for Rathmines and Rathgar are one from pulmonary tuberculosis and one from pneumonia. Of the i1 
deaths from all causes for Pembroke 2 were from pulmonary tuberculosis and 2 from bronchitis ; and the 4 deaths from all 
causes from Kingstown include one death caused by burns.

The mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 142), was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 15:2 per 1,C00 persons living; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 16°6 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 16:1, and for Edinburgh 19-6, 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


The Kegistrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.Sc., Medical Ofticer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
21st. March, . From this Report it appears that of a total of 80 cases notified, 33 were scarlet fever, 27 
phthisis, 11 diphtheria, and 9 erysipelas. Among the 551 cases of infectious diseases in hospi‘al at the close 
of the week were 251 cases of scarlet fever, 187 of phthisis, 62 of diphtheria, 34 of measles, 7 of erysipelas, 
and 2 of enteric fever.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations—see TaBE 11.) 
Sir John Moore, M.A., M.D., D.P.H,, D.SC., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 


week ending Saturday, 21st March, 1914:— 

“The atmosphere over the Atlantic north of the forty-fifth parallel, as well as in Northern and Western 
Europe, was in a state of very unstable equilibrium throughout this week. : The weather was, In consequence, 
extremely unsettled—cold, stormy, and rainy—-with however some fine intervals. On Sunday morring a 
large depression— 29°] inches or ljess-—lay on the Norwegian Sea, while another disturbance had already 
arrived off the Kerry Coast. The latter system caused a fresh S.W. to N.W. gale as it passed northeastwards 
across Ireland, Englana, and the North Sea to the Baltic. Rain also fell generally, hail-showers in several 
places, incluaing Dublin. On ‘l'uesday a sheet of cirro-stratus cloud and a solar halo foreboded a renewal of 
bad weather, which was not slow to arrive. In the evening rain and sleet or snow fell heavily in Dublin, 
and on Wednesday morning the ranges of the Dublin and Wicklow Mountains were covered with snow from . 
end toend. This state of things kept temperature low on Wednesday and Thursday, the maximum recorded 
in Dublin on the latter day being only 413°. A sharp frost followed at night in this City, the thermometer 
falling to 29°8° in the screen and 27‘7° on the ground. At this time, a very sudden decrease of atmospheric 
pressure took place at the mouth of the English Channel, the barometer falling at 7 a.m. to 28-63 inches at 
Portland Bill and 28°59 inches at Ushant. Thissystem travelled up the English Channel and across southern 
England to the North Sea. It caused heavy falls of cold rain, sleet, hail and snow over Great Britain, 
whereas conditions, while cold, were generally dry and bright in Treland. Thunderstorms however occurred 
at Valentia, and lightning was seen on Friday night at Roche’s Point and Scilly. Saturday was again 
unsettled and rainy in southern England, but chiefly fine and dry though cold in Treland. In Dublin the 
mean heicht of the barometer was 29°359 inches, pressure ranging from 30-036 inches at 9 p.m. of Monday 
(wind, N.W.) to 28°978 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday (wind, N Ws )c The corrected mean temperature was 
41°1°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 33°6°. The screened thermometers rose to 
51°9° on Sunday and fell to 29°8° on Friday. S.W. and N.W. winds prevailed. Rain fell to the amount 


of 491 inch on 6 days, ‘185 inch being measured on Sunday.” 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 29-363 inches. The highest reading (307128) was on Monday, at 9 p.m., the lowest 
(28980) on Friday, at 9 a.m. 

The mean temperature for the week was 39°8°, being 2°0° below the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Sunday, on which day the thermometer 
registered 51°, and was lowest on Friday, the mercury having fallen to 22°. The mean of the Dry 
Bulb for the week was 38°9° and of the Wet Bulb, 37:79. The mean humidity of the air was ‘91, 
complete saturation being represented by 1:0. The rainfall during the week measured 0°450 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 40°5°, the maximum 51-0°, and the minimum 
31:9°; at Glasgow the maximum was 47°4°, the minimum 327°, and the mean 39°3° ; and at Edinburgh the 
maximum was 464°, the minimum 304°, and the mean 38°8°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0-96 in., 
at Glasgow 1°18 ins., and at Edinburgh 1°28 ins.

Of the 33 deaths from all causes for Cork, one was due to measles, 3 to whooping-cough, and one 
of a child under 2 years of age to diarrhea and enteritis, One of the 22 deaths from all causes for Limerick 
was from measles and one from whooping-cough. . Among the 6 deaths from all causes. for Lurgan, one was 
from scarlet fever ; and of the 5 deaths from all causes for Drogheda, one was due to enteric fever. Among 
the 9 deaths from all causes for Lisburn, 5 were from measles and one was from scarlet fever. One of the 14 
deaths from all causes for Kilkenny was from diphtheria, and one of the 6 deaths from all causes for Larne 


was from the same disease. 
DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during tlhe week amounted to 208—115 boys and 
93 girls—and the deaths to 219—102 males and 117 females.

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The total deaths registered, numbering 219, represent an annual rate of 281 per 1,000 ; the annual rate 
for the past thirteen weeks was 25-8 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period of the 
past ten years was 26-1 per 1,(00 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

The deaths included 27 from measles, 2 from scarlet. fever, 3 from whooping-cough, 4 from diphtheria, 4 
from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age, 2 deaths from influenza, and one* from cerebro- 
spinal fever. Deaths trom measles in the three preceding “weeks were 4, $5, and 14, rising to 27 deaths in 
the week under notice; from scarlet fever 0, one, and 2; from whooping-cough 3, 2, and 3; from diphtheria 
one, one, and one; from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years 5, 5, and 6; and from influenza 
3, one, and 0, respectively. 

The deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 27,* this figure comprises 2] deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from tuberculous meningitis, and 4 from other forms of the disease ; in the three 
preceding weeks, deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease were 23, 35, and 29. 

Kighteen* deaths were assigned to cancer as the cause. 

Of 20 deaths from pneumonia, 14 were from broncho-pneumonia, and 6 were from pneumonia (ty pe not 
distinguished). 

There were 5 deaths of infants from convulsions, one from premature birth, and 3 from congenital debility. 

Organic disease of the heart accounted for the deaths of 11 persons, and the deaths from bronchitis 
amounted to 32. 

There was only one death attributed to violence, namely :—an accidental death caused in the streets by a 
dray. 

“ In 7 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 

illness ; these cases include the deaths of 2 children under one year of age (including one infant under one 
month old). 
Eighty-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(32 being infants under one year, of whom 7: were under one month old), and 40 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 26 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 16 aged 75 and upwards, of whom 
one (a male) was stated to have been aged 92 years. 

Ninety-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 21 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, and 15 in the South Dublin Union 
Workhouse. q 

‘The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See ‘ables ITT. and VIT.] 


As aiready stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 27'2 per 1,000 ; the rate in the City was 31:1 (North 
City Districts, 34°2 ; South, 27°6) and in the Suburbs 1477. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 5:4 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 6°7 (in the North City Districts 8-9, and in the South 4:3), and for the Suburbs 1°1 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).— The deaths (34) are equal to an annual rate of 587 per 1,000. 
There were 6 deaths from measles, one from whooping-cough, 4 from tuberculous disease, 4 from pneumonia, 7 from bronchitis, 
and 2 from diarrhoeal diseases. - 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill)—Thbe deaths (31) are equal to an annual rate of 39:2 per 1,000. Seven 
deaths were caused by measles, one by scarlet fever, 5 by tuberculous disease, 5 by pneumonia, and 8 by bronchitis. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual rate of 33°7 per 1,000. Among 
them are 3 from measles, 4 from tuberculous disease, 3 from bronchitis, and one death of a child under 2 years of age from 
diarrhcea and enteritis. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 26:4 per 1,000. Three deaths 
from measles, one death each from scarlet fever and diphtheria, 4 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, one death from broncho- 
pneumonia, one from bronchitis, and one accidental death were recorded. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, part of, 9°5 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, 11:4; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part 
of, 14:6. The only death recorded for the first-named district was one from measles ; and among the 3 deaths from all causes for 
Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, was one from diphtheria. 

No. 1 South City District (South Kari-street).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 23°0 per 1,000, and include 3 
deaths from measles, 2 from pneumonia, 5 from bronchitis, and one death by suicide. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 142 per 1,000. Measles, 
tuberculous meningitis and bronchitis each caused one death. 

No. 3 South Crty District (Peter-street)—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 27°5 per 1,000. There were 2 
deaths from measles, one from diphtheria, 2 each from pulmonary tuberculosis and broncho-pneumonia, and 3 from bronchitis. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street)—The deaths (25) are equivalent to an annual rate of 39°3 per 1,000. 
One death each from measles, whooping-cough, and diphtheria, 3 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from broncho-pneumonia, 
3 from bronchitis, and 2 from diarrheal diseases were recorded. 

New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 31:8 per 1,000. Pneumonia caused 2 deaths, 


Vroan Mastricts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines and Kathgar, 10°7 ; ~ 


Pembroke. 17:2; Blackrock, 17°0; and Kingstown, 18°56. The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise one death from whooping-cough and one death from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age for 
Rathmines and Rathgar, the 8 deaths from all causes for this district including also 2 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis. Of 
the 10 deaths from all causes for Pembroke one was from influenza and one from bronchitis. The 3 deaths from all causes for 
Blackrock include one from pulmonary tuberculosis ; and of the 5 deaths from all causes for Kingstown one is from influenza 
and one from pneumonia. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


‘he mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 16°5), was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 16°5 per 1,000 persons living; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 16:5 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 16:1, and for Edinburgh 17:0. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.SC., Medical Cfticer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
28th March. From this Report it appears that of a total of 74 cases notified, 28 were scarlet fever, 26 
phthisis, 11 diphtheria, and 9 erysipelas. Among the 560 cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the close 
of the week were 244 cases of scarlet fever, 187 of phthisis, 67 of diphtheria, 41 of measles, 11 of erysipelas, 
2 of enteric fever, and one of chicken-pox.

Table X11. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the Dublin Hospitals 
during the week ended 28th March; 1914, and the number under treatment at the close of each of the 
3 preceding weeks. 

From this it appears that :— 

Three cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, 6 were discharged, 
and 26 cases remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week, the respective numbers in 
hospital at the close of the 3 preceding weeks being 24, 31, and 29. 

Fifty-eight cases of measles were admitted to hospital, 12 were discharged, there were 11 deaths, and 99 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the end of the 3 preceding weeks such cases 
were 32, 49, and 64 respectively. 

Fifteen cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 25 were discharged, there was one death 
and 105* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the close of the 3 preceding weeks 
the cases in hospital were 122, 120, and 116, respectively. 

Fourteen cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital during the week, 12 were discharged, and there 
were 4 deaths. The cases in hospital, which at the close of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 55, 50, and 42 
respectively, were 40 at the close of last week. ; : 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 5 cases of pneumonia were admitted to hospital, 4 were 
discharged, and 20 cases remained under treatment at the end of the week.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteoroloyical Stations—see LaBLe II.) 

Sir John Moore, M.a., M.D., D.P.H., D.S¢., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 28th March, 1914 :— 

“ Low atmospheric pressure and low air-temperature were the leading features of this week. On Sunday 
morning the highest readings of the barometer at any stations in the British Isles were 29°46 inches at 
Valentia, Co. Kerry, and 29°44 inches at Roche’s Point, Cork Harbour; the lowest readings were 29-13 
inches at Lerwick, in the Shetlands, and 29:14 inches at Aberdeen. Gradients, therefore, were slight for 
winds between W. and N., and temperature was low. In Dublin a heavy shower of hail fell at 5:15 p.m., 
but the evening was fair and cold. Monday broke dull and rainy, as a new and complex area of low 
atmospheric pressure spread in over Ireland from the Atlantic. The 8. W. winds of this system sent the 

__ thermometer up to 53°0° in Dublin, but by night temperature had again given way. Yet another depression 
arrived from the westward on Tuesday, yet the weather remained relatively fine because the reduction of , 
pressure was uniform—hail showers, however, fell in various places. The deepest depression of the week 
reached the Kerry and Cork coasts early on Wednesday, the barometer at 7 a.m. reading (28°92 inches at 
Valentia and 28°96 inches at Roche’s Point. At 4 p.m. 28-922 inches was recorded in Dublin, and at 6 p-m. 
28-86 inches in the Scilly Islands. A westerly gale blew in the English Channel, and strong squalls from 
E.S.E. were reported from Lerwick. By Thursday morning the centre of this system had reached the 
Straits of Dover. In the course of the day named showers of rain and hail fell in most districts and 
thunderstorms, or thunder only, occurred in several isolated localities. _ Very majestic clouds were seen on the 
afternoon of this day. Friday proved very fine, but in the early morning hours of Saturday the sky became 
overcast as a new depression arrived from the Atlantic, and the day proved chiefly dull and rainy. In Dublin 
the mean height of the barometer was 29°444 inches, the range being from 28-922 inches at 4 p.m. of 
Wednesday (wind, E.S.E.) to 29°975 inches at 9 p.m. of Friday (wind, 8.E.). Tae corrected mean 
temperature was 42°3°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 41°6 : The screened 
thermometers rose to 53°0° on Monday and fell to $2°1° on Wednesday. The dominant wind was S.E. 
Hail fell on Sunday. Thunder was heard on Thursday. The rainfall was 433 inch on 5 days, ‘239 inch 


being measured on Saturday.” 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 29-458 inches. The highest reading (29-971) was on Friday, at 9 p.m., the lowest 
(28-991) on Wednesday, at 9 p.m. 

The mean temperature for the week was 39-7°, being 3°6° below the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Monday, on which day the thermometer 
registered 54°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the mercury having fallen to 24°. ‘The mean of the Dry 
Bulb for the week was 40°1° and of the Wet Bulb, 39:09. The mean humidity of the air was ‘92, 
complete saturation being represented by 10. The rainfall during the week measured 0-140 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 42°3°, the maximum 56°8°, and the minimum 
27°8°; at Glasgow the maximum was 52:0°, the minimum 30-0°, and the mean 41-9° ; and at Edinburgh the 
maximum was 48°3°, the minimum 31:8°, and the mean 40°2°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0-3! in., 
at Glasgow 0°36 in., and at Edinburgh 0:11 in.

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DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. — Birrus. —In the Dublin Registration 
Area, which consists of the city of Dublin and the urban districts of Rathmines and 
Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and Kingstown, the total area thereof being 13,743 
statute acres, and the population, estimated to the middle of 1914, 406,000, there were 
registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Saturday, 28th March, 1914, 2,894 
births—1,513 boys and 1,381 girls—being equal to an annual ratio of 1 in 35°1, or 285 
in every 1,000 of the population. 


The number of births registered in the city was 2,492, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 32-1 in every 1,000 of the population; and in the urban districts named above, 402, 
equal to an annual rate of 16-8 in every 1,000 of the population. 


There were registered in London during the same period 28,436 births—being equal 
to an annual birth-rate of 25-2 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow 
there were registered 7,497, being equal to 28-6 per 1,000; and in Kdinburgh, 1,644— 
a number affording an annual birth-rate of 20-4 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 


Deratus.—Omitting the deaths (157) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Dublin Registration Area, the deaths for the Area, numbering 
2,452, are equivalent to an annual rate of 24-2 per 1,000 of the estimated population, 
the average rate for the corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 24-9. The 
total number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 
2,609—1,281 males and 1,328 females—affording an annual ratio of 1 in 38-9 or 25:7 
in every 1,000 of the estimated population. The annual mean mortality represented 
by the deaths registered during the first quarter of the ten years, 1904-1913, in the 
Dublin Registration Area was 26.1 per 1,000 of the estimated mean population of those 
years. 


The number of deaths of inhabitants* of the north city districts registered last 
quarter was 1,026, representing an annual mortality of 24-9 in every 1,000 of the 
population ; and the number in the south city districts was 982, equivalent to a rate 
of 27-0 per 1,000. In the urban districts the number of deaths registered was 444, 
being equal to an annual death-rate of 18-6 in every 1,000. 
 * The death-rates referring to the several Dublin districts have been calculated on the mortality for the 
respective districts as corrected by the distribution of deaths in public institutions according to the localities 


from which the deceased persons were admitted. a

The number of deaths registered in London-during the same period was 18,384, 
a number equal to an annual rate of mortality of 16-3 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants ; 
in Glasgow the number was 4,745 equal to 18-1 in every 1,000; and in Edinburgh 
1,514, affording an annual death-rate of 18-8 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population. 


DisEAses.—The number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* registered 
in the Dublin Registration Area during last quarter was 214, and the annual rate per 
1,000 of the population represented by the deaths from these diseases was 2:11. 


The following tabular statement shows the mortality from some of the principal 
epidemic diseases in the period under notice, and the average number of deaths from 
these diseases which occurred in the corresponding period of the 10 years, 1904-1913 :—

Enteric FEver.—To enteric fever 14 deaths were ascribed, being 2 under the average 
(16) for the corresponding quarter of the preceding 10 years. In the three preceding 
quarters, deaths from this disease numbered 6, 12, and 14, respectively ; and in the first 
quarter of 1913 the number was 11. ; 

Of the 14 deaths for the quarter, 4 appertained to the North City districts, 6 to the 
South City districts, and 4 to the Pembroke urban district. 

From Table I. it will be observed that 60 cases of the disease were admitted 
to Dublin hosvitals, that 80 were discharged, that 6 died in hospitals, and that 26 remained 
under treatment at the close of the quarter. 


_ ‘TypHus.—There was no mortality from this cause, but 5 cases were treated in hos- 
pitals ; no case of the disease, however, was under treatment therein at the end of the 
quarter. 


_ Smati-Pox.—There was no mortality from this cause, nor was there any case of the 
disease reported during the quarter. | 


Mrasies.— During the quarter the deaths from measles amounted to 81, affording 
an annual rate of 0-80 per 1,000 of the population. This number is the highest recorded 
for the Dublin Registration Area (as at present constituted) in any first quarter, beginning 
with that of the year 1901, the next highest number occurring in the first quarter of the 
year 1909, when 75 deaths were registered. In the corresponding quarter of 1901 only 
7 deaths from measles occurred, the number registered in the corresponding quarter of 
1913 being 3, while the average number for the March quarter of the 10 years, 1904-13, 
was 30. 

Of the 81 deaths from measles during the quarter under notice, 39 belonged to North 
City districts, 26 to South City districts, one to Rathmines and Rathgar urban district, and 
15 to Pembroke urban district. 

It would appear from Table I. that 170 cases of measles were admitted to hospital 
during the quarter, that 58 were discharged, that 23 died in hospitals, and that 99 cases 
remained under treatment at its close, as compared with 10 at the end of the preceding 
quarter. 


ScaRLET Frver.—The deaths from scarlet fever amounted to 13, being 4 under the 
average (9) for the corresponding period of the preceding 10 years, as against 8, 8, and 
12, respectively, in the three preceding quarterly periods. Of the 13 deaths, 12 apper- 
tained to city districts, and one was that of a person admitted to hospital from a locality 
outside the Area. The number of cases of scarlet fever treated in Dublin hospitals during 


the quarter was 370.

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_. WxHooprne-coucH.—Twenty-four deaths from this disease were registered, as compared 
with 45, the average number for the corresponding quarter of the preceding 10 years. 
Of the 24 deaths 14 appertained to North City districts, 6 to South City districts, 3 to 
Rathmines and Rathgar, and one to Pembroke. 

In the second, third, and fourth quarters of 1913 deaths from whooping-cough in the 
Dublin Registration Area numbered 30, 15, and 7, respectively. 


DIPHTHERIA.—There were 24 deaths from this cause (equivalent to an annual rate 
of 0-24 per 1,000 of the estimated population), being 7 over the average (17) for the 
first quarter of the preceding 10 years. In the three quarters preceding, deaths from 
diphtheria were 21, 13, and 31, respectively. 

Of the 24 deaths, 13 were recorded for North City districts, 8 for South City districts, 
and 2 for Pembroke urban district, and one death in an institution was that of a person 
admitted from without the Area. There were 223 cases of diphtheria under treatment 
in Dublin hospitals, and of these 162 were discharged, 21 died, and 40 cases remained 
under treatment at the end of the period. 


D1aRRH@AL DisEAses.—The number of deaths under this heading was 57, including 
55 deaths of children under 2 years of age, the latter affording an annual rate of 0°54 
per 1,000 of the population. 


INFLUENZA.—The deaths registered as from influenza, numbering 21, represent an 
annual rate of 0-21 per 1,000, and are 24 below the average for the March quarter of the 
10 years, 1904-13. In the three preceding quarters, 31,7, and 12 deaths, respectively, 
were recorded. 


CEREBRO-SPINAL Fuver.—There were 3 deaths attributed to cerebro-spinal fever or 
cerebro-spinal meningitis. Only one death trom this cause was registered during the 
six preceding quarters, this death having been recorded in the second quarter of 1913. 


PNEUMONIA.—The number of deaths from pneumonia (all forms) was 222, being 
equivalent to 2-19 per 1,000 of the estimated population. Of the 222 deaths, 125 were 
from broncho-pneumonia, 14 from lobar-pneumonia, and 83 from pneumonia (type not 
distinguished). 


TUBERCULOSIS.—There were 392 deaths trom tuberculous disease (all forms) affording 
an annual rate of 3:86 per 1,000 of the estimated population, as against a rate of 3-94 
per 1,000 for the corresponding quarter of 1913. The 392 deaths comprise 296 deaths 
trom pulmonary taberculosis, 34 from tuberculous meningitis, 23 from abdominal tuber- 
culosis, 4 from tuberculosis of the vertebral column, 3 from. tuberculosis of joints, 3 from 
tuberculosis of other organs, and 29 from dissiminated tuberculosis. 

The annual rate per 1,000 of the population represented by deaths from all forms of 
tuberculous disease for the city of Dublin was 4-12 (North city 3-76, and South city, 4-53) ; 
for Rathmines and Rathgar urban district 2-15 ; for Pembroke, 2:78; for Blackrock, 
1-30; and for Kingstown urban district, 1-89. 


Cancer.—The deaths under this heading amounted to 113, which number is equivalent 
to an annual rate of 1-11 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 


DisHasEs or THE BRAIN AND Nervous System.—To this group 262 deaths were 
attributed, and are represented by an annual rate of 2°58 per 1,000. These deaths 
include 69 from convulsions of children under 5 years of age, of which 63 were deaths 
of infants under one year of age. 


Diseases or CrrcuLaTory System.—The total number of deaths from these causes 
- registered during the quarter was 234, being equal to an annual rate of 2-31 per 1,000. 


Broncuitis.—This disease caused 384 deaths, representing an annual rate ot 3-78 
per 1,000. 


CoNGENITAL MALFORMATIONS, PREMATURE BirTH, CONGENITAL DEBILITY.—To con- 
genital malformations 16 deaths were attributed ; to premature birth, 70 deaths ; and to 
congenital debility, 50 deaths. 


Viotence.—Fifty-six deaths were caused by accident, including 2 by poisons or 
poisonous vapours, 12 by burns or scalds (4 bemg deaths of children under 5 years of age), 
4 by drowning, 6 by vehicles and horses, and 2 deaths of infants by suffocation in bed. 


Two deaths were ascribed to homicide and 3 to suicide.

In 81 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness. Of the 81 cases, 36 (or 44 per cent.) were deaths 
of children under 5 years of age; these 36 deaths form 4-6 per cent. of the total number 
of deaths of children of that age-period. Of the deaths of 173 infants under one month 
old registered, there were 12 (or 6-9 per cent.) regarding which the cause was uncertified. 

From Table II., on page 208f, it will be seen that, excluding 157 deaths of persons 
admitted into public institutions from localities outside the Dublin Registration Area, 
the number of deaths registered during the quarter was 2,452, equal to an annual rate 
of 242 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and that 209 of these deaths, repre- 
senting an annual rate of 2-1 per 1,000 persons, were caused by the principal epidemic 
diseases.t |The death-rate for the city (from all causes) was 25-9 per 1,000, and for 
the urban districts 18-6 per 1,000. The death-rate represented by the mortality from 
the principal epidemic diseases in the city was 2-3, and in the urban districts 1-4, the rates - 
for the several districts varying from 0-0 in each of Blackrock and Kingstown, to 3-7 
in North city No. 1, W., the 323 deaths from all causes for that district including 2 
from enteric fever, 16 from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 5 from whooping-cough and 
11 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. 

Occupations. —Table III., on page 2089, shows the occupations or social position 
of the persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, the various callings 
being grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality in the 
several social grades of the population. From this table it will be observed that the 
deaths in families of the “ Professional and Independent Class ” were equal to an annual 
rate of 14-7 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to the Census of 1911; in 
the “ Middle Class” the death-rate was 17-2 per 1,000; among the “ Artisan Class and 
Petty Shopkeepers ” it was 22-0 ; and in the “ General Service Class ” it was 25-3. 

AcxEs.—Of the 2,609 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Registration 
Area during the quarter, 778 were under 5 years of age, including 469 infants under one 
year of age, the latter representing a rate of 162-1 per 1,000 births registered. The 
number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an annual mortality of 
76:1 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the Census of 1911); 105 were between 
the ages of 5 and 15, representing an annual rate of 5-9 per 1,000 persons at that age- 
period ; 132 were between the ages of 15 and 25, equivalent to an annual rate of 6-6 per 
1,000; the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual mortality of 21-1 per 
1,000 of the population at that age-period (according to the Census of 1911); 370, or 
11-9 per 1,000 persons, were between 25 and 45; 595, or 40-4 per 1,000, between 45 
and 65; 366, or 86-7 per 1,000, between 65 and 75; and 263, or 188-1 per 1,000, were 
aged 75 and upwards, including 22 persons aged 90 and upwards, 

Pustic Iystrrutions.—Of the 2,609 deaths recorded during the quarter, 1,097 or 
42-0 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz., 633 in the various hospitals, prisons, 
and lunatic asylums ; 186 in the North Dublin Union Workhouse; 274 in the South Dublin 
Union Workhouse; and 4 (those of persons admitted from within the Dublin regis- 
tration area) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 

WeatHER.—The mean temperature for thirteen weeks, deduced from the mean 
weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, was 
41-9, At Greenwich, for the quarter, it was 41-6°; at Glasgow 40:5°; and at 
Edinburgh, 39-89. | | 

The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 5:29 inches; at 
Greenwich, 6-79 inches; at Glasgow, 9°69 inches; and at Edinburgh, 6-36 inches.

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TWENTY-SEVEN PrincipAaL Town Districts or IRELAnD.—The average annual 
death-rate represented by the deaths from all causes registered during last quarter in 
the Dublin Registration Area and twenty-six of the principal urban districts of Ireland

The average annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases* in the 27 districts is 1-7 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 
0-0 in three of the districts to 10-3 in Armagh, the 46 deaths from all causes for that district 
including 19 from measles. 


The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* 
in the twenty-six provincial urban districts already named, and Tables IV. and V. give 
in detail the results of the registration for the quarter :— 


Enteric Fever.—Four deaths each were recorded for Belfast and Limerick, and one 
death each for Cork, Londonderry, Dundalk, Drogheda, Shigo, and Clonmel. 


Typuus.—The mortality from this cause consisted of 3 deaths, all appertaining to 
Belfast county borough. 


SMALL-Pox.—There was no death from small-pox. 


Measites.—Of 37 deaths attributed to measles, 19 appertained to Armagh, 8 to 
Lisburn, and 2 to Belfast. 


ScaRLetT Fever.—Sixty-one deaths trom scarlet fever were recorded for Belfast, 2 
each for Cork, Limerick, and Clonmel, and one each for Lurgan, Lisburn, Newry. New- 
townards, and Coleraine. 


Wuoopine-coucH.—Of 72 deaths registered, 48 belonged to Belfast, 9 to Newtownards 
5 each to Cork and Tralee, 2 to Galway, and one each to Limerick, Lisburn, and Larne. 


DipHTHERIA.—Among the 24 deaths from this cause were 14 returned as appertaining 
to Belfast, 2 each to Lisburn and Kilkenny, and one each to Cork, Londonderry, Lurgan, 
Drogheda Sligo, and Larne. 


DIARRH@A AND ENTERITIS OF CHILDREN UNDER 2 YEARS OF AGE.—Of 63 deaths 
returned under this heading, 38 belonged to Belfast, 6 to Cork, 4 to Waterford, and 3 each 
to Londonderry and Tralee. 


PutHisis.—The annual death-rate from phthisis for the 27 towns in the aggregate 
was 2-4 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration Area it was 
2:8 per 1,000, for Belfast county borough 2-2 per 1,000, and for the urban districts 
collectively (exclusive of Dublin Registration Area and Belfast), 1t was 2-2 per 1,000, 
exclusive of deaths in public institutions of persons admitted from without the respective 
areas.

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TWENTY-SEVEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered* last week as appertaining to the 
Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-six principal provincial Urban Districts of Ireland was 21:7 per 
1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,205,280. 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks and during the whole of that period, as appertaining to 
the undermentioned areas, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000. 





Week ending 
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The deaths from certain epidemic diseases registered in the 27 town districts during last woek? 
were equal to an annual rate of 2-1 per 1,000. Among the 136 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
one from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 8 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, and one from diarrhea 
and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age. Included-in the 31 deaths from all causes for Cork, are : 
from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, and one from diarrhea and enteritis of a child under 2 years 0 
age. Of the 3 deaths from all causes for Lurgan one was from measles and one from scarlet fever. Among 
the 5 deaths from all causes for Lisburn, one was from measles, and of the 5 deaths from all causes for Bray, 
one was also due to that disease. One of the 4 deaths from all causes for tak’ was from whooping-cough. 

DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 

In the Dublin Negistration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 227—117 boys and 

110 girls—and the deaths to 212—97 male& and 115 females.

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The total deaths registered, numbering 212, represent an annual rate of 27:2 per 1,000; the annual rate 
for the past fourteen weeks was 25-9 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period of the 
past ten years was 26-2 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 


Among the deaths registered during the week there were 22 from measles, 3 from whooping-cough, one 


from diarrhea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age, and 3 deaths from influenza. Deaths from measles, 
which had risen from 5 in the week ending 14th March to 14 in the week ending 21st March, and to 27 in 
the week ending 28th March, declined to 22 in the week under notice ; deaths from whooping-cough in the 
3 preceding weeks were 2, 3, and 3; deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years were 
5, 6, and 4; and deaths from influenza were one, 0, and 2. 

Altogether the deaths from tuberculous disease amounted to 31, namely :—from pulmonary tuberculosis, 22 
deaths ; from tuberculous meningitis, 3 deaths ; and from other forms of the disease, 6 deaths; in each of the 
3 weeks preceding, deaths from tuberculous disease were 35, 29, and 27. 

The deaths attributed to cancer numbered 6,* 

Pneumonia caused the deaths of 19 persons ; of this figure 12 deaths were attributed to broncho- 
pneumonia, 3 to lobar pneumonia, and 4 to pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

There were 4 deaths from simple meningitis, 3 deaths of infants from convulsions, $ from congenital 
malformations, one from premature birth and one from congenital debility. 

The number of deaths caused hy organic disease of the heart was 21, and the deaths from bronchitis 
amounted to 33. 

Of 2 deaths from accident or negligence, one was caused by scalds and one by a motor car, both being 
those of children under 5 years of age. 

In 8 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness ; these cases include the death of an infant under one year old and the deaths of 2 persons aged 
65 years and upwards. 

’ Fifty-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(20 being infants under one year, of whom 5 were under one month old), and 61 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 45 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 26 aged 75 and upwards, of whom 
one (a female) was stated to have been aged 93 years. 

Ninety-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 8 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, 30 in the South Dublin Union 
Workhouse, and 1 in the. Rathdown Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See Tables Ii]. and VIT.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 26'] per 1,000; the rate in the City was 26-7 (North 
City Districts, 23°4 ; South, 30°4) and in the Suburbs 24°0. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 3°3 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 3°9 (in the North City Districts 4°9, and in the South 2°9), and for the Suburbs 1°6 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North),— The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 25°9 per 1,000. 
Six deaths were attributed to measles, 2 to pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 to pneumonia, and 3 to bronchitis. ; 

No. 1 North City District, Wesé(Summer-hill)—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 29°1 per 1,000. There 
were 2 deaths from measles, 4 deaths from tuberculous disease, 2 from broncho-pneumonia, and 3 from bronchitis. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 31°8 per 1,000. Six 
deaths were caused by measles, 4 by tuberculous disease, one by broncho-pneumonia, and 2 by bronchitis. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (10) represent an annual rate of 14:7 per 1,000. One death 
each from measles and pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 deaths from pneumonia, and 3 from bronchitis were recorded. 

Other North City Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, part of, 285 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, 0°0 ; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part 
of, 29°2. Of the 3 deaths from all causes for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, one was from tuberculous disease and one from 
bronchitis ; and the 6 deaths from all causes for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, include one death caused by pulmonary tuber- 
culosis and one death by suicide. 

No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (26) represent an annual rate of 33°3 per 1,000. Among them 
are one death each from measles, whooping-cough, and influenza, 4 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from pneumonia, and 
7 from bronchitis. 

No. 2 Souch City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 341 per 1,000, and include 
one death from measles, 3 deaths from tuberculous disease, one death from broncho-pneumonia, 3 deaths from bronchitis, and one 
death from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age. 

No. 8 South City District (Peter-street)—The deaths (22) are equal to an annual rate of 26°3 per 1,000. Two deaths 
from measles, 5 deaths from tuberculous disease, 4 deaths from pneumonia, and 4 deaths from bronchitis were recorded. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street)—The deaths (21) are equivaient to an annual rate of 330 per 1,000. 
There were 2 deaths from measles, 3 deaths from tuberculous disease, one death from pneumonia, 3 deaths from bronchitis, and 
one accidental death. ; 

New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual rate of 21-2 per 1,000. 

UVroan Districts.—Vhe annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines and Rathgar, 17°3 ; 
Pembroke. 32:8; Blackrock, 22°7; and Kingstown, 24°6. The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise one death from whooping-cough for Rathmines and Rathgar, and one death each from measles and whooping- 
cough for Pembroke, Among the 13 deaths from all causes for Rathmines and Rathgar are one death from influenza, 2 from 
pulmonary tuberculosis, and 2 from bronchitis. The 19 deaths -from all causes for Pembroke include one death each from 
influenza and pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 deaths from broncho-pneumonia, one from bronchitis, and one accidental death ; and of 
the 4 deaths from all causes for Blackrock one was from bronchitis. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


‘he mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 15:5), was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 162 per 1,000 persons living; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 18:6 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 19-0, and for Edinburgh 19-0, ; 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.SC., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
4th April. From this Report it appears that of a total of 81 cases notified, 46 were scarlet fever, 15 
phthisis, 13 diphtheria, and 7 erysipelas. Among the 559 cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the close 
of the week were 242 cases of scarlet fever, 189 of phthisis, 70 of diphtheria, 38 of measles, 11 of erysipelas, 
2 of enteric fever, and 2 of chicken-pox.

Table XII. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the Dublin Hospitals 


during the week ended 4th April, 1914, and the number under treatment at the close of each of the 


3 preceding weeks. 


From this it appears that :— : 
Seven cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, 3 were discharged, 


and 30 cases remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week, the respective numbers in 
hospital at the close of the 3 preceding weeks being 31, 29, and 26. 

One case of typhus was admitted to hospital during the week and remained under treatment at its close. 

Forty-seven cases of measles were admitted to hospital, 19 were discharged, there was 1 death, and 126 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the end of the 3 preceding weeks such cases 
were 49, 64, and 99 respectively. 

Twenty-one cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 25 were discharged, and 101* cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the close of the 3 preceding weeks 
the cases in hospital were 120, 116, and 105, respectively. 

Eleven cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital during the week, and 4 were discharged, 
The cases in hospital, which at the close of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 50, 42, and 40 
respectively, were 47 at the close of last week.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations—see Taste II.) 
Sir John Moore, M.A., M.D., D.P.H., D.SC., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 4th April, 1914:— 


“Changeable, but favourable, springlike weather prevailed during this week, the amount of bright 
sunshine being a marked feature of the period. Atmospheric depressions still lay on the Atlantic, their 
secondary systems skirting the western shores of Ireland and Scotland on their northeastern journey. But 
baric gradients were by no means steep, and so the winds were of moderate force from points between §.E. 
and §.W. or W. The month of March ‘went ont like a lamb,’ the closing day being of quite exceptional 
mildness—in Dublin and at Birr Castle the thermometer rose to 59°, but over the southern half of Kngland 
65° was reached at a number of stations —66° at Camden Square, London, and at Hampstead. April 1 was 
a beautiful, springlike day in many parts of the United Kingdom, but showers or light rains fell in Ireland, 
Scotland, ana the south-west of England. On that day the thermometer rose to 60°1° in Dublin, to above 
60° at most stations in the English midlands and on the east coast of England, and to 67° al Greenwich and 
Camden Square, London. Thursday and Friday were chiefly fine, but not settled—on the afternoon of the 
former day beautiful cirrus cloud crossed the sky in feathery lines from W., and a splendid rainbow was seen 
from Dublin. Lower night-temperatures were experienced after Thursday, but the sun’s power by day was 
very marked and vegetation made singularly rapid progress. Atmospheric depressions of no great depth 
moved in upon the Irish coasts in quick succession on the last two days of the week, which closed with an 
unsettled appearance. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°835 inches, pressure ranging 
between 30-033 inches at 4 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, §.) and 29:542 inches at 9 p.m, of Saturday (wind 
likewise 8.). The corrected mean temperature was 51-7°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. 
being 49:9°. The screened thermometers fell to 430° on Sunday and rose to 60:1 on Wednesday. The 
prevalent winds were S.S.W, and W. Rain fell on 5 days to the amount of ‘424 inch, the largest 


measurement in 24 hours being *197 inch on Friday,” 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 29°833 inches. The highest reading (29-999) was on Tuesday, at 9 p.m., the lowest 
(29°633) on Saturday, at 9 p.m. 

The mean temperature for the week was 50-9°, being 7:1° above the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Sunday, Wednesday, and Friday, on which 
days the thermometer registered 60°, and was lowest on Friday, the mercury having fallen to 39°. The 
mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 51:1° and of the Wet Bulb, 48°8°. The mean humidity of the 
air was ‘85, complete saturation being represented by 1:0. The rainfall during the week measured 0°575 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 500°, the maximum 66°8°, and the minimum 
38:2°: at Glasgow the maximum was 58:0°, the minimum 37:09, and the mean 49°4° ; and.at Edinburgh the 
maximum was 58-0°, the minimum 38:0°, and the mean 48:1°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:!8 in., 
at Glasgow 1-00 in, and at Edinburgh 0°58 in.

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 2:9 per 1,000. Among the 142 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
2 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 6 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, and 5 from diarrheal 
diseases. One of the 29 deaths from all causes for Cork is from whooping-cough, and the 12 deaths from

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The total deaths registered, numbering 194, represent an annual rate of 24:9 per 1,000; the annual -rate 
for the past fifteen weeks was 25:7 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period of the 
past ten years was 26:1 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered 

The deaths registered include one from enteric fever, 34 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 2 from 
whooping-cough, one from diphtheria and 2 from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. 
Deaths from measles, which numbered 14, 27, and 22 in the three preceding weeks, rose to 34 in the’ 
week under notice ; deaths from enteric fever in the ihree preceding weeks were one 0 and 0 ; deaths from 
scarlet fever were 2, 2, and 0; deaths from whooping-cough were 3, 3, and 3; deaths from diphtheria were 
one, 4, and 0; and deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age were 6, 4, and one, 
respectively, 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease which in the three preceding weeks numbered 29, 27, and 
31 respectively, rose last week to 33,* the latter including 28 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 from 
tnberculous meningitis, and 2 from abdominal tuberculosis 

There were 13 deaths from cancer. 

Of 19 deaths from pneumonia (all forms), 11 were caused by broncho-pneumonia, and 8 by pneumonia 
(type not distinguished). 

Among deaths of infants under one year of age, 3 were attributed to convulsions, and 2 to premature 
birth. 

There were 13 deaths from organic disease of the heart, and 26 from bronchitis. 

One death was ascribed to shock. 

In 4 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness ; these cases include the deaths of 2 persons aged 65 years and upwards. 

Seventy-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(24 being infants under one year, of whom 4 were under one month old), and 30 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 24 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the Jatter were 14 aged 75 and upwards, of whom 
one (a female) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 

Kighty-three. of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 15 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, and 19 in the South Dublin Union 


Workhouse.

INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases uotified during the week ended 
Jith April, From this Report it appears that of a total of 78 cases notified, 36 were scarlet fever, 21 
phthisis, 11 erysipelas, 7 diphtheria, 2 puerperal fever, and one enteric fever. Among the 544 cases of 
infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 235 cases of scarlet fever, 185 of phthisis, 65 of 
diphtheria, 34 of measles, 12 of erysipelas, 3 of enteric fever, 2 of chicken-pox and one of whooping-cough.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations —see 'lasieE LI.) 


Sir John Moore, ™.a., M.D., D.P.H., D.8C., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 11th April, 1914:— 

“Very changeable, squally, showery weather prevai'ed throughout this week. Air-temperature also 
showed a falling off when compared with the previous period —the mean (47°6°) being 4°1° lower than that of 
the week ended April 4. On Sunday morning a large and deep atmospheric depression was centred on the 
Atlantic to the north westward of Ireland and west of the outer Hebrides. The atmosphere was in very 
active movement all over Northwestern Europe, the wind blowing strongly in squalls from 8.E. and 8. in 
Great Britain, from §.W. and W. in Ireland, and from N. in Iceland. By Monday morning the centre of low 
pressure had reached the Hebvides and the North of Scotland, at 7 a.m. the barometer read 28°77 inches at 
Stornoway and 28°81 inches at Wick. Duving the day strong winds or gales and showers of rain and hail 
were very prevalent. The primary depression remained nearly stationary off the north of Scotland until 
Tuesaay night, when it moved away in a north-easterly direction aud began to lessen in intensity. The 
advance of secondary disturbances from the Atlantic, however, kept the weather in a changeable, showery 
state. On Thursday morning also another large and deep depression, stretching from beyond the western 
coasts of the British Isles to the S.W. of Iceland, brought a renewal of squally, showery weather. On the 
afternoon of this day festooned clouds were observed from Dublin, and thunder and lightning occurred locally 
in England. During Friday and Saturday the barometer rose considerab'y, but the weather remained 
unsettled with passing showers and fine intervals. Two features of interest in this week were the frequent 
hail showers and the splendid rainbows of the afternoon-hours on successive days. In Dublin the mean height 
of the barometer was 29°468 inches, the range being from 29-212 inches at 4 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, W.S.W.) 
to 30°014 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, 8.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 47°6°, the mean 
dry bulb reading at’9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 46:9°. On Tuesday the screened thermometers fell to 39-1° 
on Thursday they rose to 575°. The rain fall was 351 iach on 7 days, ‘103 inch being recorded on Sunday. 
Fresh to strong 8.W. winds prevailed. Hail fell daily from Monday to Friday inclusive. Fine rainbows 
often developed. A lunar halo appeared on Friday evening.” 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 29°465 inches. The highest reading (30-007) was on Saturday, at 9 p.m., the lowest 
(29:263) on Tuesday, at 9 a.m. 

The mean temperature for the week was 45-9°, being 1:5° above the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Thursday and Friday, on which 
days the thermometer registered 56°, and was lowest on Thursday, the mercury having fallen to 32°. The 
mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 44°6° and of the Wet Bulb, 42°9°.. The mean humidity of the 
air was ‘90, complete saturation being represented by 1:0. The rainfall during the week measured 0°400 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 48-2°, the maximum 60°8°, and the minimum 
36:0"; at Glasgow the maximum was 55:0°, the minimum 37-0°, and the mean 44:3°; and at Edinburgh the 
maximum was 52:4°, the minimum 34:0°, and the mean 44:8°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1:02 ins., 
at Glasgow 0:96 in, and at Edinburgh 0:73 in.

The 212 deaths registered include one death from enteric fever, 39 deaths from measles, 4 from whooping- 
cough, one death each from influenza and dysentery, and 7 deaths from diarrhea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years ofage. Deaths from measles, which in the week ended 28th March, numbered 27, declined to 22 
in the week ending 4th April, but rose to 34 in the week ending 11th April, further rose, as already stated, to 
39 last week. In the three preceding weeks, deaths from enteric fever were 0, 0, and one; deaths from 
whooping-cough were 8, 3, and 2; deaths from influenza were 2, 3, and 0; and deaths of children under 
2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis numbered 4, one, and 2, respectively. 

There were 32* deaths from tuberculous disease (all forms), including 22 deaths from pulmonary tuber- 
culosis, 5 from tuberculous meningitis, 2 from abdominal tuberculosis, and 3 from disseminated tuberculosis. 
In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from tuberculous disease were 2!, 22 and 28. 

Cancer caused 8* deaths. 

Of 16 deaths from pneumonia (all forms), 9. were ascribed to broncho-pneumonia, 2 to lobar pneumonia, 
and 5 to pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Included in the number of deaths of infants under one year of age, are 2 from convulsions, 2 from 
premature birth, and one from congenital debility. 

Nineteen deaths were attributed to organic diseases of the heart, and 24 to bronchitis. 

There were 4 accidental deaths, including 2 caused by drowning. 

In 5 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness ; these cases include the deaths of 3 children under 5 years of age (including one infant under one 
year old) and the death of one person aged 74 years. 

Highty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(29 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month old), and 42 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 23 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 13 aged 75 and upwards, of whom 
one (a female) was stated to have been aged 97 years. 

Eighty of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; of 
this number 10 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, and 19 in the South Dublin Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ITT. and VIT.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 26'1 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 29:4 (North 
City Districts, 29°1; South, 29°7) and in the Suburbs 15°3, 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 6°8 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 8°6 (in the North City Districts 10:4, and in the South 6:4), and for the Suburbs 1°1 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North)— The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 19:0 per 1,000. 
Four of the deaths were from measles, one death each from whooping-cough and pulmonary tuberculosis, and 2 from pneumonia, 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill)—The deaths (34) are equa] to an annual rate of 42°9 per 1,000. There 
were 8 deaths from measles, 3 from whooping-cough, one from influenza, 6 from tuberculous disease, 5 from pneumonia, one from 
bronchitis, and 2 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street),—The deaths (21) are equivalent to an annual rate of 39°3 per 1,000. Among 
them are 4 from measles, 5 from tuberculous disease, 2 each from broncho-pneumonia and bronchitis, and one accidental death. 

No. 8 North City District (Benburb-street)—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 29°3 per 1,000, and include 10 
deaths from measles, 3 from tuberculous disease, 2 from bronchitis, and one death of a child under 2 years of age from diarrhea 
and enteritis. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, part of, 19°0 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumecondra, part of, 11°43 and Finglas and Glasnevin, part 
of, 4:9. Of the 2 deaths recorded for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, one was from broncko-pneumonia ; and among the 
3 deaths from all causes for Coolock and Drumeondra, part of, 2 were from pulmonary tuberculosis. 

No. 1 South City District (South Eari-street)—The deaths (23) represent an annual rate of 29°4 per 1,000. One death 
from enteric fever, 4 from measles, 4 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from pneumonia, 3 from bronchitis, and 2 deaths from 
diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age were recorded. 

No. 2 Souch City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 25°6 per 1,000. Among them 
are one from measles, 3 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from bronchitis, and one accidental death. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street)—The deaths (384) are equal to an annual rate of 40°7 per 1,000. There were. 
4 deaths from measles, 5 from tuberculous disease, 83 from pneumonia, 5 from bronchitis, 2 from diarrhoeal diseases, and 2 
accidental deaths. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street)—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual rate of 23°6 per 1,000, 
and include 8 from measles, one from pulmonary tuberculosis, 4 from bronchitis, and one, that of a child under 2 years of age, 
from diarrhea and enteritis. 

New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (2) are equal to an annual rate of 10°6 per 1,000. The 2 deaths were caused by 
bronchitis. 

Urban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines and Rathgar, 17°3 ; 
Pembroke. 10°3; Blackrock, 22°7; and Kingstown, 16°4. The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise one from measles for Blackrock and one from dysentery for Rathmines and Rathgar. Among the 13 deaths 
from all causes for the last-named district are one from pulmonary tuberculosis and 2 from bronchitis. Of the 6 deaths from all 
causes for Pembroke one is from bronchitis ; and the 5 deaths from all causes for Kingstown include one from pneumonia. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 14:5), was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 14°9 per 1,000 persons living ; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 16:0 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 16°5, and for Edinburgh 16-7, 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
18th April, From: this Report it appears that of a total of 66 cases notified, 32 were scarlet fever, 17 
phthisis, 9 diphtheria, 7 erysipelas, and one enteric fever, Among the 559 cases of infectious diseases in 
hospital at the close of the week were 241 cases of scarlet fever, 200 of phthisis, 57 of diphtheria, 35 of 
measles, 10 of erysipelas, 4 of enteric fever, and one of whooping-cough.

CasEs OF Inrecrious Disrasks Unprer ‘TREATMENT IN DuBLiIn Hospirats. 

Table XII. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the Dublin Hospitals 
during, the week ended 18th April, 1914, and the number under treatment at the close of each of the 
3 preceding weeks. 

From this it appears that :— 

Four cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, 6 were discharged, there was one 
death, and 24 cases remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week, the respective numbers in 
hospital at the close of the 3 preceding weeks being 26, 30, and 27. 

One case of typhus remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Fifty-three cases of measles were admitted to hospital, 28 were discharged, there were 7 deaths, and 166 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the end of the 3 preceding weeks such cases 
were 99, 126, and 148 respectively. 

Highteen cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 8 were discharged, and 104* 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the close of the 3 preceding weeks 
the cases in hospital were 105, 101, and 94, respectively. 

Hight cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital during the week, and 19 were discharged, 
The cases in hospital, which at the close of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 40, 47, and 50 respectively, 
were 39 at the close of last week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 3 cases of pneumonia were admitted to hospital, 5 were 
discharged, there was one death, and 23 cases remained under treatment at the end of the week.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations—see ‘Taste II.) 
“Sir John Moore, M.A., M.D., D.P.H., D.8C., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 18th April, 1914:— 

This week witnessed a vast improvement in the weather, which was in the main fine, bright, and dry. 
Only on Monday morning and forenoon did rain fall in considerable amount (‘111 inch in the Dublin metro- 
politan district) over the west and north of Ireland and the west of Scotland. This precipitation was connected 
with the advance from mid-Atlantic of an atmospheric depression secondary to a large and deep ‘ primary,’ 
in the centre area of which the barometor was as low as 28°75 inches at Reykjavik (Iceland) on Sunday 
morning. As the secondary, or subsidiary, disturbance neared the Irish coasts in the course of Sunday after- 
noon and the following night the wind became very strong and squally from 8.W., gales being reported from 
Scotland. A brisk increase of barometric pressure took place on Monday, when a large anticyclone advanced 
over Ireland from the Atlantic. This system developed considerable intensity and also staying power, so that 
its influence over the weather continued almost uninterrupted to the end of the week—only on Friday did 
the barometer fall below 30 inches in the extreme S.W. of Ireland in connection with a shallow depression 
centred off Corunna on the morning of that day. In the period between Tuesday and Friday the central area 
of the anticyclone drifted slowly eastwards across the British Isles and North Sea to Denmark and_ the 
south of Scandinavia. As is usual in spring anticyclones the diurnal range of temperature was large at inland 
stations—for example at Birr Castle the thermometer rose from 35° to 62° on Wednesday and from 35° to 
63° on Thursday : at Nairn, on Friday the minimum was 35°, the maximum, 70°. Even in Dublin the range 
on Wednesday was from 87° to 58°. The large amount of bright sunshine was a notable feature of this week. 
In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°231 inches, The mercury fell to 29°893 inches at 9 p.m. 
of Sunday (wind, 8.W.) and rcse to 30-564 inches at 9 a.m. of Wednesday (wind, calm), The corrected mean 
temperature was 48°7°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 48°4°. On Thursday the 
screened thermometers fell to 36-9°, on Saturday they rose to 61:0°. Up to and including Tuesday the wind 
was from some westerly point, thenceforward it was from some easterly quarter. Rain fell on 2 days to the 
amount of ‘111 inch, ‘100 inch being recorded on Sunday. On that day swallows were seen in and near 


Dublin.” 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 30:217 inches, The highest reading (30:529) was on Wednesday, at 9 a.m., the lowest 
(29:890) on Sunday, at 9 p.m. 

The mean temperature for the week was 45-6°, being 0°5° below the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Saturday, on which day the thermometer 
registered 61°, and was lowest on Thursday, the mercury having fallen to 27°. ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb 
for the week was 46°4° and of the Wet Bulb, 44:8°. The mean humidity of the air was 89, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The rainfall during the week measured 0120 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 49:1°, the maximum 66:3°, and the minimum 
33°9°; at Glasgow the maximum was 68°0°, the minimum 31°'5°, and the mean 48°1° ; and at Edinburgh the 
maximum Was 63:0°, the minimum 355°, and the mean 48:2°. The rainfall at Glasgow measured. 0-25 in., 
and at Edinburgh 0.10 in. There was no rainfall recorded at Greenwich.

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 3-1 per 1,000. Among the 179 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
one from measles, 6 from scarlet fever, 8 from whooping-cough, and 3 from diarrheal diseases. Of the 49 
deaths from all causes for Cork one was from enteric fever, one from whooping-cough, and 2 from diarrheal 
diseases. One of the 21 deaths from all causes for Limerick was from scarlet fever and one death from 
whooping-cough is included in the 3 deaths from all causes for Athlone. Among the 7 deaths from all causes 
for Lisburn are one from enteric fever and one from measles, and of the 8 deaths from all causes for 
Ballymena one was from enteric fever. 

DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 207—95 boys and 

112 girls—and the deaths to 231—129 males and 102 females. 


DEATHS, 


The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 14) of persons admitted into public institutiors 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 27:9 per 1,000 of the population. 
During the seventeen weeks, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 24°6, and was 0-2 below the 
mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1904-1913.

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The total deaths registered, numbering 231, represent an annual rate of 29-7 per 1,000; the annual rate 
for the past seventeen weeks was 26-1 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period of 
the past ten years was 26:1 per. 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered, 

The deaths included 35 from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, 3 from diphtheria, and 3 from diarrhea 
and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. In each of the three preceding weeks, deaths from measles 
were 22, 34 and 39 ; deaths from whooping-cough were 3, 2and 4; deaths from diphtheria, were 0, one, and 0, 
and deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years were one, 2 and 7. 

Of 33* deaths from tuberculous disease, 25 were from pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 from tuberculous 
meningitis, and 5 from abdominal tuberculosis; in each of the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from tuberculous 
disease were 31, 33 and 32. 

The deaths of 13* persons were assigned to cancer. 

Of 17 deaths from pneumonia, 6 were attributed to broncho-pneumonia, 3 to lobar pneumonia, and 8 to 
pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

There were 10 deaths from convulsions; of these 3 were children between the ages of 2 years and 5 
years, and 7 were under 2 years of age, including 6 deaths of infants under one year. Seven deaths of 
infants were ascribed to prematurity, and 4 to congenital debility. 

There were 18 deaths from bronchitis and 17 from organic diseases of the heart. 

Of 5 deaths from accident or negligence one was caused by a motor bicycle, and 4 were by burns; of 
these one was under 2 years of age, and 2 were between the ages of 5 years and 15 years. There was one 


suicidal death. 
In 9 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 


illness ; these cases include the deaths of 8 children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under one 
ear old). 
‘ Ninety-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(40 being infants under one year, of whom 14 were under one month old), and 42 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 30 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 19 aged 75 and upwards, of whom 
4 (2 males and 2 females) were stated to have been aged 93, 93, 90, and 93 years respectively. 4 
Ninety-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 16 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, and 15 in the South Dublin Union 
Workhouse, and 4 in the Rathdown Workhouse. 
Tle following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ITI. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 27’9 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 30-9 (North 
City Districts, 33°9; South, 27°6) and in the Suburbs 18:0. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 5°5. per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 6:9 (in the North City Districts 7:0, and in the South 6:8), and for the Suburbs 1°1 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North)—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 32:8 per 1,000. 
Among them are 2 deaths from measles, one death each from whooping-cough and diphtheria, 3 from tuberculous disease, 2 deaths 
from bronchitis, and one death by suicide. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Sunmer-hill)—-The deaths (27) are equal to an annual rate of 34:1 per 1,000. There 
were 4 deaths from measles, 6 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from pneumonia, one from bronchitis, and one death from diarrhoea 
and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age. . 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (29) are equivalent to an annual rate of 54°2 per 1,000. Six deaths 
from measles, 5 from tuberculous disease, one from pneumonia, one death from bronchitis, and one death of a child under 2 years 
of age from diarrhoea and enteritis were recorded. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 29:3 per 1,000. To measles 5 
deaths were attributed, to bronchitis 2 deaths, and to accidental burns 2 deaths. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, part of, 57°0 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, 15:2; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part 
of, 9°7. Of the 6 deaths from all causes for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, one is from measles, one from pulmonary tuber- 
culosis, and one from pneumonia; the 4 deaths from all causes for Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, include one from 
pulmonary tuberculosis and one} from bronchitis ; and among the 2 deaths recorded for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, is one 
from bronchitis. 

No. 1 South City District (South Eari-street)—The deaths (25) represent an annual rate of 32:0 per 1,000. Five deaths 
were caused by measles, 3 by tuberculous disease, 4 by pneumonia, 3 by bronchitis, and 2 by accidental burns. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (10) are equal toan annual rate of 28-4 per 1,000. There were 2 
deaths from measles, one death from abdominal tuberculosis, 2 from pneumonia, and 2 from bronchitis. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street)—The deaths (25) are equal to an annual rate of 29°9 per 1,000.- Among them 
are 8 déaths from measles, one death each from whooping-cough and diphtheria, 4 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 from 
pneumonia, and one from bronchitis, 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual rate of 20-4 per 1,000, 
and include one death each from measles and diphtheria, 4 deaths from tuberculous disease, and one death from bronchitis. 

New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual rate of 21:2 per 1,000. Broncho—pneumonia caused 
one death. - 

Uroan Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—-Rathmines and Rathgar, 20-0 ; 
Pembroke. 15°5; Blackrock, 11°3; and Kingstown, 21°5. The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise one from measles and one from diarrhcea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age for Rathmines and 
Rathgar, the 15 deaths from all causes for the last-named district including one from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from pneumonia, 
and oue from bronchitis ; the 9 deaths from all causes for Pembroke include one from broncho-pneumonia, one from bronchitis, 
and one accidental death. Of the 2 deaths recorded for Blackrock one is from pulmonary tuberculosis ; and the 7 deaths from 
all causes for Kingstown include 2 from pulmonary tuberculosis and one from bronchitis.

INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
25th April, From this Report it appears that of a total of 71 cases notified, 37 were scarlet fever, 18 
phthisis, 11 diphtheria, and 5 erysipelas. Among the 533 cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the close 
of the week were 238 cases of scarlet fever, 207 of phthisis, 41 of diphtheria, 26 of measles, 8 of erysipelas, 
3 of enteric fever, and 2 of whooping-cough. oe

‘Table XII. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the Dublin Hospitals 
during the week ended 25th April, 1914, and the number under treatment at the close of each of the 
3 preceding weeks. 

From this it appears that :— 

Two cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, 2 were discharged, 
and 24 cases remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week, the respective numbers in 
hospital at the close of the 3 preceding weeks being 30, 27, and 24. 

One case of typhus remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Thirty-three cases of measles were admitted to hospital, 43 were discharged, there were 13 deaths, and 143 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the end of the 3 preceding weeks such cases 
were 126, 148, and 166 respectively. 

Twenty cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 34 were discharged, and 90* 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the close of the 3 preceding weeks 
the cases in hospital were 101, 94, and 104, respectively. 

Eleven cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital during the week, 17 were discharged, and there 
were 2 deaths. The cases in hospital, which at the close of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 47, 50, and 39 
respectively, were 31 at the close of last week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 10 cases of pneumonia were admitted to hospital, 7 were 


discharged, there were 2 deaths, and 24 cases remained under treatment at the end of the week.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations—see Vase LI.) 


Sir John Moore, M.A., M.D., D.P.H., D.S¢., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 25th April, 1914:— 

“The weather was again favourable—dry and bright at first, with a large diurnal range of temperature 
and calms or light variable airs ; afterwards cloudy and breezy, with a considerable rainfall in Scotland on 
Thursday and Friday and showers at several Irish stations—more particularly in the west and north. Until 
Wednesday an anticyclone, which had developed during the previous week, maintained its position and 
intensity, stretching westward across the British Isles from North Germany. Very fine, sunny days were 
followed’ by hazy, calm, cold nights—especially at inland stations—for example, at Bath the screened 
thermometer rose to 72° on Monday and fell to 37° during the following night—a range of 35° in a few 
hours. At the very beginning of the week the barometer was already falling in Iceland and on Monday 
morning was as low as 29:22 inches at Reykjavik. By Wednesday morning another and yet deeper 
depression had reached the northwest coast of Icelaud, the barometer being down to 29-06 inches at Isafjord. 
Owing to this reduction of pressure gradients for $.W. winds became steep on the Atlantic between Iceland 
and the Irish and Scotch coasts, and a series of windy, cloudy days set in. On Friday morning atmospheric 
pressure ranged from 28-96 inches in Spitzbergen to 30°54 inches at Brest, with the result that fresh to strong 
S.W. to W. winds swept across the shores of North-western Europe, accompanied by showers of rain and hail 
in Scotland. During the closing hours of the week a new anticyclone of great intensity spread in over the 
British Isles from the Atlantic, the wind drew into N. and fell light, with cool dry weather. In Dublin the 
mean height of the barometer was 30:324 inches, pressure ranging from 30-075 inches at 4 p.m. of Wednesday 
(wind, S.W.) to 30-592 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, E.). The corrected mean temperature was 52°8°, 
the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 51:2°. On Monday the screened thermometers fell 
to 41:8°, on Tuesday they rose to 68-0°. The wind was light and variable at the beginning and end— 
westerly and fresh in the middle of the week. There was no measurable rainfall in Dublin.”

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 2-8 per 1,000.

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The total deaths vegistered, numbering 203, represent an annual rate of 26°] per 1,000; the annual rate 
for the past eighteen weeks was also 26-1 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period 
of the past ten years was 25-9 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

‘There were no less than 44) deaths of children from measles ; of this figure 39 were under the age of 
D years.. In each, of the preceding 6 weeks, deaths from measles were 14, 27, 22, 34, 39, and 35. There 
were 2 deaths from whooping-cough, and 3 deaths from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years of 
age. In each of the three preceding weeks, deaths from whooping-cough were 2, 4, and 2; and deaths from 
diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years were 2, 7, and 3. 

Altogether tuberculous disease caused the deaths’ cf 24* persons, including 14 deaths from “pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 2 from tuberculous meningitis, 6 from abdominal tuberculosis ; and 2 from other forms of the 
disease. In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 33, 32, and 33, 
respectively. 

The deaths of 9 persons were attributed to cancer. 

Convulsions was the registered cause of death of 7 children, including 6 aged under one year. 

Of 19 deaths from pneumonia (all forms), 13 were from broncho-pneumonia, 3 were from lobar 
pneumonia, and 3 were from pneumonia (type not distinguished). ea 

There were 16.deaths from organic diseases of the heart, and 13 persons succumbed to bronchitis, 

Prematurity caused the deaths of 5 infants, one died from congenital malformations, and 3 from 


congenital debility. ' 

The deaths of 3 persons were attributed to accident or negligenee. 

In 7 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness ; these cases include the deaths of 5 children under 5 years of age (including 3 infants under one 


year old), and the death of one person aged 80 years. 
Highty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(36 being infants under one year, of whom 11 were under one month old), and 89 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 29 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the Jatter were 17 aged 75 and upwards.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations—see ‘PasiE LI.) 


_, Sir John Moore, M.a., M.D., D.P.H., D.SC., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports.as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 2nd May, 1914:— 


‘The leading feature of this week’s weather was its continued and continuous dryness in most parts of 
the United Kingdom, including the Dublin district. On Thursday, however, rain fell in many localities in 
consequence of the development of a shallow atmospheric depression over the English Channel. | This system 
afterwards travelled away eastwards to Central Europe. The rainfall measurements on Friday morning were 
in general small, but’ Worthing and Littlehampton had respectively 11°4 millimetres (‘41 inch) and 11-9 m.m. 
(47 inch). In Ireland, ‘5 m.m. (02 inch) was recorded at Roche’s Point, Co. Cork. During the first three 
days of the period an anticyclone, in the centre of which the barometer stood above 103-6 millibars (30°6 
inches), stretched from E, to W. across England and Ireland. Quiet, brilliant weather prevailed—a large 
diurnal range of temperature being observed at inland stations, for instance at Birr Castle the thermometer 
fell in a few hours from 64° to 38°, and at Nottingham from 65° to 38°. After Sunday the barometer gave 
way slowly and rather uniformly and the atmosphere became damper on Tuesday evening. This was owing, 
apparently, to an indraught of air from a large and deep depression centred near Vardi in the extreme N. 4. 
corner of Norway early on Wednesday morning, barometer reading at 7 a.m. 97-7 millibars (28°89 inches). 
Between Wednesday and Friday a new anticyclone spread southeastwards from Iceland to the British Isles, 
causing very cool easterly winds. On Friday night the wind freshened from §.H. as a depression approached 
Ireland from the Azores, and Saturday, while dry, was cold, squaliy and at times cloudy, In Dublin the 
mean height of the barometer was 30°285 inches (102°6 millibars), the range being from 30°615 inches at 9 
a.m. of Sunday (wind, calm) to 30:031 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, §.E.). The corrected mean 
temperature was 49°5°, the mean dry bulb reading was 49°3°. The screened thermometers fell to 41-0° 
and rose to 610° on Sunday, the extreme temperatures of the week thus falling upon the same day. The 
wind was all through from Easterly points (N.E. to 8.K.). | No rain fell.in-measurable quantity. Swifts were 
seen and heard in Dublin on Wednesday evening, April 29. In’ the course of Friday night the thermometer 
fell to 27° in the screen at Nairn and to 28° at Nottingham.” = os 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 30-281 inches. The highest reading (30:594) was on Sunday, at 9 a.m., the lowest 
(30°025) on Saturday, at 9 p.m. 

The mean temperature for the week was 44‘9°, being 2°2° below the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Sunday, on which day the thermometer 
registered 59°0°, and was lowest on Thursday, the mercury having fallen to 32°. ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb 
for the week was 47°7° and of the Wet Bulb, 46:°3°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘91, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. There was no rainfall during the week. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 49°1°, the maximum 69°6°, and the minimum 
31:7°; at Glasgow the maximum was 63°5°, the minimum 37°8°, and the mean 48°8° ; and at Edinburgh the 
maximum was 65:7°, the minimum 37°1°, and the mean 48:19. The rainfall at Glasgow measured 0:02 in. ; 
and at Edinburgh 0:06 in. There was no rainfall recorded Greenwich

Among the 116 deaths from all causes for ear k eke 
one from measles, 3 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, and one from diarrhea. Of the 29 deat _ 
from all causes for Cork, 3 are from whooping-cough. Included in the 14 deaths from all causes for 
Waterford are 2 from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age ; and one of the 5 deaths from 
all causes for Tralee is from whooping-cough.

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The total deaths registered, numbering 181, represent an annual rate of 23-2 per 1,000; the annual rate 
for the past nineteen weeks was 26-0 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period 
of the past ten years was 25:8 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

The total deaths include 29 from measles ; 2 from each of scarlet fever and whooping-cough ; 3* from 
diphtheria ; one from diarrhea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age ; and 2 from influenza. The 
deaths from measles declined from 40 in the preceding week; and for the six weeks preceding it, deaths 
from this disease were 14, 27, 22, 34,39, and 35. In each of the three preceding weeks, deaths from 
scarlet fever were 0, 0, and 0; deaths from whooping-cough were 4, 2, and 2; deaths from diphtheria were 
0, 3, and 0; deaths from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years were 7, 8, and 3; and deaths from 
influenza were one, 0, and 0. 

In the aggregate all forms of tuberculous disease caused the deaths cf 31* persons. This figure includes 
22 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from tuberculous meningitis, 3 from abdominal tuberculosis, 
and 4 from other forms of the disease. In each of the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from tuberculous disease 


numbered 32, 33, and 24. 
Eleven* deaths were assigned to cancer. 
There was one death of an infant from convulsions. ‘The deaths of 2 infants were attributed to each of 


congenital malformation and congenital debility. 
There were 9 deaths from broncho-pneumonia, and 4 from pneumonia (type not distinguished), 
Organic diseases of the heart caused 8 deaths, and bronchitis caused 12 deaths, 
There was one accidental death by burns, and one suicidal death was recorded. 
In 2 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 


illness ; both these cases were of infants under one year of age. 
Sixty-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(24 being infants under one year, of whom 6 were under one month old), and 24 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 15 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 10 aged 75 and upwards, 
Sixty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions; . 
of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, and 10 in the South Dublin Union 


Workhouse.

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 4°6 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 5:4 (in the North City Districts 6-0, and in the South 4°7), and for the Suburbs 2°2 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).— The deaths (18) are equal to an annual-rate of 31:1 per 1,060. 
Three of the deaths were caused by measles, one each by whooping-cough and diphtheria, 5 by tuberculous disease, one by 
broncho-pneumonia, and 2 by bronchitis. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill)—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 25:3 per 1,000,and include 
2 from measles, 3 from tuberculous disease, 2 from broncho-pneumonia, 3 from bronchitis, and one death from diarrhoea and 
enteritis of a child under 2 years of age. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 31°8 per 1,000, Among 
them are 4 from measles, 3 from tuberculous disease, and 2 from bronchitis. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street)—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 19°1 per 1,000. Six deaths 
from measles and 4 from pulmonary tuberculosis were recorded, 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, part of, 9°5 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, 7°6 ; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part 
of, 14°6. The 2 deaths recorded for Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, comprise one death from diphtheria and one from pul- 
monary tuberculosis; and of the 8 deaths from all causes for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, one was from abdominal 
tuberculosis. 

No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 21:7 per 1,000, There were 
5 deaths from measles, one from pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 from pneumonia, and one from bronchitis. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 34:1 per 1,000. Among them 
are 2 from measles, one from abdominal tuberculosis, and 2 from bronchitis. ; 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 16°8 per 1,000, and include 3 
deaths from measles, one from pulmonary-tuberculosis, 5 from pneumonia, 2 from bronchitis, and one from accidental burns, 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street)—The deaths (11) are equivalent to an annual rate of 17°3 per 1,000, 
Two of the deaths were from measles and one was from pulmonary tuberculosis. 

New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (3) are equal to an annual rate of 15:9 per 1,000. Scarlet fever caused one 
death. 
UVroan Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines and Rathgar, 25:3 ; 
Pembroke. 17:2; Blackrock, 11'°3; and Kingstown, 21°5. The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise one death each from measles, scarlet fever and whooping-cough, for Rathmines and Rathgar, and one death from 
measles for Blackrock. Among the 19 deaths from all causes for Rathmines and Rathgar are one from influenza, 3 deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis, and one death by suicide. Of the 10 deaths from all causes for Pembroke 5 were caused by tuberculous 
disease and one by broncho-pneumonia ; and the 7 deaths from all causes for Kingstown include one from influenza,

INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


‘he Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.8c., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
9th. May. From this Report it appears that of a total of 59 cases notified, 27 were scarlet fever, 16 
phthisis, 8 diphtheria, 6 erysipelas, one enteric fever, and one puerperal fever, Among the 544 .cases of 
infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 237 cases of scarlet fever, 212 of phthisis, 52 of. 
diphtheria, 17 of measles, 7 of erysipelas, 3 of whooping-cough, 3 of enteric fever, and one of puerperal fever.

METEOROLOGY, 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations—see ‘TABLE II.) 
Sir John Moore, M.A., M.D., D.P.H., D.8C., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L,, reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 9th May, 1914:— 
Erratum in last week’s Report (page 287): the word ‘ millibars” should read ‘‘centibars,” the 
decimal point having been inserted in error. 


“The drought which began on April 13th drew to a close on the afternoon of Sunday of this week, a 
heavy shower falling at 4.40 p.m. of that day. This was followed by a succession of cloudy, squally, showery 
days, culminating in a spell of severe cold for the time of year—on Friday the thermometer ranged in Dublin 
from 39°4° to 50°2°, the mean temperature of the day being only 44°5°, or 11°2° below that of the previous 
Monday (55-7°). Saturday was still colder, the mean being 44:1°, The break in the weather was connected 
with the arrival over the British Isles of a series of atmospheric depressions, the first of which reached the 
Irish coast on the afternoon of Saturday, May 2. Coincidently with the arrival of these disturbances, which 
swept eastwards across the United Kingdom and the North Sea, a system of high barometric pressure became 
established in the Greenland—Iceland region, accompanied by severe cold there and in Spitzbergen. In the 
latter island the thermometer fell to—13° F. early on Thursday morning, and sharp frost was reported from all 
stations in Iceland. The cold snap spread to the British and Irish coasts from those far northern regions in 
the form of strong and squally N.W. winds, which prevailed especially on Friday in the wake of the 
depressions as they travelled away to the eastward. Heavy showers of cold rain, sleet and hail fell in most 
districts and thunder and lightning occurred in many places, notably in Middlesex, Kent, and Essex on 
Thursday afternoon. Friday was very inclement in the Dublin area, but the weather moderated on Saturday, 
becoming fine and dry while continuing cold. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°646 
inches, pressure being seen to range between 29415 inches at 9 a.m. of Thursday (wind, W,N.W.) and 
30:134 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, 8.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 50°2°, the mean 
dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 49°3°. On Sunday the screened thermometers rose to 63°9°, 
on Friday they fell to 39°4°.. S8.W. to N.W. winds prevailed. Hail fell on Thursday and Friday. There 
was a gale on the latter day. The rainfall was 1:153 inches on 7 days, ‘442 inch being recorded on Tuesday. 


A solar halo was seen on Saturday evening.” 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 29:634 inches. The highest reading (30-053) was on Saturday, at 9 p.m., the lowest 
(29°407) on Wednesday, at 9 p.m. ~~ 

The mean temperature for the week was 49°6°, being 0:1° below the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Sunday, on which day the thermometer 
registered 64°, and was lowest on Friday and Saturday, the mercury having fallen to 38°. The mean of 
the Dry Bulb for the week was 49:1° and of the Wet Bulb, 47:2°. The mean humidity of the air was 
‘87, complete saturation being represented by 10. The rainfall during the week measured 1°335 inches, 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 52:0°, the maximum 66°9°, and the minimum 
402°; at Glasgow the maximum was 59-0°, the minimum 38-8°, and the mean 481°; and at Edinburgh the 
maximum was 59:1", the minimum 38-0°, and the mean 47‘0°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0-97 in. ; 
at Glasgow 0°97 in; and at Edinburgh 1:21 ins.

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-9 per 1,000. Among the 185 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
3 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 5 from whooping-cough, and 3 from diarrhwa and enteritis of children 
under 2 years. Of the 31 deaths from all causes for Cork one is from whooping-cough. Included in the 
4 deaths from ‘all causes for Lisburn are one from measles and one from diphtheria. Among the 6 deaths 
from all causes fo. Kilkenny one is from diphtheria; and one death from whooping-cough 18 included in 
the 3 deaths from all causes for Newtownards.

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The total deaths registered, numbering 160, represent an annual rate of 20°5 per 1,000 ; the annual rate 
for the past twenty weeks was 25-7 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period 
of the past ten years was 25°6 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered, 

Among the deaths from all causes registered are one from enteric fever, 17 from measles, one death 
from whooping-cough, 5 deaths from diarrhvwa and enteritis of children under 2 years of age, one death from 
malaria, and one from influenza. 

In the & weeks preceding, deaths from measles numbered 14, 27, 22, 34, 39, 35, 40, and 29, respectively. 
Deaths from enteric fever in the three preceding weeks were 0, 0, and 0 ; from whooping-cough, 2, 2, and 2 ; 
from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age, 3, 3, and one, and from influenza 0, 0, and 2 
respectively. 

: Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease which in the 3 preceding weeks numbered 33, 24, and 31, 
respectively, were 29* last week, the latter figure including 24 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, one 
death from abdominal tuberculosis, and 4 deaths from other forms of the disease. 

Cancer caused 11* deaths. 

Among deaths’ of infants under one vear of age, 2 were ascribed to convulsions, 2 to congenital malfor- 
mations, 6 to premature birth, and 2 to congenital debility. 

Nine deaths were caused by broncho-pneumonia and 4 by pneumonia (type not distinguished), 

There were 7 deaths from organic diseases of the heart and 15 from bronchitis, 

To accidental causes 7 deaths were attributed, including 2 deaths of children from burns or scalds (aged 
respectively, 5 weeks and 4 years), and one death caused by drowning. 

Tn 2 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness ; these cases comprised the deaths of one infant under one year cld, and of one person aged 76 years. 

Fifty-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(30 being infants under one year, of whom 72 were under one month old), and 32 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 21 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 1] aged 75 and upwards. 

Seventy-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; , 
of this number 10 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, and 14 in the South Dublin Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns tor last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed.

As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 19°5 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 21:8 (North 
City Districts, 24°4 5 South, 19°0) and in the Suburbs 12°0. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the eutire Area equal an aunual rate of 3°1 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 3:9 (in the North City Districts 3°8, and in the South 3:9), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).— The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 24:2 per 1,000, 
and include 2 deaths from measles, one from whooping-cough, 2 from broncho-pneumonia, one from bronchitis, and one accidental 
death. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 25°3 per 1,000. There 
were 3 deaths from measles, 3 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 4 from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from bronchitis, and one accidental 
death. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual rate of 29°9 per 1,000. Two 
deaths from measles, 3 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one death from broncho-pneumonia, and 5 deaths from bronchitis were 
recorded. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 24:9 per 1,000. Among them 
are 4 from measles, 3 from tuberculous disease, one from broncho-pneumonia, and one accidental death. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—Coolock and 
Drumcondra, part of, 30°5 per 1,000 inhabitants; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 00; and Finglas and Qlasnevin, part 
of, 97. Among the 8 deaths from all causes for Coolock and Drumeondra, part of, are 3 from tuberculous disease: and the 2 
deaths recorded for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, include one from pulmonary tuberculosis 

No. 1 South City District (South Kari-street)—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 24°38 per 1,000. One death 
from enteric fever, 3 deaths from measles, 2 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, one death from pneumonia, 4 deaths of children 
under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis, and 2 accidental deaths were recorded. 

No. 2 Souch City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 19°9 per 1,000, and include one 
death from measles, 3 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, and one death from bronchitis. 

No. 3 South Carty District (Peter-street).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 18°0 per 1,000. Among them 
are one death from measles, 3 from tuberculous disease, one from pneumonia, one from bronchitis, and one accidental death. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths (10) are euuivalent to an annual rate of 15°7 per 1,000, 
To measles one death was ascribed, to pneumonia 2 deaths, and to bronchitis 4 deaths. 

New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (2) are equal to an annual rate of 10°6 per 1,000. One of the deaths was from 
pulmonary tuberculosis and one from bronchitis. 

Urban Dastricts.—'The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—-Rathmines and Rathgar, 14°6 ; 
Pembroke. 8°6 ; Blackrock, 11°3; and Kingstown, 12°3. The only death from any of the principal epidemic diseases tabulated 
for these districts was one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age for Rathmines and Rathgar, the 11 deaths 
from all causes for that district including 3 from tuberculous disease. Of the 5 deaths from ali causes for Pembroke one was 
caused by abdominal tuberculosis and one by accident. The 2 deaths recorded for Blackrock inciude one from pulmonary 
tuberculosis ; and of the 4 deaths from all causes for Kingstown one was from influenza and one from pneumonia.

INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.S€., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
16th May. From this Report it appears that of a total of 72 cases notified, 41 were scarlet fever, 14 
phthisis, 11 diphtheria, 5 erysipelas, and one enteric fever. Among the 545 cases of infectious diseases 
in hospital at the close of the week were 247 cases of scarlet fever, 203 of phthisis, 55 of diphtheria, 14 of 
measles, 10 of erysipelas, 4 of enteric fever, 2 of whooping-cough, and one of chicken-pox.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations—see Tapre II.) 


Sir John Moore, m.A., M.D., D.P.H., D.8C., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 16th May, 1914:— 


“The earlier days of this week were changeable, cold and showery in keeping with the previous week 
and owing to the passage across the United Kingdom of shallow depressions secondary to a large and deep 
primary system in which the barometer was as low as 971°7 millibars (28:695 inches) at Vardi, Norway, at 
7am. of Monday. In Dublin Sunday was cloudy to fair, but cold, the thermometer ranging from 42°8° to 
54:3°.. On Monday there were heavy local showers of rain and hail at intervals; temperature did not rise 
above 52° in the screen and in the afternoon the wind veered to N., blowing in squally gusts at times. On 
the same day rather heavy rain, accompanied in some instances by thunder and hail, occurred in parts of 
Scotland. In the course of Monday night an anticyclone, in the form of a broad ridge of high atmospheric 
pressure, spread in a north-easterly direction from the Atlantic over Treland first and subsequently across 
Engiand also. Slight irregularities of pressure kept the weather still changeable in Ireland and Scotland, 
but a general improvement soon followed, and from Wednesday afternoon the weather was extremely fine 
save for a widespread prevalence of fog in the early morning hours of Friday. With the fine weather came 
also a decided rise of temperature—on Thursday the maximum in the screen reached 67° at Nottingham, 68° 
at Bath, Bournemouth, and some London stations, 70° at Greenwich, and 72° at Camden Square, London, 
N.W. Beautiful cirro-cumulus clouds were seen from Dublin on the afternoons of Thursday and Friday, 
and heavy cumulus formed .on Saturday afternoon. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 
30-224 inches, the range being from 29885 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, W.N.W.) to 30°360 inches 
at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, N.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 50°5°, the mean dry bulb 
reading at 9 am. and 9 p.m. being 49°9°. The screened thermometers fell to 40°8° on Tuesday and rose 
+o 67°1° on Saturday. The wind was at first N.W., afterwards E.N.E. Rain fell on the first three days to 
the amount of -096 inch, -040 inch being recorded on Monday, when hail showers occurred.” 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 30209 inches. The highest reading (30°348) was on Saturday, at 9 p.m., the lowest 
(29°869) on Sunday, at 9 a.m. 

The mean temperature for the week was 493°, being 0:1° below the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Saturday, on which day the thermometer 
registered 70°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the mercury having fallen to 37°. The mean of the Dry 
Bulb for the week was 49°4° and of the Wet Bulb, 47°8°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘89, 
complete saturation being represented by 1:0, The rainfall during the week measured 0-130 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 51:4°, the maximum 70:2°, and the minimum 
39°4°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 62:0°, the minimum 33°6°, and the mean 48:2°. The rainfall at 
Greenwich measured 0:05 in. ; and at Edinburgh 0:14 in.

Vhe deaths from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 2:2 per 1,000. Among the 187 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
5 from typhus, one from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 5 trom whooping-cough, and 2 from diarrhea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years of age. One death from whooping-cough is included among the 29 deaths 
from all causes for Cork, and of the 6 deaths from all causes for Lurgan one was from measles. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 207—100 boys and 
107 girls—and the deaths to 166—91 males and 75 females. 


DEATHS. 

‘The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 16) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 19°3 per 1,000 of the population. 
During the twenty-one weeks, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 24:0, and was 0*2 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1904-1913.

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Lhe total deaths registered, numbering 166, represent an annual rate of 21:3 per 1,000 ; the aunual rate 
for the past twenty-one weeks was 25-5 per 1,000, and the average annual vate for the corresponding period 
of the past ten years was 25-4 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

The total number of deaths includes 16 deaths from measles ; of these 4 were infants under one year of 
age, 5 were between the ages of one year and 2 years, and 7 were between the ages of 2 years and of 5 years. 
Scarlet fever and whooping-cough each caused one death ; there were 5 deaths from diphtheria, and 7 deaths 
of children under 2 years of age from diarrhaa and enteritis. 

During the past 9 weeks preceding that under notice, deaths from measles numbered 14,27, 22, 34, 39, 
35, 40, 29, and 17, altogether (including the 16 deaths in the week under notice), amounting to 273 deaths. In 
each of the three preceding weeks deaths from searlet fever were 0, 2, and 0; deaths from whooping-cough 
were 2, 2, and one ; deaths from diphtheria were 0, 3, and 0; and deaths from diarrhea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years were 8, one, and 5, 

Twenty-seven* deaths were caused by tuberculous disease ; the total includes 21 deaths from pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 2 from tuberculous meningitis, and 4 from other forms of the disease. In the 3 preceding 
weeks, deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 24, 31 and 29 respectively, 

There were 5* deaths from cancer, ry 

Three of the deaths of children under 2 vears of age were from convulsions ; there were 2 deaths of infants 
from congenital malformations, 9 from premature birth, and 3 from congenital debility 

Ten deaths were attributed to broncho-pneumonia and 5 to pneumonia (type not distinguished), 

Organic diseases of the heart accounted for 11 deaths and bronchitis for 15 deaths. 

The 4 deaths from accident or negligence jnelude one (that of a child aged 3 years) from burns:

There was one death by suicide. 

In 9 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness ; these cases consist of the deaths of 8 children under 5 years of age (including 5 infants under one 
year old), and the death of one person aged 65 years. 

Seventy-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 yes of age 
41 being infants under one year, of whom 17 were under one month old), and 21 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 12 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 8 aged 75 and upwards. 

Ninety-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 13 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, and 17 in the South Dublin Union

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed, [See Tables THT. and V1IT.] ; 

As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was-19°3 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 21-3 (Nortn

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 3-9 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 49 (in the North City Districts 5:1, and in the South 4:7), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, Kast (Clarence-street, North).—'The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 22-4 per 1,000, 
and include one death from measles, 2 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from pneumonia, 4 from bronchitis, and one death 
from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).--The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 21°5 per 1,000. There 
were 6 deaths from measles, 3 from pulmonary tuberculosis, and one death of a child under 2 years of age from diarrhova and 
enterit's. : ; 

No, 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual rate of 28-1 per 1,000. Among 
them are 2 deaths from tuberculous disease, 4 from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from bronchitis, and one death from diarrhea and 
enteritis of a child under 2 years of age. : 

Three deaths 
from measles, one death from diphtheria, 4 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, one death from broncho-paeumonia, and one 
accidental death were recorded. 

Uther North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—Clontarf and 
Howth, No, 1, part of, 28-5 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, 7°6 ; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part 
of, 97. Of the 3 deaths from all causes for Clor:tarf and Howth, No, 1, part of, one was from searlet fever, one from pulmonary 
tuberculosis, and one from brencho-pneumonia ; the 2 deaths recorded for Coolock and Drumeondra, part of, include one from 
diphtheria and one from pulmonary tuberculosis ; and of the 2 deaths recorded for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, one was caused 
by suicide. 

No, 1 South City District (South Kari-street)—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 26-9 per 1,000. There were 
3 deaths from measles, one from disseminated tuberculosis, one from broncho-pneumonia, 4 from bronchitis, 2 from diarrhoea 
and enteritis of children under 2 years of age, and 2 accidental deaths. 

No, 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 25°6 per 1,000, and include 2 
deaths from diphtheria, 3 from tuberculous disease, and 2? from bronchitis. 

No. 3 South Crty District (Peter-street)—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 20-4 per 1,000. Among them 
are 2 from measles, one death each from whooping-cough and diphtheria, 4 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, one death from 
pneumonia, 2 deaths from bronchitis, and one death of a child under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis, 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths (9) are equivalent to an annual rate of 14°] per 1,000. 
One death from bronchitis, one (tlat of a child under 2 years of age) from diarrhoea and enteritis, and one accidental death, were 
recorded. 

New Kilmainham District.— One death, equivalent to an annual rate of 5:3 per 1,000, was recorded. 

Uroan lMastricts.— The amual death-rates represented. by the deaths recorded last week are :—-Rathmines and Rathgar, 10°7 ; 
Pembroke. 12-1; Blackrock, 11°3; and Kingstown, 185. The only death from any of the principal epidemic diseases tabulated 
for these districts was one from measles for Rathmines and Rathgar, the 8 deaths from all causes for this district including 2 from 
tuberculous disease. Of the 7 deaths from all ciuses for Pembroke one was caused by abdominal tuberculosis and one by 
pneumonia. The 2 deaths recorded for Blackrock were caused by pueumonia ; and among the 6 deaths from all causes for 
Kingstown was one from broncho-pneumonia.

INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 

The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell, Williamson, M.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
23rd May. From this Report it appears that. of a total of 74 cases notified, 49 were scarlet fever, 14 
phthisis, 7 diphtheria, and 4 erysipelas. Among the 541 cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the 
close of the week were 243 cases of scarlet fever, 203 of phthisis, 51 of diphtheria, 17 of measles, 9 of 
erysipelas, 4 of euteric fever, 3 of whooping-cough, and one of chicken-pox.

METEOROLOGY. 


(Yor Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Statious—see ‘laste LI.) 

Sir John Moore, M.a., M.D., D.P.H,, D.8¢., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 23rd May, 1914:— 

“Very favourable and seasonably warm weather was enjoyed, This state of things depended on the 
persistence of a ridge of high pressure extending in a north-easterly direction from the neighbourhood of the 
Azores across Ivelaud and England to Denmark and the Baltic. Both to the northwest and to the southeast 
of this ridge ‘lows’ were found from time to time—in the Greenland-Iceland region in one direction and 
in the Mediterranean Basin in the other. Over Scotland also atmospheric pressure became irregular in the 
course of Tuesday night, and on Wednesday morning a shallow secondary depression was found over the 
Hebrides, Stitherland and Caithness. This system caused rain in most parts of Scotland, and showers at 
several Irish stations, including Dublin, in which City a heavy shower had already fallen on Tuesday 
afternoon. Up to that time the weather had been very fine and warm. Wednesday was again a fair 
summer’s day—especially warm in England, over a large portion of which country the thermometer rose 
above 70° in the screen, touching 76° at Kew Observatory and in St. James’s Park, Westminster. A general 
and gradual decrease of atmospheric pressure now set in as a depression centred over Iceland on Thursday 
morning spread southeastwards to the N.W. shores of Iveland and Scotland. This movement caused the 
wind to back to 8.W., with clouds and a somewhat unsettled appearance. Friday was fair and warm at first 
-but afterwards became changeable. A northerly breeze sprang up in the evening and prevailed until the 
close of the week. Heavy rain fell on Friday night. Saturday although fine was cool and somewhat cloudy. 
Temperature at 9 pm. was 15° below the corresponding reading of Sunday night. In Dublin the mean 
height of the barometer was 30305 inches, the range being from 30°486 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday 
(wind, W.N.W.) to 30059 inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, N.). The corrected mean temperature 
was 57°4°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 563°. The screened thermometers 
rose to 68°8° on Sunday and fell to 45°0° on Saturday. The prevailing winds were W. and N. Rain fell 
on 3 days to the amount of -449 inch, +402 inch being recorded on Friday.” 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 

during the week was 30-299 inches. The highest reading (30°485) was on ‘Tuesday, at 9 a.m., the lowest 
(30:056) on Saturday, at 9 a.m. 
' ‘The mean temperature for the week was 55:4°, being 4°3° above the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Sunday, on which day the thermometer 
registered 68°, and was lowest on Saturday, the mercury having fallen to 38°. ‘The mean of the Dry 
Bulb for the week was 55°0° and of the Wet Bulb, 53°3°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘90, 
complete saturation being represented by 1:0. ‘he rainfall during the week measured 0°515 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 60°7°, the maximum 83-4°, and the minimum 
42-3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 70:0°, the minimum 43°0°, and the mean 53°8° ; and at Edinburgh the 
maximum was 69°6°, the minimum 42°9°, and the mean 53-5°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0-35 in. ; 
at Glasgow 0:40 in.; and at Edinburgh 0°53 in.

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The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°1 per 1,000. Among the 115 deaths from all causes for Belfast are: 
3 from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 7 from whooping-cough, and 4 from diarrhea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years. Of the 27 deaths from all causes for Cork, one is from scarlet fever and 3 are from. 
whooping-cough, and of the 5 deaths from all causes for Sligo 2 are from measles, 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 262—136 boys and 
126 girls—and the deaths to 185—98 males and 87 females. 


DEATHS, 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 14) of persons admitted into public institutions. 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 22°0 per 1,000 of the population, 
During the twenty-two weeks, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 23°9, the mean rate for 
the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1904-1913, being also 23-9.

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The total deaths registered, numbering 185, represent an annual rate of 23:8 per 1,000; the annual rate 
for the past twenty-two weeks was 25:4 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period 
of the past ten years was 25:1 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

Of the total deaths one was from enteric fever, 14 were from measles, and one from each of the following 
diseases :—Scarleti fever, whooping-cough, diphtheria, and influenza. During the 11 weeks ending with that 
under notice, deaths from measles were, respectively, 14, 27, 22, 34, 39, 35, 40, 29, 17, 16, and 14, in total 
287 deaths. In each of the 3 weeks preceding, deaths from enteric fever were 0, one, and 0; deaths from 
scarlet fever were 2, 0, and one ; deaths from whooping-cough were 2, one, and one; deaths from diphtheria 
were 3, 0, and 5; and deaths from influenza were 2, one, and 0. There were 4 deaths from diarrhea and 
enteritis of infants, as co:npared with one, 5, and 7 in each of the 3 preceding weeks. 

The deaths of 28* persons were caused: by tuberculosis ; the total includes 19 deaths from pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 4 deaths from tuberculous meningitis, 2 deaths from abdominal tuberculosis, and 3 deaths from 
other forms of the disease. In the 3 preceding weeks such deaths numbered 31, 29, and 27 respectively, 

Cancer caused the deaths of 12* persons. 

Amongst the deaths of infants under one year of age there were 4 from convulsions, one from congenital 
malformation, 3 from premature birth, and 6 from congenital debility. 

Of 14 deaths from pneumonia (all forms), 6 were from broncho-pneumonia, 2 were from lobar pneumonia, 
and 6 were from pneumonia (type not distinguished), 

Included in the remaining deaths there were 23 from organic diseases of the heart, and 21 from bronchitis. 

There was one death by drowning, and 2 deaths were attributed to other accidental causes. 

In 6 instances the cause of death was ‘uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness ; these cases include the deaths of 3 children under one year old. 

Fifty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(31 being infants under one year, of whom 12 were under one month old), and 42 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 27 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 14 aged 75 and upwards, of whom 
2 (females) were stated to have been aged 93 and 97 years respectively. 

Eighty-three of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, 19 in the South Dublin Union 
Workhouse, and 6 in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Puilic 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See ‘ables ITT. and VIT.} 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 22'0 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 21-8 (North 
City Districts, 20°6 ; South, 23°3) and in the Suburbs 22°4, 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 2°8 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 3°4 (in the North City Districts 3:5, and in the South 3:2), and for the Suburbs 1:1 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, Last (Clarence-street, North)—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 104 per 1,000. 
Among them are one from measles, one from tuberculous meningitis, one from bronchitis, and one from diarrhcea and enteritis 
of a child under 2 years of age. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—-The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 32°8 per 1,000. There 
were 4 deaths from measles, one from diphtheria, 4 from tuberculous disease, 2 from pneumonia, and 4 from bronchitis. 

No, 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (11) are equivalent to an annual rate of 20°6 per 1,000. Two 
deaths were attributed to measles, 2 to pneumonia, and 5 to bronchitis. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street)—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 19°] per 1,000, and include one 
death from measles, one from pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 from broncho-pneumonia, one death from bronchitis, and one death of 
a child under 2 years of age from diarrhea and enteritis. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Coolock and 
Drumcondra, part of, 22°9 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 00; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part 
of, 146. Among the 6 deaths from all causes for Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, are one from tuberculous disease, one from 
lobar pneumonia, and one accidental death ; and included in the 3 deaths from all causes for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, are 
one from influenza and one from lobar pneumonia. 

No. 1 South City District (South Eari-street).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 23:0 per 1,000. Two deaths 
from measles, one from scarlet fever, 2 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from bronchitis, and 
one death (that of a child under 2 years of age) from diarrhoea and enteritis. 

No, 2 South City District (Castle-street)—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 17:1 per 1,000. One of the 
deaths was from measles, one from pulmonary tuberculosis, and one from bronchitis. 

No. 3 South Crty District (Peter-street).—The deaths (25) are equal to an annual rate of 29:9 per 1,000. There were 
3 deaths from measles, 5 from tuberculous disease, one death from pneumonia, 5 from bronchitis, one death from diarrhoea and 
enteritis of a child under 2 years of age, and one accidental death. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street)—The deaths (11) are equivalent to an annual rate of 17°3 per 1,000. 
Among them are one death from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from pneumonia, and one accidental death. 

New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 26°5 per 1,000. Tuberculous disease caused 
2 deaths. : 

Vroan Districts —Vhe anual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines and Rathgar, 21°3 ; 
Pembroke. 207; Blackrock, 34'0; and Kingstown, 21°5, The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise one from enteric fever for Kingstown, and one from whooping-cough for Rathmines and Rathgar. Among the 
16 deaths from all causes for the last-named district are one from pulmonary tuberculosis and one from bronchitis. Included 
in the 12 deaths from all causes for Pembroke are 3 from tuberculous disease. Of the 6 deaths from all causes for Blackrock 
2 are from pulmonary tuberculosis and one from bronchitis, and included in the 7 deaths from all causes for Kingstown there is 
one from each of pulmonary tuberculosis and pneumonia. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 11-8), was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 13°83 per 1,000 persons living; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 15-6 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 15-5, and for Edinburgh 13°8. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. . 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
30th May, From this Report it appears that of a total of 81 cases notitied, 40 were scarlet fever, 30 
phthisis, 8 diphtheria, 2 erysipelas, and one enteric fever. Among the 550 cases of infectious diseases in 
hospital at the close of the week were 249 cases of scarlet fever, 209 of phthisis, 51 of diphtheria, 18 of 
measles, 5 of enteric fever, 4 of erysipelas, 4 of chicken-pox, and 3 of whooping-cough.

Cases oF Inrecrious Disrasrs UNDER TREATMENT IN DuBLIN Hospira.s. 

Table XII. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the Dublin Hospitals 
during the week ended 30th May, 1914, and the number under treatment at the close of each of the 
3 preceding weeks. 

From this it appears that :— 

Five cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, 4 were discharged, 2 died, 
and 26 cases remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week, the respective numbers in 
hospital at the close of the 3 preceding weeks being 20, 23, and 27. 

Twenty-five cases of measles were admitted to hospital, 25 were discharged, there were 3 deaths, and 115. 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the end of the 3 preceding weeks such cases 
were 132, 117, and 116, respectively. 

Twenty-two cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 11 were discharged, one died, and 115* 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. . At the close of the 3 preceding weeks 
the cases in hospital were 95, 103, and 105, respectively. 

Five cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital during the week and 9 were discharged. The cases in 
hospital, which at the close of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 46, 44 and 39, respectively, were 35 at 
the close of last week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 6 cases of pneumonia were admitted to hospital, 8 were 
discharged, there were 2 deaths, and 21 cases remained under treatment at the end of the week.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations.at several Irish Meteorological Stations—see ‘laBLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.a., M.D., D.P.F., D.S8C., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 30th May, 1914 :— . 

A spell of very cold weather ushered in this week, lasting until Wednesday when conditions became 
more seasonable, although nothing like warm summer weather can be said to have occurred at any time. On 
Sunday a large but rather shallow area of low atmospheric pressure lay over England and the North Sea, 
whereas a high-pressure system was spreading over Ireland from the Atlantic. In the former country clouds 
and showers of rain and hail occurred and thunderstorms were repoited from the east and south-east coasts. 
In Dublin there were some showers of rain and hail and a cold N. wind was followed by a sharp night, the 
thermometer falling to 36° in the screen and 34° on the ground. Inland even severer cold was felt, the shade 
minimum at Birr Castle, King’s County, being 29°. At Nairn, in Scotland, the thermometer fell to 26° 
early on Monday morning—an exceptionally low reading for so advanced a time of the year. The frosts did 
great damage to vegetation in many parts of the British Isles up to Wednesday, on which day temperature 
became generally higher as a westerly wind, connected with an atmospheric depression in the Icelandic region 
spread in over Ireland. Thursday was quite a warm day in this country for the thermometer rose to 67° at 
Birr Castle and also in Dublin. Friday was dull and small quantities of rain fell in many places. At the 
close of the week the weather was rather unsettled, but not unfavourable. In Dublin the mean height of the 
barometer was 30:227 inches, the range being from 30°378 inches at 9 p.m. of Sunday (wind, N.N.W:) to 
30-020 inches at 9 p.m. of Friday (wind, W.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 50°7 , the mean 
dry bulb reading at 9 am and 9 p.m. being 51:1°. | The screened thermometers fell to 35°5° on Monday 
and rose to 66:7° on Thursday. The prevailing winds were W. and N.W. Rain fell on three days to the 
amount of -111 inch, ‘056 inch being recorded on Thursday and ‘044 inch on Friday. Hail fell on Sunday 


and a solar halo was observed on Thursday.” 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 30°223 inches. The highest reading (30°380) was on Sunday, at 9 p.m., the lowest 
(30:017) on Friday, at 9 a.m. 

The mean temperature for the week was 48:1°, being 5:9° below the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Thursday, on which day the thermometer 
registered 67°, and was lowest on Monday, the mercury having fallen to 23°. ‘The mean of the Dry 
Bulb for the week was 50°0° and of the Wet Bulb, 47:°9°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘86, 
complete saturation being represented by 1:0. The rainfall during the week measured 0°110 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 50°4°, the maximum 66°3°, and the minimum 
376°; at Glasgow the maximum was 63:0°, the minimum 36°4°, and the mean 50°5° ; and at Edinburgh the 
maximum was 61:9°, the minimum 37°8°, and the mean 495°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0-26 in. ; 
at Glasgow 0°21 in.; and at Edinburgh 0°04 in.

‘he deaths from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-6 per 1,000. Among the 127 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
one from measles, one from scarlet fever, 4 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, and 2 from diarrhceal 
diseases. One death from measles is included in the 10 deaths trom all causes for Waterford, and of the 2 
deaths recorded for Sligo one is from measles. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 191—96 boys and 
95 girls—and the deaths to 162—76 males and 86 females. 


DEATHS. 


The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate ot mortality of 19°9 per 1,000 of the population. 
During the twenty-three weeks, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 23°7, the mean rate for 
the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1904-1913, being also 23-7.

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‘he total deaths registered, numbering 162, represent an annual rate of 20:8 per 1,000; the annual rate 
for the past twenty-three weeks was 25:2 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period 
of the past ten years was 24-9 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

Included in the total deaths registered are one from enteric fever, 18 from measles, 2 from whooping- 
cough, one from diphtheria, one from influenza, one from dysentery, and 2 deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis 
of children under 2 years of age. 

Deaths from measles registered during the 12 weeks ending with the 6th instant numbered, respectively, 
14, 27, 22, 34, 39, 35, 40, 29, 17, 16, 14, and 18, making a total of 305 deaths. 

In the three weeks ended 30th ultimo, deaths from enteric fever were one, 0, and one; deaths from 
whooping-cough’ were one, one, and one ; deaths from diphtheria were 0, 5, and one; deaths from influenza 
were one, 0, and one ; and deaths of children under 2 years of age from diarrhcea and enteritis were 5, 7, and 

, respectively. , 

Deaths from tuberculous disease, numbering 29, 27, and 28, respectively, in the three preceding weeks, 
rose to 31* in the week under notice, the latter comprising 27 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from tuber- 
culous meningitis, and 3 from other forms of tuberculous disease. 

Nine* deaths were attributed to cancer. 

Of deaths of infants under one vear of age, 2 were ascribed to convulsions, one to premature birth, and 
3 to congenital debility. 

Broncho-pneumonia caused 4 deaths and pneumonia (type not distinguished) 8 deaths. 

There were 13 deaths from organic diseases of the heart, and 11 from bronchitis. 

To accidental causes 6 deaths were attributed, including 4 deaths of children under 5 years of age caused 
by burns, and one death of an infant 6 weeks old caused by suffocation in bed. 

In 4 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness ; these cases include the deaths of 2 infants under one year old. : 

» Fifty-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 4 years of age 
(20 being infants under one year, of whom 5 were under one month old), and 30 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 21 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 14 aged 75 and upwards, of whom 
3 (females) were stated to have been aged 90, 90, and 95 years respectively. 

Seventy-six of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 17 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, and 10 in the South Dublin Union 
Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ITT. and VIT.| 

As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 19°9 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 225 (North 
City Districts, 21°5; South, 23°6) and in the Suburbs 11°5, 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 3:2 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 4:2 (in the North City Districts 5°4, and in the South 2-9), and for the Suburbs 0:0 per 1,000.

Among them are one from enteric fever, 8 from measles, 2 from tuberculous disease, one from broncho-pneumonia, and one 
from bronchitis. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill)—-The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 18°? per 1,000. One 
death each from measles, avd diphtheria, 3 deaths from tuberculous disease, 2 from pneumonia, one from bronchitis, one death 
from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age, and 2 deaths from acc?dental burns were recorded. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (22) are equivalent to an annual rate of 411 per 1,000 There 
were 6 poeue from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, 3 from tuberculous disease, and one death each from broncho-pneumonia 

ronchitis. 

7 is 3 North City District (Benburb-street),—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 19°] per 1,000, and include one 
death from measles, 4 from pulmonary tuberculosis, and one from bronchitis. 

Other North City Districts——The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—Coolock and: 
Drumcondra, part of, 19°1 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 0-0; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part 
of, 0:0. Of the 5 deaths from all causes for the first-named district, one was caused by measles, one by pulmonary tuberculosis, 
and one by pneumonia. 

No. 1 South City District (South Eari-street).—The deaths (24) represent an annual rate of 30°7 per 1,000. Two of the 
deaths were from measles, one was from influenza, one from dysentery, 7 from tuberculous disease, 3 from bronchitis, and one 
death of a child under 2 years of age from diarrhea and enteritis. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 28:4 per 1,000, and include 
one death from measles, one from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from pneumonia, and one accidental death. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (22) are equal to an annual rate of 26°3 per 1,000. Among them 
are 3 from measles, 2 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 from pneumonia, 2 from bronchitis, and 2 from accidental burns. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths (7) are equivalent to an annual rate of 11:0 per 1,000. 
Pulmonary tuberculosis caused 2 deaths, and bronchitis one death. 

New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (3) are equal to an annual rate of 15°9 per 1,000, and include one from 
pneumonia. 

Vroun Destricts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—-Rathmines and Rathgar, 13:3 ; 
Pembroke. 13°8 ; Blackrock, 0°0; and Kingstown, 92. There was no death from any of the principal epidemic diseases tabulated 
for these districts. Among the 10 deaths from all causes for Rathmines and Rathgar are 3 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one 
from pneumonia, and one from bronchitis ; and the 8 deaths from all causes for Pembroke include one from broncho-pneumonia, 
and one accidental death.

‘he mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 12-7), was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 18*2 per 1,000 persons living; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 16-0 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 17-6, and for Edinburgh 14-6. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


‘he Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
6th June, From this Report it appears that of a total of 76 cases notified, 30 were scarlet fever, 24 
phthisis, 18 diphtheria, and 4 erysipelas. Among the 537 cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the 
close of the week were 238 cases of scarlet fever, 208 of phthisis, 56 of diphtheria, 11 of measles, 7 of 
erysipelas, 6 of chicken-pox, 5 of enteric fever, and 2 of whooping-cough.

Table XII. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the Dublin Hospitals 
during the week ended 6th June, 1914, and the number under treatment at the close of each of the 
3 preceding weeks. 

From this it appears that :— 

Six cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, 2 were discharged, 
and 30 cases remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week, the respective numbers in 
hospital at the close of the 3 preceding weeks being 23, 27, and 26. 

Nineteen cases of measles were admitted to hospital, 28 were discharged, there were 6 deaths, and 98 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the end of the 3 preceding weeks such cases 
were 117, 116, and 113, respectively. 

Eleven cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 9 were discharged, and 117* 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the close of the 3 preceding weeks 
the cases in hospital were 103, 105, and 115, respectively. 

Seven cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital during the week, 5 were discharged, and there were 2 
deaths. The cases in hospital, which at the close of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 44, 39, and 35 
respectively, were 35 at the close of last week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 6 cases of pneumonia were admitted to hospital, 5 were 
discharged, there was one death, and 21 cases remained under treatment at the end of the week.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations—see ‘Vase LI.) 


Sir John Moore, ™.A., M.D., 0.P.H., D.SC., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 6th June, 1914 :— 


‘The two outstanding features of the weather of this week were the prevalence of north-westerly winds 
and the unusually clouded state of the sky, considering the time of year. Throughout the period a large 
area of high atmospheric pressure rested on the Atlantic to the southwestward of Ireland, whereas a primary 
system of low pressure passed slowly from Spitzbergen to Northern Russia. In the intervening region 
several shallow secondary depressions travelled south-eastwards from Iceland across the North Sea and 
Scandinavia to Central and South-eastern Europe. Hence the dominant N.W. winds and clouded skies of 
the week. On Sunday morning squalls from W. of gale force (40 to 46 miles per hour) were reported from 
Glasgow and Aberdeen, and on Thursday a fresh gale from N. prevailed at Donaghadee from 3 p.m. to 7 p.m. 
A considerable rainfall took place over the southeast of England, including the London district, on Sunday 
evening ; and 24 hours later rain fell over Ireland and Wales in connection with a secondary depression 
which reached Devon on Tuesday morning. At that time aiso an independent low pressure system appeared 
off the coast of Morocco, whence it spread to Portugal and finally to the S.W. of France, causing local 
thunderstorms as it travelled and at Biarritz a reduction of temperature from a maximum of 91° on Wednesday 
to one of 70° on Thursday. On the afternoons of Sunday, Tuesday, Thursday and Friday the clouds broke 
in Dublin, and there was bright sunshine, but. the forenoons were generally overcast and dull, except on 
Tuesday before 9 am. In this City the mean height of the barometer was 30:198 inches, the range being 
from 30-035 inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, W.) to 30-305 inches at 9 p.m. of Thursday (wind, N.N.W.). 
‘The corrected mean temperature was 54:1°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 53°8°, 
On Monday the screened thermometers fell to 42°8°, on Friday they rose to 642°, The dominant wind 
was N.N.W. Rain fell on 2 days to the amount of *141 inch, of which -119 inch was measured on 


Monday.” 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 30°193 inches. The highest reading (30:294) was on Thursday, at 9 p.m., the lowest 
(30:027) on Monday, at 9 p.m. 

The mean temperature for the week was 52°6°, being 0:9° below the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Thursday and Friday, on which days the 
thermometer registered 65°, and was lowest on Monday, the mercury having fallen to 38°. ‘The mean of the 
Dry Bulb for the week was 52°4° and of the Wet Bulb, 50-4°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘87, 
complete saturation being represented by 1:0. The rainfall during the week measured 0:140 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 55:4°, the maximum 73°3°, and the minimum 
44:7°; at Glasgow the maximum was 68°4°, the minimum 39°7°, and the mean 52:4° ; and at Edinburgh the 
maximum was 67:4°, the minimum 39°8°, and the mean 53:0°.. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0-26 in. ; 
at Glasgow 0°02 in.; and at Edinburgh 0:04 in.

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 16 per 1,000. Among the 129 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
4 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 7 from whooping-cough, and 6 from diarrhceal diseases. Of the 31 
deaths from all causes for Cork, one was from whooping-cough, and one (that of a child under 2 years of age) 
from diarrhea and enteritis, Among the 17 deaths from all causes for Limerick, one was from scarlet fever. 
Three of the 5 deaths from all causes for Sligo were from measles, and the 2 deaths recorded for Lurgan 
comprise one from measles, and one from scarlet fever. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 271—130 boys and 
141 girls—and the deaths to 163—92 males and 71 females. 


DEATHS. 


The deaths vegistered, omitting the deaths (numbering 19) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 18°5 per 1,000 of the Pan Hee 
During the twenty-four weeks, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 23:5, the mean rate for 
the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1904-1913, being also 23:5.

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The total deaths registered, numbering 163, represent an annual rate of 20-9 per 1,000; the annual rate 
for the past twenty-four weeks was 25-0 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the curresponding period 
of the past ten years was 24-7 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered 

Among the total deaths registered are one death from paratyphoid fever, 8 deaths from measles, one 
death each from diphtheria and dysentery, and 4 deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years 
of age. 

Deaths from measles which in the 12 weeks preceding numbered 14, 27, 22, 34, 39, 35, 40, 29, 17, 16, 
14, and 18, respectively, fell to 8 last week, the total number of deaths from measles registered during the 
past 13 weeks amounting to 313. i 

Deaths from enteric fever in the three weeks ending with the 6th instant, were 0, one, and one ; deaths 
from diphtheria were 5, one, and one ; deaths from dysentery were 0, 0, and one ; and deaths of children under 
2 years of age from diarrhea and enteritis were 7, 4, and 2, respectively. 

Twenty-five deaths were caused by tuberculous disease* (all forms), comprising 19 deaths from pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 2 from tuberculous meningitis, and 4 from other forms of tuberculous disease. In the three 
preceding weeks, the deaths from all forms of the disease numbered, respectively, 27, 28, and 31. 

Cancer caused 13 deaths. 

The deaths of 5 infants under one vear of age were attributed to convulsions, one to congenital malfor- 


mation, 3 to premature birth, and 4 to congenital debility. ‘ 
Four deaths were caused by broncho-pneumonia, one by lobar pneumonia and 7 by pneumonia (type not 
distinguished). 


Organic diseases of the heart caused 19 deaths, and bronchitis 10 deaths. 

There were 3 accidental deaths, including one death caused by drowning. 

In 3 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness. : 

Forty-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(27 being infants under one year, of whom 11 were under one month old), and 35 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 24 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 12 aged 75 and upwards. 

Eighty-six of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 11 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, and 11 in the South Dublin Union 
Workhouse. os : 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions heing assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed, [See Tables ITI. and VII.] ri 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 18°5 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 19:8 (North 
City Districts, 18°4; South, 21°5) and in the Suburbs 14:2, 7 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 1:9 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 2:0 (in the North City Districts 2-2, and in the South 1:8), and for the Suburbs 1°6 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 17:3 per 1,000, 
and include one death from measles and 2 deaths from pneumonia. 

No, 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 24:0 per 1,000. There 
were 3 deaths from tuberculous disease, 4 from pneumonia, one from bronchitis, and 2 deaths of children under 2 years of age 
from diarrhea and enteritis. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (9) are equivalent to an annual rate of 168 per 1,000 Among 
them are one death from measles, 2 deaths from bronchitis, and one accidental death. 

No, 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 22:0 per 1,000. Two deaths 
from measles, one death from diphtheria, 2 deaths from pulmonary tubercilosis, and 2 deaths from pneumonia were recorded. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, part of, 9°5 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, 0-0; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part 
of, 195. The only death recorded for the first-named district is one from pulmonary tuberculosis ; and of the 4 deaths from all 
all causes for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, one is from pneumonia. 

No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 19°2 per 1,000, There were 
2 deaths from measles, one death each from tuberculous disease and pneumonia, 3 deaths from bronchitis, and one death from 
diarrhea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age. 

No, 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual rate of 114 per 1,000. One of the 
deaths was caused by tuberculous meningitis. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (22) are equal to an annual rate of 26°3 per 1,000, Among them 
are 2 deaths from measles, 5 from tuberculous disease, 2 from pneumonia, and 2 from bronchitis. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual rate of 25-2 per 1,000. 
Five deaths from tuberculous disease and one accidental death were recorded. 

New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (3) are equal to an annual rate of 15°9 per 1,000, and include one death 
each from pulmonary tuberculosis and bronchitis. 

Urban Mestricts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines and Rathgar, 13°3 ; 
Pembroke. 8°6 ; Blackrock, 17'0; and Kingstown, 24°6. The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise one death from paratyphoid fever for Kingstown, and one death of a child under 2 years of age from 
diarrhoea and enteritis, and one death from dysentery for Rathmines and Rathgar. Among the 3 deaths from all causes for 
Blackrock is one from pulmonary tuberculosis ; and the 8 deaths from all causes for Kingstown include one from pulmonary 
tuberculosis and one accidental death.

The mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 12:8), was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 135 per 1,000 persons living ; the average rate for 16 principal

INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of ’ 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
13th June. From this Report it appears that of a total of 61 cases notified, 32 were scarlet fever, 14 
diphtheria, 11 phthisis, ‘and 4 erysipelas. Among the 524 cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the 
close of the week were 227 cases of scarlet fever, 199 of phthisis, 60 of diphtheria, 12 of measles, 9 of 
etysipelas, 7 of chicken-pox, 5 of enteric fever, and one of whooping-cough.

Table XII. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the Dublin Hospitals. 
during the week ended 13th June, 1914, and the number under treatment at the close of each of the 
3 preceding weeks. 


From this it appears that:— 

Six cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, 2 were discharged,. 
and 34 cases remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week, the respective numbers in 
hospital at the close of the 3 preceding weeks being 27, 26, and 30. 

Twenty-one cases of measles were admitted to hospital, 35 were discharged, there were 7 deaths, and 77 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the end of the 3 preceding weeks such cases 
were 116, 113, and 98, respectively. 

Eighteen cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 11 were discharged, and 124* 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the close of the 3 preceding weeks 
the cases in hospital were 105, 115, and 117, respectively. 

Nine cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital during the week, and one was discharged. 
The cases in hospital, which at the close of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 39, 35, and 35 
respectively, were 43 at the close of last week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 7 cases of pneumonia were admitted to hospital, 8 were 
discharged, there was one death, and 19 cases remained under treatment at the end of the week.

METEOROLOGY. 


(Kor Abstract of Observations at several Irish M eteorological Stations—see ‘ase II.) 
Sir John Moore, M.A., M.D., D.P.H., D.8C., F.R.MET.SQC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 13th June, 1914 :— 


“Changeable, but withal favourable, weather was experienced during this week. On Sunday morning 
an atmospheric depression of some intensity (100 centibars) was centred on the Atlantic near the Faeroe, 
This system travelled quickly southeastwards across the North Sea, reaching Lombardy on Monday morning. 
Its passage was accompanied by fresh to strong N.W. and N. winds, frequent showers of rain and hail, low 
temperatures, and—in) the south-east of England—thunderstorms. On Monday a ridge or band of high 
atmospheric pressure was formed off the N.W. coasts of Ireland and Scotland, connecting anticyclonic systems 
centred on the Atlantic and over Scandinavia respectively. Such a distribution of pressure was favourable 
for the development of shallow, local depressions in the S. and §.E. This actually happened, with the result 
that, while fine weather prevailed over the greater part of Ireland and Scotland, dull, showery, conditions 
held over England, France, Spain, and Germany. The east coast of Ireland also came under the influence 
of cloudy, unsettled weather except on Thursday, which was a day of almost unclouded sunshine in Dublin— 
the thermometer rising to 66° in the City but to 71° at Birr Castle, King’s County. Up to Thursday 
thunderstorms were daily reported from various parts of England, and heavy rain fell in England and Wales 
on Tuesday. Thunder was heard at Valentia, Co. Kerry, on Thursday, but no rain fell at that station. 
In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29:982 inches, pressure ranging between 29-738 inches at 
9 p.m. of Sunday (wind, N.W.), and 30-160 inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, N.N.E.). The corrected mean 
temperature was 53°9°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m, and 9 p.m. being 53°6°. The screened 
thermometers fell to 43-2° on Monday and rose to 66:2° on Saturday. The wind blew incessantly from 
polar points (N.W.—N.N.E.—N.E.). The rainfall was ‘537 inch on 4 days, ‘329 inch being measured on 
Tuesday.. Hail fell on Sunday. Fog occurred on Thursday morning. A solar halo was seen later on 


that day.” 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Pheenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 29-979 inches. The highest reading (30°152) was on Saturday, at 9 a.m., the lowest 
(29-740) on Sunday, at 9 p.m. 

The mean temperature for the week was 52°3°, being 2°3° below the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Saturday, on which day the thermo- 
meter registered 67°, and was lowest on Thursday, the mercury having fallen to 35°. ‘The mean of the 
Dry Bulb for the week was 52°6° and of the Wet Bulb, 50°5°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘86, 
complete saturation being represented by 1:0. The rainfall during the week measured 0520 inch. f 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 55:°7°, the maximum 77°6°, and the minimum 
40°3°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 62:°9°, the minimum 40°5°,and the mean 50°5°. The rainfall at 
Greenwich measured 0°65 in. ; and at Edinburgh 0°62 in.

TWENTY-SEVEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered* last week as appertaining to the 
Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-six principal provincial Urban Districts of Ireland was 17°7 per 
1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,205,280.t 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks and during the whole of that period, as appertaining to 
the undermentioned areas, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000. 
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The deaths from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 2-2 per 1,000. Among the 131 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
2 from enteric fever, 8 from each of measles and scarlet fever, one from diphtheria, and 6 from diarrhoea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years of age. The 28 deaths from all causes for Cork include 3 from whooping- 
cough, and one from diarrhea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age. The 4 deaths from all causes for 
Lurgan include one from diphtheria and one from diarrhea. One of the 5 deaths from all causes for 
Drogheda is from measles, and 5 deaths from measles are included in the 7 deaths recorded for Sligo. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 
In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 225—124 boys and 
101 girls—and the deaths to 151—72 males and 79 females. 


DEATHS. 


The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 14) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 17°6 per 1,000 of the population, 
During the twenty-five weeks, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 23:3, and was equal to 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1904-1913.

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The total deaths registered, numbering 151, represent an annual rate of 19:4 per 1,000; the annual rate 
for the past twenty-five weeks was 24:8 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period 
of the past ten years was 24°5 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

Among. the deaths there were 5 from measles, one from enteric fever, one* from scarlet fever, T from 
diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and one death from influenza. In each of the 3 preceding 
weeks, deaths from measles were 14, 18, and 8; deaths from enteric fever were one, one, and one ; deaths 
from scarlet fever were one, 0, and 0; deaths from diarrhea and. enteritis of children under 2 2 years were 
4, 2, and 4; and deaths from fflherica were one, one, and 0. 

Of 18# deaths from tuberculosis, 13 were attributed to pulmonary tuberculosis, one to tuberculous 
meningitis, 2 to abdominal tuberculosis, and 2 to other forms of the disease. In each of the 3 weeks 
preceding, ‘deaths from tuberculosis were 28, 31, and 25, respectively. 

There were 9* deaths from cancer. 

Four infants died from convulsions, one from congenital malformation, 5 from ers birth, and 4 from 
congenital debility. 

Pneumonia caused 14 deaths, including 8 from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from lobar pneumonia, and 4 deaths 
from pneumonia (type not distinguished): 

Seven deaths were attributed to bronchitis, and 24 to organic diseases of the heart. 

Of 3 deaths from accident or negligence, one was that of an-infant by suffocation in bed, and one was by 
a vehicle. 

In 2 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness ; these cases comprise the death of one infant under one year old, and the death of one person aged 71 
years. 

Forty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(27 being infants under one year, of whom 13 were under one month old), and 24 were aged 65. years and 
upwards, including 18 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 9 aged 75 and upwards, of whom 
one (a female) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 

Sixty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 7 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, and 12 in the South Dublin Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual. death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See Tables Ii. and VIT.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 17°6 per 1,000 ; the rate in the City was 18-1 ao 
City Districts, 14°2 ; South, 22°6) and in the Suburbs 15°8. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the ‘entire Area equal an annual rate of 1°7 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 2°0 (in the North City Districts 1:6, and in the South 2°5), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North)—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 17°3 per 1,000. 
Among them are one death from measles, one from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from bronchitis, and one death of a child under 
2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 11'4 per 1,000. There 
were 2 deaths from tuberculous ‘disease, one from pneumonia, one from bronchitis, and one ace?dental death. 

No, 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual rate of 24:3 per 1,000, and 
include one death from tuberculous disease, 3 deaths from broncho-pneumonia, and one death from diarrhoea and enteritis of a 
child under 2 years of age. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (5) represent an annual rate of 7°3 per 1,000. One death from 
enteric fever and one death of a child under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis were recorded. 

Other peat City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, part of, 19°0 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, 15-2; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part 
of, 9°7. One a the 2 deaths recorded for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, was from pulmonary tuberculosis, and one was 
from pneumonia. 

No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 25°6 per 1,000. ‘There were 
3 deaths from measles, 4 from tuberculous disease, one from broncho-pneumonia, one from bronchitis, and one accidental death. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street), —The deaths (3) fre equal to an annual rate of 8°5 per 1,000. 

No. 38 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (27) are equal to an annual rate of 32°3 per 1,000. One death 
from measles, 3 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from broncho-pneumonia, 3 from bronchitis, one (that of a child under 2 years 
-of age) from diarrhoea and enteritis, and one accidental death were recorded. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths (9) are equivalent to an annual rate of 14°] per 1,000.

Uroan Irstricts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines and Rathgar, 13°3 ; 
Pembroke. 13°8 ; Blackrock, 22°7; and Kingstown, 21°5. The only death from any of the principal epidemic diseases tabulated 
for these districts was one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age for Rathmines and Rathgar. Among

The mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including Lenden, in which the rate was 12°2), was 
equal to an average annual death- rate of 129 per 1,000 persons living; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 14°6 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 15:2, and for Edinburgh 113, 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
20th June. From this Report it appears that of a total of 75 cases notified; 35 were scarlet fever, 19 
phthisis, 12 diphtheria, 5 erysipelas, 2 enteric fever, one puerperal fever, and one cerebro-spinal fever. 
Among the 519 cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 231 cases of scarlet 
fever, 196 of phthisis, 56 of diphtheria, 8 of erysipelas, 6 of measles, 6 of chicken-pox, 5 of enteric fever, one 
of puerperal fever, and one of whooping-cough.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations—see LaBie. LI.) 

Sir John Moore, ™.A., M.D., D.P.H,, D.S¢C., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 20th June, 1914:— 

«Until Friday the distribution of atmospheric oressure remained much the same as in the previous week 
——namely, a ridge of relatively high barometer stretching from the Azores across the British Isles to Norway 
—whereas shallow depressions were again found on the Continent. On the day named a large area of low 
pressure spread in from the Atlantic over Ireland and Scotland, and for the first time for many weeks a 8.W. 
air current of some strength passed over these countries. Slight local irregularities of pressure caused severe 
thunderstorms on many days—on Sunday, a violent storm of rain, hail, thunder and lightning visited the 
‘south of London, causing the loss of 7 lives. It extended all over the south of England as far as Bath and 
Falmouth. In this storm the rainfall was 34 millimetres (1-34 inches) at Kew and 48 millimetres (1°89 inches) 
at Wandsworth Common. In and near Dublin Sunday was brilliantly fine: so also were the two following 
days. On Wednesday electrical disturbances occurred in Lreland, cattle being killed by lightning in many 
parts of this country. In Dublin thunder was heard between 4 and 6 p.m., and a slight shower fell at the 
Jatter hour. ‘Thursday was very warm in the south of England, the thermometer reaching 80° at Camden 
Square, London, and Nottingham, and 82° at Greenwich : on the other hand, at Wick on that day the range © 
-of temperature was only from 48° to 55° owing to fog. Thunderstorms broke out over Central England and in 
Scotland, and on Friday also Inss of life and much damage were caused by lightning in various parts of Great 
Britain. At Greenwich and Camden Square, London, a maximum of 83° was touched on Friday. Genial 
yains fell in Ireland on Saturday. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 300°52 inches, pressure 
wanging from 30-191 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, N.E.) to 29-792 inches at 9 a.m. of ‘Saturday 
(wind §.). The corrected mean temperature was 60°9°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. 
being 60.3°. ‘The screened thermometers rose to 73°2° on Wednesday, having fallen to 52°9° on Monday. 
‘The wind was N.E till Wednesday, afterwards variable, chiefly S.W. on Friday and Saturday. Rain fell on 
3 days to the amount of -210 inch, of which ‘173 inch was measured on Saturday. ‘Thunder was heard on 


“Wednesday.” 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 30-066 inches. The highest reading (30-181) was on Monday, at 9 a.m., the lowest 
(29°794) on Saturday, at 9 a.m. 

The mean temperature for the week was 57:2°, being 1:1° above the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Wednesday, on which day the thermo- 
meter registered 74°, and was lowest on Monday, the mercury having fallen to 42°. ‘The mean of the 
Dry Bulb for the week was 58°5° and of the Wet Bulb, 556°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘83, 
complete saturation being represented by 1:0. The rainfall during the week measured 0:495 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 62:2°, the maximum 83°4°, and the minimum 
45°5°; at Glasgow the maximum was 80-0°, the minimum 440°, and the mean 62:0°; and at Edinburgh the 
maximum was 712°, the minimum 47°5°,and the mean 58-7°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°34 in. ; 
and at Edinburgh 0:26 in. There was no rainfall recorded at Glasgow.

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The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-6 per 1,000. Among the 134 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
5 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 4 from whooping-cough, and 6 from diarrheal diseases. The 19 deaths 
from all causes for Cork include one from each of measles, whooping-cough, and diphtheria. One of the 9 
deaths from all causes for Limerick is from enteric fever. The 2 deaths recorded for Lurgan include one 
from measles. Two deaths (of children under 2 years) from diarrhea and enteritis are among the 6 deaths 
from all causes for Dundalk. One of the 5 deaths from all causes for Wexford is from whooping-cough. Two 
of the 8 deaths from all causes for Sligo are from measles, and one of the 2 deaths for Coleraine is also from 


this disease. ; 
DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 
In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 233—125 boys and 
108 girls—and the deaths to 134—68 males and 66 females. 


DEATHS. 


The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 13) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 15:5 per 1,000 of the population, 
During the twenty-six weeks, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 23-0, and was equal to 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1904-1913.

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‘The total deaths registered, numbering 134, represent an annual rate of 17:2 per 1,000 ; the annual rate 
for the past twenty-six weeks was 24:5 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period 
of the past ten years was 24:2 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

The total deaths (134) include one from enteric fever, 3 from measles, one from diphtheria, and 4 deaths 
from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. In each of the 3 weeks preceding, deaths from 
enteric fever were one, one, and one ; deaths from measles were 18, 8, and 5; deaths from diphtheria were 
one, one, and 0; and deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children were 2, 4, and 7. 

There were 24* deaths from tuberculous disease, comprising 17 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 
from tuberculous meningitis, and 5 deaths from other forms of the disease. In each of the 3 preceding weeks 
the total deaths from tuberculosis were 31, 25, and 18, respectively. 

The deaths of 8* persons were attributed to cancer. 

There was one death of an infant from convulsions, there were 2 from congenital malformations, 6 from 
premature birth, and one from congenital debility. 

Of 8 deaths from pneumonia, 4 were from broncho-pneumonia, one was from lobar pneumonia, and 3 were 
from pneumonia, not otherwise distinguished. ; 

Organic diseases of the heart accounted for 8 deaths, and bronchitis for 16 deaths. 

There was not one death attributed to violence or negligence. 

In 2 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness ; these cases comprise the death of one infant under one year old, and the death of one person aged 68 
years. 

Thirty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(22 being infants under one year, of whom 10 were under one month old), and 30 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 17 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 11] aged 75 and upwards. 


Sixty-six of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 13 took place in’ the North Dublin Union Workhouse, and 14 in the South Dublin Union 


Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See Lables TIT. and VIT.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 15°5 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 17°6 (North 
City Districts, 16°8 ; South, 18-6) and in the Suburbs 87. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 1:2, per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 1:3 (in the North City Districts 0°3, and in the South 2°5), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North)—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 13°8 per 1,000, 


and include 2 from tuberculous disease and 2 from bronchitis. 
No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 15:2 per 1,000. Among 
them are 4 deaths from tuberculous disease, one from pneumonia, one from bronchitis, and one of a child under 2 years of age 


from diarrhoa and enteritis. 
No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (10) are equivalent to an annual rate of 187 per 1,000. Four 


of these deaths were from tuberculous disease and one was from bronchitis. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 23:5 per 1,000. Three deaths 
from tuberculous disease, 2 from broncho-pneumonia, one from pneumonia, and 2 from bronchitis were recorded. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, part of, 9°5 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumeondra, part of, 19:1; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part 
of, 4°9. 
"No. 1 South City District (South Earli-street).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 19°2 per 1,000. There were 
2 deaths from measles, one from diphtheria, one from broncho-pneumonia, one from bronchitis, and one of a child under 2 years 
of age from diarrhcea and enteritis. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 25°6 per 1,000. Among them 
were one death from enteric fever, one from measles, one from pulmonary tuberculosis, and one from bronchitis. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 192 per 1,000, and include 2 
deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from broncho-pneumonia, one from pneumonia, and 2 from bronchitis. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths (9) are equivalent to an annual rate of 14°} per 1,000. 
Two of these deaths were from tuberculous disease, 2 from bronchitis, and one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 


years of age. 
New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (3) are equal to an annual rate of 15°9 per 1,000. One death from tuberculous 


disease and one death from bronchitis were recorded. 
Urban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines and Rathgar, 9°3 ; 


Pembroke, 8°6 ; Blackrock, 11:3; and Kingstown, 6°2. The only death from any of the principal epidemic diseases tabulated 
for these districts was one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age for Pembroke. Among the 7 deaths 
from all causes for Rathmines and Rathgar was one from pulmonary tuberculosis; one of the 2 deaths from all causes for 
Blackrock was also from that disease ; and the 2 deaths from all causes for Kingstown consist of one death from broncho- 


pneumonia and one from bronchitis. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


Lhe mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 12:1), was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 121 per 1,000 persons living; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 13-8 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 13:2, and for Edinburgh 12:2. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


‘The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
27th June, From this Report it appears that of a total of 78 cases notified, 40 were scarlet fever, 26 
phthisis, 13 diphtheria, 3 erysipelas, one enteric fever, and one cerebro-spinal fever. Among the 521 
cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 227 cases of scarlet fever, 198 of 
phthisis, 60 of diphtheria, 10 of chicken-pox, 7 of erysipelas, 6 of enteric fever, 4 of measles, and one of 
whooping-cough.

Three cases of enteric fever were discharged from hospital during the week, there was one death, 
and 24 cases remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week, the respective numbers in 
hospital at the close of the 3 preceding weeks being 30, 34, and 28. { 

Eight cases of measles were admitted to hospital, 22 were discharged, and 50 cases remained 
under treatment at the close of the week. At the end of the 3 preceding weeks such cases 
were 98, 77, and 64, respectively. , 

Eight cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 21 were discharged, and 108* cases remained 
under treatment at the close of the week. At the close of the 3 preceding weeks the 
cases in hospital were 117, 124, and 121, respectively. ‘ 

Thirteen cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital during the week, 10 were discharged, and there 
were 2 deaths. The cases in hospital, which at the close of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 35, 43, 
and 41 respectively, were 42 at the close of last week. : : 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 5 cases of pneumonia were admitted to hospital, 9 were 
discharged, there was one death, and 22 cases remained under treatment at the end of the week.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at severa! Irish Meteorological Stations—see laste II.) 
Sir John Moore, M.A., M.D., D.P.H., D.SC,, F.R.MET.SOC,, D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 27th June, 1914 :— 


“ Very fine weather was enjoyed during this week. The northwesterly winds, which have played such 
-a prominent part in the meteorology of the past spring and present summer, were again in evidence except 
on Monday and for a short period after midday of Friday, when a 8.W. current set in. On Sunday and 
Monday atmospheric pressure was comparatively low in the far north, and several shallow depressions moved 
across the British Isles in an easterly direction, causing showers in many districts. On Sunday a primary 
-depression with the barometer at 29-5 inches was centred over Iceland. This system soon dispersed, but by 
Monday morning another less deep depression had formed on the Atlantic to the westward of Scotland. 
This spread eastwards to Denmark, off the west coast of which country its centre was found on ‘Tuesday. 
Meanwhile a few showers had fallen in many parts of the United Kingdom, with thunder and lightning on 
the east and south-east coasts of England.’ At this time an anticyclone from the Atlantic spread north- 
eastwards to Ireland and England, so that the barometer rose in Dublin to 30°43 inches at 11 p.m. of 
‘Thursday. The weather was for the most part fine and summerlike, but on Friday night a shallow depression 
caused a fall of the barometer, clouds, and light showers. This change soon passed off and Saturday proved 
ultimately very fine and bright, as well as warm. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°144 
inches, the range of pressure being from 29-838 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, W.) to 30°431 inches at 
11 p.m. of Thursday (wind, N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 98°7°, the mean dry bulb reading 
at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 57.7°. The screened thermometers fell to 49:1° on Tuesday and rose to 71°9° on 
Wednesday. ‘The prevailing wind was once more N.W. ‘The rainfall was only ‘009 inch on Monday, An 
-oceultation of the planet Venus by the Moon took place on Friday morning.” 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 30°158 inches. The highest reading (30-417) was on Thursday, at 9 p.m., the lowest 
(29:843) on Monday, at 9 a.m. 

The mean temperature for the week was 56:1°, being 0:4° above the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Wednesday, on which day the thermo- 
meter registered 72°, and was lowest on Monday, the mercury having fallen to 41°. The mean of the 
Dry Bulb for the week was 55:8° and of the Wet Bulb, 52°12. The mean humidity of the air was ‘7 De 
complete saturation being represented by 1:0. There was no rainfall during the week. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 606°, the maximum 80:8°, and the minimum 
45-7°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 67:0°, the minimum 45:9°, and the mean 56°4°. The rainfall at 
Greenwich measured 0°34 in. ; and at Edinburgh 0-03 in.

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Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and Kingstown, the total area thereof being 13,743 
statute acres, and the population, estimated to the middle of 1914, 406,000, there were 
registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Saturday, 27th June, 1914, 2,913 
births—1,501 boys and 1,412 girls—being equal to an annual ratio of 1 in 34:8, or 28-7 
in every 1,000 of the population. 


The number of births registered in the city was 2,481, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 32-0 in every 1,000 of the population; and in the urban districts named above, 432, 
equal to an annual rate of 18-1 in every 1,000 of the population. 


There were registered in London during the same period 28,531 births—being equal 
to an annual birth-rate of 25-3 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow 
there were registered 7,831, being equal to 29-9 per 1,000; and in Edinburgh, 1,779— 
a number affording an annual birth-rate of 22-0 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 


Deatus.—Omitting the deaths (153) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Dublin Registration Area, the deaths for the Area, numbering 
2,201, are equivalent to an annual rate of 21-7 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 
the average rate for the corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 21-1. The 
total number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 
2,354—1,202 males and 1,152 females—affording an annual ratio of 1 in 43-1 or 23-2 
in every 1,000 of the estimated population. The annual mean mortality represented 
by the deaths registered during the second quarter of the ten years, 1904-1913, in the 
Dublin Registration Area -was 22.3 per 1,000 of the estimated mean population of those 
years. 

The number of deaths of inhabitants* of the north city districts registered last 
quarter was 972, representing an annual mortality of 23-6 in every 1,000 of the 
population; and the number in the south city districts was 859, equivalent to a rate 
of 23-6 per 1,000. In the urban districts the number of deaths registered was 370, 
being equal to an annual death-rate of 15-5 in every 1,000. 


The number of deaths registered in London during the same period was 14,910, 
a number equal to an annual rate of mortality of 13-2 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants ; 
in Glasgow the number was 4,228 equal to 16-% in every 1,000; and in Hdinburgh 
1,211, affording an annual death-rate of 15-0 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population.

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DisrasEs.—The number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* registered 
in the Dublin Registration Area during last quarter was 387, and the annual rate per 
1,000 of the population represented by the deaths from these diseases was 3°81.

ENTERIC Fever.—There were 8 deaths from enteric fever as compared with an 
average of 10 in the corresponding quarter of the preceding 10 years. In the 3 quarters 
ended 31st March, 1914, the numbers were 12, 14, and 14; and in the second quarter 
of 1913 the number was 6. 

Of the 8 deaths for the quarter under notice, 3 belonged to the North City districts, 
3 to the South City districts, and 2 to the Kingstown urban district. 

A reference to Table I. will show that 26 cases of eateric fever were under treatment 
in Dublia hospitals at the close of the preceding quarter ; that 57 were admitted during 


the period under review, 52 were discharged, 7 died, leaving 24 under treatment on 
June 27th, 1914. 


TypHus.—As in the preceding quarter, there were no deaths from typhus. Only 
2 cases were admitted to hospital; one of these was discharged and one remained under 
treatment at the end of the quarter. There has been an average of one death in the second 
quarter of the 10 years, 1904-13. 


SMALL-Pox.—The Area continues to remain free from this disease. 


MeasLes.—The number of deaths from measles in the quarter reached the very high 
total of 280, or an annual rate of 2-76 per 1,000 of the population. This is the highest 
number recorded in any one quarter since 1899, when 459 succumbed in the fourth quarter 
of that year, and the highest number registered in any second quarter since that for the 
year 1892, during which quarter 322 deaths were recorded. In March quarter. 1914, 
81 deaths occurred, and in the three preceding years the figures were :—

The average number of deaths from this disease in the second quarter of the 10 years 
1904-13 was 45. 

Of the 280 deaths im the quarter under notice, 171 took place in the north city districts, 
98 in the south city districts, 6 in Rathmines and Rathgar urban district, 2 in Pembroke 
urban district, and 3 in Blackrock urban district. 

From Table I it will be observed that 413 cases of measles were admitted to hospital 
during the quarter, that 393 were discharged, that 69 died, and that 50 remained under 


treatment at the close of the quarter, as compared with 99 at the close of the preceding 
quarter. 


SCARLET Frver.—During the quarter 8 persons died from scarlet fever, being one 
over the average (7) for the corresponding quarter of the past 10 years. In the 3 preceding 
quarters deaths from this disease numbered 8, 12, and 13 respectively. One of the 8 
was that of a person admitted to hospital from a locality outside the Area, and of the 
remaining 7, 3 appertained to the north city districts, 3 to the south city districts, and 
one to the Rathmines and Rathgar urban district. Seven deaths took place in hospitals, 
the total number of patients admitted to Dublin hospitals during the quarter being 235.

WHOoPING-coUGH.—To whooping-cough 20 deaths were ascribed, 12 of these belonging 
to north city districts. 4 to south city districts, 3 to Rathmines and Rathgar urban district, 
and one to Pembroke urban district. The 20 deaths represent an annual rate of 0-20 per 
1,000 of the population, and were considerably under the average number (42) of deaths 
from, this disease in the corresponding quarter of the preceding 10 years. 


DIPHTHERIA —Sixteen deaths were caused by diphtheria, being 2 in excess of the 
average number (14) for the second quarter of the 10 years 1904-1913 For the three 
preceding quarters the numbers were 13, 31, and 24 respectively. Hight of the 16 deaths 
belonged to north city districts, 7 to south city districts, and one belonged to a locatity 
outside the Dublin Registration Area. 

There were 42 cases of diphtheria under treatment in Dublin hospitals at the close of 
the quarter, as against 40 at the beginning, 131 being admitted, 116 discharged, 13 
having died in hospital during the quarter. 


DIARRH@AL DisEAsEsS —These diseases caused 52 deaths, 50 of them (representing 
an annual rate of 0-49 per 1,000 of the population) being those of children under two years 
of age. 


INFLUENZA.—Only 10 deaths were attributed to influenza, as compared with 7, 12, 
and 21 respectively in the three preceding quarters, and an average of 29 in the second 
quarter of the 10 years 1904-13. 


There was no record of any mortality from this cause

during the quarter. 


PneumMoNnIA.—There were 105 deaths from broncho-pneumonia, 17 from lobar- 
pneumonia, and 69 from pneumonia (type not distinguished), making a total of 191 deaths 
from all forms of pneumonia, equivalent to an annual death-rate of 1-88 per 1,000 of the 
population. 


TuBERCULOSIS.—To tuberculosis in its various forms the deaths of 366 persons are 
attributed ; in the June quarter of 1913 such deaths amounted to 422; and in the three 
intervening quarters to 327, 298, and 392 respectively. . 

The total deaths from all forms of the disease represent an annual rate of 3-61 per 
1,000 of the population estimated to the middle of the year 1914, and comprise 273 deaths 
from pulmonary tuberculosis, 30 from tuberculous meningitis, 29 from abdominal tuber- 
culosis, 2 from tuberculosis of the vertebral column, 2 from tuberculosis of joints, 7 from 
tuberculosis of other organs, and 23 from disseminated tuberculosis. ‘he deaths from 
tuberculous disease are over 15 per cent. of all deaths registered during the quarter. 

Of the total deaths registered 159 belonged to the north city districts, affording an 
annual rate of 3-86 per 1,000; 134 to the south city districts, showing an annual rate of 
3°68 per 1,000; and 46 to the urban districts, which 1s equivalent to an annual rate of 
1-93 per 1,000 of the population. The remaining 27 deaths were of persons from 
localities outside the Dublin Registration Area. 


CancEeR.—There were 127 deaths classified under this heading, which includes deaths 
registered as from carcinoma, sarcoma, and cancer (malignant disease). This number 
represents an annual rate of 1-25 per 1,000 otf the estimated popuiation. 


DISEASES OF THE BRAIN AND Nervous SystemM.—The total number of deaths 
attributed to these diseases, namely 212, corresponds to an annual rate of 2:09 per 1,000, 
and includes the deaths of 50 children under 5 years of age from convulsions. 


DISEASES OF THE CIRCULATORY SystEM.—Diseases of the organs of circulation 
account for 237 deaths, equivalent to an annual rate of 2-33 per 1,000. 


Broncuitis.—This disexse caused 221 deaths, representing an annual rate of 2:18 
per 1,000. 


CoNGENITAL MALFORMATIONS, PREMATURE BIRTH, CONGENITAL DEBILITY.——Oi 101 
deaths of infants from these causes, 17 were due to congenital malformations, 50 to pre- 
mature birth. and 34 to congenital debility. 


VIOLENCE.—The 42 accidental deaths registered during the quarter include 13 caused 
by burns or scalds (9 being deaths of children under 5 years of age), 6 by drowning, 4 
by vehicles and horses, and 3 deaths of infants by suffocation in bed. 

There were 4 deaths by suicide, but no deaths by homicide were recorded.

In 63 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness. Of the 63 cases, 36 (or 57 per cent.) were deaths 
of children under 5 years of age; these 36 deaths form 4-4 per cent. of the total number 
of deaths of children of that age-period. Of the deaths of 127 infants under one month 
old registered, there were 18 (or 14:2 per cent.) regarding which the cause was uncertified. 

From Table II., on page 416f, it will be seen that, excluding 153 deaths of persons 
admitted into public institutions from localities outside the Dublin Registration Area, 
the number of deaths registered during the quarter was 2,201, equal to an annual rate 
of 21-7 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and that 385 of these deaths,- repre- 
senting an annual rate of 3-8 per 1,000 persons, were caused by the principal epidemic 
diseases.t The death-rate for the city (from all causes) was 23 +6 per 1,000, and for 
the urban districts 15-5 per 1,000. The death-rate represented by the mortality from 
the principal epidemic diseases in the city was 4-6, and in the urban districts 1-0, the rates 
for the several districts varying from 0:5 in each of Pembroke and Kingstown, to 7:3 
in North City No. 2, the 222 deaths from all causes for that district including 43 
from measles, 4 from whooping-cough and 4 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years of age. 

Occupations. —Table III., on page 416g, shows the occupations or social position 
of the persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, the various callings 
being grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality in the 
several social grades of the population. From this table it will be observed that the 
deaths in families of the “‘ Professional and Independent Class ” were equal to an annual 
rate of 15-3 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to the Census of 1911; in 
the “ Middle Class” the death-rate was 14-3 per 1,000; among the “ Artisan Class and 
Petty Shopkeepers ” it was 19-2; and in the “‘ General Service Class ” it was 24:8. 

Acxrs.—Of the 2,354 persons ‘whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Registration 
Area during the quarter. 825 were under 5 years of age, including 371 infants under one 
year of age, the latter representing a rate of 127-4 per 1,000 births registered. The 
number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an annual mortality of 
80-7 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the Census of 1911); 103 were between 
the ages of 5 and 15, representing an annual rate of 5-8 per 1,000 persons at that age- 
period ; 118 were between the ages of 15 and 25, equivalent to an annual rate of 5-9 per 
1,000 ; the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual mortality of 21-8 per 
1,000 of the population at that age-period (according to the Census of 1911); 338, or 
10:9 per 1,000 persons, were between 25 and 45; 518, or 35-2 per 1,000, between 45 
and 65; 274, or 64-9 per 1,000, between 65 and 75; and 178, or 127-3 per 1,000, were 
aged 75 and upwards, including 13 persons’ aged 90 and upwards. 

Pusic Instirutions.—Of the 2,354 deaths recorded during the quarter, 1,042, or 
44°3 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz., 667 i the various hospitals, prisons, 
and lunatic asylums ; 158 in the North Dublin Union Workhouse; 206 in the South Dublin 
Union Workhouse; and 11 (those of persons admitted from within the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 

WEATHER.—The mean temperature for thirteen weeks, deduced from the mean 
weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, was 
50-6°. At Greenwich, for the quarter, it was 53-7°; at Glasgow 51:9°{; and at 
Edinburgh, 50-6°. 

The rainfall at Dublin durmg the thirteen weeks measured 4:37 inches; at 
Greenwich, 4:45 inches; and at Ediaburgh, 4:60 inches.

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TWENTY-SEVEN PrinctipAL Town Districts oF IRELAND.—The average annual 
death-rate represented by the deaths from all causes registered during last quarter in 
the Dublin Registration Area and twenty-six of the principal urban districts of Treland 
(exclusive of deaths in public institutions of persons admitted from without the districts), 
was 19-3 per 1,000 of the population, the respective rates for the several districts being as 
follow, ranging in order from, the lowest to the highest :—Bangor, 9-8; Armagh, 12:5; 
Newtownards. 12-9; Tralee, 13-2; Londonderry, 14-2; Bray, 14-6; Portadown, 15-0; 
Dundalk, 15-8; Kilkenny, 16-0; Drogheda, 16-6; Belfast, 17-9; Coleraine, 18-5; 
Lurgan, 18-8; Clonmel, 18-8; Larne, 18:9; Ballymena, 19-0; Athlone, 19-3; Sligo, 
19:3; Wexford, 19-4; Limerick, 19-9; Queenstown, 20-0; Cork, 20-9; Newry, 21-1 ; 
Lisburn, 21-6; Dublin Registration Area, 21-7; Waterford, 21-7, and Galway, 23:8. 


The average annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases* in the 27 districts is 2-3 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 
0-0 in eight of the districts to 5-0 in Sligo, the 54 deaths from all causes for that district, 
including 13 from measles aad one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under two years 
of age. 


The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* 
in the twenty-six provincial urban districts already named, and Tables IV. and V. give 
in detail the results of the registration for the quarter :— 


ENTERIC FEVER.—Two deaths were returned for each of Belfast and Cork and one for 
each of Limerick, Dundalk, Lisburn, and Ballymena. 


TypHus.—The 5 deaths recorded were all of persons belonging to Belfast county 
borough. 


SmaLL-pox.—There were no deaths from this disease registered. 


Mrastes.—Of 64 deaths, 35 appertained to Belfast, 13 to Sligo, 6 to Lurgan, 3 to 
Lisburn, and 2 to Cork. 


ScaRLET FeveR.—The deaths from this disease, 46 in number, were registered as 
follow :—For Belfast, 41 deaths ; for each of Limerick and Lurgan, 2 deaths, and for Cork 
one death. 


WuHooPiIne-coucH.—Of the 92 deaths from this cause, 64 were recorded for Belfast 
23 for Cork, and 2 for Tralee. 


DIPHTHERIA.—The total (13) comprises 8 for Belfast, 2 for Cork, and one for each of 
Lurgan, Lisburn, and Kilkenny. 


DIARRH@A AND ENTERITIS OF CHILDREN UNDER 2 YEARS OF AGE.—Under this heading 
62 deaths were recorded, 39 appertaining to Belfast, 5 to each of Cork and Waterford, and 
8 to each of Limerick and Dundalk. 


Puruisis.—The annual death-rate from phthisis for the 27 towns in the aggregate 
was 2°5 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration Area it was 
2-5 per 1,000, for Belfast county borough 2-4 per 1,000, and for the urban districts 
collectively (exclusive of Dublin Registration Area and: Belfast), 1t was --8 per 1,000, 
exclusive of deaths in public institutions of persons admitted from without the respective 
areas.

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered* last week as appertaining to the 
Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-six principal provincial Urban Districts of Ireland ‘was 16-2 per 
1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,205,280.+ 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks and during the whole of that period, as appertaining to 
the undermentioned areas, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000.

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 2-1 per 1,000. Among the 130 deaths from all causes for Belfast were 
9 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 7 from whooping-cough, and 9 from diarrheal diseases. Of the 30 deaths 
from all causes for Cork, one was from measles, 2 were from whooping-cough, and 2 of children under 2 years 
of age from diarrhea and enteritis, One of the 11 deaths from all causes for Londonderry was from scarlet 
fever. Among the 5 deaths from all causes for Lurgan were 2 from measles. Included in the 4 deaths from 
all causes for Sligo is one death from measles, and the one death recorded for each of Kilkenny and Athlone 
was from diphtheria, 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 
In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 165—82 boys and 
83 girls—and the deaths to 139—70 males and 69 females. 


DEATHS. 


The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 12) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 16:3 per 1,000 of the population, 
During the twenty-seven weeks, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 22°7, and was 0:1 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1904-1913.

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The total deaths registered, numbering 139, represent an annual rate of 17-9 per 1,000; the annual rate 
for the past twenty-seven weeks was 24°3 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period 
of the past ten years was 24:0 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

Among the deaths registered there was one from paratyphoid fever, there were 2 from measles, one from 
whooping-cough, 3* from diphtheria, and 4 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. In 
each of the 3 preceding weeks deaths from enteric fever were one, one, and one; deaths from measles were 
8, 5, and 3; deaths from whooping-cough were 0, 0, and 0; deaths from diphtheria were one, 0, and one; 
and deaths from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 ‘years were 4, 7, and 4. 

There were 30* deaths from tuberculous disease, including 21 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 4 
from tuberculous meningitis, 2 from abdominal tuberculosis, and 3 from other forms of the disease. In each 
of the 3 preceding weeks deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease were 25, 18, and 24, 

Seven* deaths resulted from cancer. 

Of 9 deaths from convulsions, 8 were of infants under one year of age, and one [was between the ages of 
one year and 2 years; 2 infants died from premature birth, and 2 from congenital debility. 

Broncho-pneumonia caused 6 deaths, lobar pneumonia one death, and pneumonia (type not distinguished) 
2 deaths. 

There were 10 deaths from organic diseases of the heart, and 9 deaths from bronchitis. 

Of 5 deaths attributed to accident or negligence, one was by drowning, one was by a railway engine, and 
one was by a motor lorry. 

One death was assigned to homicide. 

Tn 5 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness ; these eases comprise the deaths of 4 infants under one year old, and the death of one person aged 68 
years. 

Forty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the. week were under 5 years of age 
(28 being infants under one year, of whom 11 were under one month old), and 24 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 16 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 10 aged 75 and upwards. 


Fifty-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 5 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, and 13 in the South Dublin Union 


Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions. being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See Tables TTT. and VIT.] » 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 163 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 166 (North 
City Districts, 14°6 ; South, 19°0) and in the Suburbs 15°38, 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 1°3 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 1°3 (in the North City Districts 1°9, and in the South 0:7), and for the Suburbs 1:1 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 15°5 per 1,000, 
and include one death from measles and 4 from tuberculous disease. 

p No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 24:0 per 1,000. Among 
them are one death from paratyphoid fever, one from diphtheria, 3 from tuberculous disease, one from brorcho-pneumonia, 2 
from bronchitis, 2 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age, and one accidental death. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (11) are equivalent to an annual rate of 20°6 per 1,000. Four 
deaths from tuberculous disease, one from broncho—pneumonia, and 2 from bronchitis were recorded. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (3) represent an annual rate of 4°4 per 1,000, and include one 
death from broncho-pneumonia. 

Other North City Districts—Vhe annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Coolock and 
Drumcondra, part of, 3°8 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 14°6; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 0:0 
One of the 3 deaths from all causes for Finglas and Glasnevin was from diphtheria. 

No. 1 South City District (South Eari-street)—The deaths (5) represent an annual rate of 64 per 1,000. Two of these 
deaths were from pulmonary tuberculosis. : 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 284 per 1,000. Included in 
these are one death from whooping-cough, 2 from pulmonary tuberculos’s, and one from lobar-pneumonia. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 27°5 per 1,000. Among them 
are 7 deaths from tuberculous disease, 2 from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from pneumonia, 4 from bronchitis, and one accidental 
death. 
No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths (11) are equivalent to an annual rate of 17°3 per 1,000, 
including one death of a child under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis, and one accidental death. 

New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual rate of 21:2 per 1,000. One death from tuberculous 
meningitis was recorded. 

Vroon Mestricts—Vhe annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines and Rathgar, 160 ; 
Pembroke. 12°1; Blackrock, 34:0; and Kingstown, 9°2. The only deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated 
for these districts were one from measles and one of a child under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis for Rathmines and 
Rathgar. Among the 12 deaths from all causes for Rathmines and Rathgar were 3 from tuberculous disease ; one of the 7 
deaths from all causes for Pembroke was from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from bronchitis, and one was assigned to homicide. 
‘Two of the 6 deaths from all causes for Blackrock were from pulmonary tuberculosis; and one of the 3 deaths from all causes 


for Kingstown was from broncho-pneumonia. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND 


‘The mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 13:3), was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 12:7 per 1,000 persons living; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 14:1 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 15:2, and for Edinburgh 12:2. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH, 


‘Vhe Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxweii Williamson, M.D., B.SC., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
4th July. From this Report it appears that of a total of 89 cases notitied, 51 were scarlet fever, 17 
phthisis, 12 diphtheria, 7 erysipelas, one enteric fever, and one puerperal fever. Among the 518 
cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the close of: the week were 232 cases of scarlet fever, 194 of 
pbthisis, 55 of diphtheria, 9 of chicken-pox, 7 of erysipelas, 6 of enteric fever, and 3 of measles.

Yable X11. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the Dublin Hospitals. 
during the week ended 4th July, 1914, and the number under treatment at the close of each of the: 
3 preceding weeks. 

From this it appears that :— 

Four cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, 6 were discharged,. 
and 22 cases remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week, the respective numbers in 
hospital at the close of the 3 preceding weeks being 34, 28, and 24. 

Seventeen cases of measles were admitted to hospital, 14 were discharged, there was one death, and 52 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the end of the 3 preceding weeks such cases 
were 77, 64, and 50, respectively. 

Thirteer, cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 13 were discharged, and 108* cases remained 
under treatment at the close of the week. At the close of the 3 preceding weeks the 
cases in hospital were 124, 121, and 108, respectively. 

Seven cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital during the week, 11 were discharged, and there- 
were 2 deaths. The cases in hospital, which at the close of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 43, 41, 
and 42 respectively, were 36 at the close of last week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 4 cases of pneumonia were admitted to hospital, 9 were- 
discharged, there was one death, and 16 cases remained under treatment at the end of the week.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Statious—see VasLe II.) 

Sir John Moore, M.A., M.D., D.P.H., D.SC., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 4th July, 1914:— 

“The most striking feature of this week was the ‘heat-wave’ with which June passed into July. 
‘This was accompanied and followed by very severe thunderstorms in England, but Ireland escaped this 
visitation, receiving only a gentle and welcome rainfall in its southern and western districts. After 
Wednesday much lower temperatures prevailed and Thursday night was quite cool in Scotland and Ireland, 
the thermometer falling to 49° at Wick, 48° on Barra Island, in Dublin, and at Roche’s Point, Co. Cork, 
47° at Stornoway, and 46° at Blacksod Point, Co. Mayo. Friday night was still colder, 42° being recorded 
at Bath and Birr Castle and 39° at Nairn. During the first three days of the week an anticyclone still 
‘stretched across Ireland and England from the Mid-Atlantic, while an area of relatively low pressure over 
Iceland caused a warm 8.W. wind to pass over the British Islands. This, together with a comparatively 
clear sky and consequent hot sunshine, determined a ‘heat-wave’ which culminated in England on 
Wednesday, July 1, when the screened thermometer rose to 85° or a little higher in some parts of that 
country, to 90° at South Kensington, 92° at Greenwich, and 94° at Camden Square, Londoa, N.W. In 
Ireland the heat was not so extreme—on Monday, June 29, 74° was reached at Birr Castle and in Dublin, 
and 75° at Donaghadee ; on Tuesday, June 30, the highest was 76° in Dublin; on Wednesday, July 1, 73° 
was recorded at Birr Castle, but only 64° in Dublin. In the period from Wednesday to Friday a large 
though shallow area of low pressure drifted slowly northwards across the British Isles, its passage being 
attended by heavy thunder rains in Great Britain, but finer and much cooler weather in Ireland. On 
Saturday, however, the weather broke in the latter country, strong southerly winds, clouds, and heavy rain 
becoming general as a new depression spread in from the Atlantic. In Dublin the mean height of the 
barometer was 29:976 inches, the range being between 30°334 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, W.) and 
29:589 inches at 9 am. of Thursday (wind, W. by N.). The corrected mean temperature was 61°6°, the 
mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 60-9°. On Tuesday the screened thermometers rose to 
76-0°, on Friday they fell to 483°. The most prevalent wind direction was W.N.W. Rain fell on 2 days, 
-689 inch being recorded on Saturday, and the total measurement for the week being *697 inch.” 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 


during the week was 29-976 inches.

Yhe deaths from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 1°6 per 1,000. Among the 130 deaths from all causes for Belfast were 
6 from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 2 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, and 5 from diarrhea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years. ‘The 23 deaths from ail causes for Cork included one from each of enteric 
fever and whooping-cougk. Two of the 21 deaths from all causes for Londonderry were of children under 
2 years from diarrhwa and enteritis. One of the 6 deaths recorded for Lurgan was from scarlet fever. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the J ublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 214—111 boys and 
103 girls—and the deaths to 128—64 males and 64 females. 


DEATHS, 


The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into public institutions 
frou localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 15-0 per 1,000 of the population. 
During the twenty-eight weeks, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 22-5, and was 0-1 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1904-1913.

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The total deaths registered, numbering 128, represent an annual rate of 16:4 per 1,000; the annual rate 
for the past twenty-eight weeks was 24:0 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period 
of the past ten years was 23:8 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

The deaths include 2 from enteric fever, 4 from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, and 4 from diarrhoea 
and enteritis of childven under 2 years of age. In each of the 3 weeks preceding deaths from enteric fever 
were one, one, and one; deaths from?measles were 5, 3, and 2; deaths from whooping-cough were 0, UV, and 
one ; and deaths from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years were 7, 4, and 4, 

The total deaths from tuberculosis numbered 23*, including 18 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 
from tuberculous meningitis, and 3 from other forms of the disease. In each of the 3 weeks preceding deaths. 
from all forms of tuberculous disease were, respectively, 18, 24, and 30. 

Eight* deaths were attributed to cancer. 

There were 3 deaths from premature birth, one from congenital debility, and one from convulsions, all 
of infants under one year of age. 

Broncho-pneumonia caused 6 deaths, pneumonia (type not distinguished) 4 deaths, and bronchitis 
9 deaths. 

There were 11 deaths from organic diseases of the heart, and 4 assigned to acute endocariitis, 

Of 3 deaths from accidental causes, one was by drowning, and there was one suicidal death. 

In 2 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness ; these were deaths of infants under one year old. 

Thirty-one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(16 being infants under one year, of whom 5 were under one month old), and 35 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 26 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 13 aged 75 and upwards, of whom 
one (a female) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 

Sixty-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 10 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, and 10 in the South Dublin Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed.

Among them are one from measles, 4 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from bronchitis, and one of a child under 2 years of age 
from diarrhoea and enteritis. 

No, 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (11) are equivalent to an annual rate of 20°6 per 1,000, 
Tneluded in these are 4 from tuberculous disease, one from broncho-pneumonia, and one of a child under 2 years of age from 
diarrhoea and enteritis. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street),—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 20:5 per 1,000. One death from 
tuberculous meningitis, one from bronchitis, one from diarrhoea and enteritis (a child under 2 years of age), and one accidental 
death were recorded.

INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


Lhe Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
llth July. From this Report it appears that of a total of 82 cases notified, 48 were scarlet fever, 19 
diphtheria, 10 phthisis, 4 erysipelas, and one puerperal fever. Among the 521 cases of infectious diseases 
in hospital at the close of the week were 236 cases of scarlet fever, 190 of phthisis, 64 of diphtheria, 
8 of erysipelas, 5 of measles, 5 of chicken-pox, 3 of entevic fever, and 2 of puerperal fever.

METEOROLOGY, 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations—see 'lapie II.) 
Sir John Moore, M.A., M.D., D.P.H., D.8C., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 


week ending Saturday, 11th July, 1914:— 

“ Changeable, summer weather was prevalent in this period. Areas of high atmospheric pressure were 
found over the extreme north of Europe in one direction, and on the Ocean near and beyond the Azores in 
the other direction. In the intervening region shallow depressions drifted slowly northwards across the 
British Isles, their progress being accompanied by falls of rain or thunder showers followed by fine, bright 
On Sunday morning a well-marked cyclonic system was centred on the Atlantic about 150 
miles otf the Mayo coast. A secondary shallow depression lay on St. George’s Channel at the same time. 
The day was fine in Ireland, but rainy in many parts of Great Britain. A striking feature of the weather 
at the time was the torrid heat which prevailed in northern Europe—the thermometer rose on Sunday to 84° 
at Bodé in Norway and St. Petersburg, to 88° at Karlstad, in Sweden, and to 90° at Haparanda on the Gulf 
of Bothnia—the first and last of the stations named are on the Arctic Circle. Until Thursday the British 
Isles remained under the influence of shallow, complex depressions, but an anticyclone then spread north- 
wards from the Continent and the weather improved. On Wednesday forenoon two torrential showers fell in 
Dublin, yielding 306 inch in the rain gauge. Thunder was heard as the second shower passed off. Thursday 
was cloudy but fine warm and dry with the exception of one slight shower in the morning. Friday and 
Saturday were both fine with a light to moderate easterly breeze, On the latter day temperature rose to 
71:92 in Dublin. A thunderstorm occurred in Kerry on Friday. Lightning was seen at Roche’s Point 
and thunder was heard at Liverpool. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29-928 inches, the 
range being from 29-680 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, 8.E.) to 30-196 inches at 9 p.m. of Thursday 
(wind, S.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 6°1°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 


On Saturday the screened thermometers rose to 71-9° having fallen to 50-3° on Monday.

of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Saturday, on which day the thermometer 
registered 73°, and was lowest on Monday, the mercury having fallen to 44°, ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb 
for the week was 59:9° and of the Wet Bulb, 57:1°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The rainfall during the week measured 0°455 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 62°3°, the maximum 81°8°, and the minimum 
45-2°+ and at Edinburgh the maximum was 69-8°, the minimum 48:1°, and the mean 589°. The rainfall at 
Greenwich measured 0°64 in. There was no rainfall recorded at Edinburgh.

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The deaths from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 1:9 per 1,000, Among the 103 deaths from all causes for Belfast were 
one from typhus, 4 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 4 from whooping-cough, and 6 from diarrhoea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years. Included in the 21 deaths from all causes for Cork is one from whooping- 
cough, and one from diarrhcea and enteritis of a child under 2 years. One of the 18 deaths from all causes 
for Londonderry is from enteric fever. The 8 deaths recorded for Lurgan include one from measles. ; Three 
of the 6 deaths from all causes for Sligo are from measles, and the only death recorded for Bangor is from 
whooping-cough. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 
In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 208—109 boys and 
99 girls—and the deaths to 139—74 males and 65 females, 


DEATHS, 


The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 17:2 per 1,000 of the poun ane 
During the twenty-nine weeks, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 22°3, and was 0-2 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1904-1913.

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The total deaths registered, numbering 139, represent an annual rate of 17-9 per 1,000; the annual rate 
for the past twenty-nine weeks was 23°8 per !,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period 
of the past ten years was 23-7 per 1,(00 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

The total includes one death from paratyphoid fever, 6 deaths from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 2 from 
diphtheria, and 6 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. In each of the 3 weeks 
preceding deaths from enteric fever were one, one, and 2; deaths from measles were 3, 2, and 4; deaths from 
scarlet fever were 0, 0, and 9; deaths from diphtheria were one, 3, and 0; and deaths from diarrhea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years were 4, 4, and 4. 

Of 24* deaths from tuberculous disease, 16 were attributed to pulmonary tuberculosis, 4 to tuberculous 
meningitis, and 4 to‘other forms of the disease. In the 3 preceding weeks deaths from all forms of tuberculous 
disease were 24, 30, and 23 respectively. 

Cancer caused the deaths of 7 persons. 

There were 4 deaths from convulsions, 3 being infants under one year, and one was aged 3 years and 9 
months ; there was one death of an infant from congenital malformation, and 9 deaths of, infants from pre. 
maturity. 

Three deaths were from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from lobar pneumonia, and 7 from pneumonia (type not 
distinguished). 

Organic diseases of the heart caused 12 deaths including one death from acute endocarditis. 

There were 5 deaths from bronchitis. 

Of 5 deaths attributed to accident or negligence, one was by drowning, one was of an infant by suffocation 
in bed, and one was by a tram car. 

In 6 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness ; these cases include the deaths of 2 infants under one year old, and the death of one person aged 68 

ears. 
4 Forty-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(27 being infants under one year, of whom 14 were under one month old), and 23 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 16 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 9 aged 75 and upwards. 

Sixty-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, and 16 in the South Dublin Union 


Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ITT. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 17:2 per 1,000 ; the rate in the City was 19-0 (North 
City Districts, 16:1; South, 22°2) and in the Suburbs 11°5. : 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 2°3 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 2°7 (in the North City Districts 2°2, and in the South 8:2), and for the Suburbs 1°1 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, Kast (Clarence-street, North).— The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 13:8 per 1,000. 
They include one death from measles, one from scarlet fever, one from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from pneumonia, and one of 
a child under 2 years of age from diarrhcea and enteritis. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill)—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 20-2 per 1,000. 
One death from measles, 3 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from pneumonia, one from bronchitis, and one from diarrhoea 
and enteritis (a child under 2 years of age) were recorded. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street),—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 31°8 per 1,000. 
Included im these are 7 deaths from tuberculosis, one from broncho-pneumonia, and one accidental death, 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (9) represent an annual rate of 13°2 per 1,000. There was one 
death from measles, one from pulmonary tuberculosis, one of a child under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis, and 2 


accidental deaths. 
Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Coolock and 


Drumcondra, part of, 3°8 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Clontarf and Howth, No.1, part of, 0-0 ; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 
0:0. 

No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 20°5 per 1,000. Among them 
are 2 deaths from measles, 2 from tuberculosis, 2 from bronchitis, and one of a child under 2 years of age from diarrhea 


and enteritis. 
No, 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 22°7 per 1,000, and include one 


from measles, 2 from tuberculosis, 2 from pneumonia, and one accidental death. 
No. 3 South Crty District (Peter-street)—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 21°6 per 1,000. One death 
from diphtheria, 4 from pulmonary tuberculos?s, one from bronchitis, 2 from diarrhoea and enteritis (children under 2 years of 


age), and one accidental death, were recorded. 
No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street)—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 26°7 per 1,000. 


Included in these are one death from scarlet fever, 2 from tuberculosis, and 3 from pneumonia. 
New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (3) are equal to an annual rate of 15°9 per 1,000. One death was caused by 


paratyphoid fever and one by broncho-pneumonia. 
Uroan Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines and Rathgar, 6°7 ; 


Pembroke. 10°3 ; Blackrock, 17°0; and Kingstown, 21°5, The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise one from diphtheria for Pembroke and one from scarlet fever for Kingstown, One of the 5 deaths from all 
causes for Rathmines and Rathgar is from lobar pneumonia, Included in the 6 deaths from all causes for Pembroke is one 
from pulmonary tuberculosis. One of the 3 deaths from all causes for Blackrock is from lobar pneumonia; and one of the 7 
deaths from all causes for Kingstown is from bronchitis. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND 


The mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 11:8), was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 11+6 per 1,000 persons living; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 12-7 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 12-8, and for Edinburgh 11-2. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


‘The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, .D., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
18th July.

Yable X11. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the Dublin Hospitals 
during the week ended 18th July, 1914, and the number under treatment at the close of each of the 
3 preceding weeks. 

From this it appears that :— 

Twenty-two cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, 7 were discharged, 
and 40 cases remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week, the respective numbers in 
hospital at the close of the 3 preceding weeks being 24, 22, and 24. 

One case of typhus remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week : 

Twenty cases of measles were admitted to hospital, 20 were discharged, and 55 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the end of the 3 preceding weeks such cases 
were 50, 52, and 55, respectively. 

Fifteen cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 16 were discharged, there was one death, and 92* 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the close of the 3 preceding weeks the 
cases in hospital were 108, 108, and 94, respectively. ' 

Six cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital during the week, 4 were discharged, and there were 2 
deaths, The cases in hospital, which at the close of the 3 preceding weeks nwubered 42, 36, and 40 respectively, 
were 40 at the close of last week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 4 cases of pneumonia were admitted to hospital, 4 were 
discharged, there was one death, and 18 cases remained under treatment at the end of the week.

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 1°8 per 1,000. Among the 111 deaths from all causes for Belfast were 
one from typhus, one from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 2 from whooping-cough, and 9 from diarrheal 
diseases. ‘The 20 deaths from all causes for Cork include 2 from whooping-cougk and 3, of children under 2 
years of age, from diarrhea and enteritis ; and of the 8 deaths from all causes for Sligo, 5 were due to 
measles, 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 
In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 197—107 boys and 
90 girls—and the deaths to 129—71 males and 58 females. 


DEATHS. 


The deaths vegistered, omitting the deaths (numbering 10) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate ot mortality of 15:3 per 1,000 of the population. 
During the thirty weeks, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 22-0, and was 0-3 below the 
mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1904-1913.

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The total deaths registered, numbering 129, represent an annual rate of 16°6 per 1,000; the annual rate 
for the past thirty weeks was 23-5 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period of the 
past ten years was also 23-5 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 


Included in the total number of deaths registered. there were 2 from enteric fever, 2 from measles, one 
from diphtheria, and 6 from diarrhcea and entevitis of children under 2 years of age. In each of the three 
weeks preceding deaths from enteric fever were one, 2, and one ; deaths from measles were 2, 4, and 6 ; deaths 
from diphtheria were 3, 0, and 2; and deaths from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years were 
4, 4, and 6. ; 


Tuberculosis in its various forms caused the deaths of 30* persons ; these deaths include 19 from pulmonary 
lo 


tuberculosis, 7 from tuberculous meningitis, and 4 from other forms of the disease. In each of the 3 previous 
weeks tuberculosis caused 30, 23, and 24 deaths. 


The deaths of 10* persons were caused by cancer. 


There were 2 deaths from convulsions, one of an infant under one year of age, and one aged 2. years ; 
there was one death from a congenital malformation, 3 from premature birth, and 4 from congenital debility, 


Of 4 deaths from pneumonia, 2 were attributed to broncho-pneumonia and 2 to pneumonia (type not 
distinguished), 


Six deaths were caused by bronchitis. and 14 were from organic diseases of the heart, including one death 
from acute endocarditis. 


The two deaths referred to accidental causes were by anaesthesia and by drowning, respectively, 


In 2 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness ; both were deaths of infants under one year old. 


Thirty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age

(23 being infants under one year, of whom 9 were under one month old), and 22 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 15 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 7 aged 75 and upwards. 


Fifty-six of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 10 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, and 10 in the South Dublin Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District caleulated on the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IiJ. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 15°3 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 17:1 (North 
City Districts, 15°5; South, 19°0) and in the Suburbs 9:3, 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases} in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 1°4 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 1°5 (in the North City Districts 0°3, and in the South 2°9), and for the Suburbs 1-1 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North)—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 86 per 1,000, 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill)—-The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 240 per 1,000, 
and include 4 deaths from tuberculous disease, one from bronchitis, and one of a child under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and 
enteritis. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (11) are equivalent to an annual rate of 20°6 per 1,000. 
Among them are 3 deaths from tuberculous disease, one from pneumonia, and one from bronchitis. 

No, 3 North City District (Benburb-street),—The deaths (11) represent an annual rate of 16°1 per 1,000. Three deaths 
from tuberculous disease ar:d one suicidal death were recorded. 

Other North City Districts—Vhe annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Coolock and 
Drumcondra, part of, 7°6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Clontarf aud Howth, No. 1, part of, 0°0 ; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 
4°9. The 2 deaths for Coolock and Drumcondra were caused by pulmonary tuberculosis. 

No, 1 South City District (South Kari-street).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 19°2 per 1,000. Included in 
these are one death from enteric fever, one from measles, 3 from tuberculosis, 2 of children under 2 years of age'from diarrhcea 
and enteritis, and one death by accidental drowning. 

No, 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (5) are egual to an annual rate of 14°2 per 1,000, and include one 
death from pulmonary tuberculosis and one from broncho-pneumonia, 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 22°8 per 1,000. There were 
one death from measles, 2 from pulmonary tuberculos?s, one from broncho-pneumonia, one from pneumonia, 8 from bronchitis, 
and 2 (children under 2 years of age) from diarrhoea and enteritis. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths (8) are equivalent to an annual rate of 12-6 per 1,000, 
Three of the deaths were caused by tuberculous disease. 

New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 31°8 per 1,000. Among them were 2 deaths 
from tuberculous disease, one from bronchitis, and one, a child under 2 years of age, from diarrhoea and enteritis. 

Vroon Pistricts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines and Rathgar, 12-0 ; 
Pembroke. 12:1; Blackrock, 0°0; and Kingstown, 81. The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise one death from enteric fever for Rathmines and Rathgar, and one death from diphtheria for Pembroke. One 
of the 9 deaths for Rathmines and Rathgar was from tuberculous meningitis ; and of the 7 deaths from all causes for Pembroke 
2 were from pulmonary tuberculosis. 
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ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 10-6), was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 11:3 per 1,000 persons living; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 13:5 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 14°3, and for Edinburgh 11-2. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.p., B.8c., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
25th July. From this Report it appears that of a total of 50 cases notified, 31 were scarlet fever, 5 
phthisis, 5 diphtheria, 4 enteric fever, 4 erysipelas, and one puerperal fever. Among the 514 cases of 
infectious diseases in hospital at thefclose of the week were 239 cases of scarlet fever, 191. of phthisis, 
56 4 diphtheria, 7 of erysipelas, 7 of enteric fever, 3 of puerperal fever, 2 of measles, and 2 of whooping- 
cough.

Cases oF InFectious Disrases UnpER TREATMENT IN DuBiin Hospirats. 

Table X1J. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the Dublin Hospitals 
during the week ended 25th July, 1914, and the number under treatment at the close of each of the 
3 preceding weeks. 

From this it appears that :— 

Thirty-five cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, 4 were discharged, there were 
2 deaths, and 69 cases remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week, the respective numbers in 
hospital at the close of the 3 preceding weeks, being 22, 24, and 40. : 

One case of typhus remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week. 

Ten cases of measles were admitted to hospital, 16 were discharged, there was one death, and 48 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the end of the 3 preceding weeks such cases 
were 52, 55, and 55, respectively. 

Eleven cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 24 were discharged, anders 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the close of the 3 preceding weeks the 
cases in hospital were 108, 94, and 92, respectively. 

Eight cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital during the week, 12 were discharged, and there was one 
death. The cases in hospital, which at the close of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 36, 40, and 40 respectively, 
were 35 at the close of last week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 3 cases of pneumonia were admitted to hospital, 5 were 
discharged, there was one death, and 15 cases remained under treatment at the end of the week.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations—see 'TaBiE IT.) 

Sir John Moore, M.a., M.D., D.P.H., D.8¢., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 25th July, 1914:— 

“ Changeable, showery, and finally windy weather prevailed during this week. Throughout the period 
the barometer stood high (1025 millibars, or 30°27 inches) at the Azores, whereas areas of relatively low 
pressure moved southeastwards across North-western Europe. On Sunday morning one such system stretched 
from the south coast of Iceland to the southwest of Ireland, causing southerly winds and rain in the latter 
country. This depression spread slowly southeastwards, becoming deeper as it travelled and taking upa 
central position at the mouth of the English Channel on Monday morning, with a barometric reading of 990 
millibars (29°24 inches). As it travelled the wind backed in Ireland from 8. and 8.E. to E. and N.E., rain 
falling generally, very heavily over the S.W. of England—at Portland Bill the measurement was 1°34 inches ; 
at Plymouth it was 1:46 inches. On Tnesday the advance of a new depression from Iceland sent a warm air 
current over Ireland so that the thermometer rose to 79° at Birr Castle and to 74° in Dublin. At 5°30 p.m. 
of this day the barometer rose suddenly and sharply in this City as a thunderstorm approached from N, 
‘Thunder was heard between 5°30 and 6 p.m. and lightning was seen at 10 p.m. By Wednesday morning the 
centre of the depression reached the Shetlands, near which it became stationary and so remained for the rest 
of the week. Shallow seccndaries passing southeastwards over the British Isles caused squally W. to N.W. 
winds, frequent clouds and showers, and low temperatures for the season from Wednesday onwards. Friday 
and Saturday were rough, showery, chilly days—more like April or October than July. In Dublin the mean 
height of the barometer was 29-740 inches, the range being only from 29°570 inches on Monday at 2 a.m. 
(wind, N.E.) and 29-873 inches at 9 a.m. of Wednesday (wind, N.W.). The corrected mean temperature 

was 59°9°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 am. and 9 p.m. being 58°3°. On Tuesday the screened 
thermometers rose to 73°8°, on Saturday they fell to 50:1°. Thunder and lightning occurred on Tuesday. 
The dominant wind was N.W., from which point it blew strongly on and after Wednesday. Main fell on six 
days to the amount of -280 inch, of which :094 inch was recorded on Saturday, and “)89 inch on Friday.” 


- 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 99-744 inches. The highest reading (29°872) was on Wednesday, at 9 a.m., the lowest 
(29:606) on Sunday, at 9 p.m. 

The mean temperature for the week was 590°, being 0-1° above the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature*™ was highest on ‘Tuesday, on which day the thermometer 
registered 77°, and was lowest on Sunday, the mercury having fallen to 46°. The mean of the Dry Bulb 
for the week was 58:0° and of the Wet Bulb, 558°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘87, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The rainfall during the week measured 0°520 inch, vw 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 62°5°, the maximum 78:0°, and the minimum 
51:1°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 79-7°, the minimum 481°, and the mean 58°6°. The rainfall at 
Greenwich measured 0°31 in. ; and at Edinburgh 0°03 in.

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 2:3 per 1,000. Among the 115 deaths from all causes for Belfast were- 
one from enteric fever, one from typhus, 6 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 7 from whooping-cough, and 
9 from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years. Included in the 23 deaths from all causes for Cork 
are one from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, and 4 from diphtheria. One of the 11 deaths from all causes 
for Limerick is froin scarlet fever.

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The total deaths registered, numbering 144, represent an annual rate of 18-5 per 1,000; the annual rate 
for the past thirty-one weeks was 23-4 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period of 
the past ten years was also 23:4 per 1,(00 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

Among the total deaths registered are 2 from enteric fever, one from scarlet fever, and 9 from diarrhea 


and enteritis of children under 2 years of age, 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from enteric fever were 2, one, and 2 ; deaths from scarlet fever were 
0, 3, and 0; and deaths of children under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis were 4, 6, and 6 
respectively. 

Twenty-eight* deaths were caused by tuberculous disease, comprising 23 deaths from pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 2 from abdominal tuberculosis, and 3 from other forms of the disease. In the 3 preceding weeks 
deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 23, 24, and 30, respectively, 

There were 9 deaths from cancer. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 6 were attributed to convulsions, 4 to premature birth, and 
6 to congenital debility. 

Broncho-pneumonia caused 4 deaths, and pneumonia (type not distinguished) 4 deaths, 

To organic diseases of the heart 11 deaths were ascribed, and to bronchitis 10 deaths, 

Of 2 accidental deaths one (that of a child aged 14 months) was caused by scalds, 

There was one case of suicide. 

In 7 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness ; these cases include the deaths of 6 children under 5 years of age (including 5 infants under one year 
old). 

Forty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(37 being infants under one year, of whom 15 were under one month old), and 22 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 17 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 9 aged 75 and upwards, of whom 
one (a male) was stated to have been aged 91 years. 

Seventy-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 10 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhonse, 12 in the South Dublin Union 
Workhouse, and 5 in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See ‘lables ITI. and VIT.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 17:3 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 183 (North 
Vity Districts, 18-0; South, 18°6) and in the Suburbs 14-2, 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 1°7 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 2°2 (in the North City Districts 1:3, and in the South 3:2), and for the Suburbs 0-0 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 20°7 per 1,000, 
There were 4 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis and one death of a child under 2 years of age from diarrhcea and enteritis. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths. (15) are equal to an annual rate of 189 per 1,000. 
Two deaths were caused by pulmonary tuberculosis, one by pneumonia, and one (that of a child under 2 years of age) from 
diarrhoea and enteritis. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street),—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual rate of 29-9 per 1,000. 
Among them are 3 deaths from tuberculous disease, one death from bronchitis, one death from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child 
under 2 years of age, and one accidental death. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street),—The deaths (7) represent an annual rate of 10°3 per 1,000. Pneumonia 
caused 2 deaths. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Coolock and 
Drumcondra, part of, 22-9 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 00 ; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 
4:9, Of the 6 deaths from all causes for Coolock and Drumeondra, part of, one was from enteric fever. 

No, 1 South City District (South Kari-street)—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 20°5 per 1,000, and include 
one death from scarlet fever, 5 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 from bronchitis, ar:d 3 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years of age. 

No. 2 Soudh City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 19-9 per 1,000. One death from 
pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 deaths from pneumonia. and one death from bronchitis were recorded. 
jee, No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths /12) are equal to an annual rate of 14:4 per 1,000. Among them 
are one death each from pulmonary tuberculos’s and broncho-pneumonia, 2 deaths from bronchitis, and 2 deaths from diarrhoea 
and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual rate of 23-6 per 1,000, 
and include one death from enteric fever, one from abdominal tuberculosis, one from bronchitis, and one trom diarrhm@a. 

New Kilmainkam District.—The deaths (2) are equal to an annual rate of 10°6 per 1,000. Of the deaths one was caused 
by pulmonary tuberculosis and one death by diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age. 

Vroan Mistricts— The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—-Rathmines and Rathgar, 13°3; 
Pembroke. 10°3 ; Blackrock, 11'3 ; and Kingstown, 24°6. ‘There was no death from any of the principal epidemic diseases tabulated 
for these districts. The 10 deaths from all causes for Rathmines and Rathgar included 2 deaths from tuberculous disease. Of 
the 6 deaths from all causes for Pembroke 8 were caused by pulmonary tuberculosis and one by bronchitis ; and the 8 deaths 
from all causes for Kingstown included one from pulmonary tuberculosis and one from pneumonia. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in London was e jual to an average annual death-rate of 12:1 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 12:9 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 
119, and for Edinburgh 15-7. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


Lhe Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
1st August. From this Report it appears that of a total of 55 cases notified, 30 were scarlet fever, 15 
phthisis, 8 diphtheria, one enteric fever, and one erysipelas. Among the 513 cases of infectious diseases in 
hospital at the close of the week were 231 cases of scarlet fever, 204 of phthisis, 56 of diphtheria, 7 of 
enteric fever, 4 of erysipelas, 2 of puerperal fever, and 2 of whooping-cough.

METEOROLOGY. 


(Yor Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations—see 'laBiu II.) 

Sir John Moore, m.a., M.D., D.P.H., D.SC., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 1st August, 1914:— 

“This, the closing week of July, was cool, cloudy, changeable. ‘The N.W. winds of the previous week 
continued to prevail, but with gradually lessening strength until Thursday, when a new circulation of air 
from 8.E. and 8. spread over Ireland, as an Atlantic depression of far-reaching extent although of no great 
intensity approached our western shores. Earlier in the week the weather and wind direction were governed 
by a depression which hovered for many days off the southwest coast of Norway and which moved slowly in a 
south-easterly direction across Denmark to the North German Provinces. The N.W. winds of this system 
brought clouds and low temperatures to the British Isles—thus, on Monday the highest temperatures ranged 
in most districts between 60° and 65° —Dublin reporting 61°-——while in the north of Scotland the thermometer 
rose very little above 55°. Tuesday was warmer and finer. On Wednesday a ridge of high atmospheric 
pressure spread in over Ireland, in which country the day proved very fine and bright. By Thursday 
morning all parts of the United Kingdom had come under the influence of the anticyclone, but wireless 
reports from the Atlantic showed that beyond the 20th meridian moderate to fresh §.W. winds had already 
set in, with dull weather and rain in places. On Friday morning the large though rather shallow depression 
which was causing this unsettled weather on the Atlantic had reached Ireland, whence it spread to Great 
Britain also by Saturday. Its heavy rainfall was not felt in Dublin until Saturday evening, but the 7 a.m. 
measurements on Friday were 1:02 inches at Valentia, ‘47 inch at Roche’s Point, and °43 inch at Blacksod 
Point. By Saturday morning an additional rainfall of -55 inch had occurred at Valentia, In Dublin the 
mean height of the barometer was 29-807 inches, the range being from 30°049 inches at 9 a.m. of Thursday 
(wind, W.N.W.) to 29581 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, §.). The corrected mean temperature was 
57°69, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 56°6°. On Sunday and Monday tho 
screened thermometers fell to 49-0°, on Saturday they rose to 66°1°. The prevalent winds were N.W. till 
Thursday, then S.E, and 8, Rain fell on 5 days to the amount of *363 inch, of which ‘176 inch was recorded 


-on Saturday.” 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 29-811 inches. The highest reading (30°048) was on Thursday, at 9 a.m., the lowest 
(29-583) on Saturday, at 9 p.m. J 

The mean temperature for the week was 57:3°, being 1:3° below the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Saturday, on which day the thermometer 
registered 69°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the mercury having fallen to 46°. ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb 
for the week was 56:5° and of the Wet Bulb, 54:4°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘87, complete 
saturation being represented by 10. The rainfall during the week measured 0°350 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 59-8°, the maximum 81°6°, and the minimum 
48:1°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 65°3°, the minimum 47:2°, and the mean 55°7°. The rainfall at 
Greenwich measured 0.13 in. ; and at Edinburgh 0°47 in.

he deaths from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 1:8 per 1,000. Among the 137 deaths from all causes for Belfast were 
one from enteric fever, one from typhus, 5 from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 2 from whooping-cough, and 
3 from diarrhea’and enteritis of children under 2 years. Included in the 21 deaths from all causes for Cork 
are 3 from whooping-cough and 2 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years. One of the 9 
deaths from all causes for Limerick is from enteric fever and included in the 2 deaths recorded for 
Queenstown is one from whooping cough. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 
In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 166—87 boys and 
79 girls—and the deaths to 136—81 males and 55 females. 


DEATHS. 


The deaths registered, omitting the one death of a person admitted into a public institution from a 
locality outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 17:3 per 1,000 of the population. 
During the thirty-two weeks, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 21-7, and was 0-4 below the 
mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1904-1913.

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The total deaths registered, numbering 136, represent an annual rate of 17-5 per 1,000 ; the annual rate 
for the past thirty-two weeks was 23-2 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the curresponding period of 
the past ten years was 23°5 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

The deaths registered include 2 from enteric fever, 2 from measles, one from diphtheria, and 10 deaths 
from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age, 

During the three preceding weeks, deaths from enteric fever were one, 2, and 2; deaths from measles 
Avere 6, 2, and 0; deaths from diphtheria were 2, one, and 0; and deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years of age were 6, 6, and 9, respectively. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease, numbering 24, 3U, and 28, respectively, in the three 
preceding weeks, were 25 last week, comprising 19 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from tuberculous 
meningitis, 2 from abdominal tuberculosis, and 2 from other forms of the disease. 

There were 3 deaths from broncho-pneumonia and one from lobar pneumonia, 

Cancer caused 7 deaths. 

Of the deaths of infants under one year of age, 2 were ascribed to convulsions, 3 to premature birth, and 
3 to congenital debility. 

There were 14 deaths from organic diseases of the heart and 9 from bronchitis. 

Four deaths (including one death by drowning) were attributed to accidental causes, and 3 deaths 
were stated in the Coroner’s certificates of the finding of the jury to have been caused by “ gunshot wound by 
unknown soldier.” 

In 4 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness ; these cases include the deaths of 2 infants under one year of age, and the death of one person aged 
78 years. i . 

Thirty-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(26 being infants under one year, of whom 8 were under one month old), and 30 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 24 persons aged 70 and upwards; among the latter were 15 aged 75 and upwards, of 
whom two (a male and a female) were stated to have been aged 91 and 90 years respectively. 

Fifty-five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 10 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, and 13 in the South Dublin Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
_ rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ITI. and VIT.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 17°3 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 183 (North 
City Districts, 15°5 ; South, 21°5)}and in the Suburbs 14:2. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 1°9 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 2°4 (in the North City Districts 0°3, and in the South 4:7), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 19-0 per 1,000. 
Five deaths were [caused by tuberculous disease, one by broncho-pneumonia. and 2 by violence. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 18'9 per 1,000, 
and include 3 deaths from tuberculous disease, one from bronchitis, and one violent death. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (9) are equivalent to an annual rate of 168 per 1,000. 
Among them are 2 deaths from bronchitis, one death of a child under 2 years of age from diarrhcea and enteritis, and one death 
by violence. 

No. 8 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (10) represent an annual rate of 14°7 per 1,000. There were 2 
deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis and one death from bronchitis. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Coolock and 
Drumcondra, part of, 3°8 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 0°0 ; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 
14°6. 

No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (24) represent an annual rate of 30°7 per 1,000. Three of the 
deaths were from tuberculous disease, one from lobar pneumonia, one from bronchitis, and 6 deaths of children under 2 years of 
age from diarrhoea and enteritis. 

No. 2 Souch City District (Castle-street)—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 28-4 per 1,000, and include one 
death from measles, 3 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from broncho-pneumonia, and 2 from bronchitis. 

No, 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 10°8 per 1,000. Among them 
are one death from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from broncho-pneumonia, one from bronchitis, one death from diarrhea and 
enteritis of a child under 2 years of age, and 2 accidental deaths. 

Yo. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual rate of 22-0 per 1,000, 
and include one death from diphtheria, 5 deaths from tuberculous disease, and 2 deaths of children under 2 years of age from 
diarrhoea and enteritis. 

New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 15°9 per 1,000. Enteric fever caused 2 of the 
deaths. 

Uroan Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines and Rathgar, 18°6; 
Pembroke. 6°9 ; Blackrock, 11:3; and Kingstown, 185. The only death from any of the principal epidemic diseases tabulated 
for these districts was one from measles for Rathmines and Rathgar. Of the 14 deaths from all causes for the last-named 
district 2 were from pulmonary tuberculosis. The 4 deaths from all causes for Pembroke included one from bronchitis and one 
accidental death ; and of the 6 deaths from all causes for Kingstown one was from pulmonary tuberculosis. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND 


The mortality last week in 96 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 11°9), was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 12-0 per 1,000 persons living ; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 11:6 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 11-9, and for Edinburgh 11:2. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
8th August. From this Report it appears that of a total of 70 cases notified, 39 were scarlet fever, 18 
diphtheria, 6 phthisis, 4 erysipelas, 2 cerebro-spinal fever, and one puerperal fever. Among the 534 cases 
of infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 228 cases of scarlet fever, 214 of phthisis, 


59 of diphtheria, 7 of enteric fever, 7 of erysipelas, 3 of whooping-cough, 2 of cerebro-spinal fever, 2 of 
chicken-pox, and one of puerperal fever.

‘Table XII. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the Dublin Hospitals 
during the week ended 8th August, 1914, and the number under treatment at the close of each of the 
3 preceding weeks. 

From this it appears that :— 

Seven cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, 8 were discharged, there was 
one death, and 70 cases remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week, the respective numbers in 
hospital at the close of the 3 preceding weeks being 40, 69, and 72. 

Three cases of measles were admitted to hospital, 10 were discharged, and 16 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the end of the 3 preceding weeks such cases 
were 55, 48, and 23, respectively. 

Fourteen cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 11 were discharged, one died, and 72* 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the close of the 38 preceding weeks the 
cases in hospital were 92, 79, and 70, respectively. 

Seven cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital during the week, and 5 were discharged. 
The cases in hospital, which at the close of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 40, 35, and 28 respectively, 
were 30 at the close of last week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 4 cases of pneumonia were admitted to hospital, 6 were 
discharged, and 11 cases remained under treatment at the end of the week.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations—see TABLE LE) 
Sir John Moore, M.A., M.D., D.P.H., D.8¢., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 


week ending Saturday, 8th August, 1914 :— 

“« Changeable, showery weather of the westerly or oceanic type was again experienced during this week. 
On Sunday an irregularly-shaped atmospheric depression covered the British Isles, while areas of relatively 
high pressure (30°12 inches) were found over Northern Russia and near the Azores respectively. Showers 
fell in many parts of the United Kingdom ; a brief thunderstorm passed over Dublin at 1:25 p.m., and 
thunder and lightning were also reported from Spurn Head and South Kensington, London. The depression 
moved slowly to the extreme northwest of Scotland, otf which it was still in evidence so late as Friday 
morning. In the interval a weli marked secondary low-pressure system appeared on Tuesday afternoon off the 
Land’s End in Cornwall, whence it travelled up the English Channel to the North Sea, reaching Denmark on 
‘Thursday morning. As it passed, this disturbance caused thunderstorms locally in the east and southeast of 
England, the accompanying rainfall in the London district ranging from *35 inch at Greenwich to ‘91 inch at 
Kew Observatory. In Ireland generally there were daily rainfalls chiefly in the form of showers and no 
where in very large amounts. ‘The barometer rose slowly and after a somewhat intermittent fashion until 
Friday night, when a sheet of cirriform cloud, in which a lunar halo appeared, overspread the sky quickly 
from $.W. This heralded the approach of an energetic depression from the Atlantic, the weather becoming 
once more showery as well as squally and very warm. On Saturday the depression crossed Ireland asa 
‘V-shaped’ system, the wind shifting to N.W., with heavy rain and a fall of temperature in Dublin after 
7 p.m. In this City the mean height of the barometer was 29-700 inches, pressure ranging between 29-509 
inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, W.) and 29-926 inches at 9 p.m. of Friday (wind, $.8.W.). The 
corrected mean temperature was 58°8°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 am. and 9 p.m. being 57°8°. 
The screened thermometers fell to 49°8° on Wednesday and rose to 69°7° on Saturday. Westerly and 
south-westerly winds blew throughout the period. Rain fell daily to the total amount of ‘501 inch, :260 
inch being recorded on Saturday. Thunder and lightning oceurred on Sunday. A lunar halo was seen on 


Friday night.” 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 29-69€ inches. The highest reading (29:929) was on Friday, at 9 p.m., the lowest. 
(29:509) on Sunday, at 9 a.m. ; 

The mean temperature for the week was 58.1°, being 0°3° below the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Saturday, on which day the thermometer 
registered 70°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the mercury having fallen to 47°. ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb 
for the week was 57°4° and of the Wet Bulb, 56:7°. The mean humidity of the air was °84, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The rainfall during the week measured 0°695 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 59:5°, the maximum 73:2°, and the minimum 
46°3°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 63:9°, the minimum 49°5°, and the mean 56°6°. The rainfall at. 
Greenwich measured 0.88 in. ; and at Edinburgh 0°52 in.

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 2-2 per 1,000. Among the 113 deaths from all causes for Belfast were 
one from enteric fever, 8 from measles, 3 from whooping-cough, and 15 from diarrheeal diseases. Included 
in the 17 deaths from all causes for Cork were 3 from whooping-cougk. Of the 7 deaths from all causes for 
Waterford 2 are from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years. One of the 7 deaths from all 
causes for Galway is from diphtheria. Whooping cough caused one of the 3 deaths from all causes for Kilkenny, 
and included in the 4 deaths from all causes for Queenstown are 2 from whooping-cough. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 
In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 204—96 boys and 
108 girls—and the deaths to 159—70 males and 89 females. 


DEATHS. 


Lhe deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 10) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate ot mortality of 19-1 per 1,000 of the eerie 
During the thirty-three weeks, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 217, and was 0-3 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1904-1913.

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The total deaths registered, numbering 159, represent an annual rate of 20-4 per 1,000 ; the annual rate 
for the past thirty-three weeks was 23-1 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period of 
the past ten years was 23-2. per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

Among the deaths registered are one death each from enteric fever and scarlet fever, 2 deaths from 
diphtheria, and 11 deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age, 

In the three preceding weeks, deaths from enteric fever were 2, 2, and 2; deaths from scarlet fever 
were 0, one, and 0; deaths from diphtheria were one, 0, and one; and deaths of children under 2 years of 
from diarrhcea and enteritis were 7, 12, and 10, respectively. 

Deaths from tuberculous disease, which in the three preceding weeks numbered 30, 28, and 25, respec- 
tively, fell to 22* last week, the latter including 18 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, one death each from 
tuberculous meningitis and abdominal tuberculosis, and 2 from disseminated tuberculosis. 

The deaths from pneumonia comprise one from broncho-pneumonia and 2 from pneumonia (type not 
distinguished). 

Six* deaths were ascribed to cancer. d 

Among the deaths of infants under one year of age, 8 were attributed to convulsions, one to congenital 
malformation, 4 to premature birth, and 6 to congenital debility. 

Organic diseases of the heart caused 14 deaths and bronchitis 10 deaths. 

There were 9 accidental deaths, including one death (that of a child aged 3 years) caused by burns, one 
by drowning, 2 deaths of infants caused by suffocation in bed, one death caused by railway wagon, 2 by 
vehicles and horses, and one caused by a motor engine on board ship. One death by suicide was recorded. 

In 2 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 
illness ; these cases include the death of one infant under one year of age. 

Fifty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under d years of age 
(43 being infants under one year, of whom i8 were under one month old), and 33 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 26 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 15 aged 75 and upwards. 

Seventy-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 16 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, 21 in the South Dublin Union 
Workhouse, and 3 in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See ‘Tables TIT. and VIT.]

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (8) are equal to au annual rate of 13°8 per 1,000. 
Among them are one death from diphtheria, one from pneumonia, 2 deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years 
of age, and one death by suicide. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill)—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 24'0 per 1,000. 
There were 2 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis and one accidental death. 

No, 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (12) are equivalent to an annual rate of 22:4 per 1,000. 
Two deaths from bronchitis and one accidental death were recorded. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 24:9 per 1,000, and include 3 
deaths from tuberculous disease, 3 from bronchitis, 2 deaths of children under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis, and 
one accidental death. 

Other North City Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Coolock and 
Drumecondra, part of, 19:1 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 0:0 ; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 
4°9. Of the 5 deaths from all causes recorded for Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, one was from pneumonia, and one death 
(that of a child under 2 years of age) from diarrhoea and enteritis. 

No. 1 South City District (South Karl-street)—The deaths (25) represent an annual rate of 32°0 per 1,000. Among them 
are one death from scarlet fever, 7 from tuberculous disease, one death from broncho-pneumonia, one from bronchitis, one death 
of a child under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis, and one accidental death. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (3) are equal to an annual rate of 85 per 1,000. Pulmonary 
tuberculosis caused one death. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths(i8) are equal to an annual rate of 21°6 per 1,000. One death each 
from enteric fever, pulmonary tuberculosis, diarrhoea, and enteritis, and one accidental death were recorded. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street)—The deaths (4) are equivalent to an annual rate of 6°38 per 1,000. 
Two of the deaths were caused by pulmonary tuberculosis, and 2 deaths (those of children under 2 years of age), by diarrhoea and 
enteritis. 

New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 37'1 per 1,000, and include one death from 
diphtheria, one from bronchitis, and one accidental death. 

Uroan Mistricts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines and Rathgar, 13°3; 
Pembroke. 12'1 ; Blackrock, 28°3 ; and Kingstown, 24'6. The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise one death from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age for each of the urban districts of Pem- 
broke and Blackrock. Among the 10 deaths from all causes for Rathmines and Rathgar are one from pulmonary tuberculosis 
and one from bronchitis. The 7 deaths from all causes for Pembroke include 2 from pulmonary tuberculosis and one from 
bronchitis ; and the 8 deaths from all causes for Kingstown include 2 from tuberculous disease, one from bronchitis, and one 
accidental death. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND: 


Lhe mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 12:2), was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 12°6 per 1,000 persons living; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 13-8 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 14:6, and for Edinburgh 12:3. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


Lhe Kegistrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxweil Williamson, m.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Kdinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
15th Angust. From this Report it appears that of a total of 52 cases notified, 23 were scarlet fever, 16 
diphtheria, 10 phthisis, 2 erysipelas, and one enteric fever. Among the 505 cases of infectious diseases in 
hospital at the close of the week were 209° cases of phthisis, 205 cases of scarlet fever, 55 of diphtheria, 
7 of enteric fever, 7 of erysipelas, 3 of whooping-cough, 3 of chicken-pox, 2 of cerebro-spinal fever, one of 
measles, and one of puerperal fever.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract. of Observations at several Irish Meteoroloyical Stations—see 'LaBLE LI.) 


Sir John Moore, M.A., M.D., D.P.H., D.SC., F.R.MET.80C., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 


week ending Saturday, 15th August, 1914:— 

“Except on Monday, when there were heavy local showers, and on Friday, when severe thunderstorms 
occurred, the weather of this week was fine and summerlike. On Sunday and Monday an atmospheric 
depression of considerable size and depth (29°5 inches on Sunday morning) was found off the N.W. of 
Scotland. It caused fresh §.W. winds at most British and Irish stations and warm weather in the east and 
southeast of England—on Sunday the thermometer rose to 7 7° at Yarmouth, on Monday to 80° at 
Southend-on-Sea. Heavy showers fell in Dublin on Monday forenoon, yielding ‘058 inch in the rain gauge. 
An anticyclone now spread northwards over the British Isles from the Atlantic, and on Wednesday morning 
the isobar of 30:27 inches (102'5 centibars) embraced nearly the whole of these islands. At 7 a.m. the 
barometer, however, was already giving way in the S.W. of Ireland. Moderate easterly winds and fine, 
warm weather was now general, but the baric changes in the extreme 8.W. heralded the approach of a 
shallow depression to Ireland from the Atlantic. This system led to the outbreak of violent electrical 
disturbances in many parts of Ireland on Thursday night and Friday. On the latter day Dublin was visited 
-by two severe thunderstorms, travelling from §. to N. The first prevailed from 6.30 to 7.15 p.m., rain. falling 
towards the close to the amount of 279 inch. ‘The second storm raged from 9 p.m, to midnight or later and 
the rainfall was ‘722 inch—1-001 inches in all. At Birr Castle the thunderstorm yielded 1:22 inches of rain. 


Saturday was very fine and sunny with a pleasant breeze from N.E. In Dublin the mean height of the 
barometer was 30:072 inches, the range of pressure being from 29-820 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, 
The corrected mean temperature was 63°4°, 


W.S.W.) to 30:330 inches at 9 p.m, of Tuesday (wind, calm). 
the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 61:9°. On Wednesday the screened thermometers 


fell to 51°9°, on Friday they rose to 75:9°. The rainfall was 1:059 inches on 2 days, 1-001 inch having 
fallen in Friday’s thunderstorms. The wind was at first W.S.W., afterwards E.N.E. On Friday temperature 
rose to about 85° in some parts of North Wales and above 80° at several stations in southern England.” 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 30-058 inches. The highest reading (30317) was on Tuesday, at 9 p.m., the lowest 


(29-818) on Sunday, at 9 a.m. ; 
The mean temperature for the week was 63.1°, being 4:9° above the average for the corresponding period 


of the 10 years, 1904-1913. Tne temperature* was highest on Friday, on which day the thermometer 


registered 78°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the mercury having fallen to 41°. ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb 
for the week was 63:0° and of the Wet Bulb, 60°1°. The mean humidity of the air was *84, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The rainfall during the week measured 1120 inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 64:0°, the maximum 79°4°, and the minimum 
48°8°; at Glasgow the maximum was 76°6°, the minimum 51°4°, and the mean 60°7° ; and at Edinburgh the 
maximum was 69°7°, the minimum 50-9°, and the mean 59°2°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:02 in. ; 
at Glasgow 0:06 in. ‘There was no rainfall recorded at Edinburgh.

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 2:3 per 1,000. Among the 135 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
one from enteric fever, 7 from measles, 3 from whooping-cough, and 10 from diarrheal diseases. Included 
in the 36 deaths from all causes for Cork are one from scarlet fever, 3 from whooping-cough, and 5 from 
diarrheal diseases. Of the 9 deaths from all causes for Waterford 2 are from diarrhoea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years. Among the 4 deaths from all causes for Ballymena is one from enteric fever, and 
included in the 4 deaths from all causes for Sligo is one from measles. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


“In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 200—97 boys aud 
103 girls—and the deaths to 136 —78 males and 58 females. 


DEATHS. 


‘Vhe deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of pervors admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 166 per 1,000 of the population. 
During the thirty-four weeks, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 21:5, and was 0°5 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1904-1913.

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The total deaths registered, numbering 136, represent an annual rate of 17:5 per 1,000 ; the annual rate 
‘for the past thirty-four weeks was 22:9 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period of 
the past ten years was 23'1 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

The deaths registered include 3 from measles, one death each from whooping-cough and diphtheria, and 
13 deaths from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age, 

In the three preceding weeks, deaths from measles were 0, 2, and 0; deaths from whooping-cough were 
were 0, 0, and 0; deaths from diphtheria were 0, one, and 2; and deaths from diarrhea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years of age were 9, 10, and 11, respectively. 

There were 21* deaths from tuberculous disease, comprising 19 from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 2 from 
disseminated tuberculosis. In the three preceding weeks, deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease 

‘numbered 28, 25, and 22, respectively. 

Twelve* deaths were ascribed to cancer. 

One death was caused by broncho-pneumonia, 2 by lobar pneumonia, and 4 by pneumonia (type not 
distinguished). 

Among the deaths of infants under one year of age, 2 were attributed to convulsions, 2 to congenital 
malformation, 3 to premature birth, and 5 to congenital debility. 

Thirteen deaths from organic diseases of the heart and 10 from bronchitis were registered. 

There were 2 accidental deaths and one death by suicide. 

In 2 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last 


illness ; these cases include the death of one infant under one year of age. 

Thirty-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(28 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month old), and 27 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 17 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 10 aged 75 and upwards, of whom 
one (a female) was stated to have been aged 96 years. 

Sixty-six of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 13 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, 13 in the South Dublin Union 


Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ITI. and VIT.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 16°6 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 16:3 (North 
City Districts, 15°8; South, 16°8) and in the Suburbs 17:5. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 2°3 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 2°7 (in the North City Districts 1:9, and in the South 3°6), and for the Suburbs 1°1 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, Kast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 13°8 per 1,000. 
One death from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age was recorded. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill)—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 21:5 per 1,000. 
There were 4 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from pneumonia, and 2 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 
years of age. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street),—The deaths (8) are equivalent to an annual rate of 15:0 per 1,000, 
and include one death from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from bronchitis, and 2 accidental deaths. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street),—The deaths (9) represent an annual rate of 13°2 per 1,000. One death from 
measles, one from pneumonia, one from bronchitis, and one death from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age 
were recorded. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, part of, 19:0 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumecondra, part of, 15-2 ; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 
9'7. Of the 4 deaths from all causes for Coolock and Drumecondra, part of, one was caused by pneumonia, one by diarrhoea and 
enteritis, and one by suicide: and of the 2 deaths recorded for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, one was from bronchitis. 

No, 1 South City District (South Eari-street).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 17°9 per 1,000, and include 2 
deaths eas measles, 4 from tuberculous disease, 2 from bronchitis, and one death from diarrhcea and enteritis of a child under 
2 years of age. 

: No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 19°9 per 1,000. There were 
2 deaths from pneumonia and 2 deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. 

No. 3 South Crty District (Peter-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 15°6 per 1,000. Two deaths 
from pulmonary tuberculosis and one death from diarrhwa and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age were recorded. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths (9) are equivalent to an annual rate of 14°1 per 1,000 
and include one death from diphtheria, 3 from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 2 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 

ears of age. 
: New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual rate of 21-2 per 1,000. Among them are one from 
pulmonary tuberculosis, one from bronchitis, and one death from diarrhcea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age. 

Vroan Dastricts.—The aunual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines and Rathgar, 16°0; 
Pembroke, 13°8 ; Blackrock, 28°3 ; and Kingstown, 21°5. ‘The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise one death from whooping-cough for Rathmines and Rathgar, and one death of a child under 2 years of age 
from diarrhea and enteritis for Pembroke. Among the 12 deaths from all causes for Rathmines and Rathgar are one from 
disseminated tuberculosis, one from lobar pneumonia, and one from bronchitis. The 8 deaths from all causes for Pembroke 
include one from pulmonary tuberculosis and one from broncho-pneumonia ; and the 7 deaths from all causes for Kingstown 
include one from pulmonary tuberculosis and 2 from bronchitis. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


‘he mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 12°8), was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 12°3 per 1,000 persons living; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 15:0 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 15-0, and for Edinburgh 15:2. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B.Sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
22nd August. From this ‘Report it appears that of a total of 87 cases notified, 38 were scarlet fever, 20 
diphtheria, 20 phthisis, 8 erysipelas, and one puerperal fever. Among the 516 cases of infectious diseases in 
hospital at the close of the week were 209 cases of scarlet fever, 205 cases of phthisis, 66 of diphtheria, 
10 of erysipelas, 6 of enteric fever, 3 of chicken-pox, 2 of cerebro-spinal fever, 2 of measles, 2 of whooping- 
cough, and 2 of puerperal fever.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Absivact of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations—see 'VaBLE LI.) 

Sir John Moore, M.A., M.D., D.P.H., D.SC., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 22nd August, 1914:— 

« A period of quiet, fine, summerlike weather followed the violent electric storm of Friday, August 14, 
in Ireland. ‘The first four days of the present week were beautiful—calms by night being succeeded by light 
easterly breezes by day along the east coast of Ireland. The atmosphere was damp at night and fogs 
occurred in the early morning hours of Monday and Wednesday. In the course of the latter day the 
barometer, which had been relatively and uniformly high over the British Isles (30:00 to 30-20 inches), gave 
way slowly and on Thursday and Friday a shallow ‘low’ extended over Ireland and Scotland from the 
Atlantic, causing local rains or showers in those parts of the United Kingdom as well as at a few isolated 
English stations. The weather became fine and bright again on Frid»y, allowing an eclipse of the sun to be 
seen to great advantage between10.25a.m. and 12.45 p.m. (by Dunsink mean time). In Dublin the magnitude 
of the eclipse was ‘62, taking the sun’s diameter as unity; at Armagh it was 64. In Great Britain, the 
magnitude varied from -71 at Edinburgh to 64 at Oxford. The eclipse was total along a line running ES. #. 
from Greenland across the centre of Norway'and Sweden, the Aland Islands, central and southern Russia, 
Trebizond, Lake Van, and Baghdad, to the Gulf of Oman and the mouths of the Indus where the central 
eclipse ended at 1.43 p.m. (Greenwich mean time). On Saturday a shallow depression brought a gratetul 
rainfall to Ireland, and the week closed with a light southerly wind, an overcast sky, and & warm humid 
atmosphere. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30-083 inches, pressure ranging from 30-180 
inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, N.N.W.) to 29840 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, 8.). The 
-eorrected mean temperature was 60°2°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 am. and 9 p.m. being 59-5°, 
On Monday the screened thermometers fell to 48°1°, on Thursday they rose to 710°. _ The wind | was at 
first light easterly, finally light southerly. Rain fell on 2 days to the amount of +185 inch, of which -162 
inch was recorded on Saturday.” 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 30:061 inches. The highest reading (30°152) was on Monday, at 9 p.m., the lowest 
(29°817) on Saturday, at 9 p.m. 

The mean temperature for the week was 57:1°, being 0-7° above the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. Tne temperature* was highest on Thursday, on which day the thermometer 
registered 73°, and was lowest on Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday, the mercury having fallen to 42°. The 
mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 581° and of the Wet Bulb, 56°5°. The mean humidity of the 
air was ‘91, complete saturation being represented by 1:0. The rainfall during the week measured 0°170 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 62°1°, the maximum 77°8°, and the minimum 
471°; at Glasgow the maximum was 67:9°, the minimum 49°1°, and the mean 59°1° ; and at Edinburgh the 
maximum wag 69:1°, the minimum 49°8°, and the mean 57°5°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:61 in. ; 
at Glasgow 0°64 in. ; aud at Edinburgh 0-05.

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TWENTY-SEVEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered* last week as appertaining to the 
Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-six principal provincial Urban Districts of Ireland was 17°6 per 
1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,205,280.4 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks and during the whole of-that period, as appertaining to 
the undermentioned areas, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000. 
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The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 4°5 per 1,000. Among the 145 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
2 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 6 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, and 33 from diarrheal 
diseases. Included in the 21 deaths from all causes for Cork are one from scarlet fever and 4 from diarrhea, 
and enteritis of children under 2 years. The only death recorded for Lurgan 1s one from scarlet fever. 
Three of the 6 deaths from all causes for Lisburn are from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 yeais. 
Of the 5 deaths from all causes for Ballymena one is from enteric fever. Two of the 4 deaths from all causes 
for Newtownards are from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and one of the 2 deaths for 


Bangor is from measles. 
DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 
In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 246—128 boys and 
118 girls—and the deaths to 163 —83 males and 60 females.

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The total deaths registered, numbering 163, represent an annual rate of 20-9 per 1,000 ; the annual rate 
for the past thirty-five weeks was 22-9 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period of 
the past ten years was 23-1 per 1,400 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

The deaths registered include 2 from enteric fever, one from each of measles, scarlet fever, and whooping- 
cough, 4 from diphtheria, and 28 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years. In the three 
preceding weeks deaths from enteric fever were 2, one, and 0 ; deaths from measles were 2, 0, and 3 ; deaths 
from scarlet fever were 0, one, and 0 ; deaths from whooping-cough were 0, 0, and one ; deaths from diphtheria 
were one, 2, and one; and deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years were 10, 11, and 
13 respectively. 

Deaths from tuberculous disease, which in the three preceding weeks numbered 25, 22, and 21, respectively, 
were 22* in the week under notice, and comprised 18 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from tuberculous 
meningitis, and 3 from abdominal tuberculosis. 

Cancer* caused 10 deaths, 

There were 8 deaths from pneumonia, of which 3 were from broncho-pneumonia, 3 from lobar pneumonia, 
and 2 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Of the deaths of infants under one year of age, 5 were from premature birth, 7 from congenital debility, 
and one from convulsions. 

There were 14 deaths from organic diseases of the heart and 7 from bronchitis. 

Of 6 accidental deaths 3 were caused by drowning. 

In one instance the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been-no medical attendant during the 
last illness, 

Sixty-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(46 being infants under one year, of whom 13 were under one month old), and 29 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 19 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 11 aged 75 and upwards, of whom 
one (a female) was stated to have been aged 92 years. 

Sixty eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, and 10 in the South Dublin Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See Tables III. and VII] . 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 18°8 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 212 (North 
City Districts, 19°9 ; South, 22°6) and in the Suburbs 190°9. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal anu annual rate of 5:1 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 6°0 (in the North City Districts 4:1, and in the South 8:2), and for the Suburbs 2-2 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 22-4 per 1,000, 
and include one from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from lobar-pneumonia, one from bronchitis, 2 (children under 2 years of age) 
from diarrhoea and enteritis, and one accidental death. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hili)—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 29-1 per 1,000. 
Amongst them are one from enteric fever, one from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 4 from tuberculous disease, one from 
pneumonia, 2 from bronchitis, and 3 of children under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (9) are equivalent to an annual rate of 16:8 per 1,000. 
One death from diphtheria and 3 from pulmonary tuberculosis were recorded. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (10) represent an annual rate of i4‘7 per 1,000. This number 
includes on2 death from diphtheria, 2 from tuberculous disease, and one of a child under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and 
enteritis. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—Clontarf and 
Howth, No, 1, part of, 285 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, 7°6 ; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 
14°6. One of the 2 deaths for Coolock and Drumcondra was from pulmonary tuberculosis, the other being from broncho- 
pneumonia ; and one of the 3 deaths for Finglas and Glasnevin was that of a child under 2 years of age from diarrhea and 
enteritis. 

No, 1 South City District (South Kari-street)—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 21°'7 per 1,000. Included in 
this number are 3 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from bronchitis, and 7 of children under 2 years of age from 
diarrhoea and enteritis. 

No. 2 Sowh City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 28°4 per 1,000. One death 
from enteric fever, one from pneumonia, one from bronchitis, 2 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age, and 
one accidental death were recorded. 

No. 3 South City Drstrict (Peter-street)—The deatlis (18) are equal to an annual rate of 21°6 per 1,000. Among them 
are one death from measles, 3 from tuberculous disease, 2 from pneumonia, one from bronchitis, an! the deaths of 6 children 
under 2 years of age from diarrhcea and enteritis. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street)—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual rate of 23°6 per 1,000. 
This number includes 3 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from broncho-pneumonia, one from bronchitis, 4 (children under 
2 years of age) from diarrhoea and enteritis, and 3 accidental deaths. 

New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (3) are equal to an annual rate of 15°9 per 1,000, and include one death from 
scarlet fever. 

Vroun Mestricts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines ant Rathgar, 10°7; 
Pembroke, 17°23; Blackrock, 0°0; and Kingstown, 6'2.. The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these 
districts include one from diphtheria and one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age for Rathmines and 
Rathgar, and one of a child under 2 years of age from diarrhoca and enteritis for Pembroke. One of the 10 deaths from all 
causes for Pembroke was from pulmonary tuberculosis, and one was caused by accident. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 13-6), was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 13°6 per 1,000 persons living; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 14:4 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 15:1, and for Edinburgh 15-4. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


Lhe Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Neturn of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
29th August. From this Report it appears that of a total of 69 cases notified, 38 were scarlet fever, 18 
phthisis, 6 diphtheria, 6 erysipelas, and one enteric fever. Among the 529 cases of infectious diseases in 
hospital at the close of the week were 216 cases of scarlet fever, 216 cases of phthisis, 63 of diphtheria, 
10 of erysipelas, 7 of enteric fever, 2 of cerebro-spinal tever, 2 of measles, and 2 of puerperal fever.

during the week ended 29th August, 1914, and the number under treatment at the close of each of the 
3 preceding weeks. 

From this it appears that :— 

Nine cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, 11 were discharged, there was one 
death, and 81 cases remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week, the respective numbers in 
hospital at the close of the 3 preceding weeks being 70, 77, and 84. 

‘Two cases of measles were admitted to hospital, one was discharged and 5 cases remained under treatment 
at the close of the week. At the end of the 3 preceding weeks such cases were 16, 11, and 4, 
respectively. 

Nine cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 19 were discharged, there were 2 deaths, and 56* 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the close of the 3 preceding weeks the 
cases in hospital were 72, 64, and 68, respectively. 

Fourteen cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital during the week, 7 were discharged, and there were 
3 deaths. The cases in hospital, which at the close of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 30, 29, and 29 
respectively, were 33 at the close of last week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 6 cases of pneumonia were admitted to hospital, 2 were 
discharged, and 22 cases remained under treatment at the end of the week.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations—see TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.A., M.D., D.P.H., D.SC., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 29th August, 1914:— 


“Warm, but changeable weather prevailed during this week. Until Thursday Ireiand and Scotland 
were within the sphere of influence of atmospheric depressions lying on the Atlantic to west or northwest of 
the British Islands. A secondary shallower depression passed from the Bay of Biscay to the North Sea on 
Monday and Tuesday. This distribution of pressure led to showery weather in most districts. On Sunday 
or during the following night rain fell in considerable quantities in Ireland, the Hebrides, and the Orkneys— 
at Deerness, the measurement on Monday morning was 1:22 inches. On Tuesday a depression of some depth 
(29°53 inches, or 100 centibars) skirted the western shores of Ireland on its way northeastwards This system 
brought abundant rain to the western seaboard of both Ireland and Great Britain-—Valentia had 110 inches, 
Pembroke °79 inch, Castlebay ‘51 inch, Holyhead and Scilly -43 inch. On the east coasts the precipitation 
was smaller—-215 in Dublin, °24 inch at Yarmouth. In the course of Wednesday aftenoon heavy thunder 
showers fell in the Dublin district, and at night lightning was seen from Spurn Head. Thursday was a fine 
day as a general and steady increase of stmospheric pressure took place. By Friday morning a tongue of 
high pressure had extended over the greater part of the British Islands from 8.W. The weather now became 
quiet, but the atmosphere was humid and close and much cloud prevailed. A shift of wind from N.W. to E. 
on Saturday forenoon brought down a thick drizzling rain in the Dublin district, and late in the afternoon of 
the same day a heavy and persistent downpour of rain took place with a high, though slowly falling, 
barometer. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29-976 inches, the range of pressure being 
from 29°598 inches at 9 a.m. of Wednesday (wind, W.) to 30°311 inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, N.W.). 
The corrected mean temperature was 61°6°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 
60°5°, On Sunday the screened thermometers rose to 73°3°, on Tuesday they fell to 52°3°. The dominant 
wind was W.S.W., but the direction varied much. Rain fell on 5 days to the amount of 1:302 inches, of 
which ‘851 inch was recorded on Saturday. Thunder occurred on Wednesday afternoon. Fine rainbows 


avere seen on Wednesday and again at 7 a.m. of Thursday.” 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 29-952 inches. The highest reading (30:186) was on Saturday, at 9 a.m., the lowest 
(29:490) on Wednesday, at 9 a.m. : 

The mean temperature for the week was 60°1°, being 3°4° above the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Sunday, on which day the thermometer 
registered 74°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the mercury having fallen to 41°. ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb 
for the weekwas 60°3° and of the Wet Bulb, 58:9°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘92, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The rainfall during the week measured 1°720 inches, ; 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 64:4°, the maximum 83°7°, and the minimum 
52°1° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 69°7°, the winimum 50.3°, and the mean 59:6° ; and at Edinburgh the 
maximum was 74°59, the minimum 5C‘2. and the mean 61:0. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°17 in.,. 
at Glasgow 1:23 inches, and at Edinburgh 0°78 in.

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 3-7 per 1,000. Among the 155 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
2 from each of measles, scarlet fever, and whooping-cough, and 45 from diarrhceal diseases. Included in the 
17 deaths from all causes for Cork are one from whooping-cough and 2 from diarrhea and enteritis under 
2 years. Of the 10 deaths from all causes for Londonderry 3 are from diarrhwa and enteritis under 2 years ; 
and 2 deaths each from the same cause are included among the 3 deaths from all causes for Lisburn and the 
6 deaths from all causes for Newtownards. One of the 2 deaths for Ballymena is from enteric fever. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Kegistration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 187—104 boys and 

83 girls—and the deaths to 160—76 males and 84 females.

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 13) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate ot mortality of 18-9 per 1,000 of the ;opulation. 
During the thirty-six weeks, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 21:4, and was 0-5 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1904-1913.

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The total deaths registered, numbering 160, represent an annual rate of 20°5 per 1,000 ; the aunual rate 
for the past thirty-six weeks was 22:8 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the curresponding period of 
the past ten years was 23-0 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

Among the deaths registered are one* from enteric fever, 2 from diphtheria, one from influenza, and 18 
deaths of children under 2 years of age from diarrhcea and enteritis. In the three preceding weeks, deaths 
from enteric fever were one, 0, and 2; deaths from diphtheria were 2, one, and 4; deaths from influenza 
were 0, 0, and 0; and deaths from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age were 11, 13, and 
28, respectively. 

‘There were 34* deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease, including 25 deaths from pulmonary tuber- 
culosis, 5 from tuberculous meningitis, 3 from abdominal tuberculosis, and one from disseminated tuberculosis. 
In the three preceding weeks, deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 22, 21, and 22, 
respectively. 

Twenty* deaths from cancer were registered. 

Three deaths were caused by broncho-pneumonia, 3 by lobar pneumonia, and one by pneumonia (type not 
distinguished). 

Among the deaths of infants under one year of age were 2 from convulsions, 2 from premature birth, 
and 5 from congenital debility. 

Organic diseases of the heart cause] 15 deaths and bronchitis 5 deaths. 

There was one accidental death. 

In four instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the 
last illness ; these cases comprise the deaths of 2 infants under one year of age, and the deaths of 2 persons 
aged 65 years and upwards. . 

Fifty-one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(37 being infants under one year, of whom 10 were under one month old), and 33 were aygel 65 years and 
upwards, including 22 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 11 aged 75 and upwards, of whom 
one (a female) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 

Sixty-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 9 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, and 14 in the South Dublin Union 

Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns tor last week, deaths-in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See ables III. and VIT.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 18:9 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 20°3 (North 
City Districts, 18°4 ; South, 22°6) and in the Suburbs 14:2. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 2°4 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 2°9 (in the North City Districts 1:9, and in the South 8-9), and for the Suburbs 1-1 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North)—The deaths (1i) are equal to an annual rate of 19:0 per 1,000. 
One death from diphtheria, and one death of a child under 2 years of age from diarrhea and enteritis were recorded. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Suumer-hill)—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 17:7 per 1,000. 
There were 4 deaths from tuberculous disease, one from broncho-pneumonia, and 2 deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years of age. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 381°8 per 1,000. 
Five deaths from tuberculous disease, 2 from bronchitis, and 2 deaths from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years of 
age were recorded. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (13) represent an anuual rate of 19°1 per 1,000. Three deaths 
were caused by tuberculous disease and one by broncho-pneumonia. ; 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Coolock and 
Drumcondra, part of, 11:4 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 0:0; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 
0°0. Two of the 3 deaths from all causes for Coolock and Drumeondra, part of, were caused by pulmonary tuberculosis. 

No. 1 South City District (South Eari-street)—The deaths (18) represent an aunual rate of 23:0 per 1,000, and include 
one death from influenza, one from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from lobar pneumonia, 2 from bronchitis, and 6 from diarrhea 
and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 28:4 per 1,000. Tuberculous 
disease caused 2 deaths and pneumonia one death. 

No. 3 South Crty District (Peter-street).—The deaths (27) are equal to an annual rate of 32°3 per 1,000. Among them 
are one from diphtheria, 8 from tuberculous disease, one from lobar pneumonia, one from bronchitis, and 3 from diarrhoea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years of age. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths (5) are equivalent to an annual rate of 7°9 per 1,000. 
Two deaths from tuberculous disease and one accidental death were recorded. 

New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (3) are equal to an annual rate of 15-9 per 1,000, and include one death from 
diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age. 

Vroan Destricts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines and Rathgar, 10°7; 
Pembroke. 18°8; Blackrock, 5°7; and Kingstown, 27'7. The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise one death of a child from diarrhoea and enteritis for Rathmines and Rathgar, and one death of a child from 
the same cause for Kingstown, Among the 8 deaths from all causes for Rathmines and Rathgar are 2 from pulmonary tuber- 
culosis. The 8 deaths from all causes for Pembroke include one from pulmonary tuberculosis; and of the 9 deaths from all 
causes for Kingstown one was from lobar pneumonia. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


Lhe mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 15:4), was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 14*4 per 1,000 persons living; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 16:0 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 18:1, and for Edinburgh 13:5. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


. ‘Lhe Kegistrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Intectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
5th September. From this Report it appears that of a total of 87 cases notified, 48 were scarlet fever, 18 
diphtheria, 14 phthisis,-3 erysipelas, 3 enteric fever, and one puerperal fever Among the 563 cases of 
infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 232 cases of scarlet fever, 220 cases of pbthisis, 
73 of diphtheria, 10 of enteric fever, 8 of erysipelas, 4 of measles, one of cerebro-spinal fever, one of 
whooping-cough, and one of puerperal fever.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorologizal Stations—see ‘Vase II.) 
Sir John Moore, M.a., M.D., D.P.H., D.SC., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 


week ending Saturday, 5th September, 1914 :— 

‘Quiet, fine, summerlike weather held during the greater part of this week-—Sunday alone was a dull, 
damp, cool day in sequence to a heavy downpour of rain which had taken place during the previous afternoon 
and night. At 7 a.m. of Sunday the distribution of atmospheric pressure was singularly uniform over the 
British Isles—ranging only from 30-24 inches at Valentia, Co. Kerry, to 30°32 inches at{ Dungeness, in Kent. 
There were on that day and also on Monday two aerial currents in Treland—the upper clouds travelled from 
S.W. wherevs the wind was chiefly N.E. The weather brightened early on Monday, which was a bright but 
cool day, the thermometer ranging from 52:0° to 63:5°. Two warm fine days followed, although a dense 
vapour fog prevailed at 7 a.m. of Wednesday. On Tuesday the thermomeier rose in the shade to 71” in 
Dublin, 72° at Donaghadee, 75° at Birr Castle, King’s Co., and 78° at Valentia ; on Wednesday, the highest 
readings in Ireland were 71° in Dublin and at Birr Castle, and 70° at Donaghadee. In England, 78° was 

- yeached at Bath and Nottingham on Wednesday, and on Thursday the thermometer rose over the greater part 
of that country to between 75° and 80°, Bath, Leamington Spa and Tunbridge Wells reporting 81°, and 
Greenwich Observatory 82°. By this time cooler weather had set in over Ireland and the wind settled in 
N.E. and E., with overcast skies on the mornings of Friday and Saturday. In Dublin the mean height of 
the barometer was 30°244 inches, the range being from 30°361 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, E.N.E.) 
to 30-075 inches at 4 p.m. of Friday (wind, E.N.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 60°5°, the mean 
dry bulb reading at 9 am. and 9 p.m. being 59°3°.. On Wednesday the sereened thermometers rose to 
71:2°, having fallen to 520° on Monday. The prevailing wind was E.N.E. ‘There was no appreciable 
rainfall. ‘Thunderstorms occurred in Cornwall, at Jersey, and Biarritz on Friday night. Cold and rain 


prevailed in Spitzbergen at that time.” 


; 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 30°224 inches. The highest reading (30-361) was on Monday, at 9 p.m., the lowest 
(30-067) on Friday, at 9 p.m. ‘ . 

The mean temperature for the week was 58°8°, being 3:8° above the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Tuesday, on which day the thermometer 
registered 82°, and was lowest on Monday, the mercury having fallen to 44°. ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb 
for the week was 586° and of the Wet Bulb, 57:°6°. The mean humidity of the air was 94, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. There was no rainfall during the week. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 63:4°, the maximum 82-0°, and the minimum 
45-9° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 71°2°, the winimum 4§.2°, and the mean 59°1° ; and at Edinburgh the 
maximum was 73:8°, the minimum 48-1. and the mean 58-0. The rainfall at Glasgow measured 0:02 in., 
and at Edinburgh 0:1] in. There was no rainfall recorded at Greenwich.

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 4:0 per 1,000. Among the 138 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
2 from enteric fever, one from measles, one from scarlet fever, 5 from whooping-cough, 42 from diarrheal 
diseases, and one from cerebro-spinal meningitis. Of the 26 deaths from all causes for Cork one 1s from 
whooping-cough and 2 are from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years. Three of the 18 deaths from all 
causes for Limerick are from diarrhoeal diseases. Among the 12 deaths from all causes for Waterford are 3 
from diarrhoea and enteritis under 2 years. One of the 5 deaths from all causes for Drogheda is from 
diphtheria, and included in the 7 deaths from all causes for Lisburn are three from diarrhea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years. ‘Two of the 4 deaths recorded for Ballymena are from enteric fever. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 
In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted 
106 girls—and the deaths to 139—71 males and 68 females.

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The total deaths registered, numbering 139, represent an annual rate of 17-9 per 1,000; the annual rate 
for the past thirty-seven weeks was 22-7 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period 
of the past ten yeas was 23-0 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

The deaths registered include 3 from enteric fever, one death each from scarlet fever and whooping-cough 
and 17 deaths from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. In the three preceding weeks, 
deaths from enteric“fever were 0, 2, and one ; deaths from scarlet fever were 0, one, and 0; deaths from 
whooping-cough were one, one, and 0; and deaths of children under 2 years of age from diarrhcea and enteritis 
were 13, 28, and 18, respectively. 

Deaths from tuberculous disease, numbering 21, 22, and 34, respectively, fell to 21* last week, the latter 
including 13 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 4 from tuberculous meningitis, one from abdominal tuber- 
culosis, and 3 deaths from other forms of the disease. 

Cancer* caused 6 deaths. 

Deaths from pneumonia comprise one death from broncho-pneumonia and 4 deaths from pneumonia (type 
not distinguished). 

Four deaths of infants under one year of age were ascribed to premature birth, 8 to congenital debility 
and one to convulsions. 

There were 15 deaths from organic diseases of the heart and 7 from bronchitis. 

Three deaths were ascribed to accidental causes including 2 deaths by drowning, and one death by suicide 
was recorded. 

Tn two instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the 
last illness ; these cases comprise the deaths of one infant under one year of age, and the death of one person 
aged 75 years. 

Forty-eight of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(34 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month old), and 31 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 25 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 15 aged 75 and upwards, of whom 
one (a male) was stated to have been aged 93 years. ; 

Sixty-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 9 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, and 17 in the South Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IIT. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 17-1 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 18:3 (North 
City Districts, 19°3; South, 17°2) and in the Suburbs 13:1. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 2°8 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 3:2 (in the North City Districts 2:2, and in the South 4-3), and for the Suburbs 1°6 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North)—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 19:0 per 1,060, 
and include 3 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from bronchitis, 2 deaths of children under 2 years of age from diarrhea and 
enteritis, and one by drowning. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 20-2 per 1,000. 
Enteric fever caused one death ; tuberculous disease, 4 deaths ; pneumonia, 3 deaths ; bronchitis, one death ; and there was one 
death of a child under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis. 

No, 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (12) are equivalent to an annual rate of 224 per 1,000. 
Included in the total are 2 from tuberculous disease, 2 from bronchitis, and 3 deaths of children under 2 years of age from 
diarrhoea and enteritis. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 19°] per 1,000, and include one 
death from abdominal tuberculosis, and one death by drowning. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, part of, 19:0 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, 3-8; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 
29°2, One of the 2 deaths for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, was caused by accident, and of the 6 deaths from all causes 
for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, one was from tuberculous meningitis. 

No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 16°6 per 1,000. Bronchitis 
caused 2 deaths, and diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age, 4 deaths. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street)—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 14:2 per 1,000, and include one 
from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from bronchitis, and one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 15°6 per 1,000. Enteric fever 
and whooping-cough each caused one death, tuberculous disease 2 deaths, and diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of 
age one death. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual rate of 22:0 per 1,000, 
and include one from scarlet fever, 3 from tuberculous disease, one from pneumonia, 3 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years of age, and one death by suicide.. 

New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (3) are equal to an annual rate of 15-9 per 1,000. Two of the 3 deaths are from 
tuberculous disease. 

Uroan istricts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines and Rathgar, 9°3; 
Pembroke. 19°0; Blackrock, 11°3; and Kingstown, 12°3. The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated tor these 
districts comprise one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age for Rathmines and Rathgar, and one from 
enteric fever and one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age for Pembroke. The 11 deaths from all causes 
for Pembroke include one from pneumonia. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


‘he mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 16°1), was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 15:2 per 1,000 persons living; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 16:5 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 17:6, and for Edinburgh 12:3. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


Lhe Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B.8c., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
12th September. From this Report it appears that of a total of 80 cases notified, 43 were scarlet fever, 14 
diphtheria, 15 phthisis, 6 enteric fever, 3 erysipelas, and one puerperal fever. Among the 576 cases of 
infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 249 cases of scarlet fever, 212 of phthisis, 
73 of diphtheria, 16 of enteric fever, 8 of erysipelas, 4 of measles, one of cerebro-spinal fever,’ one of 
whooping-cough, and one of puerperal fever.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations—see Taste II.) 

Sir John Moore, M.A., M.D., D.P.H., D.SC., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 12th September, 1914 :— 

“The very fine weather which had prevailed throughout the previous week lasted until Tuesday forenoon, 
when it was interrupted by a thunderstorm in Dublin. Much more serious electrical disturbances were 
reported from the south and middle of Ireland and from the southwesi of England in the course of Tuesday 
or during the following night. On Wednesday also thunderstorms or thunder only occurred in various parts 
cof Great Britain—at Eskdalemuir, Dumfriesshire, as the result of a storm, ‘91 inch of rain was measured 
on Wednesday morning. This break in the weather was related to the advance of a well marked cyclonic 
depression to the mouths of St. George’s and the English Channels on Monday night. The system travelled 
very slowly—on Tuesday morning it was central orf the South of Treland ; 24 hours later its centre was near 
the Scilly Isles; on Thursday morning, both Jersey and Falmouth reported a barometric reading of 29°86 
inches and Portland Bill one of 29-83 inches, the wind being W.S.W. at Jersey, N.N.W. at Falmouth, and 
SE. at Portland Bill. These observations located the centre of the depression on Thursday—it was half-way 
between Portland and Cherbourg. At this time a new and deeper depression was advancing on our N.W. 
‘coasts from the Atlantic-—the wind backed to 8.W. and freshened considerably with clouds and rain. The 
new disturbance assumed a V-shape as it passed eastwards. Its N.W. winds brought a brisk fall of 
temperature on Friday and, for a time, dry and bright weather ; but on Saturday the weather became dull, 
wet and cold as the deepest depression of the week reached the N.W. of Ireland from the Atlantic. 
In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°893 inches, pressure ranging between 30°181 inches 
at 9 am. of Sunday (wind, E.S.E.), and 29-626 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.N.W.). The 
corrected mean temperature was 59°9°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 58°6°. On 
Tuesday the screened thermometers rose to 68-9°; on Saturday they fell to 50°2°. The prevalent winds 
were—at first E.S.E., afterwards, N.W. Thunder occurred on Tuesday and lightning was seen on Saturday 
night. Fog prevailed early on Wednesday morning. The rainfall was *537 inch on 4 days, *288 inch beihg 
yecorded on Saturday. Sharp frosts were experienced in Spitzbergen during the latter half of this week.” 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 29°876 inches. The highest reading (30°144) was on Sunday, at 9 a.m., the lowest 
(29:510) on Saturday, at 9 p.m. 

The mean temperature for the week was 58:7°, being 5°7° above the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Thursday, on which day the thermometer 
registered 71°, and was lowest on Saturday, the mercury having fallen to 48°. ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb 
for the week was 575° and of the Wet Bulb, 561°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘91, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. - The rainfall during the week measured 0°65 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 62°4°, the maximum 81:0°, and the minimum 
47-0° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 67°4°, the minimum 47°1°, and the mean 57:2° ; and at Edinburgh the 
maximum was 68: 6°, the minimum 46:8. and the mean 56-6. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°47 in.; 
at Glasgow 0°70 in. ; and at Edinburgh 0-09 in.

‘The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered* last week as appertaining to the 
Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-six principal provincial Urban Districts of Ireland was 19-9 per 
1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,205,280.} 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks and during the whole of that period, as appertaining to | 
the undermentioned areas, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000. . 
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The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 4-4 per 1,000. Among the 151 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
cne from enteric fever, 7 from measles, one from scarlet fever, 3 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 
and 32 from diarrheal diseases. Included in the 29 deaths from all causes for Cork are one from each of - 
measles and whooping-cough, and 8 from diarrheal diseases. Of the 11 deaths from all causes for Londonderry 
3 are from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and 2 deaths from the same cause are 
included in the 7 deaths from all causes for Waterford. Included in the 5 deaths from all causes 
for Lisburn are 2 from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age- Two of the 8 deaths 
from all causes for Ballymena are from entetic fever. One of the 14 deaths from all causes for Sligo 
is from measles. One of the 6 deaths from all causes for Kilkenny is from diphtheria. Included in the 6 
deaths from all causes for Tralee are 3 from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and 2 of the 4 
deaths from all causes for Newtownards are from the same cause. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 
In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amourited to 184—100 boys and 
84 girls—and the deaths to 161—76 males and 85 females.

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During the thirty-eight weeks, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 21:2, and was 0-6 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1904-1913. 

The total deaths ragistered, numbering 161, represent an annual rate of 20-7 per 1,000 ; the annual rate 
for the past thirty-eight weeks was 22°6 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period 
of the past ten years was 22-9 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered, 

Among the total deaths registered are 3 from enteric fever, one from diphtheria, and 25 deaths of children 
under 2 years of age from diarrhea and enteritis. In the three preceding weeks, deaths from enteric fever 
were 2, one, and 3; deaths from diphtheria were 4, 2, and 0; and deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years of age were 28, 18, and 17, respectively. 

Twenty-seven* deaths were attributed to tuberculous disease, comprising 18 deaths from pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 2 deaths each from tuberculous meningitis and abdominal tuberculosis, and 5 deaths from other 
forms of tubercnlous disease. In the three preceding weeks, deaths from all forms of the disease numbered 
22, 34, and 21, respectively. 

Cancer* caused 15 deaths. 

Broncho-pneumonia and lobar pneumonia each caused 2 deaths. 

Among deaths of infants under one year of age, 2 were ascribed to convulsions, 2 to premature birth, 
and 2 to congenital debility. 

There were 16 deaths from organic diseases of the heart and 7 from bronchitis, 

The 5 accidental deaths include one (that of a child aged 3 years) caused by burns and 2 by drowning. 

There was one case of suicide, 

In 5 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the 
last illness ; these cases include the deaths of 3 infants under one year of age, and the death of one person 
aged 73 years. 

Fifty-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(37 being infants under one year, of whom 6 were under one month old), and 34 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 25 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 14 aged 75 and upwards, of whom. 
one (a female) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 

Sixty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions 
of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, and 14 in the South Dublin Union 
‘Workhouse. 


Lhe following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See Tables III. and VIT.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 194 per 1,000 ; the rate in the City was 208 (North 
City Districts, 20°3; South, 21°5) and in the Suburbs 14:7, 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 3°7 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 4°4 (in the North City Districts 3:2, and in the South 5°7), and for the Suburbs 1°6 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 29:3 per 1,000, 
and include 2 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from bronchitis, 4 from diarrhosa and enteritis of 
children under 2 years of age, and one by accidental drowning. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill)—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of Y1°5 per 1,000. 
Pulmonary tuberculosis caused one death ; diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years 2 deaths, and there were 3 accidental 
deaths. 

No, 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual rate of 28-1 per 1,000. 
Included in the total are 4 from tuberculous disease, 2 from bronchitis, and 4 deaths of children under 2 years of age from 
diarrhoea and enteritis. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (8) represent an annual rate of i1‘7 per 1,000, and include 3 
from tuberculous disease. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—Clontarf and 
Howth, No, 1. part of, 95 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, 19:1; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 
4:9, Two of the 5 deaths from all causes for Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, are from pulmonary tuberculosis, 

No. 1 South City District (South Karl-street)—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 21'7 per 1,000, and include 
one from enteric fever, 3 from tuberculous disease, one from lobar pheumonia, 2 from bronchitis, and thare were 2 deaths of 
children under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 39:8 per 1,000. Enteric fever 
caused one death, tuberculous disease 3 deaths, lobar pneumonia one death, bronchitis one death, and there were 3 deaths of 
children under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis, 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street)—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 15°6 per 1,000. Included in 
the total are one from enteric fever, 2 from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 4 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years 
of age. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual rate of 20+4 per 1,000. 
Pulmonary tuberculosis caused one death, and there were 8 deaths of children under 2 years of age from diarrhcea and enteritis. 

New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (3) are equal-to an annual rate of 15:9 per 1,000, and include one death of a 
child under 2 years from diarrhoea and enteritis. 

Uroan Destricts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines and Rathgar, 14°6 ; 
Pembroke, 8:6 ; Blackrock, 28°3; and Kingstown, 185. The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated tor these 
districts comprise one from diphtheria for Blackrock, and one from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years for each of the districts 
of Rathmines and Rathgar and Pembroke. Included in the 11 deaths from all causes for Rathmines and Rathgar are one from 
pulmonary tuberculosis and one caused by suicide. One of the 5 deaths from all causes for Blackrock is from pulmonary tuber- 
culosis ; and included in the 6 deaths from all causes for Kingstown are one from pulmonary tuberculosis and one from 
broncho-pneumonia, 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 15:6), was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 15:1 per 1,000 persons living ; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 15:9 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 16-7, and for Edinburgh 15:9. 

INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 

The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
19th September. From this Report it appears that of a total of 84 cases notified, 52 were scarlet fever, 12 
phthisis, 10 diphtheria, 8 erysipelas, one enteric fever, and one puerperal fever. Among the 584 cases of 


infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 262 cases of scarlet fever, 212 of phthisis, 
75 of diphtheria, 14 of enteric fever, 11 of erysipelas, one of measles, one of whooping-cough, and one of 
puerperal fever.

From this it appears that :—

Nine cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital during the week, 9 weve discharged, and there was one 
death. The cases in hospital, which at the close of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 33, 36, and 29 
respectively, were 28 at the close of last week. , ' 

Tn addition to the above-named diseases, 9 cases of pneumonia were admitted to hospital, 4 were

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations—see VABLE II.) 
Sir John Moore, M.a., M.D., D.P.H,, D.8C., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 19th September, 1914 :— 


‘This week witnessed the supplanting of Summer by Autumn. Atmospheric pressure was in a very 

~ unstable condition all over North-western Europe, and at least three depressions of considerable depth and 
energy swept across the British Isles and their neighbourhood in a north-easterly or an easterly direction. 
On Sunday the first of these disturbances was centred on the Norwegian Sea, over the South of Scandinavia 
and Denmark. Strong westerly winds blew over Ireland and England, and gale force—40 miles per hour— 
was reached at Malin Head, Co. Donegal, Markree Castle, Co. Sligo, and Portland Bill. Next morning a 
still more energetic depression arrived off the West coast of Scotland. It travelled by the Orkneys and 
Shetlands to Norway, the barometer falling to 28:94 inches on Tuesday morning at Skudesnes in the 8.W. 
of that country. Strong gales from the westward were felt in all parts of the British Isles in the course of 
Monday, but the attendant rainfall was heavy only in the west and north of Scotland and over the south of 
Norway. Eurly on Wednesday a new depression advanced quickly from the Atlantic, assuming a V-shaped 
form as it crossed Ireland in an easterly direction. Heavy rain fell as the wind shifted from 8.W. to N.W., 
1:34 inches being measured at Holyhead on Thursday morning, and ‘75 inch in Dublin. The system changed 
its shape as it travelled eastwards, and on Friday morning its circular or cyclonic centre was found near 
Copenhagen. The strong and squally N.W. winds of this disturbance brought a further fall of temperature 
to the British Isles, but the weather became drier and brighter. In Dublin the mean height of the 
barometer was 29-778 inches, the range being from 29:310 inches at 3 p.m, of Monday (wind, a Wy. 50 
30084 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, N.W .). The corrected mean temperature was 53-0", or 6°9° below 
that of the previous week. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 51°5°. The vainfall was 
*809 inch on 4 days, ‘750 inch being recorded on Wednesday. On Monday the screened thermometers rose 
to 62°4°, on Saturday they fell to 44-62, Strong and squally westerly winds prevailed from points being 
S.S.W. and N.N.W. A fresh to strong gale blew on Monday afternoon. Solar halos were seen on Friday 
and Saturday, and on the evenings of those days a fine view was obtained of a tailed comet near the Pointers 


in the constellation of the Plough (Ursa Major).” 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 29-760 inches. The highest reading (30082) was on Saturday, at 9 p.m., the lowest 
(29°385) on Monday, at 9/a.m. 

The mean temperature for the week was 51:5~, being 0°8° below the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Monday, on which day the thermometer 
registered 61°, and was lowest on Wednesday and Saturday, the mercury having fallen to 42°. The mean 
of the Dry Bulb for the week was 51:2° and of the Wet Bulb, 49:2°. The mean humidity of the air was 
‘87, complete saturation being represented by 1:0. The rainfall during the week measured 0°565 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 57:1°, the maximum 72°5°, and the minimum 
47-6° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 59°9°, the winimum °42.7°, and the mear. 514° ; and at Edinburgh the 
maximum was 63:09, the minimum 42°2, and the mean 51°8. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°14 in. ; 
at Glasgow 1°14 in.; and at Edinburgh 0°47 in.

The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks and during the whole of that period, as appertaining to 
the undermentioned areas, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000.

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 4:2 per 1,000. Among the 169 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
one from enteric fever, 4 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 4 from whooping-cough, and 48 from diarrheal 
diseases. Of the 33 deaths from all causes for Cork 3 are from whooping-cough and 4 from diarrhoea and — 
enteritis of children under 2 years. Included in the 18 deaths from all causes for Londonderry are 4 from 
diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years. One of the 3 deaths from all causes for Tralee is from 
diphtheria. Three of the 5 deaths from all causes for Newtownards are from diarrhea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years, and included in the 4 deaths from all causes for Queenstown 1s one from whooping- 
cough. . 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 
In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 198—96 boys and 
102 girls—and the deaths to 154—76 males and 76 females.

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Duving the thirty-nine weeks, ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 21:1, and was 0:6 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1904-1913. 

The total deaths registered, numbering 154, represent an annual rate of 19°8 per 1,000 ; the annual rate 
for the past thirty-nine weeks was 22°6 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the curresponding period 
of the past ten years was 22-9 per 1,(100 of the mean population for all deaths registered. LA} 

Among the 154 deaths registered are one death each from enteric fever, measles, whooping-cough and 
influenza, 2 deaths from diphtheria, and 14* deaths from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years of 
age. In the three preceding weeks, deaths from enteric fever were one, 3, and 3; deaths from measles were 
0, 0, and 0; deaths from whooping cough were 0, one, and 0; deaths from diphtheria were 2, 0, and one ; 
deaths from influenza were one, 0, and 0; and deaths of children under 2 years of age from diarrhcea and 
enteritis were 18, 17, and 25, respectively. 

Deaths from tuberculous disease (all forms), which in the three preceding weeks were 34, 21, and 27, 
respectively, numbered 30* last week, the latter including 23 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous meningitis, 4 from abdominal tuberculosis, and 2 from other forms of the disease. 

Cancer caused 13 deaths. 

There were 5 deaths from broncho-pneumonia and one from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Three deaths of infants under one year old were ascribed to convulsions, one to premature birth, and 7 to 
congenital debility. 

Organic diseases of the heart caused 12 deaths and bronchitis 10 deaths. 

Of 3 deaths assigned to accidental causes one was caused by ptomaine poisoning, one by drowning, and 
one (that of an infant) by suffocation in bed. 

There was one death, the cause of which was stated in the Coroner’s certificate of the finding of the jury 
to be “ Caseous Pneumonia aggravated by bullet wound.” 

In 2 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the 
last illness; these cases were deaths of infants under one year of age. 

Forty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(36 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month old), and 35 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 23 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 14 aged 75 and upwards, of whom 
one (a female) was stated to have been aged 91 years. 

Sixty-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 13 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, 16 in the South Dublin Union 
Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IIT. and VIT.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 18°4 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 205 (North 
City Districts, 19°0 ; South, 22:2) and in the Suburbs 11-5, 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 2°3 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City heing 2°7 (in the North City Districts 1°6, and in the South 3-9), and for the Suburbs 1°1 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).— The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 27°6 per 1,000. 
Among them are one from whooping-cough, 2 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from bronchitis, and 
one death from diarrhcea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill)—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 18:9 per 1,000. 
There were 3 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 4 from bronchitis, and one death of a child under 2 years of age from diarrhoea 
and enteritis. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual rate of 262 per 1,000. 
Among them are one death from measles, 6 deaths from tuberculous disease, and one death from bronchitis. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street),—The deaths (10) represent an annual rate of 14'7 per 1,000, and include one 
death from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from broncho-pneumonia, and one accidental death. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—Coolock and 
Drumcondra, part of, 7°6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 0°0; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 
14:6. One of the 2 deaths recorded for Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, was that of a child under 2 years of age from diarrhcea 
and enteritis ; and of the 8 deaths from all causes for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, one was from pulmonary tuberculosis. 

No. 1 South City District (South Eari-street).—The deaths (10) represent an annual rate of 12°8 per 1,000, and include 
one death from tuberculous meningitis, one from bronchitis, one death of child under 2 years of age from diarrhcea and enteritis, 
and one death: caused by ptomaine poisoning. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 37:0 per 1,000. There were 3 
deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 deaths of children under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis, and one accidental 
death. : 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (22) are equal to an annual rate of 26:3 per 1,000. Among them 
are one from enteric fever, 5 from tuberculous disease, and 4 deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years 
of age. 

exe 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual rate of 22-0 per 1,000.

The mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 15:5), was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 15-7 per 1,0U0 persons living; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 16°83 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 17-7, and for Edinburgh 15:7. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


‘The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.SC., Medical Officer of- 


Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
26th September. From this Report it appears that of a total of 91 cases notitied, 62 were scarlet fever, 135 
diphtheria, 11 phthisis, 3 enteric fever, and 2 erysipelas. Among the 619 cases of infectious diseases in 
hospital at the close of the week were 293 cases of scarlet fever, 206 of phthisis, 74 of diphtheria, 16 of 
enteric fever, 10 of erysipelas, 2 of measles, and one of whooping-cough.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations —see 'LasLE II.) 
Sir John Moore, M.A., M.D., D.P.H,, D.SC., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 


week ending Saturday, 26th September, 1914 :— 

“ Favourable autumnal weather was experienced during this week, but the distribution of atmospheric 
préssure was very different at the beginning and close of the period. During Sunday and Monday the 
barometer was, lowest towurds the east, highest in the west, a large area of high pressure spreading in: over 
the British Islands from the Atlantic. The northerly winds of this anticyclonic system blew keenly, and at 
7 am. of Monday the screened thermometer read 32° at Eskdalemuir, Dumfriesshire, and at Markree Castle, 
Co. Sligo. At Birr Castie, King’s County, the reading was 34° at the hour named. Even in Dublin the 
thermometer had fallen towards morning to 37:8° in the screen. Thunder, lightning and hail had occurred in 
the London district on Sunday. By Tuesday morning the central area of high pressure had passed eastward 
from Ireland to Great Britain ; a southerly wind and a brisk rise of temperature tock place in the former 
country, while calms and cold prevailed in the inland parts of England and Scotland. On Tuesday and 
Wednesday heavy rains fell in the western parts of Ireland and Scotland—1-46 inches in all at Valentia, Co. 
Kerry, whereas a remarkably large diurnal range of temperature occurred at this time in Central England. 
At Nottingham the thermometer in the screen ranged from 35° to 61° on Tuesday, 33° to 65° on Wednesday, 
33° to 68° on Thursday, and 33° to 70° on Friday. The rains on the western coasts were related to low 
pressure systems moving in a north-easterly direction over the Atlantic. 
in Central England occurred within the limits of an anticyclone, which again spread westward to Ireland-on 
Saturday. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30-266 inches, the range being from 30-404 
inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, N.W.) so 30°117 inches at 4 p.m. of Friday (wind, 3.W.). The corrected 
mean temperature was 53°4°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 51°8°. On Monday the 
screened thermometers fell to 37°8°, on Friday they rose to 66°2°. Northerly winds prevailed at first, 
southerly and southwesterly later. Rain fell on Wednesday morning to the amount of ‘014 inch. ‘lhe 


-4Plough’ Comet was well seen on several nights.” 


The excessive ranges of temperature 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 30°254 inches. The highest reading (30380) was on Saturday, at 9 p.m., the lowest 
(30-135) on Friday, at 9 a.m. 

The mean temperature for the week was 51:3°, being 1:1° below the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Friday, on which day the thermometer 
registered 68°, and was lowest on Monday, the mercury having fallen to 30°. ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb © 
for the week was 52°2° and of the Wet Bulb, 49°3°.. The mean humidity of the air was ‘83, complete 
saturation being represented by 1‘ There was no rainfall during the week. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 52°5°, the maximum 73°9°, and the minimum 
35:3° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 62°2°, the minimum 35°7°, and the mear 51:4° ; and at Edinburgh the 
maximum was 65°19, the minimum 37:1. and the mean 52°6. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°12 in. ; 
and at Glasgow 0:06 in. There was no rainfall recorded at Edinburgh.

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DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. — Birrus.—In the Dublin Registration 
Area, which consists of the city of Dublin and the urban districts of Rathmines and 
Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and Kingstown, the total area thereof being 13,743 
statute acres, and the population, estimated to the middle of 1914, 406,000, there were 
registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Saturday, 26th September, 1914, 2,568 
births—1,324 boys and 1,244 girls—being equal to an annual ratio of 1 in 39-5, or 25°3 
in every 1,000 of the population. 


The number of births registered in the city was 2,156, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 27-8 in every 1,000 of the population ; and in the urban districts named above, 412, 
equal to an annual rate of 17-3 in every 1,000 of the population. 


There were registered in London during the same period 27,965 births—being equa! 
to an annual birth-rate of 24-8 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow 
there were registered 7,187, being equal to 27-5 per 1,000; and in Edinburgh, 1,669— 
a number affording an annual birth-rate of 20-7 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 


DrEatus.—Omitting the deaths (122) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Dublin Registration Area, the deaths for the Area, numbering 
1,765, are equivalent to an annual rate of 17-4 per 1,000 of the estimated population, 
the average rate for the corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 19-1. The 
total number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 
1,887—959 males and 928 females—affording an annual ratio of 1 in 53°8 or 18:6 
in every 1,000 of the estimated population. The annual mean mortality represented 
by the deaths registered during the third quarter of the ten years, 1904-1913, in the 
Dublin Registration Area was 20-1 per 1,000 of the estimated mean population of those 
years. 

The number of deaths of inhabitants* of the north city districts registered last 
quarter was 730, representing an annual mortality of 17-7 in every 1,000 of the

respective districts as corrected by the distribution of deaths in public institutions according to the localities 
from which the deceased persons were admitted. 
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population; and the number in the south city districts was 714, equivalent to a rate 
of 19-6 per 1,000. In the urban districts the number of deaths registered was 321, 
being equal to an annual death-rate of 13-4 .1n every 1,000. 


The number of deaths registered in London during the same period was 14,851, 
a number equal to an annual rate of mortality of 13-2 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants ; 
in Glasgow the number was 3,912 equal to 14-9 in every 1,000; and in Edinburgh 
1,095, affording an annual death-rate of 13-6 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population. 


DisEases.—The number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* registered 
in the Dublin Registration Area during last quarter was 244, and the annual rate per 
1,000 of the population represented by the deaths from these diseases was 2-40. 


The following tabular statement shows the mortality from some of the principal 
epidemic diseases in the period under notice, and the average number of deaths from 
these diseases which occurred in the corresponding period of the 10 years, 1904-1913 :—

Enreric Fever.—The number of deaths from enteric fever registered during the 
quarter was 21, the deaths from this cause in the three preceding quarters numbering 14, 
14, and 8, respectively. 

In the third quarter of the ten years, 1904-1913, the average number was 14, Of 
the 21 deaths for the quarter 5 belonged to North City districts, 13 to South City districts, 
one death each to Rathmines and Rathgar urban district and Pembroke urban district, 
and one was that of a person admitted to hospital from a locality outside the Registration 
Area. 

From Table I. it will be seen that 192 cases were under treatment in Dublin hospitals 
during the quarter, that of these 103 were discharged, 14 died, leaving 75 cases under 
treatment at the close of the quarter. 


Typuus.—No death from this disease was recorded, but one case was under treatment 
in hospital ; there was, however, no case under treatment on the last day of the quarter. 


SMALL-Pox.—There was no mortality from small-pox, nor was any case reported. 


Mrastes.—Deaths from measles numbered 21, being 6 under the average (27) for 
the corresponding quarter of the preceding 10 years. In the three quarters ending with 
27th June last the respective numbers were 15, 81, and 280. Of the 21 deaths, 7 were 
recorded for North City districts, 11 for South City districts, and 3 for Rathmines and 
Rathgar Urban district. 


ScaRLeT Frver.—Deaths from scarlet fever which in the three preceding quarters 
numbered 12, 13, and 8 deaths, respectively, fell to 7 last quarter, the average for the third 
quarter of the past 10 years being 8. 

Of the 7 deaths, one appertained to the North City, 5 to South City, and one to 
Kingstown urban district. 

It would appear from Table I. that 108 cases of this disease were under treatment 
in hospitals at the close of the previous quarter, that 165 were admitted, that 195 were 
discharged, and that 70+ cases remained under treatment at the end of the quarter.

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WHOOPING-couGH.—In the three preceding quarters the deaths from this cause, 
numbered 7, 24, and 20; they were 7 in the quarterly period ended 26th September, as 
against an average of 24 for the third quarter of the past 10 years. 


DIpHTHERIA.—Nineteen deaths from diphtheria were registered. Of these 7 belonged 
to North City districts, 6 to South City districts, one to Rathmines and Rathgar, 3 to 
Pembroke, one to Blackrock, and one was that of a person admitted to hospital from 
a locality outside the Area. In the three preceding quarters the deaths from diphtheria 
amounted to 31, 24, and 16, respectively, the average number for the third quarter of the 
10 years, 1904-13, being 14. Of 149 patients under treatment in Dublin hospitals, 104 
were discharged during the quarter, 13 died, and 32 cases remained under treatment at 
the close of the period. 


DIARRH@AL DisEAsEes.—Of 169 deaths from these causes, 165 were those of children 
under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis, the latter affording a rate of 64-3 per 
1,000 births. In the corresponding quarter of the three preceding years, the deaths 
from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age numbered 308, 95, and 263, 
respectively. 


INFLUENZA.—T wo deaths from influenza were registered during the quarter, as against 
12, 21, and 10, respectively, in the three preceding quarters, and an average of 7 in the 
third quarter of the 10 years 1904-1913. 


CEREBRO-SPINAL Frver.—No death was registered from this cause. 


PneEumon1A.—Of 87 deaths from pneumonia (affording an annual rate of 0-86 per 1,000 
of the population) 40 were from broncho-pneumonia, 14 from lobar pneumonia, and 33 from 
pneumonia (type not distinguished). 


TuBERCULOsIS.—There were 337 deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease, being 
equivalent to an annual rate of 3-32 per 1,000 of the population. Of the 337 deaths, 
250 were from pulmonary tuberculosis, 33 from tuberculous meningitis, 23 from abdominal 
tuberculosis, 3 from tuberculosis of the vertebral column, 2 from tuberculosis of joints, 
5 from tuberculosis of other organs, and 21 from disseminated tuberculosis. 

The 337 deaths include 268 deaths appertaining to the city of Dublin, affording an 
annual rate of 3-45 per 1,000 of the population (137 to North City districts or 3-33 per 
1,000, and 131 to South City districts, the annual rate being 3-60 per 1,000), and 41 to 
the urban districts (Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and Kingstown), being 
equivalent to an annual rate of 1-72 per 1,000 of the population. 


Cancer.—The number of deaths from cancer (carcinoma, sarcoma, and cancer, 
malignant disease) was 130, a number affording an annual rate of 1-28 per 1,000 of the 
population estimated to the middle of the year. 


DISEASES OF THE BRAIN AND Nervous SystemM.—To these causes 190 deaths were 
attributed, being equivalent to an annual rate of 1-87 per 1,000. Included in the 190 
deaths are 27 deaths from meningitis, and 45 deaths from convulsions—all of the latter 
being those of children under 5 years of age. 


DISEASES OF THE CIRCULATORY SystEM.—There were 204 deaths ascribed to these 
diseases, corresponding to an annual rate of 2-01 per 1,000. Of the deaths under this 
heading 169 were from organic diseases of the heart. 


Broncuitis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 104, representing an annual rate of 
1-02 per 1,000. 


ConcenrraL Maurormations, Premature Birru, anD ConGENITAL DEBILiry.— 
To congenital malformations, 7 deaths were ascribed; to premature birth, 45 deaths ; 
and to congenital debility, 56 deaths. 


VIoLENCE.—Of 50 accidental deaths, 2 were caused by poisons or poisonous vapours, 
3 (ail under 5 years of age) by burns or scalds, 14 by drowning, 4 (all of infants) by 
suffocation in bed, 5 by vehicles and horses, and 2 by railways.

In 44 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness. Of the 44 cases, 28 (or 64 per cent.) were deaths 
of children under 5 years of age; these 28 deaths form 4-8 per cent. of the total number 
of deaths of children of that age-period. Of the deaths of 130 infants under one month 
old registered, there were 16 (or 12-3 per cent.) regarding which the cause was uncertified. 

From Table II., on page 624f, it will be seen that, excluding 122 deaths of persons 
admitted into public institutions from localities outside the Dublin Registration Area, 
the number of deaths registered during the quarter was 1,765, equal to an annual rate 
of 17-4 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and that 240 of these deaths, repre- 
senting an annual rate of 2-4 per 1,000 persons, were caused by the principal epidemic 
diseases.t The death-rate for the city (from all causes) was 18-6 per 1,000, and for 
the urban districts 13-4 per 1,000. The death-rate represented by the mortality from 
the principal epidemic diseases in the city was 2-7, and in the urban districts 1-2, the rates 
for the several districts varying from 0-7 in Clontarf and Howth No. 1, part of, to 4-4 
in South City No. 1, the 202 deaths from all causes for that district including 2 
from enteric fever, 6 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, and 35 from diarrhoea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years of age. 

Occupations. —Table III., on page 624g, shows the occupations or social position 
of the persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, the various callings 
being grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality in the 
several social grades of the population. From this table it will be observed that the 
deaths in families of the “‘ Professional and Independent Class ” were equal to an annual 
rate of 11-7 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to the Census of 1911; in 
the “ Middle Class” the death-rate was 13-0 per 1,000; among the “ Artisan Class and 
Petty Shopkeepers ” it was 15-3 ; and in the “ General Service Class ” it was 18-3. 

Acrs.—Of the 1,887 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Registration 
Area during the quarter, 587 were under 5 years of age, including 418 infants under one 
year of age, the latter representing a rate of 162-8 per 1,000 births registered. The 
number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an annual mortality otf 
57-4 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the Census of 1911); 73 were between 
the ages of 5 and 15, representing an annual rate of 4-1 per 1,000 persons at that age- 
period ; 86 were between the ages of 15 and 25, equivalent to an annual rate of 4-3 per 
1,000 ; the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual mortality of 15-5 per 
1,000 of the population at that age-period (according to the Census of 1911); 332, or 
10-7 per 1,000 persons, were between 25 and 45; 431, or 29-3 per 1,000, between 45 
and 65; 225, or 53-3 per 1,000, between 65 and 75; and 153, or 109-4 per 1,000, were 
aged 75 and upwards, including 10 persons aged 90 and upwards. 

Pusiic Instirvtions.—Of the 1,887 deaths recorded during the quarter, 883, or 
44+1 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz., 501 in the various hospitals, prisons, 
and lunatic asylums ; 141 in the North Dublin Union Workhouse; 179 in the South Dublin 
Union Workhouse; and 12 (those of persons admitted from within the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 

WerATHER.—The mean temperature for thirteen weeks, deduced from the mean 
weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, was 
58-2°. At Greenwich, for the quarter, it was 61:8°; at Glasgow 57°2°; and at 
Edinburgh, 57°3°. 

The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 7:44 inches; at 
Greenwich, 3-31 inches; at Glasgow, 6:73; and at Edinburgh, 4-44 inches.

The average annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases* in the 27 districts is 2-8 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 
0-0 in four of the districts to 5-4 in Sligo, the 57 deaths from all causes for that district, 
including 14 from measles and one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under two years 


of age. 


The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* 
in the twenty-six provincial urban districts already named, and Tables IV. and V. give 
in detail the results of the registration for the quarter :— 


Enteric Frver.—Of 18 deaths from enteric fever, 8 were recorded for Belfast, 7 
for Ballymena, and one death each for Cork, Londonderry, and Limerick. 


TypHus.—Four deaths from this cause appertained to Belfast. 
SMALL-Pox.—There was no mortality from this disease. 


Mzastus.—The 84 deaths from measles include 62 recorded for Belfast, 14 for Sligo, 
3 deaths each for Cork and Lurgan, and one death each for Bangor and Athlone. 


SCARLET FEvER.—Twenty-five deaths from scarlet fever appertained to Belfast, 
2 each to Cork and Lurgan, and one death each to Londonderry, Limerick, and Kilkenny. 


WHOOPING-couGH.—Included in the 78 deaths are 50 for Belfast, 23 for Cork, and 4 
for Queenstown. 


DipHTHERIA.—Four deaths for Cork, 3 for Belfast, 2 for Kilkenny, and one death 
each for Galway, Drogheda, Tralee, and Athlone were recorded. 


DiARRH@AL DisrasEes.—Of 386 deaths from these causes 350 were those of children 
under 2 years of age, 240 of the latter belonging to Belfast, 30 to Cork, 17 to Londonderry, 
14 to Waterford, 13 to Lisburn, and 10 to Newtownards. 





Puruisis.—The annual death-rate from phthisis for the 27 towns in the aggregate 
was 2-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration Area it was 
2-3 per 1,000, for Belfast county borough 2-0 per 1,000, and for the urban districts 
collectively (exclusive of Dublin Registration Area and Belfast), it was 1-6 per 1,000, 
exclusive of deaths in public institutions of persons admitted from without the respective 
areas.

‘The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered* last week as appertaining to the 
Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-six principal provincial Urban Districts of Ireland was 17:3 per 
1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,205,280.4 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks and during the whole of that period, as appertaining to 
the undermentioned areas, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000. 
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The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°6 per 1,000. Among the 133 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
one from enteric fever, one from scarlet fever, 4 from whooping-cough, and 23 from diarrhceal di-eases. Of 
the 21 deaths from all causes for Cork 5 are from diarrhceal diseases. Two of the 11 deaths from all 
causes for Londonderry are from diarrhceal diseases. Included in the 12 deaths from all causes for Limerick 
ig one from scarlet fever. The 2 deaths for Tralee are from diarrhwea and enteritis of children under 2 
years. One of the 4 deaths from all causes for Queenstown is from whooping-cough, and of the 2 deaths 
for Bangor one is from diphtheria. and one from diarrheea and enteritis of a child under 2 years. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 199—102 boys and 
97 girls—and the deaths to 154—71 males and 83 females.

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‘The total deaths ragistered, numbering 154, represent an annual rate of 19-8 per 1,000; the annual rate 
for the past forty weeks was 22°5 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period of the 
past ten vears was 22:8 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

Among the deaths registered are one each from enteric fever, whooping-cough and diphtheria, and 12 
deaths from diarrhoeal diseases, the latter including 11 deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 
2 years of age. 

In the three preceding weeks, deaths from enteric fever were 3, 3, and one ; deaths from whooping-cough 
were one, 0, and one; deaths from diphtheria were 0, one, and 2; and deaths from diarrheal diseases 
were 17, 25, and 14, respectively. 

Of 26* deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease, 17 were from pulmonary tuberculosis, 4 from tuber- 
culous meningitis, one from abdominal tuberculosis, and 4 from other forms of the disease. In the three 
preceding weeks deaths from tuberculous disease numbered 21, 27, and 30, respectively. 


Fifteen* deaths from cancer were registered. 

Deaths from pneumonia include one from broncho-pneumonia, one from lobar pneumonia, and 8 from 
pneumonia (type not distinguished), 

Among deaths of infants under one year of age 2 were ascribed to convulsions and 4 to premature birth. 

Organic diseases of the heart caused 14 deaths and bronchitis 16 deaths. 

There were 2 accidental deaths. 


. In 8 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the 
last illness; these cases include the deaths of 5 infants under one year of age, and the deaths of 2 persons 
aged 65 years and upwards. 


Thirty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(26 being infants under one year, of whom 9 were under one month old), and 36 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 24 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 17 aged 75 and upwards, of whom 
one (a female) was stated to have been aged 94 years. 


Sixty-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions 3 
of this number 11 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, 10 in the South Dublin Union 
Workhouse, and 4 in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See Tables If]. and VII.} 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 191 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 19:0 (North, 
City Districts, 22°56 ; South, 15°0) and in the Suburbs 19°6. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasesf in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 1°9 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 2:0 (in the North City Districts 2°8, and in the South 1:1), and for the Suburbs 1°6 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North)—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 22:4 per 1,000 
and include 2 from tuberculous disease and 2 from bronchitis. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill)——The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 25:3 per 1,000. 
Whooping-cough caused one death, pulmonary tuberculosis 2 deaths, pneumonia 2 deaths, bronchitis 2 deaths, and there were 5 
deaths of children under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (22) are equivalent to an annual rate of 41:1 per 1,000. 
Included in the total are 6 from tuberculous disease, one from pneumonia, one from bronchitis, 2 from diarrhea and enteritis 
of children under 2 years of age, and one accidental death. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (9) represent an anuual rate of 13:2 per 1,000. 

Other North City Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, part of, 9°5 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, 1971 ; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 
4°9, Included in the 5 deaths from all causes for Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, is one from each of pneumonia and 
bronchitis. 

No. 1 South City District (South Karl-street)—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 21'7 per 1,000, and include 
one from enteric fever, 6 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from each of pneumonia, bronchitis, and diarrhoea and enteritis 
(that of a child under 2 years), and there was one death caused accidentally. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 14:2 per 1,000. Of the 5 deaths 
2 were from bronchitis. 

No. 3 South Crty District (Peter-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 15:6 per 1,000. Included in 
the total are 2 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from pneumonia, 2 from bronchitis, aud there was one death of a child 
under 2 years from diarrhoea and enteritis. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths (6) are equivalent to an annual rate of 9°4 per 1,000. 
Tuberculous meningitis caused 2 deaths and there were 2 deaths from bronchitis. 

' New Kilmainham District.—The one death is equal to an annual rate of 5:3 per 1,000, and was from pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 

Urban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines and Rathgar, 10°7 ; 
Pembroke. 259; Blackrock, 0'0; and Kingstown, 40°0. The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated tor these 
districts comprise one from diphtheria for Pembroke, and one from diarrhoea and enteritis under 2 years for each of Pembroke 
and Kingstown. Among the 8 deaths from all causes for Rathmines and Rathgar is one from each of tuberculous disease and 
bronchitis. Included in the 15 deaths from all causes for Pembroke is one from each of pulmonary tuberculosis, pneumonia, 
and bronchitis ; and among the 13 deaths from all causes for Kingstown are 2 from tuberculous disease, 3 from pneumonia, 


and one from bronchitis. 
ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


Lhe mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 14-9), was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 14:3 per 1,000 persons living; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 15:6 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 15:5, and for Edinburgh 13:8. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


Lhe Kegistrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
3rd October. From this Report it appears that of a total of 107 cases notified, 64 were scarlet fever, 23 
diphtheria, 13 phthisis, 6 erysipelas, and one enteric fever. Among the 673 cases of infectious diseases in 
hospital at the close of the week were 322 cases of scarlet fever, 199 of phthisis, 88 of diphtheria, 12 of 
enteric fever, and 10 of erysipelas.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations—see ‘TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.A., M.D., D.P.H., D.SC., F.R.MET.SOC., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 3rd October, 1914 :— 

“Fine autumnal weather was enjoyed in Ireland and England—in Scotland, less settled conditions 
prevailed, and Scandinavia was visited by a succession of westerly to northerly gales connected with the 
passage of some large and deep atmospheric depressions across Northern Europe. On Sunday morning the 
barometer stood at 30-49 inches at Valentia in Kerry, but was as low as 28-98 inches at Bodé in the N.W. of 
Norway. ‘The day was beautiful in and near Dublin, and a splendid afterglow followed the sunset. At 8.15 
p-m. a magnificent band of auroral light shot up from the western horizon aimost to the zenith; it formed 
part of a display of aurora borealis. In the course of the same night a very energetic secondary depression 
passed quickly by the N. of Scotland, its centre reaching Upsala in Sweden on Monday morning, with the 
barometer down to 28°90 inches or thereabouts—at Vard6, near the centre of the primary depression, the 
reading was 28:675 inches. In connection with these disturbances fresh westerly gales were reported from 
Scotland, Malin Head, Co. Donegal, and Spurn Head at the mouth of the Humber. As the wind drew into 
N.W. in the rear of the depressions temperature fell in the course of Monday night to 32° at Eskdalemuir, 
Dumfries, 36° in Glasgow, and 45° in Dublin. Tuesday was fair and bright, and there was a splendid after- 
glow at 6 pam. The night was calm and cold, 41° being the minimum in Dublin, but 32° at Bath and 31° at 
Nottingham. A coloured ‘foreglow’ ushered in Wednesday, and there was again an afterglow at 6 p.m. 
With the advent of October the weather became less fair, owing to the passage of another very large and 
deep depression across Northern Europe, while a band of high atmosphere pressure maintained its position 
over Ireland, England and France. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°333 inches, the 
range being between 30:443 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, W.N.W.), and 30°219 inches at 9 a.m. of 
Monday (wind, N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 54°6°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. 
and 9 p.m. being 53°6°. ‘The screened thermometers fell to 41:0° on Wednesday and rose to 64:0° on 
Saturday. W.and W.N.W. winds prevailed. There was no measurable rainfall. An aurora borealis was 
seen on Sunday evening, a lunar halo on Friday night, and a solar halo on Saturday afternoon.” 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 30°333 inches. The highest reading (30°446) was on Sunday, at 9 a.m., the lowest 
(30°200).on Monday, at 9 a.m. ; 

The mean temperature for the week was 524°, being 0:4° above the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Saturday, on which day the thermometer 
registered 66°, and was lowést on Wednesday, the mercury having fallen to 31°. The mean of the Dry Bulb 
for the week was 52°3° and of the Wet Bulb, 51°3°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘93, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The rainfall during the week measured 0‘015 inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 53°8°, the maximum 68°6°, and the minimum 
338° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 58:0° the winimum 38°7°, and the mear 513° ; and at Edinburgh the 
maximum was 61-9°, the minimum 39-0. and the mean 52-2. The rainfall at Glasgow measured 0-25 in. ; and 
at Edinburgh 0:03 in. here was no rainfall recorded at Greenwich.

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°6 per 1,000. Among the 111 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
2 from enteric fever, 3 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 4 from whooping-cough, and 11 from diarrheal 
diseases. Included in the 19 deaths from all causes for Cork are 2 from whooping-cough and one from 
diarrhcea and enteritis of a child under 2 years. Two of the 10 deaths from all causes for Londonderry are 
from diarrhcea and enteritis under 2 years, and of the 16 deaths from al] causes for Limerick, 2 are from the 
same cause, Among the 12 deaths from all causes for Waterford are 2 from scarlet fever and 2 from diarrhea 
and enteritis under 2 years. Of the 3 deaths from all causes for Dundalk 2 are from diarrheal diseases, and 
2 of the 3 deaths from all causes for Ballymena are from enteric fever. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 223—118 boys and 
105 girls—and the deaths to 141—76 males and 65 females.

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The total deaths ragistered, numbering 141, represent an annual rate of 18:1 per 1,000; the annual rate 
for the past forty-one weeks was 22°4 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period of 
the past ten years was 22:8 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 


The total deaths include 2 from enteric fever, one from dysentery, and 16 from diarrheal diseases. 
In the three preceding weeks, deaths from enteric fever were 3, one, and one; deaths from dysentery were 
0, 0, and 0; and deaths from diarrhceal diseases were 25, 14, and 12, respectively. 


Deaths from tuberculous disease, which in the three preceding weeks numbered 27, 30, and 26, 
respectively, fell to 22 last week, the latter comprising 11 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 7 from tuberculous 
meningitis, 2 from abdominal tuberculosis, and 2 from other forms of the disease. 


There were 8* deaths from cancer. : 
Two deaths were caused by lobar pneumonia, and 9 by pneumonia (type not distinguished). 


Deaths of infants under one year of age include one death ascribed to congenital malformation, one to 
premature birth, and 2 to congenital debility. 


Eighteen deaths from organic diseases of the heart and 10 from bronchitis were registered. 

There were 7 accidental deaths, including 2 deaths by burns and scalds of children, aged 3 and 6 years, 
respectively. 

In no instance was the cause of death “uncertified.” 


Thirty of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(21 being infants under one year, of whom 3 were under one month old), and 33 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 27 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 16 aged 75 and upwards. 


Sixty of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 8 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, and 11 in the South Dublin 
Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IiI. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 17°5 per 1,000 ; the rate in the City was 19:1 (North 
City Districts, 17°1; South, 21°5) and in the Suburbs 12:0. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasesf in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 2°2 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 2:7 (in the North City Districts 2°5, and in the South 2°9), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 22:4 per 1,000. 
Among them are one from tuberculous meningitis, 5 deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age, and one 


accidental death. 
No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 12°6 per 1,000. 


There were 2 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 4 from pneumonia, and one from bronchitis. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual rate of 28:1 per 1,000. 
Five deaths were caused by tuberculous disease. 

No. 3 North City. District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 20°5 per 1,000. One death from 
dysentery, 3 deaths from tuberculous disease, one from pneumonia, 3 from bronchitis, and one (that of a child under 2 years of age) 


from diarrhea and enteritis were recorded, 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Coolock and 
Drumcondra, part of, 3°8 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 0-0 ; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 
4:9, The only death recorded for the first-named district was one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age. 

No. 1 South City District (South Eari-street)—The deaths (23) represent an annual rate of 29°4 per 1,000. There were 
8 deaths from tuberculous disease, one from pneumonia, 3 from bronchitis, 2 deaths of children under 2 years of age from 


diarrhoea and enteritis, and 3 accidental deaths. 
No. 2 South City District (Castle-street)—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 17:1 per 1,000, and include one 
death from tuberculous meningitis, one from pneumonia, and one death of a child under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and 


enteritis. 
No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (19) are equal to au annual rate of 22°8 per 1,000. Among them 


are one from enteric fever, 2 from tuberculous disease, 2 from pneumonia, 2 from bronchitis, 2 deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis 
of children under 2 years of age, and 2 accidental deaths. 

No. 4 South City District (Graud Canal Street).—The deaths (11) are equivalent to an annual rate of 17°3 per 1,000. 
One death from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age, and one acci- 


dental death were recorded. : 
New Kilmainham District.—The only death recorded (equivalent to an annual rate of 53 per 1,000), was one from 


bronchitis. 

Urban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines and Rathgar, 12°0 ; 
Pembroke, 13°8; Blackrock, 0°0 ; and Kingstown, 154. The only death from any of the principal epidemic diseases tabulated 
tor these districts was one from enteric fever for Rathmines and Rathgar, the 9 deaths from all causes for this district including 
3 from tuberculous disease. Among the 8 deaths from all causes for Pembroke is one from pneumonia; and the 5 deaths from 
all causes for Kingstown include one from pulmonary tuberculosis.

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 138), was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 13-9 per 1,000 persons living; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 15:9 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 15-4, and for Edinburgh 15-2. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


‘The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
10th October. From this Report it appears that of a total of 105 cases notified, 78 were scarlet fever, 15 
diphtheria, 9 phthisis, and 3 erysipelas. Among the 692 cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the close 
of the week were 348 cases of scarlet fever, 195 of phthisis, 82 of diphtheria, 9 of enteric fever, 8 of 
erysipelas, and one of measles.

and 79 cases remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week, the respective numbers in 
hospital at the close of the 3 preceding weeks, being 72, 7, and 79. 

Two cases of measles were admitted to hospital, 3 were discharged and 3 cases remained under treatment 
at the close of the week. At the end of the 3 preceding weeks such cases were 3, 4, and 4, 
respectively. 

Fifteen cases of scarlet fever 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the close of the 3 preceding 
cases in hospital were 66, 70, and 59, respectively.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations—see 'TasLE IT.) 


Sir John Moore, M.A., M.D., D.P.H., D.SC., F.R.MET.80C., D.L., reports as follows on the weather during the 
week ending Saturday, 10th October, 1914 :— 


“Singularly fine, mild, quiet weather held through the greater part of this week. But much cloud 
prevailed in Ireland, and Tuesday was especially dull and damp in the Dublin district, a close drizzling rain 
falling for some hours in the City itself. Curiously enough, ou the same day 7-8 hours of bright sunshine 
were recorded at Valentia, Co. Kerry. The south of England also was more favoured in regard to sunshine 
than the west and north portions of the United Kingdom—the south coast stations of England had between 
9 and 104 hours of bright sunshine on Sunday; in the south-east of that country more than 10 hours were 
recorded on Wednesday, and over 9 hours at some stations on Thursday. Owing to the clearness of the sky 
the diurnal range of temperature was large at certain places in England—for example, at Bath the 
thermometer fell from 64° on Sunday to 88° during the following night, and rose from 35° on Thursday 
morning to 64° in the course of that day. The cause of the quiet, fine weather of the week is to be found 
in the persistence of an anticyclone over Great Britain and Ireland. The barometer rose slightly above 
30-5 inches over the southern half of Ireland on Sunday evening in the central area of this high-pressure 
system. From Monday morning the anticyclone diminished slightly in intensity, but its influence lasted to 
the end of the week, though rain fell on Saturday afternoon. In Spitzbergen the frost became very severe 
as the days went by—the minima were 21°, 19%, 12°, 7°, 10°, 9° up to Friday. On Thursday the 
maximum was orly 14°. Frost also made its appearance, after an intermittent fashion, in the north of 
Scandinavia. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°334 inches, the range being from 
30-503 inches at 9 p.m. of Sunday (wind, N.W.) to 30°161 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, E.). The 
corrected mean temperature was 55:8°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m.and 9 p.m. being 54°6°. 
On Monday the screened thermometers fell to 47-8° and rose to 62°3°—these being the extreme readings 
for the week. A lunar halo was seen on Sunday evening, a lunar corona on Tuesday night. ‘The prevailing 
wind was W.N.W. The rainfall was -023 inch on 2 days, ‘012 inch being recorded on Tuesday.” 
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At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the barometer 
during the week was 30-337 inches. The highest reading (30:499) was on Sunday, at 9 p.m., the lowest 
(30:204) on Saturday, at 9 p.m. 

The mean temperature for the week was 53:3°, being 2°8° above the average for the corresponding period 
of the 10 years, 1904-1913. The temperature* was highest on Monday and Thursday, on which days the 
thermometer registered 63°, and was lowest on Monday, the mercury having fallen to 41°. The mean of the 
Dry Bulb for the week ‘was 53:2° and of the Wet Bulb, 52°5°. The mean humidity of the air was :96, 
complete saturation being represented by 1-0. The rainfall during the week measured 0:040 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 52-9°, the maximum 63°4°, and the minimum 
36-0° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 60°1° the minimum 471°, and the mean 53°7° ; and at Edinburgh the 
maximum was 60-09, the minimum 44:0. and the mean 53:1. The rainfall at Glasgow measured 6:06 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°11 in. There was no rainfall recorded at Greenwich.

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°7 per 1,000. Among the 132 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
7 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 3 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, and 13 from diarrheal 
diseases. Five of the 28 deaths from all causes for Cork and 3 of the 13 deaths from all causes for Limerick 
were of children under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis. Included in the 9 deaths from all causes 
for Waterford are 2 from scarlet fever and one (a child under 2 years of age) from diarrhea and enteritis. 
Among the 3 deaths from all causes for Lurgan is one from diphtheria, and the only death recorded during 
the week for Newtownards was caused by scarlet fever.

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‘The total deaths registered, numbering 144, represent an annual rate of 18-5.per 1,000 ; the annual rate 
for the past forty-two weeks was 22°3 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period of 
the past ten years was 22-7 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 


Among the deaths registered are 3 from enteric fever, one from scarlet fever, 2 from diphtheria, 2 from 
influenza, one from dysentery, and 12* from diarrhceal diseases. In the three preceding weeks, deaths from 
enteric fever were one, one, and 2; deaths from scarlet fever were 0, 0, and 0; deaths from diphtheria were 
2, one, and 0; deaths from influenza were one, 0, and 0; deaths from dysentery were 0, 0, and one; and 
deaths from diarrheal diseases were 14, 12, and 14 respectively. 


Twenty-nine* deaths were caused by tuberculous disease, including 25 deaths from pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 2 from tuberculous meningitis, one from abdominal tuberculosis, and one from tuberculosis of the 
spine. In the three preceding weeks the deaths from tuberculous disease numbered 30, 26, and 22 


respectively. 

There were 6* deaths from cancer. 

Broncho-pneumonia caused 2 deaths and pneumonia (type not distinguished) 7 deaths. 

The deaths of infants under one year of age included 2 from congenital malformations, 6 from premature 
birth, and 5 from congenital debility. 

Deaths from organic diseases of the heart numbered 7 and bronchitis 21. 


There was one death caused by burns accidentally received. 
Tn 2 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the 


last illness, 

Forty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(32 being infants under one year, of whom 13 were under one month old), and 28 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 21 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 11 aged 75 and upwards, of 
whom 2 (females) were stated to have been aged 92 and 95 years respectively. 

Sixty-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and ‘other public institutions ; 
of this number 14 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse,. and 10 in the South Dublin 


- Union Workhouse. . 
The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 


Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See ‘lables ITT. and VIT.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 17-0 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 18°3 (North 
City Districts, 18°0; South, 18°6) and in the Suburbs 12°6. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 2°3 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 3:0 (in the North City Districts 2°8, and in the South 3°2), and for the Suburbs 0°0 per 1,009. 

No. 1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 25°9 per 1,000. 
and include one from dysentery, 3 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from pneumonia, 2 from bronchitis, and 4 from diarrheal 
diseases. 

; No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (il) are equal to an annual rate of 18°9 per 1,000. 

There were 2 deaths from tuberculous disease, 2 from bronchitis, and one death of a child under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and 
nteritis. 

i mG: 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual rate of 243 per 1,000. 

Four deaths were caused by tuberculous disease, one by pneumonia, 2 by bronchitis, and one (that of a child under 2 years of age) 


by diarrhoea and enteritis. 
No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 19°] per 1,000. One death each 


from scarlet fever and diphtheria, 3 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from pneumonia, and 2 from bronchitis were recorded. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, part of, 9°5 per 1,000 inhabitants : Coolock and Drumecondra, part of, 11:4 ; and Finglas aud Glasnevin, part of, 
4:9, The only death recorded for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, was from pulmonary tuberculosis ; and of the 3 deaths 
from all causes for Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, one was from pulmonary tuberculosis, and one from bronchitis. 

No. 1 South City District (South Eari-street).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 23:0 per 1,000. Among them 
are one from enteric fever, 3 from tuberculous disease, 5 from bronchitis, and one death of a child under 2 years of age from 
diarrhoea and enteritis. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 19-9 per 1,000. There were 2 


deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from broncho- pneumonia, and 2 from bronchitis. 
No. 3 South City District (Peter-street) —The deaths {12} are equal to an annual rate of 14:4 per 1,000. One death from 


enteric fever, 2 deaths from pneumonia, 2 from bronchitis, and 2 deaths of children under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and 


and enteritis were recorded. 
No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual rate of 20°4 per 1,000, 


and include one death each from enteric fever, diphtheria, pulmonary tuberculosis, broncho-pneumonia, and diarrhoea and enteritis, 


the death from the latter cause being that of a child under 2 years of age. 
New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (2) are equal to an annual rate of 19°6 per 1,000. One of the deaths was from 


bronchitis, and one (that of a child under 2 years of age) was from diarrhoea and enteritis. 
Uroan Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines aud Rathgar, 14°6 ; 


Pembroke. 15°5 ; Blackrock, 0°0; and King-town, 9-2, There was no death from any of the principal epidemic diseases tabulated 
tor these districts. The 1] deaths from all causes for Rathmines and Rathgar include 2 from tuberculous disease, one from 
bronchitis and one accidental death ; among the 9 deaths from all causes for Pembroke are one from influenza, 4 from pulmonary 
tuberculosie and one from pneumonia ; and the 3 deaths from all causes for Kingstown comprise one death each from influenza, 


pulmonary tuberculosis and bronchitis.

INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


‘Lhe Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B.Sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
17th October. From this Report it appears that of a total of 129 cases notified, 69 were scarlet fever, 393 
diphtheria, 21 phthisis, 5 erysipelas, and one enteric fever Among the 732 cases of infectious diseases in 
hospital at the close of the week were 350 cases of scarlet fever, 195 of phthisis, 96 of diphtheria, 12 of 
measles, 9 of enteric fever, and 7 of cerebro spinal fever.

Three cases of measles remained under treatment in hospital,at the close of the week. At 
the end of the 3 preceding weeks such cases were 4, 4, and 3, respectively, 

Twenty-four cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 9 were discharged, there was one death, and 
75* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. At theclose of the 3 preceding weeks the 
cases in hospital were 70, 59, and 61, respectively. e . 

Hight cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital during the week, and 7 were discharged, 
The cases in hospital, which at the close of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 32, 38, and 43 
respectively, were 44 at the close of last week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 4 cases of pneumonia were admitted to hospital, 9 were 
‘discharged, there was one death, and 19 cases remained under treatment at the end of the week.

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‘The total deaths registered, numbering 134, represent an annual rate of 17-2 per 1,000 ; the annual rate 
for the past forty-three weeks was 22-2 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period of 
the past ten years was 22-6 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 


Among the total deaths registered are one* from diphtheria and 11 deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years of age. Deaths from diphtheria during the three preceding weeks numbered one, 0, 
and 2; and deaths of children under 2 years of age from diarrhcea and enteritis, 11, 14, and 11 respectively. 

Deaths from tuberculous disease (all forms) which in the three preceding weeks were, respectively, 26, 
22, and 29, numbered 22* last week, the latter comprising 17 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 deaths 
each from tuberculous meningitis and abdominal tuberculosis, and one from disseminated tuberculosis. 


Cancer caused 9* deaths. 

Of 9 deaths from pneumonia 3 were from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from lobar pneumonia, and 4 from 
pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Among deaths of infants under one year old are 5 ascribed to convulsions, 3 to premature birth, and 3 to 
congenital debility.

Thirty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(27 being infants under one year, of whom 10 were under one month old), and 48 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 33 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 19 aged 75 and upwards, of 
whom one (a female) was stated to have been aged 99 years. 


Seventy-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ;

The mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 14:7), was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 13-8 per 1,000 persons living; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 15:0 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 15:1, and for Edinburgh 14°8. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


‘Lhe Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
24th October. From this Report it appears that of a total of 148 cases notified, 76 were scarlet fever, 38 
diphtheria, 16 phthisis, 10 erysipelas, 2 enteric fever, and one puerperal fever. Among the 803 cases of 
infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 404 cases of scarlet fever, 191 of phthisis, 108 of 
diphtheria, 13 of measles, 10 of enteric fever, and 10 of erysipelas.

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 2:2 per 1,000. Among the 147 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
one from enteric fever, 10 from measles, one from scarlet fever, 3 from whooping-cough, and 10 from 
diarrheal diseases. Included in the 29 deaths from all causes for Cork are one from measles, 2 from 
whooping-cough, and one from diarrhea. Two of the 11 deaths from al] causes for Londonderry were from 
diarrheal diseases, and of the 19 deaths recorded for Waterford, 5 were from scarlet fever.

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The total deaths ragistered, numbering 158, represent an annual rate of 20°3 per 1,000 ; the annual rate 
for the past forty-five weeks was 22-0 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period of 
the past ten years was 22°6 per 1,(00 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 


Of the deaths registered, 3* were from enteric fever, one each from whooping-cough, diphtheria and 
influenza, and 10 deaths from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. In the three preceding 
weeks deaths from enteric fever were 3, 0, and 2; deaths from whooping-cough were 0, 0, and 0; deaths from 
diphtheria were 2, one, and 0; deaths from influenza were 2, 0, and 2; and deaths of children under 2 years 
of age from diarrhea and enteritis were 11, 11, and 7, respectively. 


There were 19* deaths from tuberculous disease, comprising 16 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from 
tuberculous meningitis, and one from tuberculosis of the kidney. In the three preceding weeks, the deaths 
from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered, respectively, 29, 22, and 15. 


Eight* deaths were attributed to cancer. 

Of 12* deaths from pneumonia 6 were caused by broncho-pneumonia, 3 by lobar pneumonia, and 3 by 
pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

The deaths of infants under one year of age include 2 ascribed to convulsions and 3 to premature birth. 

Organic diseases of the heart caused 13 deaths and bronchitis 16. 

Vive deaths were attributed to accidental violence, including 2 caused by burns or scalds. One death 
(that of a soldier) was caused by bullet wound. :

Thity-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age

whom one (a male) was stated to have been aged 92 years. | 


Seventy-five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 9 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse and 14 in the South Dublin 


Union Workhouse. ’ 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed.

As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 18°0 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 19°3 (North 
City Districts, 20-9 ; South, 17°5) and in the Suburbs 13-6. ; 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 1°8 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 1:7 (in the North City Districts 0°3, and in the South 3:2), and for the Suburbs 2:2 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 17:3 per 1,000. 
One of the deaths was from bronchitis, and there was one accidental death. b-% 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 20:2 per 1,000, 
and include one from enteric fever, 2 from pneumonia, 4 from bronchitis, and one accidental death. : 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (12) are equivalent to an annual rate of 22-4 per 1,000. 
Among them are one from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from bronchitis, and one accidental death. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 249 per 1,000. There were 4 
deaths from tuberculous disease, one from lobar pneumonia, and 2 from bronchitis. 

Other North City .Districts—VThe annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, part of, 9°5 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, 34:3 ; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 
4:9. The only death recorded for the first-named district was one from pulmonary tuberculosis ; and the 9 deaths from all 
causes for Coolock and Drumeondra, part of, include one from influenza, one from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 2 from bronchitis. 

No. 1 South City District (South Kari-street).—The deaths (14) represent an aunual rate of 17-9 per 1,000. Among them 
are 3 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, one each from pneumonia and bronchitis, and 2 deaths of children under 2 years of age 


from diarrhea and enteritis. 
No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual rate of 11°4 per 1,000. Whooping- 


cough caused one death. 
No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 21°6 per 1,000. One death each 


from enteric fever and diphtheria, 2 from pulmonary tuberculosis. one death each from broncho-pneumonia and bronchitis, and 
2 deaths (those of.children under 2 years of age) from diarrhoea and enteritis, were recorded. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street)—The deaths (8) are equivalent to an annual rate of 12°6 per 1,000. 
Two deaths were caused by pneumonia, and one death each from bronchitis and diarrheea and enteritis, the death from the latter 


cause being that of a child under 2 years of age. 
New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 26:5 per 1,000, and include 2 deaths from 


tuberculous disease and one, that of a child under 2 years of age, from diarrhoea and enteritis. 

UVroan Vastricts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines and Rathgar, 20°0 ; 
Pembroke. 8°6 ; Blackrock, 5°7; and Kingstown, 12°3, The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated tor these districts 
comprise 3 deaths!from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age for Rathmines and Rathgar, and one for Pembroke. 
Among the 15 deaths from all causes for Rathmines and Rathgar are one from pulmonary tuberculosis and one from bronchitis. 
The 5 deaths from all causes for Pembroke include one from broncho-pneumonia and one from bronchitis. The only death 
reccrded for Blackrock is one from lobar pneumonia ; and of the 4 deaths from all causes for Kingstown one is from pulmonary .

INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 

The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.Sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
7 th November. From this Report it appears that of a total of 111 cases notified, 60 were scarlet fever, 26 
diphtheria, 16 phthisis, 8 erysipelas, and one enteric fever. Among the 843 cases of infectious diseases in 
hospital at the close of tiie week were 414 cases of scarlet fever, 186 of phthisis, 154 of diphtheria, 11 of 
erysipelas, and 11 of enteric fever.

during the week ended 7th November, 1914, and the number under treatment at the close of each of the 
3 preceding weeks. 

From this it appears that :— 

Fourteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, 18 were discharged, there were 3 
deaths, and 81 cases remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week, the respective numbers in 
hospital at the close of the 3 preceding weeks being 85, 92, and 88. 

Fourteen cases of typhus were admitted to hospital during the week, and 15 cases remained under treat- 
ment at its close. 

Two cases of measles was admitted to hospital during the week, 2 were discharged, and 9 cases remained. 
under treatment at its close. At the end of the 3 preceding weeks such cases were 3, 8, and 9, respectively. 

Twenty-three cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 11 were discharged, one died, and 120* 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. At the close of the 3 preceding weeks the 
cases in hospital were 75, 98, and 109, respectively. 

Twelve cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital during the week, 15 weve discharged, and there was 
one death, The cases in hospital, which at the close of the 3 preceding weeks numbered 44, 52, and 51 
respectively, were 47 at the close of last week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, one case of pneumonia was: admitted to hospital, 8 were 
discharged, and 13 cases remained under treatment at the end of the week.

The total deaths r2gistered, numbering 155, represent an annual rate of 19:9 per 1,000 ; the annual rate 5 
for the past forty-six weeks was 21-9 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period of 
the past ten vears was 22°6 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 


Of the deaths registered, 2* were from enteric fever, one each from typhus, measles, scarlet fever, 
and croup, and 6* from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years. In the three preceding weeks, deaths 
from enteric fever were 0, 2, and 3; deaths from typhus were 0, 0, and 0; deaths from measles were 0, one, 
and 0 ; deaths from scarlet fever were 0, 2, and 0; deaths from diphtheria were one, 0, and and; and deaths 
from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years were 1}, 7, and 10, respectively. 


There were 29* deaths from tuberculous disease, comprising 22 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 from 
tuberculous meningitis, 3 from abdominal tuberculosis, and one from tuberculosis of the urinary tract. In 
the three preceding weeks, deaths from tuberculous disease were 22, 15, and 19, respectively. 


Cancer caused 15* deaths. 


Of 12* deaths from pneumonia 6 were from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from lobar pneumonia, and 4 from 
pneumonia (type not distinguished). ; 


Among the deaths of infants under one year of age are 3 caused by convulsions, 2 by premature birth, 
2 by congenital debility, and one from congenital malformation. 


Organic diseases of the heart caused 18 deaths and bronchitis 15 deaths. 
There were 2 deaths attributed to accident, one of which was caused by a vehicle. 
One death of a soldier occurred caused by a bullet wound obtained in Battle. 


In 4 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during 
the last illness ; these cases include the deaths of 3 infants under one year of age, and the death of one person 
aged 72 years. 

Thirty-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(25 being infants under one year, of whom 6 were under one month old), and 38 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 24 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 18 aged 75 and upwards, of 
whom one (a female) was stated to have been aged 95 years. 


Kighty-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, 23 in the South Dublin 
Union Workhouse, and 4 in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed.

As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 18°! per 1,000; the rate in the City was 19:1 (North

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 1:0 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 1°3 (in the North City Districts 1:3, and in the South 1:4), and for the Suburbs 0-0 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 17:3 per 1,000, 
and include one from each of enteric fever, croup, pulmonary tuberculosis, broncho-pneumonia, and bronchitis. 

No..1 North City District, West (Summer-hill)—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 18-9 per 1,000. 
Included in the total are 3 from tuberculous disease, one from lobar pneumonia, one from bronchitis; and one accidental death. 

No, 2 North City District (Lisburn-street),—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual rate of 23-1 per 1,000. 
Typhus and measles each caused one death, pulmonary tuberculosis 3 deaths, and bronchitis 2 deaths. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (11) represent an annual rate of 16:1 per 1,000. Scarlet fever 
caused one death, pulmonary tuberculosis 2 deaths, and broncho-pneumonia one death. : 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, part of, 19°0 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, 3°8 ; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 
14°6. One of the 2 deaths for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, is from pneumonia ; and of the 3 deaths for Finglas and 
Glasnevin, part of, one is from pulmonary tuberculosis. 

‘ No. 1 South City District (South Kari-street).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 19°2 per 1,000, and include 3 
from tuberculous disease, 4 from bronchitis, and 2 from diarrhoea and enteritis under 2 years. 

No, 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 31:3 per 1,000. Included in 
the total are 3 from tuberculous disease, one from pneumonia, and 3 from bronchitis. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street)—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 19-2 per 1,000. Pulmonary 
tuberculosis caused 3 deaths, and there was one death from each of broncho-pneumonia, bronchitis, diarrhoea and enteritis (that 
of a child under 2 years), and one from accidental violence. : 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The-deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual rate of 20-4 per 1,000, 
and include 4 from tuberculous disease, 2 from broncho-pneumonia, and one from bronchitis. 

New Kilmainkam District.—The deaths (2) are equal to an annual rate of 10°6 per 1,000, and compris one from pneumoniae 
and one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years. 

Vroan Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines ana. Rathgar, 12-0 ; 
Pembroke. 8°6 ; Blackrock, 34°0 ; and Kingstown, 21°5. There were no deaths from any of the principal epidemic diseases tabulated 
tor these districts.

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 27 town districts during last week* 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°0 per 1,000. Among the 146 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
one from enteric fever, 9 from measles, 6 from scarlet fever, 2 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 
and 2 from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. Included in the 41 deaths from all 
causes for Cork are one from measles, 2 from diphtheria, and one (of a child under 2 years) from diarrhoea 
and enteritis. Of the 17 deaths from all causes for Waterford, 4 are from scarlet fever and 3 from diarrhoeal 
diseases.

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The total deaths ragistered, numbering 155, represent an annual rate of 19-9 per 1,000 ; the annual rate 
for the past forty-seven weeks was 21-9 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period ot 
the past ten years was 22-6 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

Among the deaths registered are 2 from enteric fever, one death each from scarlet fever and influenza, 
and 8 deaths from diarrhceal diseases. In the three preceding weeks, deaths from enteric fever were 2, 3, and 
2; deaths from soarlet fever were 2, 0, and one ; deaths from influenza were 2, one, and 0 ; and deaths from 
diarrheal diseases were 7, 10, and 6, respectively. 

Twenty-five* deaths were caused by tuberculous disease (all forms), comprising 20 deaths from pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 3 from tuberculous meningitis, and one death each from abdominal tuberculosis and disseminated 
tuberculosis. In the three preceding weeks, deaths from tuberculous disease numbered 15, 19, and 29, 
respectively. 

There were 9* deaths from cancer, 

Of 9 deaths from pneumonia 6 were from broncho-pneumonia, one from lobar pneumonia, and 2 from 


pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Two deaths of infants under one year of age were ascribed to convulsions, one to congenital malformation, 
and 5 to congenital debility. 

Organic diseases of the heart caused 19 deaths and bronchitis 18 deaths. 

There were 5 accidental deaths, including 2 caused by burns, and one by a vehicle. 

One death (that of a soldier) was caused by bullet wound received in battle. 

To homicide one death was attributed. 

Tn 3 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during 


the last illness ; these cases include the death of one person aged 72 years. 


Twenty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 


(18 being infants under one year, of whom 2 were under one month old), and 35 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 24 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 16 aged 75 and upwards, of 
whom 3 (females) were stated to have been aged 90, 90, and {8 years, respectively. 

Sixty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 7 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, 16 in the South Dublin 


Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown Union Workhouse.

No. 1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North),—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 224 per 1,000, 
and include one death from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 deaths from broncho-pneumonia, one death of a child under 2 years of age 
from diarrhoea and enteritis, one accidental death, and one case of homicide. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill)——-The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 22°7 per 1,000. 
Among them are one death from scarlet fever, 3 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from pneumonia, one from bronchitis, and 2 
deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (11) are equivalent to an annual rate of 20°6 per 1,000.

INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


Lhe Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B.8c., Medi 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified ane Sereceentid 
21st November. From this Report it appears that of a total of 85 cases notified, 40 were scarlet fever, 27 
diphtheria, 10 phthisis, 5 erysipelas, 2 enteric fever, and one puerperal fever. Among the 832 cases of 
infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 381 cases of scarlet fever 188 of phthisis, 179 
of diphtheria, 10 of erysipelas, 10 of enteric fever, and one of measles, :

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The total deaths registered, numbering 152, represent an annual rate of 19:5 per 1,000 ; the annual rate 
for the past forty-eight weeks was 21-8 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period of 
the past ten years was 22°6 per 1,(00 of the mean population for all deaths registered, 

The total deaths registered include one from typhus, one from scarlet fever, one from diphtheria, and 3 


deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. 
In the three preceding weeks, deaths from typhus were 0, one, and 0 ; deaths from soarlet fever were 0, 
one, and one; deaths from diphtheria were one, 0, and 0; and deaths of children under 2 years of age from 


diarrhcea and enteritis were 10, 6, and 7, respectively. 
Twenty-two deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease were recorded, including 16 deaths from 


pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from tuberculous meningitis, 2 from abdominal tuberculosis, and 2 from disseminated 
tuberculosis. Deaths from tuberculosis (all forms), in the three preceding weeks numbered 19, 29, and 25, 
respectively, 

Cancer caused 17* deaths. 

There were 5 deaths from broncho-pneumonia, and 2 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Among deaths of infants under one year of age 3 were ascribed to convulsions, 4 to premature birth, and 


7 to congenital debility. 

Ten deaths from organic diseases of the heart and 23 deaths from bronchitis were registered. 

There were 7 accidental deaths including 3 caused by burns, one death by drowning, one (that of an 
infant), by suffocation in bed, and one death resulting from a kick from a horse. 

In 4 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during 
the last illness ; these cases include the deaths of 3 infants under one year old, and the death of a person aged 
65 years. 

Thirty-eight of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(29 being infants under one year, of whom 11 were under one month old), and 44 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 27 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 16 aged 75 and upwards, of 
whom 2 (females) were stated to have been aged 90, and $1 years, respectively. 

Seventy of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, 27 in the South Dublin 
Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown Union Workhonse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See ‘lables IIT. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 18°9 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 193°8 (North 
City Districts, 15°5; South, 24°7) and in the Suburbs 15:8, 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 0°8 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 1:0 (in the North City Districts 1:3, and in the South 0:7), and for the Suburbs 0:0 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 22:4 per 1,000. 
One death each from typhus and diphtheria, 2 deaths from tuberculous disease, one death from broncho-pneumonia, 2 deaths from 
bronchitis, and 2 accidental deaths were recorded. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill)—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 13°9 per 1,000. 
Among them are one death from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from broncho-pneumonia, fone from bronchitis, and one death 
from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years of age. : 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (11) are equivalent to an annual rate of 20°6 per 1,000. 
Two of the deaths were from pulmonary tuberculosis and 4 from bronchitis, 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (10) represent an annual rate of 14°7 per 1,000, and include one 
death from scarlet fever, one from disseminated tuberculosis, and 3 from bronchitis. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Coolock and 
Drumcondra, part of, 11°4 per 1,000 inhabitants; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part’ of, 0:0; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part 
of, 4°9. ; : 

No. 1 South City District (South Eari-street)—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 243 per 1,000. There were 
2 deaths from tuberculous disease, one from pneumonia, 2 from bronchitis, and 2 accidental deaths. 

No, 2 Souch City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 34:1 per 1,000. Fulmonary 
tuberculosis caused 3 deaths and bronchitis 4 deaths. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 31°'l per 1,000. Five deaths 
from tuberculous disease, 2 from pneumonia, and 2 from bronchitis were recorded. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street)—The deaths (11) are equivalent to an annual rate of 17°3 per 1,000. 
Among them are 2 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from bronchitis, and 2 deaths of children under 
2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis. 

New Kilmainham District.—There was only one death recorded, being equal to an annual rate of 5°3 per 1,000. 

Vroan Drstricts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines aud Rathgar, 13°6 ; 
Pembroke. 17°2; Blackrock, 11°3 ; and Kingstown, 9:2, There was no death from any of the principal epidemic diseases tabu- 
lated tor these districts. Among the 14 deaths from all causes for Rathmines and Rathgar are 2 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 
2 from bronchitis, and one accidental death. The 10 deaths from all causes for Pembroke include 2 from tuberculous disease 
and one death ascribed to accident ; and of the 3 deaths recorded for Kingstown one was from bronchitis. P 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 16:4), was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 16°6 per 1,000 persons living; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 18-4 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 19:8, and for Edinburgh 13-5. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


‘The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.D., B.8c., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
28th November. From this Report it appears that of a total of 94 cases notified, 44 were scarlet fever, 32 
diphtheria, 13 phthisis, 4 erysipelas, and one enteric fever. Among the 782 cases of infectious diseases 
in hospital at the close of the week were 358 cases of scarlet fever, 180 of phthisis, 162 of diphtheria Il 
of enteric fever, 5 of erysipelas, 2 of measles, and one of puerperal fever.

‘The total deaths ragistered, numbering 205, represent an annual rate of 26:3 per 1,000 ; the annual rate 
ior the past forty-nine weeks was 21-9 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period ot 
the past ten years was 22-7 per 1,00 of the mean population for all deaths registered 

Among the total deaths registered are 5 from enteric fever, one from scarlet fever, 3 from diphtheria, 
one* from dysentery, and 4 deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. 

In the three weeks preceding, deaths from enteric fever were 2, 2, and 0; deaths from scarlet fever were 
one, one, and one; cleaths from diphtheria were 0, 0, and one; deaths from dysentery were 0, 0, and 0; and 
deaths of children under 2 years of age from diarrhea and enteritis were 6, 7, and 3, respectively. 

Deaths from tuberculous disease (ali forms), which in the three preceding weeks numbered 29, 25 and 22, 
respectively, rose to 33* last week, the 33 deaths comprising 30 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, one death 
from abdominal tuberculosis, and 2 deaths from disseminated tuberculosis.

Of deaths of infants under one year of age 4 were attributed to convulsions and 3 to premature birth. 

Fourteen deaths from organic diseases of the heart and 17 from bronchitis were registered. 

There was one accidental death. 

In 4 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during 
the last illness ; these cases include the deaths of 2 children under 5 years of age (including one infant under 
one year old). 

Thirty-eight of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 9 yeurs of age 
(24 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month old), and 56 weve aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 36 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 16 aged 75 and upwards, of 
whom one (a female) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 

Ninety of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public institutions ; 
of this number 16 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, 22 in the South Dublin 
Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown Union Workhouse.

Among them are one death each from enteric fever and diphtheria. 2 from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 2 from pneumonia. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 23°5 per 1,000. One death from 
scarlet fever, 2 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 2 deaths from pneumonia were recorded.

INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH. 


‘The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Kdinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
5th December. From this Report it appears that of a total of 96 cases notified, 45 were scarlet fever, 29 
diphtheria, 16 phthisis, and 6 erysipelas. Among the 761 cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the 
close of the week were 352 cases of scarlet fever, 174 of phthisis, 156 of diphtheria, 11 of enteric fever, 5 
of erysipelas, and one of puerperal fever. ,

The mortality last week in 97 large English towns (including London, in which the rate was 15-5), was 
equal to an average annual death-rate of 15-7 per 1,000 persons living; the average rate for 16 principal 
towns of Scotland was 17:7 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 19:1, and for Edinburgh 16-7, 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE IN EDINBURGH, 

The Kegistrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., u.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
12th December. From this Report it appears that of a total of 90 cases notitied, 34 were diphtheria, 33 
scarlet fever, 17 phthisis, 5 erysipelas, and one of enteric fever Among the 726 cases of infectious diseases 
in hospital at the close of the week were 324 cases of scarlet fever, 165 of diphtheria, 163 of phthisis, 11 of 
enteric fever, 5 of erysipelas, and one of measles.

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The total deaths ragistered, numbering 203, represent an annual rate of 26:1 per 1,000, the annual rate 
for the past fifty-one weeks was 22-1 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period {of 
the past ten years was 22-7 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

Included in the total deaths registered are one* from enteric fever, one from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 
4 from diphtheria, and.7 from diarrhoeal diseases. 

In the three preceding weeks, deaths from enteric fever were 0, 5, and one ; deaths from measles were 
0, 0, and one ; deaths from scarlet fever were one, one, and one ; deaths from diphtheria were one, 3, and one ; 
and deaths from diarrheal diseases were 3, 4, and 10, respectively. 

Deaths from tuberculous disease numbered 31*, including 26 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 from 
tuberculous meningitis, one from abdominal tuberculosis, and one from disseminated tuberculosis. Deaths 
from tuberculous disease in the three preceding weeks were 22, 33, and 29, respectively. 

Cincer caused 7* deaths. 

Twelve deaths were caused by broncho-pneumonia, 3 by lobar pneumonia, and 4 by pneumonia (type 
not distinguished). 

Included in the deaths of infants under one year of age, are 3 ascribed to convulsions, 2 to premature 
birth, and 7 to congenita! debility. 

Organic diseases of the heart caused 26 deaths, and bronchitis 25, 

There were 9 accidental deaths, including 3 causel by burns, 2 of the latter being deaths of infants under 
one year of age. 

In 4 instances the cause of death was ‘uncertified,” there haying been no medical attendant during 
the last illness ; these cases include the death of one infant under one year old. 

Fifty-one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(29 being infants under one year, of whom 6 were under one month old), and 53 were aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 36 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 25 aged 75 and upwards, of 
whom 4 (one male and 3 females) were stated to have been aged 92, 92, 92, and 95 years, respectively. 

Sixty-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public 
institutions; of this number 9 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, 14 in the 
the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last week, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed.

As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 247 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 24:7 (North

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 1:8 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 1:7 (in the North City Districts 1:9, and in the South 1:4), and for the Suburbs 2°2 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 24°2 per 1,000. 
There were 2 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from broncho-pneumonia, one from bronchitis, and one accidental death. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 20:2 per 1,000. 
Two deaths were caused by pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 by bronchitis, one (that of a child under 2 years of age) by diarrhoea and 
enteritis, and 2 were accidental deaths. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (22) are equivalent to an annual rate of 41-1 per 1,000. 
Among them are 5 from tuberculous disease, 3 from pneumonia, 2 from bronchitis, one death of a child under 2 years of age 
from diarrhoea and enteritis, and one accidental death. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 30°8 per 1,000, and include one 
from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, one from diphtheria, 2 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 from pneumonia, and 5 from 
bronchitis. 

Other North City Districts——The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, part of, 9:5 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, 0°0; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part 
of, 29°2. Of the 6 deaths from all causes for the last-named district one was from lopar-pneumonia. 

No. 1 South City District (South Eari-street).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 20°5 per 1,000. There were 2 
deaths from tuberculous disease, 3 from broncho-pneumonia, one from bronchitis, one death of a child under 2 years of age 
from diarrhoea and enteritis, and one accidental death. 

No, 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 28°4 per 1,000. Among them 
are 2 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from lobar pneumonia. and 3 from bronchitis. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (18) are equal to an aunual rate of 21°6 per 1,000. Two deaths 
from diphtheria, 3 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from broncho-pneumonia, 8 from bronchitis. and one from diarrhcea were 
recorded: 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths (21) are equivalent to an annual rate of 33-0 per 1,000. 
Three deaths were caused by pulmonary tuberculosis, 4 by pneumonia, 2 by bronchitis, and one by an accident. 

New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (2) equal to an annual rate of 10-6 per 1,000, include one from pulmonary 
tuberculosis. ? 

Vroan Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines and Rathgar, 28:0 ;

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The total deaths vagistered, numbering 134, represent an annual rate of 17:2 per 1,000, the annual rate 
for the past fifty-two weeks was 22:0 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period of 
the past ten years was 22°6 per 1,(00 of the mean population for all deaths registered. ; 

The total deaths registered (134) include 2 from enteric fever, one from scarlet fever, 2 from diphtheria, 
one from influenza, one from dysentery, and 5 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 

In the three preceding weeks, deaths from enteric fever were 5, one, and one; deaths from scarlet 
fever were one, one, and 2; deaths from diphtheria were 3, one, and 4; deaths from influenza were 
0, 2, and 0; deaths from dysentery were one, 0, and 0 ; and deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years were 4, 10, and 6, respectively. 

There were 25* deaths from tuberculous disease, comprising 20 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 4 from 
tuberculous meningitis, and one from uterine tuberculosis. In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from tuberculous 
disease were 33, 29, and 31, respectively.

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The total deaths ragistered, numbering 283, represent an annual rate of 36°3 per 1,000, the annual rate 
for the past fifty-three weeks was 22:2 per 1,000, and the average annual rate for the corresponding period of 
the past ten years was 22°6 per 1,000 of the mean population for all deaths registered. 

Among the deaths registered are 2 from enteric fever, 2 from scarlet fever, 4 from whooping-cough, 2 
from diphtheria, 8 deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age, and one death 
from influenza. 

Deaths from enteric fever in the three preceding weeks were one, one, and 2; deaths from scarlet 
fever were one, 2, and one; deaths from whooping-cough were 2, 0, and 0; deaths from diphtheria were 
one, 4, and 2; deaths of children under 2 years of age from diarrhea and enteritis were 10, 6, and 5; and 
deaths from influenza were 2, 0, and one, respectively. 

Deaths from all forms of tnberculous disease registered during last week numbered 45*, as against 29, 
31, and 25 respectively in the 3 preceding weeks. Of the 45 deaths 38 were caused by pulmonary tuberculosis, 
5 by tuberculous meningitis, one by abdominal tuberculosis, and one by disseminated tuberculosis. 

Broncho-pneumonia caused 28* deaths, lobar pneumonia 2 deaths, and pneamonia (type not distinguished) 
6 deaths. 

There were 12* deaths from cancer. 

Among deaths of infants under one year of age, 8 were attributed to convulsions, 5 to premature birth, 
and 4 to congenita! debility. 

Twenty-five deaths were due to organic diseases of the heart, and 39 to bronchitis. 

There were 2 accidental deaths, including one (that of a child 44 years of age) caused by burns. 

In 14 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during 
the last illness ; these cases include the deaths of 3 infants under one year old, and the deaths of 7 persons 
aged 65 years and upwards. 

Highty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years of age 
(57 being infants under one year, of whom 9 were under one month old), and 76 weve aged 65 years and 
upwards, including 53 persons aged 70 and upwards ; among the latter were 34 aged 75 and upwards, of 
whom 4 (fernales) were stated to have been aged 90, 96,°98, and 101 years respectively. 

One hundred and five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other public 
institutions; of this number 13 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, 34 in the 
South Dublin Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for last weak, deaths in Public 
Institutions being assigned to the Districts from which the deceased were admitted, and the annual death- 
rate for each District calculated on the mortality so distributed. [See Tables III. and VIT.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 35°2 per 1,000; the rate in the City was 37°6 (North 
City Districts, 30°7 ; South, 45°5), and in the Suburbs, 27:3. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal’an annual rate of 2°3 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
rate for the City being 2°9 (in the North City Districts 1°9, and in the South 3°9), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 

No. 1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 34°5 per 1,000. 
There were 8 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 from pneumonia, 2 from bronchitis, and one accidental death. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill)——The deaths (37) are equal to an annual rate of 46-7 per 1,000. 
Seven deaths were caused by pulmonary tuberculosis, 9 by pneumonia, 4 by bronchitis, and 2 (those of children under 2 years of 
age) by diarrhoea and enteritis. 

No, 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual rate of 29°9 per 1,000. 
Among them are one from scarlet fever, 3 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from pneumonia, 4 from bronchitis, 2 deaths of 
children under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis, and one accidental death. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 24:9 per 1,000, and include one 
death each from diphtheria and influenza, 2 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 from broncho-pneumonia, and one from bronchitis. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, part of, 19°0 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, 19:1; and Finglasand Glasnevin, part 
of, 0'0. Of the 2 deaths recorded for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, one was from pulmonary tuberculosis, and one from 
bronchitis ; and included in the 5 deaths from all causes for Coolock and Drumcondra, part of, one was from abdominal 
tuberculosis. 

No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (38) represent an annual rate of 48°6 per 1,000. Three deaths 
from whooping-cough, 4 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 5 from pneumonia, 8 from bronchitis, and 4 deaths of children under 2 
years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis, were recorded. 

No, 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 68-2 per 1,000. Among them 
are one death each from enteric fever and whooping-cough, 3 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 5 from pheumonia, and 6 from 
bronchitis. ; 

No. 3 South Crty District (Peter-street).—The deaths (41) are equal to an annual rate of 49:1 per 1,000, and include one 
death each from scarlet fever and diphtheria, 9 deaths from tuberculous disease, 3 from broncho-pneumonia, and 3 from 
bronchitis. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal Street).—The deaths (21) are equivalent to an annual rate of 33:0 per 1,000. 
Hight deaths were caused by tuberculous disease and 3 by bronchitis. 

New Kilmainham District.—The deaths (3) are equal to an annual rate of 15:9 per 1,000. One of the deaths was from 
pulmonary tuberculosis and one from bronchitis. 

Vroan Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—Rathmines and Rathgar, 29°3 ; 
Pembroke, 241; Blackrock, 22°7 ; and Kingstown, 30°8. The only death from any of the principal epidemic diseases tabulated 
tor these districts was one from enteric fever for Pembroke. Among the 22 deaths from all causes for Rathmines and Rathgar are 
one from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from broncho-pneumonia, and 4 from bronchitis. The 14 deaths from all causes for 
Pembroke include 5 from broncho-pneumonia ; and of the 10 deaths from all causes for Kingstown one was from pulmonary 
tuberculosis and one from bronchitis.

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DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. — Birrus. — In the Dublin Registration 
Area, which consists of the citv of Dublin and the urban districts of Harhiniies and 
Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and Kingstown, the total area thereof being 13,743 
statute acres, and the population, estimated to the middle of 1914, 406,000, Hien were 
registered during the fourteen* weeks ended on Saturday, 2nd January, 1915, 2,750 
births—1,418 boys and 1,332 girls—being equal to an annual ratio of 1 in 39-6, or 25-2 
in every 1,000 of the population. 


The number of births registered in the city was 2,382, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 28-6 in every 1,000 of the population ; and in the urban districts named above, 368, 
equal to an annual rate of 14-3 in every 1,000 of the population. . 


There were registered in London during the same period 28,511 births—being equal 
to an annual birth-rate of 23-5 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow 
there were registered 7,537, being equal to 26-8 per 1,000; and in Edinburgh, 1,717— 
a number affording an annual birth-rate of 19-9 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 


Deatus.—Omitting the deaths (138) of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Dublin Registration Area, the deaths for the Area, numbering 
2,187, are equivalent to an annual rate of 20-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population, 
the average rate for the corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 20-6. The 
total number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 
2,325—1,130 males and 1,195 females—affording an annual ratio of 1 in 46-9 or 21°3 
in every 1,000 of the estimated population. ~ The annual mean mortality represented 
by the deaths registered during the fourth quarter of the ten years, 1904-1913, in the 
Dublin Registration Area was 21-7 per 1,000 of the estimated mean population of those 


years. 7 
The number of deaths of inhabitantst of the north city districts registered last 
quarter was 881, representing an annual mortality of 19-9 in every 1,000 of the

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population ; and the number in the south city districts was 885, equivalent to a rate 
of 22-6 per 1,000. In the urban districts the number of deaths registered was 421, 
being equal to an annual death-rate of 16-4 in every 1,000. 


The number of deaths registered in London during the same period was 18,477, 
a number equal to an annual rate of mortality of 15-2 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants ; 
in Glasgow the number was 4,942 equal to 17-6 in every 1,000; and in Edinburgh 
1,287, affording an annual death-rate of 14-9 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population. 


DisEasEs._-The number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* registered 
in the Dublin Registration Area during last quarter was 192, and the annual rate per 
1,000 of the population represented by the deaths from these diseases was 1-76. 


The following tabular statement shows the mortality from some of the principal 
epidemic diseases in the period under notice, and the average number of deaths from 
these diseases which occurred in the corresponding period of the 10 years, 1904-1913 :—

Enteric FEvER.—The deaths from enteric fever, 26 in number, were 7 over the average 
for the quarterly period of the ten years 1904-1913. In the 3 preceding quarterly periods 
such deaths were 14, 8 and 21 respectively. 


_ Of the total deaths 13 were of residents in south Dublin city ; 4 were of north Dublin 
city ; 4 belonged to the urban districts, and 5 were deaths of persons admitted from without 
the Registration Area. — 


The hospital statistics (Table I.) show that at the close of the preceding quarter there 
were 75 cases of enteric fever under treatment, 156 were admitted during the period, 
166 patients were discharged, there were 18 deaths, and 47 cases remained under 
treatment on the 2nd January, 1915. 


TypHus.—There were 28 cases of this disease admitted to hospital, 14 were 


discharged, there were 3 deaths, and 11 patients were under treatment at the close of 
the quarter. . 


SMALL-POX.—There was no case of small-pox reported as occurring in the Dublin 
Registration Area. 


MuasLes.—Four deaths from measles were registered, the average being 31, and the 
deaths.in the 3 quarters preceding 81, 280, and 21 respectively. The number of cases of 


measles treated in hospital was 29, not one case being under treatment in hospital at the 
close of the period. 


SCARLET Frver.—The 13 deaths from scarlet fever are 2 above the average, and 6 
over the number registered in the September quarter of the year, the deaths in the 
two quarters preceding being 13 and 8. Altogether 334 cases were treated in hospitals ; 


of this number 225 were discharged, 12 died, and 97+ were in hospital at the termination 
of the period. :

DIPHTHERIA.—Of 199 patients suffering from diphtheria who were treated in hospital 
134 were discharged, 12 died, and 53 were under treatment at the end of the quarter. The 
number of deaths registered in the whole Area from diphtheria was 18 compared with 
the average 19, and the numbers in the 3 quarters preceding, namely 24,16,and 19. There 
were 7 deaths in north Dublin city, 6 in south Dublin city, of which figure 5 belonged to 
the district of south City No. 3; three in the urban district of Rathmines and Rathgar 
one in Pembroke urban district, and one death of a person admitted from outside the 
Dublin Registration Area. 


DIARRH@AL DisEAsES.—The total deaths from diarrhceal diseases were 121, this 
figure includes 113 deaths of children under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis, 
In each of the 3 quarterly periods preceding such deaths were 95, 263, and 165. 


InFLuENnzA.—The deaths of 10 persons were attributed to influenza, which had caused 
21, 10, and 2 deaths in each of the 3 preceding quarters. 


CEREBRO-SPINAL FEvER.—There was no mortality from cerebro-spinal ‘fever. 


TUBERCULOSIS.—The aggregate mortality from tuberculosis included the deaths of 
372 persons (during the quarterly period which consisted of 14 weeks); the annual rate 
represented by this number was 3°41 per 1,000 of the population of the Area estimated 
to the middle of the year 1914. Of the total deaths (372), pulmonary tuberculosis 
accounted for 292, tuberculous meningitis for 41, abdominal tuberculosis for 17, and other 
forms of the disease for 22“deaths. One hundred and thirty-seven of the total deaths 
from tuberculosis belonged to north Dublin city corresponding to an annual rate of 3-10 
per 1,000 ; in the south city there were 158 deaths with a rate of 4-04 per 1,000; and in 
the urban districts 57 deaths, the rate being 2-22 per 1,000. There were 20 deaths in 
institutions of persons admitted from outside the Registration Area. 


PneumoniA.—The deaths fnom pneumonia, numbering 187, equivalent to an 
annual rate of 1-72 per 1,000 of the population, include 100 deaths from broncho- 
pneumonia, 22 from lobar pneumonia, and 65 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 


Cancer.—The deaths of 144 persons were assigned to cancer. This figure represents 
an annual rate of 1-32 per 1,000 of the estimated population of the Area. 


DISEASES OF THE Brain AND Nervous System.—The total (206) from the above 
causes include the deaths of 47 children under 5 years of age from convulsions and 21 
deaths from meningitis, and is equal to a rate of 1-89 per 1,000 of the population. 


DISEASES OF THE CrRcULATORY SysTEM.—Altogether deaths from such causes 
numbered 260, and represent a rate of 2°39 per 1,000. Of the total, 217 deaths were 
attributed to organic diseases of the heart. 


Broncuitis.—The deaths from bronchitis, amounting to 274, represent a rate of 2°51 
per 1.000 of the estimated population of the Area. 


Concentra, Conprrions.—There were 7 deaths from congenital defects, 42 from 
premature birth and 43 from congenital debility. 


VIoLENCE.—The deaths from accidental causes, numbering 54, include 22 deaths 
from burns and scalds (of this latter figure 12 were deaths of children under 5 years of 
age), 5 by vehicles and horses, 2 by drowning, and one death of an infant by suffocation 


in bed. 


There was one death by homicide and one by suicide.

In 64 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness. Of the 64 cases, 28 (or 44 per cent.) were deaths 
of children under 5 years of age ; these 28 deaths form 4-8 per cent. of the total number 
of deaths of children of that age-period. Of the deaths of 103 infants under one month 
old registered, there were 14 (or 13-6 per cent.) regarding which the cause was uncertified. 

From Table II., on page 850f, it will be seen that, excluding 138 deaths of persons 
admitted into public institutions from localities outside the Dublin Registration Area, 
the number of deaths registered during the quarter was 2,187, equal to an annual rate 
of 20-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and that 180 of these deaths, repre- 
senting an annual rate of 1-7 per 1,000 persons, were caused by the principal epidemic 
diseases.tf The death-rate for the city (from all causes) was 21+2 per 1,000, and for 
the urban districts 16-4 per 1,000. The death-rate represented by the mortality from 
the principal epidemic diseases in the city was 1-9, and in the urban districts 0-9, the rates 
for the several districts varying from 0-0 in Clontarf and Howth No. 1 (part of) and in _ 
Blackrock, to 2:5 in North City No. 1 E. and in South City No. 1, the 182 deaths 
from all causes for North City No. 1 E. including one each from enteric fever, typhus, 
diphtheria, and dysentery, and 16 from diarrhoeal diseases ; and of the 259 deaths from 
all causes for South City No. 1 district, 5 were from enteric fever, 4 from whooping- 
cough, and 18 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. 

Occupations. —Table III., on page 840g shows the occupations or social position 
of the persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, the various callings 
being grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality in the 
several social grades of the population. From this table it will be observed that the 
deaths in families of the “ Professional and Independent Class ’’ were equal to an annual 
rate of 16-8 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to the Census of 1911; in 
the ‘‘ Middle Class” the death-rate was 13-9 per 1,000; among the “ Artisan Class and 
Petty Shopkeepers ” it was 17-0; and in the “ General Service Class ” it was 21 -7. 

Acrs.—Of the 2,325 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Registration 
Area during the quarter, 582 were under 5 years of age, including 295 infants under one 
year of age, the latter representing a rate of 143-6 per 1,000 births registered. The 
number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an annual mortality of 
53-0 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the Census of 1911); 105 were between 
the ages of 5 and 15, representing an annual rate of 5-5 per 1,000 persons at that age- 
period ; 87 were between the ages of 15 and 25, equivalent to an annual rate of 4-0 per 
1,000 ; the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual mortality of 15-0 per 
1,000 of the population at that age-period (according to the Census of 1911); 386, or 
11-5 per 1,000 persons, were between 25 and 45; 586, or 37-1 per 1,000, between 45 
and 65; 338, or 74-6 per 1,000, between 65 and 75; and 241, or 160-5 per 1,000, were 
aged 75 and upwards, including 24 persons aged 90 and upwards. 

Pusuic InsrrrutTions.—Of the 2,325 deaths recorded during the quarter, 1,007, or 
43-3 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz., 597 in the various hospitals, prisons, 
and lunatic asylums ; 150 in the North Dublin Union Workhouse; 245 in the South Dublin 
Union Workhouse; and 15 (those of persons admitted from within the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. | 

WEATHER.—The mean temperature for thirteen weeks, deduced from the mean 
weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, was 
44°7°. At Greenwich, for fourteen weeks, it was 46°8°; at Glasgow 441°; and at 
Edinburgh, 44 -2°. 

The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 10°14 inches; at 
Greenwich, for tourteen weeks 9-91 inches; at Glasgow, 12:11; and at Edinburgh, 
7°62 inches.

TWENTY-SEVEN Principat Town Districts or IRELAND.—The average annual 
death-rate represented by the deaths from all causes registered during last quarter in 
the Dublin Registration Area and twenty-six of the principal urban districts of Ireland 
(exclusive-of deaths in public institutions of persons admitted from without the districts), 
was 18-7 per 1,000 of the population, the respective rates for the several districts being as 
follow, ranging in order from the lowest to the highest :—Coleraine, 11-0; Portadown, 
12-1; Bray, 12-1; Sligo, 12-3 ; Queenstown, 12-3 ; Bangor, 12-5; Tralee, 12-7 ; Dundalk, 
13-0; Londonderry, 14-2; Lisburn, 14-4 ; Drogheda, 15-5 ; Newry, 16-2; Athlone, 16-5; 
Galway, 16-6; Wexford, 16-8; Ballymena, 17-0; Clonmel, 17-9; Larne, 18-1; Belfast, 
18-6; Limerick, 18:9 ; Newtownards, 19-0; Lurgan, 19-3; Armagh, 19-7; Cork, 20-0 ;: 
Dublin Registration Area, 20-1; Kilkenny, 22-3 ; and Waterford, 24-7, 


The average annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases* in the 27 districts is 2-1 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 
0-0 in three of the districts to 6:8 in Waterford, the 182 deaths from all causes for that 
district, including one death each from enteric fever and typhus, 37 from scarlet fever, 
and 11 from diarrhceal diseases. 


The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* 
in the twenty-six provincial urban districts already named, and Tables IV. and V. give 
in detail the results of the registration for the quarter :— 


Enteric Fever.—The 20 deaths from enteric fever include 12 deaths recorded for 
Belfast, 6 for Ballymena, and one death each for Waterford and Shgo. 


Typuus.—One of the deaths from this cause appertained to Cork, one to Waterford, 
and one to Galway. 


SMALL-Pox.—No death from small-pox was registered. 


Mrasies.—Of the deaths from measles, 106 were recorded for Belfast, 3 for Cork, 
and one each for Dundalk and Queenstown. 


ScaRLET FEever.—From this cause 43 deaths were assigned to Belfast, 37 to Water- 
ford, 5 to Londonderry, 4 to Cork. 3 each to Lurgan and Lisburn, and 2 to Newtownards. 


WxHoopinc-coucu.—Of 57 deaths from whooping-cough, 43 belonged to Belfast, 13- 
to Cork, and one to Queenstown. 


DIpHTHERIA.—-Seven deaths under this heading appertained to Kilkenny, 6 deaths — 
ait to Belfast and Cork, and one death each to Lurgan, Drogheda, Tralee, Coleraine and _ 
angor. 


_ Diarrua@at Disrases.—Among the deaths (182) under this heading, are 156 of 
children under 2 years of age. Of the latter, 90 were recorded for Belfast, 18 for Cork, 
8 for Waterford, 7 each for Londonderry and Limerick, and 6 for Tralee. 





Puruisis.—The annual death-rate from phthisis for the 27 towns in the aggregate 
was 2-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration Area it was 
2°5 per 1,000, for Belfast county borough 1-8 per 1,000, and for the urban districts 
collectively (exclusive of Dublin Registration Area and Belfast), it was 1-6 per 1,000, 


exclusive of deaths in public institutions of persons admitted from without the respective 
areas.
